vertise  him  and  increase  his  demand,  and  enhance 
his  prices. 

Now  there  is  another  point  which  we  have  not  con- 
sidered, and  it  is  that  of  numbers.  How  many  com- 
mon market  chickens  must  be  raised  before  enough 
cash  is  netted  to  pay  reasonable  wages  to  a  man  that 
he  may  support  his  family?  Compare  that  number 
with  the  number  of  good  thoroughbred  specimens  and 
it  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  sixteen-to-one  or 
worse.  In  other  words,  from  five  to  ten  dollars  is  a 
reasonable  price  to  receive  for  one  well-bred  bird, 
while  from  two  to  four  dozen  market  chickens  must 
be  produced  to  bring  in  the  same  amount. 

With  the  much  greater  numbers  that  must  be  kept, 
the  feed  and  labor  bill  is  increased  in  proportion, 
likewise  the  buildings;  and  then  look  at  the  terribly 
increased  liability  to  disease  and  disaster.  Looking 
at  the  matter,  therefore,  from  the  dollars  and  cents 
side  of  the  question,  then,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  com- 
mon business  sense  to  be  a  chicken  fancier  rather  than 
a  chicken  raiser. 

Now.  from  the  sentimental  or  pleasant  side,  what  a 


difference  there  is.  It  is  a  very  great  pleasure,  and 
one  that  is  almost  bound  to  make  your  friend's  eyes 
twinkle  when  you  take  them  around  the  back  prem- 
ises to  look  at  your  pen  or  pens  of  fowls  that  are  all 
alike :  that  have  red,  rosy  combs,  smooth  feathers  and 
bright  eyes.  It  is  another  great  pleasure  to  see  pass- 
ers by  stop  and  admire  your  birds,  and  go  away  and 
talk  about  them  among  their  frieuds.  I  have  taken  in 
many  an  order  from  this  source  alone. 

This  article  has  not  touched  upon  the  highest  and 
finest  points  of  the  fancier's  business,  as  I  leave  that 
to  the  pens  of  men  who  know  the  proper  color  and 
shape  of  every  feather  upon  their  fowls.  Men  who 
devote  their  entire  ability  and  attention  to  the  pro- 
duction of  specimens  that  are  all  but  perfection.  Such 
men  deserve  our  greatest  respect  and  admiration  and 
are  "fanciers"  of  the  fanciest.  When  we  read  of 
their  receiving  prices  for  single  birds  that  are  counted 
in  three  and  four  figures  let  us  congraulate  them  for 
being  some  little  repaid  for  years  of  patient  and 
earnest  effort,  treading  in  their  steps  as  nearly  as  our 
surroundings  will  permit. 


The  Modifiability  of  Color 


The  Principles  of  Color  Production,  of  Which  a 
Thorough  Understanding  Places  Us  on  the  Short 
Route  to  Success  —  One  of  the  Best  and  Most 
Valuable  Articles  Ever  Written  for  Fanciers

fr^y^^-^/l  0  ^ar  as  external  characteristics  are 
concerned,  there  are  two  problems  to  be 
V^c^^^sV  solved,  in  breeding  fowls.  These  are 
ySjj^^f^J  shape  and  color.  The  solution  of  the 
{j^yX^^Wt  Icttter  problem  depends,  in  part  at  least, 
«*w-/2!iU_^  upon  a  knowledge  of  how  far  the  colors 
of  domestic  fowls  are  capable  of  modification.  The 
modifiability  of  color,  therefore,  is  a  subject  of  no 
small  interest  to  the  poultry  breeder. 

The  colors  found  upon  domestic  fowls  are  substan- 
tially included  in  the  folio-wing  list,  viz:  white,  black, 
blue,  red,  yellow  and  brown,  with  intermediate  shades. 
And  this  list  can  be  reduced,  perhaps,  to  white,  black 
and  red,  as  the  fundamental  or  primary  colors  in  the 
fowl  spectrum.  In  physical  science,  white  is  a  com- 
bination of  all  primary  colors,  and  black  an  absence 
of  color,  but  for  the  purposes  of  this  article  we  may 
treat  these  as  positive  colors.  These  three  colors, 
with  their  derivative  shades,  are  variously  arranged 
upon  the  bodies  of  fowls  and  even  upon  the  separate 
feathers,  forming  the  beautiful  markings  which  char- 
acterize so  many  varieties  of  parti-colored  fowls.  The 
peneilings.  bars,  stri pings,  spangles  and  the  like  and 
their  modifiability  into  each  other  are  not  here  under 
direct  consideration. 

White  is  a  very  permanent  color,  easily  transmitted, 
and  once  acquired  is  apt  to  be  retained.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  of  the  so-called  white  "sports,"  for, 
though  the  immediate  result  of  albinism,  they  almost 
invariably  breed  true  to  feather.  When  this  color  is 
obtained  by  crossing  a  white  with  another  colored 
fowl,  such  fidelity  in  breeding  does  not  result,  and 


there  follow  more  or  less  reversions,  partial  or  com- 
plete, to  the  non-white  ancestor.  This  fact  furnishes 
a  fairly  safe  rule  for  ascertaining  whether  a  given 
white  fowl  has  been  produced  by  crossing  or  has  ap- 
peared as  a  "sport."  During  the  white  boom,  that 
is  at  the  time  when  Javas,  Dirigos,  Plymouth  Rocks. 
Wyandottes,  Puritans.  Snowflakes  and  other  varieties 
almost  simultaneously  appeared  clad  in  white  robes 
and  for  a  period  were  all  in  the  lime-light,  there  was 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  test  the  reliability  of  this 
rule,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  some  so-called 
"sports"  would  hardly  have  met  this  test  successfully. 
Still  I  would  not  be  understood  as  asserting  that 
"sports"  will  invariably  breed  true,  and  that  colored 
progeny  from  white  parents  is  an  incontestable  proof 
that  the  parents  were  not  the  direct  result  of  albin- 
ism. 

Occasionally,  though  rarely  colored  fowls  become 
wholly  white  through  the  effects  of  old  age.  This,  I 
think,  occurs  oftener  among  solid  black  fowls  than 
those  of  any  other  color,  although  I  well  remember 
a  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  hen  that  was  thus  trans- 
formed in  appearance.  Usually  age  produces  some 
whitening,  like  the  tip  of  the  flights  and  secondaries, 
in  the  plumage  of  colored  fowls.  This  whitening  is 
presumably  due  to  the  same  cause  or  causes  which 
bleaches  human  hair  after  a  man  has  entered  into  mid- 
dle life.  It  has  little  breeding  significance,  except 
this,  that  a  fowl  which  holds  its  color  in  old  age  is 
preferable  to  breed  color  from  than  one  which  turns 
m  ay  when  young,  because  her  chicks  will  be  likely  to 
retain  their  color  when  adults.  Such  whitening  from 
age,  however,  would  hardly  serve  the  purpose  of  one 
who  desired  to  produce  a  white  variety  from  colored 
ancestors.  Such  a  result  is  obtainable  in  one  of  three 
ways. 

1.  By  albinism.  This  is  a  method.  :,o  far  as  is 
known,  which  is  not  under  man's  control,  and  which 
he  can  use  only  by  taking  advantage  of  its  sporadic 
appearances. 
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2.  By  crossing  with  a  white  fowl  of  some  other 
breed,  selecting  the  breed  nearest  allied  to  the  variety 
which  it  is  desired  to  produce. 

3.  By  selecting  colored  specimens  showing  some 
white  in  their  plumage,  not  due  to  old  age,  and  breed- 
ing them  together,  and  from  their  progeny  again 
selecting  the  chicks  which  show  an  increase  of  the 
white  for  further  breeding.  One  strain  of  White 
Cochin  Bantams  was  thus  originated,  and  at  the 
time  of  its  appearance  was  one  of  the  best  strains  of 
the  variety  in  the  country. 

These  three  methods  may  be  summarized  as  albin- 
ism, crossing  and  selection. 

Red,  also,  is  a  very  permanent  color,  not  always 
persisting  as  red,  but  as  various  shades  of  orange, 
buff,  yellow,  cream  and  straw  color.  If  the  scientific 
view  of  the  origin  of  the  domestic  fowl,  as  a  descend- 
ant of  the  Gallus  Banhiva,  is  correct,  we  ought  to  ex- 
pect that  red  would  be  a  permanent  color,  for  the  male 
of  this  wild  species  is  a  black-red  fowl,  and  the  red 
is  a  prominent  element  in  its  coloration.  We  find 
proof  of  the  persistency  of  this  color,  and,  also,  in- 
cidentally of  the  probable  truth  of  the  theory  of  the 
domestic  fowl's  origin,  in  the  fact  that  when  a  black- 
red  and  a  white  fowl  are  crossed,  the  red-pyle 
marking  is  produced  that  is  the  black  gives  place  to 
the  white,  while  the  red  remains  unchanged.  A  Red 
Pyle  Game  is  in  fact  marked  like  a  Black-breasted 
Red  Game  through  this  substitution  of  colors,  and 
might  with  propriety  have  been  named  the  White- 
breasted  Red  Game.  The  Red  Pyle  Leghorn  was 
similarly  produced  by  crossing  a  White  Leghorn  with 
a  Brown,  the  male  of  the  latter  being  a  black-red  fowl. 
There  will  result  from  such  crossing,  as  was  found  in 
the  making  of  the  Red  Pyle  Leghorn,  not  only  red- 
pyle  fowls,  but,  owing  to  the  brown  plumage  of  the 
female,  various  shades  of  snuffy  brown,  yellow  and 
buff.  And  it  is  not  improbable  that  some  of  the  Buff 
Leghorns,  which  have  been  so  popular,  trace  their 
origin  back  to  white  and  black-red  ancestors. 

The  persistency  of  the  red  color  is  also  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  males  of  many  breeds  show  a  tendency 
to  "brassiness."  This  is  often  called  "sun-burn," 
and  doubtless  the  sun  does  exercise  some  influence  in 
bringing  out  this  "brassiness,"  but  behind  it  and 
deeper  seated  than  the  warmth  of  the  sun's  rays,  lies 
the  pigment  in  the  blood  which  produces  this  yellow 
finge,  derived,  in  the  ultimate  analysis,  from  the 
long  forgotten  black-red  ancestor. 

Although  red  is  a  persistent  color,  it  is  easily  modi- 
fied. Mingled  with  white  it  becomes  lighter  in  shade 
and  passes  through  orange,  buff,  lemon  and  straw  hues 
until  it  almost  fades  into  pure  white.  Buff  and  red 
fowls  have  a  tendency  to  draw  near  together  in  color. 
Take  for  example  the  Buff  Wyandotte  and  the  Rose- 
combed  Rhode  Island  Red.  The  darkest  of  the  Wyan- 
dotte and  the  lightest  of  the  Red  males  are  almost 
identical  in  color.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Buff  Ply- 
mouth Rock  and  the  Single-combed  Rhode  Island  Red. 
or  rather  fowls  exhibited  as  such,  have  been  bred  from 
And  I  know  as  a  fact  that  all  four  of  these  varieties, 
a  single  pen.  This,  of  course,  was  in  the  early  days 
of  these  varieties,  when  they  were  not  carefully  dif- 
ferentiated from  each  other.  It  would  be  more  diffi- 
cult to  do  this  successfully  to-day. 

Red,  mixed  with  black,  produces  those  darker  shades 
which  we  find  on  the  Partridge  Cochin,  browns,  ma- 
roons, and  the  like. 

Red,  therefore,  while  an  extremely  persistent  color, 
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is  one  that  it  is  difficult  to  restrain  within  any  one 
shade.  It  has  a  tendency  to  run  through  the  whole 
chromatic  scale  from  straw  to  the  darkest  maroon. 
The  intermediate  shades  are  many  and  some  of  them 
very  beautiful.  It  is.  therefore,  a  color  that  gives  the 
breeder  the  finest  of  materials  with  which  to  work,  and 
demands  of  him  the  greatest  skill  in  its  control.  The 
breeder,  who  can  produce  a  flock  of  buff  or  red  fowls, 
uniform  in  shade,  has  attained  a  degree  of  skill  in 
color  breeding  of  which  few  men  can  boast.  By  rear- 
ing large  numbers  almost  any  one  can  select  a  small 
flock  of  nearly  uniform  color,  but  it  requires  a  master 
to  breed  a  flock  nearly  every  number  of  which  shall 
be  identical  in  hue. 

Black,  though  a  reasonably  permanent  color,  is  not 
so  persistent  as  either  white  or  red.  This  fact  ap- 
peared in  the  illustrations  already  given  of  its  disap- 
pearance in  the  progeny  of  a  white  and  a  black-red 
parent.  Black  also,  shows  less  resistance  to  the  effects 
of  age,  albinism  and  variation.  But  black  fowls  bred 
to  black  fowls  will  produce  black  fowls  to  the  end 
of  the  chapter. 

The  effects  of  mixing  black  and  red  together  have 
been  considered.  The  intermixture  of  black  and  white 
gives  some  very  remarkable  results.  This  intermix- 
ture produces  barred  fowls,  like  the  Barred  Plymouth 
Rock ;  mottled  fowls,  like  the  Houdan ;  blue  fowls,  like 
the  Andalusian.  That  the  barred  plumage,  called 
cuckoo  color  by  our  English  cousins,  was  produced 
originally  by  crossing  black  and  white  is  a.  fact  well 
understood,  but  it  is  not  so  well  known,  though  sus- 
ceptible of  proof,  that  the  marking,  characteristic  of 
the  Light  Brahma  and  Columbian  Wyandotte,  was 
produced  by  a  cross  of  cuckoo  color  and  white.  In 
other  words  the  Light  Brahma  marking  was  due  to  a 
double  cross  of  white  upon  black.  This  marking,  like 
the  cuckoo  is  quite  a.  permanent  characteristic. 

In  mottled  fowls,  produced  by  crossing  black  and 
white,  the  white  is  the  more  permanent  color  element. 
The  tendency  of  such  varieties  is  to  grow  lighter,  both 
by  age  and  breeding,  and  the  true  or  desired  balance 
of  colors  can  be  maintained  only  by  a  constant  selec- 
tion of  the  darker  specimens. 

Blue  is  the  most  evanescent  color  found  upon  domes- 
tic fowls.  There  is  a  constant  tendency  towards  re- 
version to  its  primary  elements,  black  and  white.  The 
breeder  of  blue  fowls  may  expect,  therefore,  to  pro- 
duce, in  additon  to  some  of  the  desired  shade,  fowls 
varing  from  pure  white  to  solid  black.  This  is  dis- 
appointing to  a  beginner,  who  is  unprepared  for  such 
results,  but  to  a  veteran,  who  has  learned  by  experi- 
ence what  to  expect,  it  is  regarded  simply  as  the  in- 
evitable. His  aim  is  to  increase  the  percentage  of  blues 
of  the  desired  shade,  and  to  dispose  of  the  others  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

All  colors  found  upon  domestic  fowls  are,  therefore, 
susceptible  of  modification.  The  primary  colors,  red, 
white  and  black,  seem  to  vary  in  permanency  in  the 
ol  der  named.  The  secondary  shades  or  colors  are  less 
permanent  than  the  primary  and  are  therefore,  more 
variable.  By  a  judicious  mixture  of  colors  almost  any 
desired  hue  can  be  produced.  The  art  of  the  color 
breeder  consists  in  mixing  in  the  required  degree  the 
two  or  more  colors  necessary  to  produce  the  desired 
hue.  The  maxim,  "Like  produces  like,"  is  only  par- 
tially true  in  color  breeding,  because  it  is  affected  by 
the  relative  degree  of  permanency  in  colors  and  by 
the  tendency  of  some  to  fads  into  a  lighter  hue.  He 
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finds  it  necessary,  therefore,  to  select  for  breeding, 
not  two  fowls  of  the  exact  shade  he  desires  to  produce, 
but  two  fowls  of  such  a  shade  as  will  produce  the 
result  he  wishes  to  obtain.  To  gain  success  he  must 
therefore,  study  the  color  problem  thoroughly,  and 
learn  how  to  tone  up  the  colors  of  his  flock  to  prevent 
the  ever  present  tendency  towards  change.  Constant 


selection  with  this  in  view  must  be  made.  "Eternal 
vigilance"  is  not  only  the  "price  of  liberty,"  but  of 
success  in  breeding.  Eternal  vigilance  should  be 
united  with  competent  knowledge,  in  an  indissoluble 
union,  in  order  successfully  to  modify  color  and  pro- 
duce those  shades  upon  our  fowls  which  will  make 
them  things  of  beauty  and  joys  forever. 


An  Ideal  H  ouse  for  Small  Breeders 


An  Excellent  Plan  for  the  City  Fancier  Who  Has 

Only  a  Limited  Area  for  the  Poulty  House  and 

Yards — Can  Be  Built  at  Low  Cost

HE  house  here  described  and  illustrated 
is  for  a  city  lot  about  25  by  30  feet  and 
for  low  cost,  health  of  fowls  and  con- 
venience in  caring  for  same,  I  do  not 
think  can  be  improved  on.  It  is  10  by 
10  feet  in  size.  The  front  wall  7  feet 
high.  The  rear  wall  5  feet  high.  The  doors  are  3  feet 
wide  and  the  height  of  the  building  with  openings  10 
inches  by  14  inches  for  fowls  to  go  in  and  out.  These 
can  be  closed  with  sliding  doors.  The  windows  are 
four  in  number,  each  one  2l/2  feet  by  2y2  feet.  The 
two  upper  ones  are  hinged  at  the  top  and  open  out 
forming  a  light  awning  in  stormy  weather  when  they 
are  open.  The  lower  ones  are  hinged  at  the  sides  and 
also  open  out  forming  wind  breaks.  The  house  has  a 
shed  roof  and  is  covered  roof  and  sides  first  with  a 
good  sheathing  paper  and  then  with  Neponset  Red 
Rope  Roofing  secured  by  strips  %  by  J4  inches,  placed 
18  inches  apart.  Make  the  sills  and  plates  by  halving 
2  by  4's  and  place  in  position  using  no  studs  except 
in  the  front  and  nail  the  boards  right  to  sills  and 
plates.  I  use  four  studs  of  2  by  4's  in  the  front  to 
strengthen  it  and  place  them  so  as  to  form  the  sides 
of  the  window  and  door  frames.  Complete  the  win- 
dow frames  by  using  2  by  4's  where  needed.  I  use 
One  2  by  4  across  the  center  of  roof  to  support  it,  and 
in  the  center  of  house  one  upright  2  by  4  to  prevent 
the  roof  from  sagging.  A  1  by  3  inch  strip  is  nailed 
2^4  feet  from  the  floor  all  the  way  around  the  east, 
north  and  west  sides.  This  stiffens  the  walls  and  the 
dropping  board  and  nests  rest  on  it  so  the  fowls  have 
the  entire  floor  space.- 

Four  2  by  12  inch  planks  are  placed  on  edge  just 
inside  the  .sills  with  tops  on  a  level  with  the  tops  of 
sills.  The  house  faces  the  south  and  rests  on  stones 
or  can  be  set  on  posts  5  feet  apart  and  about  8  inches 
above  the  ground.  It  is  filled  up  inside  with  12  inches 
of  dry  earth  and  sifted  coal  ashes.  The  outside  is 
graded  so  water  runs  away  from  the  building.  The 
floor  inside  is  perfectly  dry  and  the  fowls  need  no 
dust  heap.  The  floors  are  covered  with  6  inches  of 
straw  into  which  nil  .main  is  thrown  so  the  hens  have 
to  work.  The  windows  all  have  wire  screens  placed 
just  inside  the  sash  and  the  two  upper  ones  also  have 
curtains  made  of  common  factory  placed  on  the  in- 
side. In  the  summer  windows  and  doors  are  all  re- 
moved and  wire  doors  put  in  place  of  wooden  ones. 
In  winter  on  pleasant  days  all  windows  and  door  on 
the  south  side  are  open  and  in  stormy  weather  either 
one  or  both  of  the  upper  widows  are  open  and  the 


curtains  let  down  to  keep  out  the  snow,  so  the  house 
is  practically  open  every  day  of  the  year,  no  matter 
what  the  weather  is. 

The  inside  arrangements  are  a  dropping  board  of 
matched  1  inch  boards  36  inches  wide  and  the  width 
of  the  building,  with  a  1  by  3  inch  strip  nailed  along 
the  front  to  stiffen  it.  At  the  west  end  2%  feet  is 
partitioned  off  with  Y\  inch  mesh  wire  netting  for  a 
coop  for  extra  cock  or  for  a  trio  of  birds  being  pre- 
pared for  show.  Two  roosts  of  2  by  3  inch  stuff  with 
the  top  edges  slightly  rounded.  7  feet  long  and  placed 
9  inches  above  the  dropping  board  are  nailed  to  two 
1  by  3  inch  pieces  which  are  hinged  to  the  wall  so 
roosts  can  be  raised  when  dropping  board  is  cleaned.

Two  legs  support  the  front  end.  Legs  and  hinges  are 
kept  well  oiled  with  kerosene  oil. 

A  row  of  5  nests  each  13  by  13  inches  and  12  inches 
high  is  hooked  to  the  east  wall.  They  have  a  perch 
8  inches  wide  in  front  for  hens  to  alight  on.  A  cur- 
tain of  sacking  hangs  from  the  top  of  nest  to  within 
an  inch  of  the  bottom.  This  darkens  the  nest  and 
prevents  egg  eating.  It  is  much  easier  to  gather  eggs 
than  when  passage  for  hens  is  in  the  rear.  When 
individual  hen  records  are  kept  a  trap  door  is  hinged 
to  front  of  nest  and  curtains  removed. 

Above  the  nests  are  3  exhibition  coops  each  2  by  3 
feet,  partitions  being  %  inch  mesh  wire  netting  with 
fronts  of  three-sixteenths  inch  iron  rods. 

A  curtain  of  common  factory  hangs  from  the  roof 
in  front  of  roosts  and  extends  about  6  inches  below 
the  dropping  board,  to  be  used  in  extremely  cold 
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weather.  There  is  a  similar  curtain  in  front  of  exhi- 
bition coops.  All  curtains  are  raised  by  cords  the 
same  as  a  veranda  drop  curtain. 

A  coop  for  breaking  up  setting  hens  14  by  14  inches 
and  15  inches  high  with  slat  bottom  and  4  sides  and 
top  of  wire  netting  hangs  on  a  couple  of  nails  from 
the  center  post.  This  coop  will  accommodate  two  hens 
at  a  time. 

Grit  box  has  5  compartments  and  is  self  feeding  in 
which  are  always  kept  grit,  charcoal,  dry  ground 
bone,  oyster  shells  (ground)  and  beef  scraps. 

Feed  tray  for  mash  is  4  feet  long,  6  inches  wide,  4 
inches  from  the  floor  with  1^4  inch  strips  nailed  to 
sides.  Its  ends  are  10  inches  wide  at  the  bottom  and 
narrow  to  2  inches  at  the  top  and  10  inches  high.  A 
two  inch  strip  4  feet  long  is  nailed  to  tops  to  keep 
fowls  from  soiling  their  food.  When  not  in  use  it  is 
hung  on  a  nail  on  the  wall. 

Water  vessel  in  winter  is  a  porcelain  granite  pan 
14  inches  in  diameter  and  4  inches  deep,  placed  on  a 
shelf  near  the  west  door  9  inches  from  the  floor. 
These  pans  are  high  priced  but  will  last  and  are  easily 
cleaned.   In  summer  I  use  a  one-gallon  butter  crock. 

Scraper  for  dropping  board  is  a  piece  of  galvanized 
iron  12  by  12  inches,  turned  up  2  inches  on  one  end 
and  a  1  by  2  piece  of  wood  nailed  to  it.  The  sides 
are  turned  up  1  inch  with  the  ends  cut  to  a  point  same 
as  a  dust  pan. 

A  small  shelf  is  placed  near  the  door  which  is  con-

veriient  to  keep  a  few  necessary  things  such  as  a  bot- 
tle of  Douglas  Mixture,  a  bottle  of  kerosene  oil.  a 
small  can  of  kerosene,  sweet  oil,  etc. 

All  the  fixtures  in  this  house  are  removable  as  noth- 


ing  is  nailed  but  are  fastened  with  either  hooks  or 
hinges  and  this  house  itself  is  built  in  sections,  each 
one  of  the  four  sides  being  built  separately  and  the 
roof  is  in  two  sections.  The  whole  is  put  together,  and 
held  by  hinges.   I  use  a  loose  pin  hinge  and  the  whole

house  and  fixtures  can  be  taken  down  in  about  half 
an  hour.  I  use  two  yards,  one  on  the  south  side,  10  by 
20  feet,  the  other  on  the  west  side,  10  by  15  feet, 
using  the  yards  alternately,  sowing  the  one  not  used 
to  rye,  etc.   I  use  balance  of  lot  to  raise  chickens. 

Fences  are  2  feet  of  boards  at  bottom,  above  which 
is  four  feet  wire  netting.  As  I  breed  only  Buff  Wyan- 
dotts  they  never  fly  over  these  fences. 

This  same  house  can  be  used  on  a  farm  or  the  larg- 
est poultry  plant,  making  a  long  continuous  house. 
Foundation  could  be  laid  with  stone,  brick  or  con- 
crete, if  desired. 

Have  pens  10  by  10  feet,  with  inside  arrangements 
same  as  this  house.  Solid  partitions  between  all  pens. 
Doors  between  pens  swinging  both  ways  and  a  car 
with  overhead  rollers  to  facilitate  feeding,  watering, 
cleaning,  etc. 

Material  required :  Four  pieces,  2  by  12  inches,  10 
feet  long ;  7  pieces,  2  by  4  inches,  10  feet  long ;  2  pieces 
2  by  4  inches,  10J/2  feet  long;  5  pieces,  2  by  4,  7  feet 
long;  420  feet,  1  inch  rough  hemlock;  4  sashes;  230 
feet  y&  by  %  strips  to  secure  paper;  matched  boards 
10  feet  long,  3  feet  wide ;  matched  boards  6  feet  long, 
2  feet  wide ;  2  pieces,  2  by  3,  7  feet  long  for  roosts ; 
400  feet  sheathing  paper ;  400  feet  Rep  Rope  Roofing ; 
31  square  feet  %  inch  mesh  netting;  35  feet,  4  foot 
poultry  netting ;  8  pairs  hinges ;  1  gallon  good  paint.

Do  not  crowd  birds  intended  for  the  fancy  trade 
If  there  is  any  one  thing  that  will  hinder  their  proper 
development  crowding  is  that  one  thing. 


In  the  fancy  a  person  should  be  led  largely  by 
personal  preference  in  selecting  a  breed  or  variety. 
A  natural  liking  or  fancy  for  a  particular  breed  or 
variety  is  one  of  the  first  essentials  to  success. 
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All  Breeders  and  Exhibitors  Should  Have  a  Thorough 
Knowledge  of  Their  Birds.  Explanation  of  the 
Score  Card  System  of  Judging  Fowls.

UCH  more  rapid  progress  would  be 
made  by  breeders  if  they  would  learn 
to  score  or  judge  their  fowls.  It  is  a 
comparatively  easy  matter  to  master 
one  variety  if  we  have  had  two  or  three 
years'  experience  in  breeding  it.  After 
we  learn  the  one  variety,  all  others  of  the  same  breed 
will  not  prove  much  of  a  task  because  they  are  all  alike 
in  shape,  the  difference  being  in  color  or  shape  of 
comb. 

The  first  point  to  fix  in  the  mind  is  that  each  section 
of  the  fowl  is  allotted  a  certain  number  of  points  and 
that  the  total  is  one  hundred.  For  instance,  in  the 
American  class,  which  includes  all  varieties  of  Ply- 
mouth Rocks,  Wyanclottes,  Rhode  Island  Reds,  etc., 
symmetry,  which  means  the  harmonious  relation  of  all 
sections  of  fowl  one  with  another,  as  regards  shape, 
is  valued  at  8  points.  Weight  is  given  6  points,  Con- 
dition 4,  Head  6,  Comb  8,  Wattles  and  Ear  Lobes  6, 
Neck  9,  Back  12,  Breast  10,  Body  and  Fluff  6,  Wings 
10,  Tail  9,  Legs  and  Toes  6,  making  a  total  of  100 
points.  Some  of  these  sections  are  divided,  as  for  ex- 
ample the  neck,  which  is  given  9  points,  with  3  for 
shape  and  6  for  color.  The  method  of  scoring  a  fowl 
is  to  determine  in  one's  mind  just  how  defective  it  is 
in  each  section  and  deduct  this  percentage  of  defect 
from  the  total  number  of  points  given  to  the  section. 
If  a  bird  should  be  absolutely  perfect  in  shape  and 
color  of  all  sections  it  would  score  100  points,  because 
there  would  be  no  deductions  to  be  made.  If  it  should 
be  perfect  in  all  sections  except  comb  and  the  comb 
was  25  per  cent  defective,  the  cut  would  be  25  per 
cent  of  the  8  points  allotted  to  comb,  which  would  be 
2  points.  This  deducted  from  100  would  leave  98 
points,  which  would  be  the  score  of  the  bird.  The 
same  rule  is  followed  with  each  section  and  after  the 
per  cent  or  the  amount  of  defect  in  all  the  sections  is 
determined,  the  total  is  deducted  from  100,  which 
gives  the  score  of  the  bird. 

The  Standard  has  placed  a  valuation  upon  a  great 
many  specific  defects  in  all  varieties  and  this  makes  it 
easier  for  the  amateur  judge  to  do  correct  work,  and 
it  also  aids  in  producing  harmony  of  ideas  among  the 
older  judges.  In  the  case  of  single  combs,  the  Standard 
specifies  a  cut  of  y2  for  each  point  (or  spike)  more  or 
less  than  five,  because  each  point  is  valued  at 
In  all  single  comb  varieties  except  Minorcas  the  comb 
should  have  five  perfect  shaped  points.  The  total 
value  of  these  points  at  y2  each  is  2y2.  The  total 
value  of  the  comb  in  the  American  class,  as  above 
stated,  is  8  points,  which  leaves  t>y2  points  for  general 
size  and  shape,  not  including  the  spikes.  If  the  comb 
contains  seven  spikes  instead  of  five  it  would  have  to 
be  discounted  1  point  for  the  two  extra  spikes.  If  it 
was  only  half  as  good  in  other  ways  as  a  perfect  comb 
there  would  be  an  additional  discount  of  half  of  5]/2 
points,  which  would  be  2iy  points,  which  added  to 


the  1  point  discount  for  extra  spikes  would  make  the 
total  discount  or  cut  3j4-  Some  of  the  defects  usually 
found  in  combs  in  addition  to  too  many  or  too  few 
spikes  are  coarseness  of  texture,  which  should  be  cut 
]/2  to  1  point ;  thumb  marks,  1  to  2  points ;  rear  of 
comb  turning  around,  1  point ;  too  large,  y2  to  iy2 
points ;  too  thin  or  too  thick  at  the  base,  y2  to  2 
points,  and  lopping  over  (not  sufficient  to  disqualify), 
1  to  3  points. 

With  all  these  defects  to  be  considered,  it  should 
be  an  easy  matter  for  any  experienced  breeder  to 
understand  that  a  cut  of  1  point  for  comb  is  excep- 
tionally light,  and  that  not  one  comb  in  a  thousand 
or  more  can  consistently  be  passed  with  a  cut  of  y2  or 
perhaps  3^,  and  yet  it  is  a  common  occurrence  for  ex- 
hibitors to  look  "daggers"  at  the  judge  if  an  extra 
good  comb  is  cut  more  than  y2.  A  3-point  cut  on 
comb  is  an  exceptional  one  in  the  show  room  to-day, 
and  a  4-point  cut  is  so  seldom  given  that  an  instance 
may  not  be  found  in  several  shows  selected  at  ran- 
dom.  But  under  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  Stand-

ard,  3-point  cuts  should  be  quite  frequent.  There  is 
undoubtedly  a  tendency  to  score  birds  too  high,  but 
the  evil  is  one  that  cannot  be  eliminated  by  the  influ- 
ence of  one  or  two  judges  without  entailing  an  injus- 
tice and  great  loss  to  the  exhibitors  affected.  Two 
breeders  exhibiting  at  different  shows  may  have  birds 
of  practically  the  same  quality  and  in  fact  this  is 
the  rule  in  thousands  of  cases.  If  the  judge  at  one 
show  is  a  "hard  cutter,"  discounting  the  birds  se- 
verely, and  if  the  judge  at  the  other  show  is  a  liberal 
one,  giving  high  scores,  the  breeder  who  receives  the 
low  scores  is  at  a  great  disadvantage,  as  he  is  com- 
pelled to  advertise  a  score  of  94,  for  instance,  when 
his  competitor  can  advertise  95,  thus  wrongfully  in- 
fluencing buyers  to  the  detriment  of  the  breeder  with 
the  low  score.  There  is  need  for  a  greater  uniformity 
in  judging,  and  it  is  bound  to  come  sooner  or  later. 

The  subject  of  judging  will  be  treated  at  length  in 
future  issues  of  Poultry  Fancier  both  by  the  writer 
and  other  judges,  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  place 
the  matter  in  such  shape  that  all  breeders  can  learn 
to  score  their  fowls. 
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The  circulation  of  Poultry  Fancier  is  national 
in  character.  It  is  the  only  poultry  journal  pub- 
lished solely  in  the  interests  of  fanciers,  the  people 
who  constitute  practically  the  entire  fraternity.

M.  Meacham  conceived  the 
idea  that  the  South  needed  an  up- 
to-date  poultry  journal  and  acting 
under  this  impression  he  established 
a  monthly  magazine,  calling  it  Fancy 
Fowls.  The  paper  grew  and  gained 
prestige  right  from  the  start  till  the 
southern  field  was  well  covered  and 
a  liberal  support  was  being  received 
from  other  sections.

Many  improvements  have  been  made 
and  the  policy  of  the  publication  will 
hereafter  be  as  outlined  in  the  in- 
troductory appearing  on  this  page. 
We  have  for  several  months  been  per- 
fecting plans  for  a  fanciers'  magaizne 
and  the  old  paper  Fancy  Fowls  has 
been  used  as  a  foundation.  The  facts 
set  forth  herein  are  perhaps  of  chief 
interest  to  advertisers  because  there 
is  a  tendency  to  not  patronize  strict- 
ly   new   publications   till   they  have 


had  time  to  build  up  a  representative 
subscription  list.  This  does  not  ap- 
ply in  the  case  of  Poultry  Fancier 
for  the  reason  that  we  assume  the 
obligations  and  subscription  list  of 
Fancy  Fowls  in  addition  to  the  great 
volume  of  new  subscriptions  that  are 
being  received  since  the  announce- 
ment of  our  policy  has  been  made 
to  the  poultry  fraternity.

Dur- 
ing a  part  of  this  time  and  especially 
for  the  past  ten  years  we  have  been 
rather  deeply  interested  in  the  sub- 
ject, studying  it  as  a  breeder  and  ex- 
hibitor, as  a  poultry  journal  pub- 
lisher and  editor,  and  as  a  judge  in 
the  show  room. 

The  knowledge  necessarily  gained 
from  this  intimate  connection  with 
the  various  branches  of  the  business 
has  deeply  impressed  upon  us  the 
commendable  features  of  it  and  has 
created  a  wholesome  respect  for  the 
tens  of  thousands  of  people  in  all 
walks  of  life  who  are  devoting  more 
or  less  valuable  time  and  an  abun- 
dance of  intelligent  effort  to  the  work 
of  creating  and  maintaining  the 
beauty  of  color  and  type  in  what 
poultrymen  choose  to  term  Standard 
bred  fowls.  We  have  also  been  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  of  all  the 
poultry  journals  published,  not  one  of 
them  is  devoted  wholly  to  the  inter- 
ests of  fanciers  and  yet  these  same 
fanciers  are  the  people  who  support 
the  fifty  or  more  poultry  journals  now 
being  published.

flocks.  The  fancy  poultry  industry 
claims  as  its  devotees,  the  more  in- 
telligent people  in  all  walks  of  life. 
The  progressive  farmer  who  appre- 
ciates the  value  of  high  grade  live 


stock  of  all  kinds  can  be  depended 
upon  to  have  somewhere  upon  the 
farm  a  flock  of  beautiful  Standard 
bred  fowls.  The  ranks  are  aug- 
mented by  the  laboring  man,  the  me- 
chanic, the  merchant,  the  profession- 
al man  in  all  lines  and  the  wealthy 
man  who  is  attracted  to  the  fowls 
in  the  same  way  that  he  admires  his 
dogs  or  horses.  And  from  these  vari- 
ous channels  the  poultry  fancy  draws 
the  better  class  of  individuals..  The 
poultry  fancier  wherever  you  find  him, 
is  a  very  decent  sort  of  a  fellow.  It 
is  somewhat  strange  but  true  that  the 
man  who  is  drawn  close  to  nature,  as 
manifested  in  the  fowl  kingdom,  is 
possessed  of  the  finer  qualities  of 
manhood.  He  will  in  most  every  case 
prove  to  be  of  a  pleasant,  compan- 
ionable disposition,  with  an  inclina- 
tion to  deal  honestly  with  his  fellow 
man. 

These  are  the  kind  of  people  to 
whom  this  magazine  caters  and  the 
field  is  a  wide  one  with  abundant  op- 
portunities. We  have  no  patience 
with  the  people  who  prejudicially 
maintain  that  'a  chicken  is  a  chick- 
en" or  in  other  words  take  the  stand 
that  one  "chicken'  is  as  good  as  an- 
other.

They  will  some- 
times thrive  under  most  adverse  con- 
ditions, but  so  do  weeds  and  other 
obnoxious  things.  They  are  good  for 
no  purpose  but  what  Standard  bred 
fowls  would  be  infinitely  better. 
There  are  people  who  ask  what  there 
is  to  admire  in  a  chicken.  These 
same  people  would  treat  with  mingled 
pity  and  contempt  the  person  who 
would  ask  them  what  there  was  to 
admire  about  a  beautiful  rose  or  other 
flower  and  yet  the  flower  is  to  many 
people,  much  farther  down  the  scale 
of  beauty  and  value.  A  Standard  bred 
fowl  is  not  only  beautiful  to  look 
upon  but  it  is  a  living  thing  that  ap- 
preciates proper  care  and  responds  to 
intelligent  effort  in  fashioning  it 
after  our  ideals.  It  is  an  interesting 
companion  as  much  so  as  any  dumb 
creature  can  be  and  to  the  true  fan- 
cier there  is  a  fascination  in  study- 
ing individual  specimens  and  solving 
the  problems  of  breeding,  that  is  not 
equalled  by  the  pleasure  derived  from 
an  association  with  inanimate  objects 
of  any  character.  Maximum  egg  pro- 
duction and  market  poultry  are  sec- 
ondary considerations  from  the  view 
point  of  the  fancier  but  the  util- 
ity poultryman  who  is  so  prone  to 
condemn  the  fancy  must  humiliatingiy 
admit  that  Standard  bred  or  fancy 
fowls  are  the  best  layers,  the  best 
table  fowls  and  are  the  foundation  of 
every  market  poultry  plant  that  ac- 
complishes results  worth  mentioning. 

There  is  admiration  in  plenty  for 
the  artist  who  with  brush  and  paint 
can  produce  a  beautiful  picture. 
Praise  is  freely  given  to  the  sculptor 
svho  chisels  or  molds  the  lifelike  figur.e 
The  artisan  in  all  lines  is  given  due 
credit   for  his  skill  in  transforming 
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rough  material  things  into  articles 
of  beauty  and  usefulness.  But  the 
poultry  fancier  who  is  really  the  peer 
of  them  all,  modestly  remains  in  the 
background  and  even  accepts  the  rid- 
icule of  his  inferiors.  The  poultry 
fancier  is  doing  a  work  that  is  next 
only  to  that  of  the  Creator.  He  takes 
God's  Creatures  of  flesh  and  feathers 
and  builds  them  after  his  own  ideas, 
He  changes  the  color  of  plumage  into 
a  multiplicity  of  forms  and  he  does 
even  more  than  this;  he  actually  pro- 


duces anatomical  changes  in  order  to 
reach  his  ideals  of  beauty  and  use- 
fulness. His  contributions  to  the 
world's  fund  of  nature  investigations 
and  knowledge  are  worthy  of  greater 
recognition  and  this  magazine  in  its 
modest  way  will  be  found  laboring 
for  him  and  his  work  and  indirectly 
for  all  mankind.

JUDGES'    ASSOCIATION  SUG- 
GESTED. 

BY  JUDGE  S.  T.  CAMPBELL,  MANSFIELD,  O. 

Now  that  the  American  Poultry  As- 
sociation has  come  forward  and  as- 
sumed greater  authority  in  the  mat- 
ter of  judges  and  judging,  by  having 
adopted  the  license  system,  I  believe 
that  the  judges  themselves  should  fall 
in  line  and  do  their  part  in  helping  to 
place  their  vocation  upon  a  more  com- 
manding plane  and  by  united  effort 
help  themselves  individually  as  well 
as  the  poultry  shows  and  the  entire 
industry. 

An  organization  of  judges  has  been 
suggested  and  talked  about  many 
times  before,  but  nothing  tangible  has 
ever  resulted.  It  is  plainly  evident 
that  the  necessity  for  organization  in- 
creases rather  than  diminishes,  and 
the  writer  shares  the  opinion  of  many 
others  that  an  immediate  effort  in  the 
matter  should  be  made. 

Such  an  association  would  bring 
about  a  closer  fellowship  among 
judges  that  could  not  help  benefiting 
all  of  us.  Greater  uniformity  in  judg- 
ing would  necessarily  result  and  this 
feature  alone  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
both  by  judges  and  exhibitors. 

The  association  could  also  exert  an 
influence  in  avoiding  conflicting  dates 
of  shows  and  in  having  the  season  ex- 
tended over  a  longer  period  of  time 
with  perhaps  a  few  summer  shows. 
There  are  a  great  many  matters  of 
importance  that  would  arise  if  an 
association  were  in  existence  to  meet 
and  deal  with  them.  The  membership 
fees  could  be  placed  upon  a  reason- 
able basis,  say  $2  for  membership  and 
$1  per  year  dues.  A  lot  of  prelimi- 
nary work  could  be  done  now  and  a 
meeting  for  the  election  of  permanent 
officers  could  be  held  next  summer  at 
Niagara  Falls  in  connection  with  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association. 

In  order  that  such  a  movement  may 
be  started  I  would  suggest  that  Mr. 
Frank  Heck  of  Chicago  act  as  tem- 
porary Secy.-Treas.,  and  that  all 
judges  communicate  with  him  regard- 
ing the  matter  and  expressing  their 
views.  S.  T.  Campbell. 

[Editor's  Note.J — We  believe  with 
Mr.  Campbell  and  other  judges  that  an 
Association  of  Judges  is  a  desirable 
thing,  and  that  if  properly  conducted 
would  result  in  an  untold  amount  of 
good.  Personally  we  have  not  the 
time  to  participate  actively  in  form- 
ing an  association,  but  we  will  gladly 
lend  what  effort  we  can,  and  if  a 
sufficient  number  of  judges  will  write 
us  expressing  themselves  favorably 
we  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  crys- 
tallize the  suggestions  into  some  per- 
manent form  that  will  accomplish  re- 
sults.

The  Thousands  of  Exhibitors  at  the  Coming  Shows  Can  Profit  Greatly  by  Reading  and  Following  the 
Advice  of  Show  Secretaries  Presented  Herewith 


GREAT  many  exhib- 
itors at  the  shows 
each  season,  are  dis- 
appointed in  various 
ways.  Many  of  them 
cannot  take  defeat 
gracefully  and  this 
fact  alone  often  causes  hard  feelings. 
There  are  numerous  ways  in  which 
exhibitors  can  serve  their  own  in- 
terests to  best  advantage  and  accom- 
plish much  more  than  a  considerable 
number  of  them  do.  Matters  are  often 
made  worse  through  unwise  action 
and  an  utter  disregard  for  the  rules 
of  the  show.  For  the  benefit  of  all 
who  anticipate  showing  this  season, 
we  have  secured  for  publication,  the 
ideas  and  suggestions  of  some  of  the 
most  experienced  secretaries  in  dif- 
ferent sections  and  we  give  some  of 
the  replies  herewith.  Others  will  be 
published  next  month.  We  earnestly 
commend  to  exhibitors  the  remarks 
of  these  men  who  speak  with  author- 
ity and  who  are  in  position  to  give 
helpful  advice. 

L.  C.  KNTJDSON. 

I  find  that  if  the  exhibitors  would 
handle  their  birds  from  the  time  they 
are  hatched  until  they  reach  the  show 
room  they  would  certainly  be  much 
easier  to  handle  in  the  show  room 
and  would  make  a  better  appearance. 
They  would  show  their  shape  and 
color  better  and  would  be  easier  for 
the  judge  to  handle,  and  also  in  get- 
ting their  weight.  Another  thing  is, 
the  bringing  of  the  birds  into  the 
show  room  just  as  clean  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  get  them.  One  very  annoying 
feature  that  sometimes  causes  trouble 
is  incorrect  entries.  Exhibitors  should 
be  sure  to  state  which  way  they  want 
the  birds  entered,  whether  singly  or 
in  pens,  or  both.  So  many  people 
come  to  the  secretary  to  have  him  de- 
cide for  them  which  way  is  best  to 
enter  and  if  he  decides  and  their 
birds  fail  to  win  then  they  blame  him 
for  it.  If  your  birds  fail  to  win  do 
not  blame  the  judge  or  the  secretary 
but  blame  the  birds.  Get  busy  and 
breed  up  to  the  Standard  and  you 
will  win.

JAMES  B.  N.  FITCH. 

I  would  say  in  a  very  few  words, 
in  my  observation  and  experience,  ex- 
hibitors do  not  give  the  matter  of 
getting  in  their  entries  enough 
thought.  They  should  get  them  in 
as  soon  as  possible  after  receiving 
their  premium  list,  thereby  saving  the 
secretary  time,  which  is  of  vital  im- 
portance to  most  people.  A  great  rush 
of  entries  on  the  last  day  or  even  the 
day  after  the  entries  are  supposed  to 
have  closed  makes  lots  of  work  and 
disorganizes  the  secretary's  work  on 
the  catalogue  and  other  books  he  may 
wish  to  make  up  prior  to  getting  out 
his  shipping  tickets.  Then  there  is  the 
exhibitor   who    sends    an   entry  and 


promises  the  money.  He  could  not 
show  under  me.  It  is  not  fair  to  the 
"other  fellow."  Then  we  have  the 
fellow  who  fails  to  use  his  tags  but 
tacks  his  own  cards  on  because  they 
look  better.  But  how  is  the  secretary 
to  coop  those  birds  without  digging 
up  a  couple  of  books,  and  if  he  had 
many  of  them  can  he  be  blamed  for 
being  a  '•crank?"  although  we  all  try 
not  to  be.  Then  comes  the  chap  who 
wants  to  argue  about  the  merits  (?) 
of  his  bird  as  compared  "with  those  of 
his  successful  competitor.  These  are 
easy  to  dispose  of  when  you  have  a 
deposit  to  put  up  in  case  of  a  protest 
but  it  makes  it  disagreeable  just  the 
same.

To  make  a  successful  poultry  show 
we  need  a  good  room  with  a  good  lo- 
cation for  all  concerned.  The  super- 
intendent should  understand  his  posi- 
tion well,  so  that  he  can  arrange  the 
birds  so  they  are  convenient  to  see 
and  will  show  up  well,  but  for  him  to 
do  this,  the  birds  must  be  in  good  ex- 
hibition coops  and  all  in  good  shape. 

If  possible  exhibitors  should  secure 
entry  blanks  and  have  all  their  en- 
tries filed  with  the  secretary  previous 
to  the  day  of  the  opening  of  the  show, 
and  be  sure  that  they  are  correct.  If 
not,  do  not  come  to  the  secretary  and 
ask  him  400  questions  while  he  is 
filling  out  entries  for  someone  else, 
but  be  patient  and  take  your  turn: 
remember  he  has  only  two  hands  and 
one  set  of  brains.  Thirty  minutes 
after  the  judging  has  begun  don't  call 
upon  the  secretary  for  your  score 
cards,  for  quite  likely  ihe  judge  has 
them  in  his  own  hanuj.  Be  patient 
and  don't  bother  the  secretary,  only 
by  permission  or  appointment,  when 
he  is  busy  as  he  may  make  a  mistake 
on  your  score  cards  and  then  fraud 
is  suggested.

While  I  have  not  the  time  to  take 
up  the  matter  to  any  extent,  1  want 
to  suggest  the  idea  of  providing  all 
coops  for  showing  poultry  of  sufficient 
size  to  accommodate  the  number  of 
fowls  contained  therein  ,and  then 
have  them  so  arranged  that  at  night 
the  birds  can  go  to  roost  and  not  be 
compelled  to  sit  down  on  the  bottom 
of  the  coops  to  sleep.  In  this  way  the 
fowls  will  -  show  more  life.,  make  a 
better  appearance  and  attract  much 
more  attention.

My  ideas  on  the  subject  of  "How 
Exhibitors  Can  Aid  in  Making  a  Show 
a  Success"'  are  simply  that  exhibitors 
should  make  their  entries  as  early  as 
possible  and  then  leave  the  birds  in 
the  hands  of  the  association  until  the 
awards  are  placed  and  the  time  comes 


for  him  to  endeavor  to  make  sales. 
In  my  work  as  a  secretary  I  find  the 
most  trouble  and  annoyance  arises 
from  the  exhibitors  who  are  continu- 
ally watching  every  move  of  the  su- 
perintendent and  judge  and  then 
going  to  the  secretary  with  some 
fancied  grievance  about  the  other 
fellow's  birds  receiving  more  atten- 
tion and  consideration  than  his  own. 
During  the  period  of  the  show  the  sec- 
retary has  all  he  can  do  without  at- 
tending to  these  imaginary  oversights 
of  some  fellow's  birds.  All  exhibitors 
should  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  the 
officers  of  the  association  are  not  try- 
ing to  beat  them  in  the  competition 
but  working  for  the  interests  of  the 
show  and  will  hang  the  ribbons 
where  the  merits  of  the  birds  war- 
rant. I  am  one  man  who  wants 
every  exhibitor  to  keep  away  from 
his  birds  until  they  are  scored,  then 
he  can  use  his  own  judgment  about 
how  he  thinks  they  should  have 
scored,  but  in  no  case  go  about  the 
show  room  claiming  that  at  the  last 
show  Judge  Smith  gave  them  better 
markings  than  the  present  show  judge 
is  giving  them.  Exhibitors  can  best 
assist  the  secretary  by  using  good 
common  sense  and  keeping  their 
mouths  shut  until  it  is  time  to  kick.

First  of  all.,  as  many  of  the  exhib- 
itors as  possible  should  become 
members  of  their  local  association, 
furnish  what  strength  they  can,  take 
an  active  part  in  any  and  all  work, 
attend  meetings  of  the  association, 
become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the 
officers  and  assist  in  any  way  they 
can,  especially  the  secretary,  because 
upon  him  seems  to  fall  all  the  blame. 
He  seems  to  be  held  responsible  for 
all  errors,  poor  scores,  birds  being  in 
poor  places  in  the  show  room,  birds 
not  winning  and  in  fact  everything 
that  goes  wrong  from  the  time  the 
catalogue  of  the  show  is  being  printed 
until  a  month  after  the  show  is  over. 
His  salary  is  generally  paid  in  kicks 
from  some  exhibitor. 

Please  do  not  condemn  any  asso- 
ciation because  your  birds  do  not  win 
the  prizes  you  think  they  should,  or 
do  not  score  as  much  as  you  thought 
they  would.  And  again,  we  should 
not  say  hard  things  about  judges  even 
though  we  think  they  deserve  it. 
They  have  troubles  of  their  own. 
They  can  see  faults  in  your  birds  and 
in  my  birds  where  we  might  think 
them  perfect. 

If  intending  to  exhibit  at  any  show, 
get  a  catalogue  of  that  show,  study 
the  rules  and  regulations,  and  make 
up  your  mind  to  abide  by  them  to  the 
letter,  or  not  send  your  birds.  Be 
sure  and  make  entries  early  and  have 
every  bird  properly  banded  with  num- 
bers to  correspond  with  the  entry 
blanks. 

Exhibitors  should  lose  just  as  cheer- 
fully as  they  would  win  because  a 


cheerful  loser  can  go  into  a  show 
room  and  make  more  friends  and  sell 
more  stock,  take  more  good  orders 
than  a  crank  even  if  he  or  she  wins 
every  prize  in  sight.

To  my  mind  the  best  way  exhibitors 
can  assist  in  making  a  show  a  suc- 
cess is  to  co-operate  to  their  fullest 
extent  with  the  management.  Much 
can  be  done  of  course  in  the  way  of 
preparing  tthe  birds  for  exhibition, 
providing  suitable  coops,  etc.,  but 
study  the  rules  governing  the  show, 
make  the  entries  early,  then  abide  by 
the  judge's  decision  and  don't  knock 
if  beaten,  are  points  of  importance. 
Too  many  exhibitors  expect  the  sec- 
retary to  fill  out  the  entry  blanks  and 
otherwise  hinder  him  in  his  work 
both  before  and  after  the  judging, 
then  blame  him  if  mistakes  are  made. 
We  are  all  human  and  will  make  mis- 
takes occasionally  and  the  secretary's 
task  is  a  thankless  one.  and  hard 
enough   as   it   is.     Above   all,  don't 


all  night  the  day  before  judging  was 
to  begin  to  get  my  entry  book  written 
up,  when,  had  the  entries  been  closed 
as  advertised  all  this  would  have  been 
saved.  I  would  set  a  time  for  closing 
entries  and  stick  to  it  were  I  to  man- 
age another  show.

The  success  or  failure  of  a  poultry 
show  lies  almost  entirely  with  the  ex- 
hibitors. Of  course  an  association 
can  make  rules  and  enforce  them  but 
with  some  classes  of  exhibitors  that 
would  mean  the  breaking  up  of  the 
show,  and  if  the  rules  are  not  en- 
forced the  show  would  soon  die  for 
want  of  systematic  management. 
There  is  no  business  from  that  of  a 
news-boy  up  to  the  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany that  can  be  run  successfully 
without  system.  And  in  the  running 
of  a  poultry  show,  it  lies  almost  en- 
tirely with  the  secretary  to  establish 
a  system  which  will  make  the  show 
a  success  and  at  the  same  time  retain 
the  good  will  of  the  exhibitors  and 


generally  has  enough  to  do  with  the 
regular  duties  without  doing  work 
that  should  have  been  done  two  or 
three  days  before  the  show  opens. 

Then,  too,  exhibitors  should  learn 
their  breed  so  that  they  can  tell  when 
they  get  a  square  deal ;  also  post  up 
on  show  rules  as  published  by  the 
American  Poultry  Association.  These 
and  many  other  things  connected 
with  the  show  work  should  be  learned 
by  the  exhibitors  as  well  as  by  the 
managers  of  the  show.  And  right 
here  I  wish  to  make  a  few  sugges- 
tions in  regard  to  charging  admission 
to  the  show.  I  have  seen  men  and  wom- 
en refuse  to  pay  ten  cents  to  see  a  poul- 
try show  that  was  worth  at  least  twen- 
ty-five and  even  fifty  cents,  if  they 
knew  how  to  look  at  it.  They  seemed 
to  think  that  just  because  it  is  poultry 
it  should  be  free.  They  do  not  seem  to 
realize  that  it  has  cost  the  association 
a  large  sum  of  money  and  countless 
hours  of  hard  labor  on  the  part  of  the 
managers  of  the  show,  but  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  this  class  of  people  is  in 
the  minority.   If  they  were  not  I  am 


'■knock.''  If  beaten  take  your  medi- 
cine, and  don't  whine  about  favorit- 
ism when  some  one  else  gets  the 
coveted  prizes.  If  exhibitors  will  re- 
member these  few  points  they  will 
help  toward  the  success  of  the  show. 
Enter  early  to  avoid  the  eleventh 
hour  rush  on  the  management. 

Be  patient  when  the  judging  is  in 
progress. 

Don't  rush  to  the  secretary  with  all 
your  troubles;  he  has  some  of  his 
own. 

The  great  majority  of  shows  and 
the  great  majority  of  judges  are  on 
the  square,  so  if  you  hear  a  jealous 
man  whining  just  remember  that 
"when  an  ass  gets  loose  in  the  pasture 
he  will  always  find  thistles.''

FRANK  L.  SMITH. 

I  have  handled  but  one  show,  and 
would  say  the  greatest  annoyance  to 
me  was  late  entries.  A  time  was 
specified  when  these  should  close,  and 
they  should  have  closed  on  the  dot, 
but  it  was  our  first  show,  and  many 
entries  could  be  obtained  by  extend- 
ing the  time,  which  was  done.  The 
result  was  that  I  was  obliged  to  work 


the  visitors  who  come  to  see  the 
show.  The  first  thing  for  exhibitors 
to  do  is  to  get  their  birds  ready  for 
the  show.  A  judge  cannot  pass  on  a 
bird  correctly  when  its  legs  are  scaly, 
or  dirty  from  roosting  in  poor  sleep- 
ing quarters,  or  when  the  feathers  arc 
broken  or  twisted  or  filled  with  dirt. 
Now  this  may  look  like  putting  if 
pretty  strong  but  I  have  seen  birds  in 
the  show  room  with  all  of  the  above 
ailments  and  then  the  exhibitor  would 
complain  because  he  or  she  did  not 
win  a  premium. 

Another  thing  which  is  of  vast  im- 
portance to  the  secretary  and  often 
overlooked  by  the  exhibitors  is  the 
making  of  entries  and  marking  the 
birds  with  numbered  leg  bands.  This 
should  all  be  done  before  the  birds 
are  brought  to  the  show  room  instead 
of  being  left  until  the  morning  the 
show  opens  and  then  put  onto  an  al- 
ready  overworked   secretary,   for  he 


afraid  that  our  fairs  and  poultry 
shows  would  soon  be  a  thing  of  the 
past. 

A  great  deal  of  this  article  may 
appear  to  some  like  kicks  from  a 
chronic  kicker  but  if  I  am  going  to 
suggest  anything  to  help  out  the 
shows  in  the  future,  it  appears  neces- 
sary to  show  up  the  faults  of  the 
past.  One  thing  I  feel  certain  of  and 
that  is,  that  the  fancy  poultry  busi- 
ness is  only  in  its  infancy  and  the 
only  way  to  show  its  true  worth  is 
to  educate  the  people  to  see  the  value 
of  pure  bred  stock  and  the  show 
room  is  the  best  place  to  do  this.

white  if  not  fed  fattening  foods. 
Those  that  get  their  adult  coat  before 
August  are  more  likely  to  burn  and 
become  yellow,  and  not  retain  a  white 
plumage.  While  a  few  may  stand 
free  range  in  the  sun,  if  shade  is  pro- 
vided where  the  fowls  can  retire  to 
it  from  ten  to  three  o'clock,  they  will 
generally   remain  white.

I  do  not  now  use  yellow  corn  but 
used  to  do  so  and  I  am  positive  that 
much  of  it  will  cause  the  feathers 
on  growing  chicks  or  moulting  fowls 
to  he  yellow  or  creamy.  It  most  cer- 
tainly is  possible  to  get  a  white 
bird  that  will  stay  white  under  any 
and  all  conditions  of  the  weather  and 
the  day  of  the  brassy  bird  among  the 


raise  many  stay  white  birds  that  had 
free  range  and  plenty  of  sun.  My 
white  birds  are  always  white  whether 
in  pin  feathers  or  full  feathered. 

FROM   U.    R.   FISHEL,   HOPE,  IND. 

I  have  something  like  ten  thousand 
White  Plymouth  Rocks  reared  by 
farmers  every  year  and  at  every 
place  yellow  corn  is  fed,  the  birds 
are  very  creamy  when  we  bring  them 
in  the  first  of  December  while  on  the 
farms  where  they  feed  white  corn  the 
birds  are  white.  No  one  can  feed 
yellow  corn  without  creaming  the 
plumage.  It  takes  about  a  month  to 
feed  the  cream  out  of  the  plumage 
once  it  is  fed  in. 

It  is  no  trouble  to  breed  White 
Plymouth  Rocks  that  will  stay  white

would  be  of  untold  value  to  thous- 
ands of  breeders  who  cannot  provide 
shade  for  their  birds  at  all  times  and 
who  find  it  exceedingly  inconvenient 
to  never  feed  yellow  corn.  If  these 
two  items  do  not  influence  the  color 
of  the  birds  there  is  an  army  of 
breeders  who  are  incurring  needless 
expense  and  who  cause  themselves 
considerable  trouble  in  trying  to 
work  along  other  lines.  Breeders  of 
white  varieties  will  find  the  follow- 
ing ideas  of  deep  interest  and  they 
should  be  able  to  profit  greatly  by 
the  line  of  thought  opened  up  upon 
some  new  phases  of  the  matter. 

FTOM   I.   K.   FELCII,    NATICK,  MASS. 

We  never  feed  corn  beyond  20 
per  cent  of  the  grain  ration  and  at 
that  it  will  not  affect  the  plumage. 
Feeding  entirely  upon  corn  or  any 
food  that  creates  excessive  fat  will 
color  white  plumage.  It  is  not  simply 
too  much  corn. 

Fowls  that  get  their  adult  plumage 
after  September  if  white  will  remain 


white  varieties  is  over.  I  would  not 
nor  have  not  the  past  season  used  a 
brassy  bird  in  our  breeding  pens  and 
all  our  stock  have  large  outside  runs. 

FROM  J.  B.  LONGPREY,  FLAT  ROCK,  MICH. 

I  know  from  experience  that  yellow 
corn  creates  creaminess  in  white 
birds,  and  I  would  advise  anyone, 
who  wishes  to  show  his  birds,  to  keep 
them  out  of  the  sun  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. 

FROM    C.    S.    COOK,    WENHAM,  MASS. 

I  have  fed  yellow  corn  a  great  deal 
and  think  it  helps  to  create  creami- 
ness in  white  birds.  I  think  white 
corn  is  best  for  white  birds.  I  have 
found  it  impossible  to  get  a  clear 
white  that  does  not  show  brassiness 
in  a  bird  that  has  free  range  at  all 
times. 

FROM  W.  R.  GRAVES,   SPRINGFIELD,  MASS. 

I  found  I  was  not  getting  many 
really  white  birds  until  after  I 
stopped  feeding  yellow  corn.  With- 
out feeding  it  I  have  been  able  to 


the  year  around.  In  something  over 
three  thousand  young  White  Rocks 
on  my  farm  at  the  present  time 
there  are  not  over  three  brassy  cock- 
erels and.  I  think  in  two  years'  time 
I  will  have  it  bred  out  entirely. 
None  of  the  cock  birds  I  carried  over 
this  year  turned  brassy  and  I  carried 
over  something  like  two  hundred.  We 
allow  our  birds  free  range  all  the 
time  for  I  would  not  give  ten  cents 
for  a  white  bird  that  you  had  to  keep 
up  out  of  the  sun.  I  believe  the  time 
will  come  when  we  can  breed  the 
birds  so  absolutely  white  that  not 
feed  nor  any  thing  will  turn  them, 
but  it  will  take  several  years  to  do 
it. 

FROM    CHAS.    II.    RING.    DECATUR,  MICH. 

I  do  not  now  feed  yellow  corn  at 
all.  I  know  from  my  past  experience 
that  its  use  will  induce  creaminess 
although  it  depends  upon  the  time 
when  it  is  fed.  At  the  time  the 
old  stock  is  growing  new  feathers, 
and  while  the  blood  is  still  in  the 
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quills  of  the  feathers  of  young  stock, 
yellow  corn  will  have  the  above  ef- 
fect. If  fed  after  the  feathers  have 
matured  on  either  young  or  old 
birds,  I  have  not  seen  any  such  ef- 
fect. My  flock  has  unlimited  free 
range  at  all  times  and  the  sun  does 
not  produce  brassiness  in  them.  I 
breed  from  white  birds  only,  and 
rarely   find    a    brassy  chick. 

FROM    H.    P.    RANKIN,   HARTINGTON,  NEB. 

I  have  had  considerable  experience 
with  yellow  corn  and  will  say  that 
there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  of  its 
causing  creaminess  in  white  birds.  I 
have  had  and  now  have  on  my  place, 
many  clear  white,  stay-white  birds 
that  have  never  shown  and  never  will 
show  any  brassiness  in  plumage.  My 
birds  are  always  free  to  get  in  or  out 
of  the  sun  as  they  may  see  fit  or  de- 
sire. 

FROM   WM.   OSBORNE,    MORRIS,  ILL. 

I  fed  yellow  corn  largely  during 
the  past  two  winters,  and  while  some 
of  my  White  Wyandottes  and  White 
Leghorns  showed  creaminess,  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  corn,  yet  the

My  White  Rocks  are  fed  about  30 
per  cent  yellow  corn  at  each  feed- 
ing and  I  do  not  believe  it  creates 
or  helps  to  retain  creaminess  in  the 
feathers. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  I  have 
found  it  impossible  to  get  clear  stay 
white  birds  when  allowed  free  range 
at  all  times  in  the  sun. 

FROM    W.    E.    GABHART.    BOHON,  KY. 

I  feed  but  little  yellow  corn  to 
white  fowls.  I  would  rather  think 
rich  feed  creates  the  oil  in  the  quills 
more  than  the  yellow  corn. 

I  have  no  trouble  in  getting  a  pure 
white  surface  color  from  birds  al- 
lowed to  run  on  free  range.  I  have 
tested  this  by  keeping  S.  C.  White 
Leghorn  cockerels  in  the  shade  dur- 
ing the  hot  summer  months  and  see 
no  difference. 

FROM     J.    W.    BOSWELL,    JR.,  BECKWITH, 
TENN. 

I  feed  yellow  corn  to  my  White 
Wyandottes  as  freely  as  white  corn, 
and  do  not  believe  that  it  influences 
the  color  of  plumage  any  more  than 


white  birds  but  I  never  saw  a  stay 
white  bird  and  never  had  a  stay 
white  bird,  if  allowed  free  range  in 
the  sun. 

FROM    GEO.    M.    KLINE,    DOWNERS  GROVE, 
ILL. 

I  am  feeding  considerable  yellow 
corn  to  both  old  and  young  stock 
and  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  has  no  effect  in  creating  a 
creamy  plumage  when  fowls  are  bred 
for  several  generations  for  a  pure 
white  color.  My  stock  has  shown  no 
bad  effects  from  the  feeding  of  yel- 
low corn  and  I  can  show  young  stock 
that  is  as  white  as  any  breeder  can 
produce  that  is  feeding  white  corn. 
All  stock  is  allowed  free  range  in 
the  sun  and  none  of  my  pure  white 
stay  white  cock  birds  show  any  signs 
of  brassiness.  All  exhibition  stock  is 
allowed  free  range  in  the  sun  and 
they  stay  in  the  best  of  color  for 
the  winter  shows. 

FROM   R.   H.   CRANDALL,   WORTH,  MICH. 

We  have  fed  both  white  and  yel- 
low corn  to  our  White  Leghorns  and 
White    Wyandottes    and  know  from 


color  was  not  permanent  and  disap- 
peared as  soon  as  the  feed  was 
changed.  During  the  past  summer 
the  majority  of  my  white  birds  have 
been  of  the  stay-white  kind.  I  have 
not  detected  any  brassiness  whatever. 

FROM    J.    C.    FISHEL    &    SON,    HOPE,  IND. 

We  have  never  fed  yellow  corn. 
It  is  sure  to  cream  a  white  bird  more 
than  white  corn.  White  corn  will 
produce  creaminess  if  fed  too  much. 
We  feed  corn  sparingly  to  exhibition 
birds. 

We  have  birds  that  have  free  range 
and  in  the  sun  that  are  white,  and 
they  stay  white.  They  even  moult  in 
very  white,  but  they  have  to  be  bred 
that  way. 

FROM  A.  F.  YACKLEY,  OF  DAYTON.  O. 

My  experience  is  that  yellow  corn 
or  too  much  fattening  food  will  pro- 
duce creaminess  in  young  birds  and 
in  old  birds  that  are  getting  new 
feathers  after  moulting.  I  have 
plenty  of  clear  white  birds  that  have 
free  range  in  the  sun. 


any  other  fat-producing  food.  Fat- 
tening foods  seem  to  "yellow  up"  the 
sap  of  growing  feathers,  but  the  color 
disappears  with  maturity.  There  is 
a  difference  in  "cream'  and  "sap;"  but 
lots  of  folks  and  some  judges  are  not 
sapient  enough  ao  know  it. 

I  have  had  birds  to  defy  the  sun's 
rays  for  six  years  and  tan  beautifully 
the  seventh.  The  males  with  silvery 
white  plumage  seem  to  whiten  in  the 
sun  instead  of  tanning,  and  I  never 
use  any  other  kind  to  head  my  breed- 
ing pens. 

FROM    CHAS.    O.    JACKSON,    NORWALK,  O. 

I  have  bred  white  birds  for  10 
years.  Two  years  ago  I  had  some 
White  Rocks  that  were  extra  good  in 
color.  I  decided  not  to  feed  my  best 
pen  any  yellow  corn,  and  I  did  not 
for  one  season,  but  I  could  not  see 
that  the  birds  that  had  the  white 
corn  kept  their  plumage  a  bit  whiter 
than  the  ones  that  were  fed  on  the 
yellow  corn. 

I   have   seen  and  have   had  clear 


experience  that  yellow  corn  will 
create  creaminess  in  white  birds  more 
or  less  regardless  of  the  quality  of 
the  birds.  If  you  have  quality  in 
white  birds  to  start  with  "chalk 
white"  the  sun  will  have  but  little 
effect  upon  them,  if  they  are  fed  a 
ration  not  fattening  and  free  from 
yellow  corn,  or  in  other  words,  kept 
in  a  good  laying  condition,  not  fat.  I 
do  think  that  young  specimens  which 
would  have  been  chalk  white  have 
been  ruined  by  being  fed  all  yellow 
corn  and  allowed  to  range  in  the  hot 
sunshine. 

FROM    IRA    B.    SLEET,    GLENCOE,  KY. 

I  have  never  fed  nor  do  I  now  feed 
but  very  little  yellow  corn  to  my 
White  Wyandottes.  I  believe  it  has  a 
tendency  to  create  and  retain  creami- 
ness to  a  certain  extent. 

I  have  three  year  old  birds  that 
have  never  shown  any  brassiness,  al- 
ways moulting  perfectly  white.  They 
are  allowed  free  range  at  all  times 
with  a  few  trees  in  the  yard.

A  Little  Criticism  of  Judges 


By  A.  A.  WINKLER 


FFERING  criticism  of 
poultry  judges  and 
their  methods  should 
be  more  opportune  now 
at  the  approach  of  the 
show  season  than  after 
the  shows  are  over, 
when  criticisms  are  generally 
construed  as  being  prejudiced.  At 
all  shows  one  hears  more  or 
less  grumbling  and  complaining 
from  unsuccessful  exhibitors,  and 
this  condition  seems  to  be  growing 
rather  more  than  less.  Of  course  it  is 
more  cheerful  to  win  than  to  lose  and 
it  is  as  easy  to  smile  at  a  poultry 
show  with  all  one's  entries  beaten  as 
it  is  for  the  camel  to  do  his  old-time 
stunt  with  the  needle.  My  plea  is 
therefore  for  the  uncheerful  loser  who 
might  in  many  cases  be  consoled  by  a 
few  words  of  explanation  or  advice 
from  the  judge,  who,  unfortunately, 
cannot  award  a  blue  ribbon  to  every 
bird  in  the  show.    I  realize  that  the

judge's  duty,  is  to  judge  and  not  to  ex- 
plain any  reason  for  his  decisions  ex- 
cept the  requirements  of  the  Stand- 
ard; but  many  of  us,  though  familiar 
with  these  requirements,  in  our  pride 
of  the  otherwise  good  points  of  our 
birds  are  slow  to  overlook  or  try  to 
forget  a  defect  which  could  be  easily 
magnified  to  its  true  importance  if  an 
interested  judge  were  present  in  the 
show  room  on  some  or  at  least  one  of 
the  evenings  of  the  exhibit. 

In  some  of  the  shows  held  in  small 
towns  the  judge's  work  is  finished  in 
the  one  day,  before  the  opening  of  the 
exhibit  to  visitors,  and  it  is  the  rule, 
or  rather  the  custom,  of  the  judge  to 
say  good-bye  just  as  soon  as  possible 
after  his  work  is  done.  The  one  ex- 
ception to  this  rule  which  I  observed 
proved  how  much  pleasure  and  inter- 
est the  judge's  presence  added  to  the 
exhibit.  I  have  in  mind  one  disap- 
pointed exhibitor,  who  made  the  feath- 
ers fly  because  his  bird  had  been  dis- 
qualified after  having  won  at  a  pre- 
vious show.    He  did  not  know  until 


the  judge  pointed  it  out  to  him  that  a 
serious  defect  had  grown  on  his  bird, 
apparently  since  that  previous  exhibit. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  presence  of 
the  judge  his  good  name  may  have 
suffered  and  his  judgment  severely 
censured  as  is  customary.  It  is  no  un- 
common thing  for  prospective  exhibit- 
ors to  send  in  entries  on  condition 
that  Judge  So  and  So  will  not 
judge  his  birds.  Such  severe  condem- 
nation is,  in  many  cases,  the  result  of 
misunderstanding,  the  remedy  for 
which  is  found  in  my  suggestion. 

I  will  cite  another  case — my  own — 
in  which  I  entered  a  string  of  birds, 
my  only  competitor  being  one  whose 
same  birds  I  had  beaten  successively 
in  that  season,  but  which  won  hands 
down  over  my  entries  at  this  show. 
Being  no  exception  to  the  general  run 
of  fanciers,  I  was  displeased  and  dis- 
gruntled, vowing  never  again  to  show 
under  the  judge  who  made  the  mis- 
take, or  was  not  there  to  explain  the 
reason  of  my  great  disappointment. 


There  is  a  story  told  of  an  Irishman 
whose  pal  fell  in  an  accident.  After 
the  attending  surgeon  had  pronounced 
the  unfortunate  one  dead,  he  "came 
to,"  showing  that  he  was  very  much 
alive,  but  his  partner  said,  "Whist 
Pat,  the  docther  knows  best,  lie  down, 
you're  dead."  Judges,  like  doctors, 
sometimes  make  mistakes,  but  many 
so-called  mistakes  are  no  doubt  due 
to  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  ex- 
hibitor. As  the  saying  goes,  a  little 
knowledge  is  a  dangerous  thing,  and 
when  the  exhibitor  with  only  a  meager 
knowledge  of  the  Standard  require- 
ments of  his  breed  loses  a  prize  which 
he  thinks  he  should  have  had  he  wants 
to  know  why.  If  he  is  not  shown  he 
naturally  blames  the  judge. 

I  cannot  believe  that  judges  are 
afraid  to  remain  in  the  show  room 
for  fear  of  hearing  the  criticisms  of 
their  work.  "What  then  is  the  reason? 
Is  it  because  the  remuneration  is  not 
sufficient?  Then  by  all  means  pay 
more  and  have  less  kicking  in  the 
show  room.  A  famous  judge  recently 
put  it  to  me  thus:  "Most  kickers  wait 
until  the  judge  goes  before  they  start 
kicking."

How  the  Columbian  Wyandottes  Were  Made 

One  of  the  Originators  Tells  How  He  Produced  His  Strain  and  How  to  Mate  and 
Breed  Them  to  Produce  Winners 

By  T.  REID  PARRISH 


HE  Columbian  Wyan- 
dotte is  one  of  the 
latest  breeds  admitted 
to  the  Standard  of 
Perfection  and  is  gen- 
erally conceded  by 
breeders  to  be  the 
equal  of  any  old  breed  we  have,  pos- 
sessing many  good  points  lacking  in 
other  breeds.  There  is  already  a  de- 
mand for  it  that  justifies  the  belief 
that  it  will  have  the  greatest  run 
ever  experienced  in  the  history  of  the 
fancy.  The  public  is  generally  on  the 
lookout  for  something  new,  especially 
is  this  true  in  the  poultry  world,  and 
in  offering  the  Columbian  Wyandotte 
breeders  have  not  only  given  the  new 
thing  but  something  that  has  behind 
it  the  blood  of  the  oldest  and  best 
breed  on  earth,  which  has  been  the 
direct  means  of  this  production  and 
which  is  far  superior  to  any  offered 
the  poultry  world  for  years.  The 
Columbian  Wyandotte  is  here  to  stay. 
The  markings  of  the  Light  Brahma, 
the  plump  carcass  and  early  maturity 
of  the  Wyandotte,  a  veritable  egg 
machine,  a  beauty  and  a  hustler,  and 
with  these  points  you  have  what  is 
sure  to  win. 

In  offering  a  production  like  this 
to  the  public  there  should  be  a  clean 
and  clear  statement,  as  to  the  crosses 
used  in  its  make,  and  not  an  effort 
to  confuse.  In  offering  to  the  fan- 
ciers this  article  I  do  not  intend  that 
some  of  the  old  breeders  who  claim 
to  have  produced  the  Columbian 
Wyandotte  by  crossing  on  the  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks  and  Silver-Laced 
Wyandottes  have  not  done  so.  I  be- 
lieve that  some  of  the  breeders,  ac- 
cording to  their  statements,  and  the 
opinion  they  have  of  their  ability, 
could  by  crossing  Indian  Runner 
Ducks  on  Bronze  Turkeys  produce  a 
mocking-bird. 

I  will  take  up  the  crosses  as  fol- 
lowed by  me  in  the  production  of  the 
Columbian  Wyandotte.  While  I  do 
not  claim  to  be  the  first  to  produce 
this  breed,  I  had  started  my  work 
long  before  I  had  ever  seen  a  Colum- 
bian Wyandotte  and  believe  that  I 
have  the  best  color  lines  yet  estab- 
lished. After  selecting  from  my 
own  yards  six  two-year-old  Light 
Brahma  hens  that  were  in  shape  and 
color  what  I  wanted,  I  procured 
from  a  friend  in  this  city  a  Wrhite 
Wyandotte  cock,  he  being  what  I 
wanted  in  shape.  You  will  see  from 
this  that  this  strain  was  started  here 
in  the  city  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  I 


challenge  any  Columbian  breeder  in 
the  country  to  show  that  he  has  "fur- 
nished one  drop  of  blood  in  the  pro- 
duction of  this  strain.  It  is  truly  a 
Southern  strain,  a  Tennessee  strain, 
a  Nashville  strain,  whether  it  is  as 
good  as  the  best,  the  show  rooms  of 
the  next  eighteen  months  will  tell. 

After  months  of  study  I  decided 
that  a  Light  Brahma  hen  with  solid 
black  flights,  a  hackle  intensely 
black,  with  broad  white  edging,  a 
very  broad  and  short  tail,  with  the 
narrowest  possible  edging  to  coverts, 
and  a  clean  back  was  what  I  wanted 
for  this  cross,  and  selected  six  from 
my  flock  of  Light  Brahmas  as  near 
to  this  ideal  as  possible.  Now  why 
this  broad  lacing  in  hackle  while  in 
tail  coverts  narrow  as  possible?  Be- 
cause years  of  experience  in  breed- 
ing Light  Brahmas  has  shown  me  a 
very  dark  hackle  has  a  tendency  to 
black  running  into  the  white  lacing 
of  the  hackle,  often  reaching  to  the 
edge  of  the  feathers,  while  in  the 
tail  feathers  the  hardest  problem  is 
to  keeD  the  white  lacing  from  run-

ning  too  far  into  the  black.  You  will 
see  that  in  the  selection  of  the  fe- 
males I  have  considered  color  above 
everything,  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  tail,  which  I  wanted  well 
spread,  a  broad  back  naturally  going 
with  a  well  spread  tail. 

The  White  Wyandotte  cock  I 
wanted  with  a  good  small  comb,  well 
developed  wattles  and  the  shortest 
bird  I  could  possibly  find,  with  a  low, 
well  spread  tail,  and  I  found  one  to 
fill  the  bill  exactly. 

What  did  I  get  from  this  cross? 
Silver-Laced  Wyandottes,  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  and  Light  Brahmas — 
all  feather-legged.  The  Silver  Wyan- 
dottes were  not  birds  that  a  breeder 
of  Silvers  would  care  to  breed  from. 
There  were  some  of  them  with  nearly 
white  breasts,  solid  black  wlngbows 
and  showing  lacing  throughout  the 
plumage,  with  a  hackle  that  any  Sil- 
ver-Laced breeder  would  be  proud  of, 
and  a  chicken  I  never  would  have 
believed  would  come  from  White 
Wyandotte  and  Light  Brahma  cross, 
but  anyone  seeing  them  and  not  know- 
ing the  origin  would  declare  them 
a  cross  of  Light  Brahma  and  Silver 
Wyandotte.  You  can  see  how  easy  it 
would  be  for  a  breeder,  accidentally 
securing  one  of  these  specimens  and 
crossing  back  on  a  White  Wyandotte 
which  would  naturally  produce  Light 
Brahma  markings  to  a  certain  de- 
gree, bring  himself  to  believe  that  he 
had  started  with  Silver  Laced  Wyan- 
dotte as  original  cross.  Here  is  where 
you  get  your  Silver-Laced  Wyandotte 
cross  that  has  made  the  Columbian 
Wyandotte  in  some  yards, — a  chance 
cross  of  White  Wyandotte  and  Light 
Brahma — the  rest  supposition.  The 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  showed  more 
of  the  Brahma  than  the  Silvers  but 
there  was  unmistakable  barring 
throughout  the  plumage,  being  espe- 
cially noticeable  in  the  tail  and  wings, 
some  specimens  showing  barring  in 
every  section.  A  cross  on  this  might 
make  something  that  looked  like  a 
Columbian  Wyandotte  but  I  doubt  it. 
Yet  some  breeders  are  claiming  that 
this,  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rock,  is 
their  original  cross.  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  breeder  has  made  a  Barred 
Plymouth  Rock  and  White  Wyandotte 
cross  for  the  purpose  of  producing  a 
Columbian  or  a  Silver-Laced  Wyan- 
dotte for  that  purpose.  Now  I  had 
some  chicks  from  this  first  cross  that 
were  fairly  good  rose  comb  Light 
Brahma  or  feather-legged  Columbian 
Wyandottes.  You  would  not  for  an 
instant  suppose  that  I  would  eat 
birds  showing  good  Brahma  markings 
and  save  the  birds  showing  unmis- 
takable barring  or  enough  black  to 
make  them  look  like  Silver  Wyan- 
dottes— not  much.  You  would  not 
have  done  such  a  trick  yourself. 
Scientists  may  figure  that  these  birds 
were  the  ones  to  use  but  I  am  not  a 
scientist  and  the  birds  showing  good 
Brahma  markings  looked  to  me  like 
what  I  wanted. 

Now  we  are  up  to  the  second  cross. 
The  chicks  were  showing  really  dark- 
er than  the  Brahma  hens  from  which 
they  were  hatched.  Why  this  was 
I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  but  I  had 
chicks  with  almost  black  hackle  with 
hardly  a  trace  of  white  edging,  tail 
with  blackest  of  feathers  and  solid 
black  flights.  I  made  my  selections 
from  these,  selecting  those  with  only 


rose  comb  and  least  foot  feathering, 
which  seemed  to  be  prevalent.  Now, 
why  not  more  White  Wyandotte 
blood?  I  wanted  two  crosses  and  se- 
lected from  the  lot  to  cross  on,  four 
White  Wyandotte  hens,  the  darkest 
male  bird  I  had  and  eight  of  the 
best  females  for  another.  White  Wy- 
andotte Cock,  paying  especial  atten- 
tion to  White  Wyandotte  shape. 

What  does  this  produce?  The  White 
Wyandotte  cross,  more  Silver  Wyan- 
dottes, more  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
and  some  fairly  good  Columbian  speci- 
mens showing  much  black  in  the 
back,  the  black  in  the  Silvers  being 
less  pronounced,  but  yet  enough  to 
lead  one  to  believe  there  was  a  Silver-

Laced  Wyandotte  cross.  Some  speci- 
mens would  lead  to  the  belief  that 
a  Barred  Rock  was  somewhere  in 
their  make  up.  The  best  specimens, 
or  the  ones  showing  the  best  Brahma 
markings,  were  in  the  majority,  which 
was  the  reverse  in  the  first  cross, 
but  the  black  was  not  so  good  as  in 
the  first  cross,  showing  a  greater  ten- 
dency to  mottling.  The  White  Wyan- 
dotte hen  cross  produced  a  lighter 
lot  all  the  way  through,  the  hackles 
in  the  best  specimens  being  entirely 
too  light  with  wings  and  tail  showing 
more  or  less  white,  but  some  of  them 
being  especially  valuable  for  some  of 
my  subsequent  matings;  from  these 
matings  there  were  also  some  solid 
white  birds  which  were  useless.  This 
light  mating  produced  a  greater  per 
cent  with  clean  legs  than  did  the 
darker  cross.  From  both  crosses  there 
were  a  good  number  of  birds  with 


rose  comb  and  clean  legs.  This,  with 
the  Light  Brahma  markings,  make  a 
Columbian  Wyandotte.  You  will  see 
from  this  that  the  Columbian  Wyan- 
dotte is  really  made  in  two  seasons 
with  three  crosses — no  great  skill  re- 
quired, either,  to  make  this  and  peo- 
ple will  think  you  are  a  scientific 
breeder  and  maybe  somebody  will  pub- 
lish your  picture  in  a  poultry  journal. 
If  the  third  or  the  White  Wyandotte 
hen  cross  had  been  left  off  it  is  pos- 
sible you  would  not  have  been  bored 
with  this  article,  for  there  would 
have  been  more  crosses  producing 
dark  birds,  but  the  light  birds  pro- 
duced by  this  cross  was  what  I  needed 
to  tone  down  the  dark  that  was  so 
pronounced  in  the  other  cross,  and 
the  making  or  the  perfecting  of  the 
breed  took  several  years  of  matings  of 
different  types,  using  mostly  single 
matings  and  in-breeding  whenever 
possible,  every  detail  having  to  be 
given  consideration,  shape  and  egg 
production  being  especially  considered 
as  shape  makes  the  breed  and  egg 
production  makes  the  hen. 

In  my  next  article  I  will  give  a  de- 
tailed description  of  the  Columbian 
Wyandottes  as  they  are  today,  and 
try  to  remove  some  wrong  ideas  as 
to  the  mating  of  this  breed  for  the 
best  results.

An  Elaborate  Scheme  for  the  Offering  of  Prizes  at  Branch  Association  Shows 
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The  following  motion  made  by  Mr. 
Curtis  at  the  August  meeting  of  the 
Association  was  adopted: 

"That  this  Board  authorizes  its  com- 
mittee on  medals  and  diplomas  to  ob- 
tain prices  on  a  grand-prize  gold 
medal,  which  medal  shall  contain  not 
to  exceed  twenty  dollars'  worth  of 
gold;  also  on  a  sufficient  number  of 
silver  medals  of  appropriate  size  and 
design  to  enable  this  board  to  offer 
annually  a  grand  prize  for  the  best 
cockerel  in  a  group  to  be  composed  of 
the  American,  Asiatic,  Mediterranean 
and  English  breeds,  a  silver  medal  as 
a  special  prize  for  the  best  cockerel  in 
each  variety  of  the  above  described 
group  and  a  diploma  as  a  special 
prize  on  the  best  male  bird  less  than 
one  year  old  in  all  varieties  of  such 
breeds  of  Standard  fowl  as  are  not 
named  herein;  provided  that  these 
American  Poultry  Association  grand 
and  special  prizes  shall  be  offered  only 
at  poultry  shows  held  in  branch  ter- 
ritory by  associations  that  are  asso- 
ciate members  of  the  American  Poul- 
try Association;  that  but  one  grand 
prize  and  set  of  specials  may  be  of- 
fered in  a  single  branch  territory  dur- 
ing one  year;  that  such  prizes  shall 
not  be  offered  two  years  in  succes- 
sion, at  the  same  show,  where  branch 
territory  consists  of  one  state  or  prov- 
ince and  where  branch  territory  con- 
sists of  two  or  more  states  and  prov- 
inces, said  prizes  shall  be  offered  first 
in  one  state  or  province  and  then  in  a 
different  state  or  province  until  they 
have  been  offered  consecutively  in 
every  state  or  province  comprised  in 
such  branch  territory;  that  in  order 
to  obtain  the  grand  prizes  and  spe- 


cials herein  provided  for  the  branch 
organization  desiring  same  must  have 
twenty-five  members  and  the  mem- 
bership of  said  branch  must  have  been 
increased  during  the  preceding  twelve 
months  not  less  than  ten  members;

The  Executive  Board  will  hold  a 
meeting  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Monday, 
November  4th,  1907. 

The  secretary  is  revising  and  cor- 
recting the  list  of  members  so  as  to 
have  same  nearly  as  perfect  as  pos- 
sible.

Question — I  wish  you  would  explain 
about  the  White  Leghorns? 

Answer — It  would  require  several  pages 
of  printed  matter  to  tell  you  all  about  the 
breed.  If  there  are  any  special  questions 
you  wish  to  ask,  we  will  be  glad  to  answer 
them.  You  will  find  articles  in  Poultry 
Fancier  from  time  to  time  relative  to  this 
variety. 

* 

Question — How  much  larger  is  a  Rose 
Comb  Minorca  cock  comb  than  a  Leghorn 
comb?  As  in  the  Single  Comb  varieties, 
there  is  much  difference  in  size.  Are  White 
and  Black  Minorcas  of  the  same  weight? 

Answer — The  comb  on  a  Rose  Comb 
Minorca  is  about  one-fourth  to  one-third 
larger  than  on  a  Rose  Comb  Leghorn.  This 
difference  in  size  is  natural,  because  the 
Minorca  is  a  larger  bird.  It  is  similar  to 
the  case  of  a  very  large  man  having  a 
larger  hand  than  a  very  small  man.  It  is 
desirable,  however,  to  have  the  combs  in 
both  varieties  as  small  as  possible. 

The  weight  of  both  varieties  of  Minorcas 
was  the  same  at  the  time  the  Standard  was 
last  revised,  and  the  weight  of  the  Single 
Comb  Blacks  was  then  made  one  pound 
heavier  than  the  Rose  Comb  Blacks  and  the 
Single  Comb  Whites.  There  is  at  present 
this  difference  of  one  pound  each  in  cocks, 
hens,  cockerels  and  pullets,  but  there  is  a 
movement  on  foot  to  have  the  American 
Poultry  Association  reduce  the  weight  of 
Single  Comb  Blacks  to  the  old  standard. 
A 

Question — Will  you  explain  line  breeding 
and  the  laws  of  same?  Or  if  too  much  to 
answer,  tell  me  if  there  is  a  book  on  the 
subject. 

Answer — Line  breeding  is  breeding  in 
line  from  a  given  pair  for  year  after  year 
without  introducing  new  blood,  but  it  would 
require  several  pages  of  printed  matter  to 
do  the  subject  justice.  You  will  find  special 
articles  in  the  Poultry  Fancier  from  time 
to  time  upon  the  subject  of  mating  and 
line  breeding. 

A 

Question — Does  a  frozen  comb  and  wat- 
tles disqualify  a  male  bird  for  exhibition? 
What  is  the  cause  of  bleeding  comb  and 
what  is  good  for  it? 

Answer — A  frozen  comb  and  wattles  will 
not  disqualify  a  bird  in  the  show  room,  but 
it  would  be  cut  according  to  the  extent  of 
the  injury.  If  the  comb  is  not  frozen 
badly  enough  for  the  points  to  have  dropped 
off,  the  cut  would  not  be  more  than  one- 
half  to  one  point.  We  are  unable  to  answer 
your  inquiry  relative  to  bleeding  combs. 
We  could  give  you  some  helpful  informa- 
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tion  if  you  had  stated  the  cause  of  the 
bleeding.  Such  a  condition  cannot  exist  ex- 
cept through  injury  of  some  kind.  It  is 
usually  the  result  of  the  birds  picking  each 
other.  The  best  remedy  is  to  separate  the 
birds  suffering  in  this  way  and  anoint  the 
comb  with  carbolized  vaseline  or  some  other 
good  ointment  until  the  bleeding  places 
have  healed. 

* 

Question — I  wish  you  would  tell  me  the 
necessary  requirements  for  judging  poultry 
and  have  you  a  book  or  books  upon  the 
subject  for  sale  ? 

Answer — It  usually  requires  several  years 
of  practice  and  experience  with  all  varie- 
ties of  fowls  for  a  person  to  become  a  com- 
petent judge.  It  is  just  like  judging  cattle, 
horses  and  other  live  stock,  only  it  is  con- 
siderably more  difficult  for  the  reason  that 
there  are  so  many  more  varieties  and  so 
many  more  points  in  connection  with  each 
variety. 

The  Standard  of  Perfection  describes  all 
varieties  of  fowls  and  tells  what  the  shape 
and  color  of  each  section  should  me.  It 
also  contains  ideal  pictures  of  nearly  all 
varieties.  You  could  gain  a  great  deal  of 
information  from  it,  and,  in  fact,  it  would 
be  absolutely  necessary  for  you  to  have  it 
if  you  wish  to  learn  anything  about  judg- 
ing.

Question — Is  black  in  bill  or  bean,  of 
White  Call  and  Aylesbury  female  ducks  a 
disqualification?  Do  all  judges  disqualify? 
Have  some  extra  fine  stock  in  these  two 
varieties,  but  some  of  them  have  black  in 
bean  and  bill. 

Answer — Black  in  the  bean  or  bill  of 
Pekin,  Aylesbury  or  White  Call  Drakes  is 
a  disqualification.  Black  in  the  bean  of 
females  should  be  cut  one  point.  Black  in 
the  bill  of  females  should  be  cut  one  to  one 
and  one-half  points,  in  addition  to  any  cuts 
that  may  be  necessary  for  black  in  bean. 
These  rules  are  specifically  laid  down  in 
the  Standard.  No  judge  has  any  right  to 
modify  them,  and  if  his  decision  is  not  in 
harmony  with  them,  it  could  be  successfully 
protested.

Question — Is  there  any  known  way  of 
taking  out  the  oil  in  the  feathers  of  a  white 
bird,  or  in  other  words,  removing  the 
creamy  appearance  when  fitting  birds  for 
the  show  room? 

Answer — There  is  no  way  of  artificially 
removing    the    oil    or    the    substance  that

causes  the  creamy  appearance  in  the  color 
of  white  birds.  There  are  various  method? 
of  bleaching  the  outer  surface  or  the  web 
of  the  feather,  but  the  work  cannot  be  done 
well  enough  to  prevent  detection,  and  birds 
shown  in  this  condition  are  always  cut 
more  severely  than  would  otherwise  be  the 
case.  The  only  way  to  get  the  creamy  ap- 
pearance out  of  the  plumage  is  to  breed  it 
out.  If  there  was  any  other  method,  the 
man  who  could  find  it  would  have  a  for- 
tune.

Winners  from  Late  Hatched  Chicks 


One  of  America's  Foremost  Fanciers  Tells  How  It  Is 
Done.  Methods  of  General  Care,  Including  What 
to  Feed,  and  How  to  House  the  Birds 

By  REV.  C.  E.  PETERSEN 


WING  to  the  late  spring  this  year  and 
the  consequent  late  hatches,  the  fall 
season  finds  hundreds  of  breeders 
with  immature  stock,  and  how  to  com- 
plete the  growth  is  of  serious  import  to 
very  many.    A  great  deal  can  be  done 


to  lengthen  out  the  growing  season,  but  it  takes  care 
and  patience,  and  the  results  will  be  commensurate 
to  the  care  taken. 

It  has  been  stated  over  and  over  again  that  late 
chickens  will  never  mature,  and  will  only  be  an  ex- 
pense to  the  breeder.  In  some  measure  this  is  a  truth, 
for  with  very  many  the  late  hatched  chickens  get  little 
care,  and  many  times  they  are  left  to  shift  for  them- 
selves. The  early  broods  that  come  out  in  season 
get  plenty  of  attention ;  it  is  a  pleasant  novelty  to 
watch  and  care  for  them  and  to  see  how  they  grow, 
but  brood  after  brood  is  hatched,  the  novelty  wears, 
away,  and  finally  all  sorts  and  all  sizes  are  left  to- 
gether. It  simply  is  a  case  of  the  survival  of  the  fit- 
test, the  strongest  and  oldest  chicks  get  the  most  of  the 
rations,  the  next  of  size  in  the  succession  get  the  rest,* 
and  the  last  comers  go  without,  and  when  fall  comes 
to  hand  abuse  is  heaped  on  these  unfortunates  because 
they  cannot  grow  into  fine  chickens  on  nothing  but 
fresh  air  and  sunshine. 

We  have  found  that  the  late  hatched  chickens  must 
be  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  flock,  given  an  abun- 
dance of  food,  and  although,  perhaps,  they  will  lack 
somewhat  in  size  when  late  fall  arrives,  they  surely 
will  be  in  much  better  shape  than  if  they  had  been 
left  with  the  rest  of  the  flock  to  fight  their  way 
through. 

We  have  seen  chickens  hatched  as  late  as  July 


that  grew  into  fine  birds,  but  these  few  chickens  were 
all  there  were  on  the  place.  They  had  all  the  care 
that  was  necessary,  no  larger  chickens  to  abuse  and 
trouble  them,  and  as  a  consequence  they  came  along 
finely  and  winter  found  them  in  fairly  good  trim,  and 
not  so  very  far  behind  their  earlier  hatched  relations. 
This  is  about  the  secret  of  success  with  late  hatched 
birds.  Where  failure  is  the  result  it  is  entirely  due  to 
lack  of  proper  care. 

We  don't  want  any  one  to  understand  from  this  that 
we  mean  that  a  July  hatched  chicken  will  grow  into 
as  large  and  as  fine  a  bird  as  one  hatched  in  March, 
for  we  do  not  mean  any  such  thing,  but  we  do  mean 
that  if  in  the  early  fall  and  during  November  proper 
care  and  attention  is  given  these  late  comers  that  they 
will  make  much  larger  and  better  birds  than  where 
this  care  is  withheld. 

First  of  all,  when  the  bleak  October  days  come 
along,  although  in  many  places  October  is  a  beautiful 
month,  the  care  begins  by  giving  extra  good  food  and 
plenty  of  it.  The  days  are  getting  short  and  the  sun 
is  not  as  Avarm  as  it  used  to  be,  but  the  sun 
rises  early,  and  here  we  may  begin  to  lengthen  out  the 
growing  season,  for  the  birds  must  be  let  out  at  sun- 
rise. They  are  anxious  to  get  out  and  it  will  be  a 
drawback  to  keep  them  in  their  houses  until  seven  and 
eight  in  the  morning,  which  with  many  is  the  daily  oc- 
currence. 

If  you  cannot  let  them  out  at  sunrise,  do  the  next 
best  thing.  After  dark  in  the  evening  scatter  the 
necessary  grain,  and  a  few  handfuls  of  green  food 
about  in  the  house  that  they  may  have  it  to  keep  busy 
on  until  you  get  there  and  open  up  for  them  so  they 
can  get  out.  Then  let  them  .have  their  soft  food,  and 
the  very  best  growing  food  we  have  ever  used  is  com- 
pounded as  follows :  2  parts  of  bran ;  4  parts  of  corn- 
meal;  1  part  of  white  middlings;  1  part  of  linseed 
meal ;  2  parts  of  beef  scraps.  Mix  this  together  well, 
make  a  mash  or  feed  it  dry.  as  you  may  choose,  but 
to  force  growth  we  prefer  to  wet  it  slightly. 

Feed  of  this  mixture  all  they  will  eat  up  clean  three 
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times  a  day,  and  besides  this,  give  them  a  mixture  of 
com,  oats,  and  wheat,  or  any  good  scratching  feed,  and 
keep  a  pan  of  beef  scraps  and  plenty  of  grit  and  water 
before  them. 

Put  the  grain  where  they  can  readily  get  at  it ;  don 't 
try  to  save  it,  for  it  is  only  by  the  best  of  feeding  that 
the  late  hatched  chicks  will  come  to  matnritv.  You 


points  to  be  considered  and  cannot  be  neglected  if 
success  is  to  be  expected. 

JPhere  is  nothing  that  will  hinder  growth  as  much 
as  uncleanliness,  and  the  body  of  the  bird  must  be 
free  from  vermin,  and  the  house  clean  from  the  accu- 
mulation of  droppings.  Clean  out  the  droppings  every 
morning'  and  there  is  nothing  cleaner,  better,  sweeter

cannot  overfeed  a  growing  fowl,  if  the  proper  feed  is 
given.  More  growing  stock  suffers  from  underfeed- 
ing than  from  overfeeding. 

Xext  to  the  care  in  feeding  comes  proper  housing, 
which  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  They  must  have 
plenty  of  room.  They  must  not  be  crowded.  They 
must  not  be  let  out  on  rainy  days.  They  must  have  a 
house  that  is  dry  and  perfectly  clean.  They  must 
have  a  house  well  ventilated.    These  are  the  main 


and  of  more  value  to  the  poultry  house  than  sawdust, 
and  this  we  know  to  be  a  fact,  for  we  have  tried  it 
for  a  whole  season  with  the  very  best  of  results. 

We  followed  in  the  old  rut  for  a  good  many  years, 
for  it  was  said  that  sawdust  was  of  no  value,  that  the 
chickens  would  eat  it,  and  that  it  would  hurt,  if  not 
kill  them  outright.  It  is  all  nonsense,  and  don't  you 
think  that  a  chicken  is  foolish  enough  to  eat  sawdust 
any  more  than  you  are. 


We  have  a  friend  who  used  it  all  the  season  in  his 
brooders.  He  would  begin  to  sprinkle  the  brooder 
floors  with  it  when  the  chickens  were  two  weeks  old, 
and  he  also  found  it  of  great  value. 

We  have  used  it  all  this  season,  as  above  stated,  and 
it  has  given  us  less  work,  is  a  clean,  sanitary,  and 
healthy  material  for  the  poultryman  to  use,  and 
where  once  tried  it  will  become  a  permanent  and 
satisfactory  help  in  keeping  the  houses  clean  and 
neat. 

When  real  cold  weather  comes  on,  particularly  the 
cold  nights  of  December,  cover  the  roosts,  so  as  to  keep 
the  birds  warm  during  the  night.  This  will  help  to 
finish  up  the  growth,  for  if  this  is  done  no  great 
amount  of  the  food  will  go  into  the  making  of  heat 
and  the  birds  will  continue  to  grow. 

Truths  Driven 

A  Straight  Talk  That  Fits  a  Big  Lot  of  Fanciers  Just 
the  Same  as  Though  it  Was  Made  Especially  for 
Them

E  know  of  few  more  troublesome  reefs 
infesting  the  waters  of  poultrydom,  for 
a  large  class  of  would-be  voyagers, 
than  those  lurking  about  the  rock  of 
parsimony.  The  more  liberal-mind- 
ed  and   far-seeing  navigator  avoids 


their  dangers  by  steering  boldly  out  into  the  open  sea, 
but  the  avaricious  or  timid  soul,  fearfully  hugging  the 
shore,  is  forever  striking  upon  them. 

The  parsimonius  man — and  somehow  nine  out  of 
every  ten  men  get  parsimonious  Avhen  it  comes  to  mat- 
ters of  hens,  if  they  never  do  respecting  anything  else 
— makas  a  mistake  at  the  outset  by  buying  too  cheaply. 
He  either  buys  stock  or  eggs  of  a  neighbor  who  has  a 
heterogeneous  lot  of  fowls  and  will  sell  them  at  about 
the  regular  market  rate,  or  grudgingly  sends  an  order 
to  the  breeder  whom  he  has  found  by  an  extended 
examination  of  advertising  columns  to  offer  his  wares 
at  the  very  lowest  figure.  In  this  way  he  thinks  he  is 
shaping  a  safe  course,  whereas  he  is  really  bound  to 
strike  a  rock  before  even  getting  out  of  the  harbor. 

The  fact  is,  One  rarely  gets  more  than  he  pays  for 
in  any  investment.  The  commercial  man  does  not 
expect  to  get  flour  of  a  six  dollar  grade  for  four  dol- 
lars per  barrel,  nor  muslin  or  silk  for  the  price  of 
calico ;  nor  would  a  man  starting  out  to  breed  high- 
class  horses,  sheep  or  cattle  be  satisfied  to  select  his 
foundation  stock  from  ordinary,  ill  favored  and 
poorly-bred  subjects,  no  matter  at  how  low  a  figure 
they  could  be  obtained.  And  the  same  rule  holds  good 
in  the  poultry  business.  If  a  man  buys  cheaply,  he 
gets  cheap  fowls,  and  when  he  disposes  of  surplus 
stock  or  eggs  for  hatching  he  must  sell  accordingly. 

The  advertiser  who  offers  stock  or  eggs  at  a  very 
low  price  may  be  honest  in  his  intentions,  but  as  a  rule 
he  is  merely  a  beginner  and  knows  comparatively  lit- 
tle pertaining  to  the  proper  rearing,  mating  and  gen- 
eral care  of  fowls.  He  probably  bought  cheaply,  too, 
at  the  beginning.  First-class  fowls  cannot  possibly  be 
procured  at  small  cost.  They  are  something  that  can- 
not be  produced  in  unlimited  quantities.  Stock  indi- 
vidually and  ancestrally  good  as  a  foundation  and 
knowledge  in  the  breeder  born  of  years  of  .study  and 


This  may  seem  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  but  it  is  not 
so  much  in  reality  as  it  looks  in  print,  and  where  valu- 
able stock  is  concerned  it  may  mean  a  good  many 
extra  dollars,  and  a  good  many  more  winners  at  the 
winter  shows. 

There  is  no  such  thing  "as  too  much  trouble"  for 
the  real  fancier,  as  he  will  go  to  any  length  of  extra 
care  if  by  so  doing  he  can  add  to  the  success  of  his 
establishment. 

This  year  a  number  of  the  fanciers  who  depended 
upon  the  broody  hens  for  their  chickens  were  disap- 
pointed, and  with  a  season  so  bad  as  man's  mind  can- 
not recollect,  the  chicks  were  late.  These  chickens  may 
be  materially  helped  if  they  are  given  the  extra  care 
here  described,  and  in  this  ease,  anyhow,  the  Jesuit 
maxim,  "the  end  hallows  the  means."  is  true. 

n  and  Clinched 

practical  experience,  are  the  only  factors  by  which 
high-class  fowls  can  be  continuously  produced.  The 
breeders  who  have  acquired  the  art  are  relatively  few. 
They  know  the  worth  of  their  birds,  and  as  the  de- 
mand for  such  is  always  in  excess  of  the  supply,  are

not  going  to  dispose  of  them  at  less  than  their  true 
value.  No  one  should  any  more  think  of  getting  $5.00 
stock  or  eggs  for  $2.50  than  he  would  a  $500  horse  or 
piano  for  half  that  money. 

If  the  parsimonius  man  by  any  means  manages  to 
get  some  good  stock,  his  close-fistedness  prevents  him 
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from  making  it  yield  him  the  proper  revenue.  He 
does  not  give  it  sufficient  room  perhaps,  because  he  is 
anxious  to  keep  every  bird  possible  in  a  given  space. 
He  does  not  give  it  proper  food,  for  he  thinks  good 
corn  and  shorts  are  good  enough  for  hens.  Wheat, 
oats  and  barley  are  in  his  mind,  simply  expensive 
luxuries ;  and  as  for  shells,  grit,  charcoal,  ground  bone, 
beef  scraps,  clover,  green  stuff  and  the  like — he  looks 
upon  them  as  gotten  up  to  make  money,  nothing  more 
nor  less.  Consequently  his  fowls  are  always  in  poor 
condition,  never  doing  or  looking  their  best.  They 
lay  only  when  eggs  are  cheap,  and  in  the  breeding  sea- 
son produce  infertile  eggs.  They  pick  feathers,  eat 
eggs,  get  lousy  and  fat  and  generally  unprofitable  and 
bad  looking,  when  with  the  proper  diet,  care  and 
quarters  they  would  be  a  handsome  and  remunerative 
flock. 

Such  a  man  cannot  sell  his  surplus  stock  or  breeding 
eggs  to  advantage,  for  he  will  not  pay  out  the  money 
necessary  to  advertise  the  same.  Advertising,  it  seems 
to  him,  is  just  so  much  money  thrown  away.   He  does 


makes  a  disappointed  customer,  which  invariably 
means  loss  in  the  end.  He  would  like  some  early  chicks 
to  take  to  the  shows,  or  to  be  laying  in  the  fall  when 
eggs  are  high,  but  he  cannot  get  them  in  any  consider- 
able number  without  an  incubator, and — well  these  cost 
money,  so  he  continues  to  dwaddle  along  in  the  old- 
fashioned,  slow-going  way  with  hens.  If  he  does  buy 
a  machine,  after  a  long  struggle  with  himself,  you  may 
believe  it  will  be  one  of  the  cheapest  variety,  and  with 
such  his  experience  can  have  but  one  end.  Then  when 
he  gets  an  aggravatingly  small  hatch,  or  perhaps  no 
chicks  at  all,  after  three  weeks  of  trouble,  he  is  firmly 
convinced  that  all  the  much-heralded  innovations  and 
improvements  are  shams,  that  the  publishers  of  the 
poultry  journals  and  the  advertisers  are  dishonestly 
leagued  together,  and  he  clings  to  his  money  even 
closer  than  before. 

And  so  it  is  through  the  whole  catalogue  of  methods 
and  transactions  with  the  parsimonious  man.  For  the 
sake  of  saving  one  dollar  at  the  present,  he  is  losing 
the  chance,  the  certainty  we  may  almost  say,  of  get-

not  stop  to  think  that  from  being  known  to  only  a  few 
breeders  within  a  short  distance  of  his  home,  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  few  dollars  would  put  his  name  and 
stock  before  thousands  of  people  in  every  part  of  the 
land,  many  of  whom  are  doubtless  interested  in  the 
very  class  of  stock  he  keeps.  So  he  thrusts  the  in- 
significant sum  deeper  down  into  his  pocket,  and  sells 
his  fine  eggs  at  a  few  cents  per  dozen,  and  chops  off 
the  head  of  many  a  splendid  cockerel  to  sell  it  merely 
for  its  market  value,  and  growls  and  grumbles  when 
he  reads  in  the  poultry  journals  that  "there  is  always 
a  demand  for  good  stock. ' '  Perhaps  he  does  relax  his 
purse  strings  so  far  as  to  insert  a  few  of  the  briefest 
possible  notices  in  the  paper  quoting  the  very  lowest 
price,  and  possibly  has  a  little  stationery  and  a  few 
cards  printed  of  the  poorest  quality  and  most  abbre- 
viated size. '  Then  if  he  gets  an  order — and  he  will  be 
indeed  lucky  if  he  gets  even  one — in  his  niggardliness 
of  spirit  he  picks  out  some  inferior  bird  from  his  flock 
— one  that  he  knows  he  himself  would  not  be  satisfied 
with  at  the  price — or  eggs  that  he  has  kept  so  long 
that  he  would  not  like  to  set  them  himself,  and  thereby 


ting  ten  dollars  later  on.  No  wonder  he  soon  gets  dis- 
couraged in  the  business,  gives  it  up,  and  will  tell  you 
he  "knows  by  experience  there  is  no  money  in  hens." 

The  plain  fact  is,  the.  poultry  business  is  analogous 
to  every  other  legitimate  business ;  money  must  be  in- 
vested before  one  can  hope  for  money  to  come  in,  and 
the  character  of  the  investment  has  much  to  do  with 
the  ratio  of  return,  as  the  quality  of  seed  the  farmer 
puts  in  the  ground  is  an  important  factor  in  determin- 
ing the  'worth  of  his  crop.  Then  persistency,  indus- 
try, good  judgment  and  square  dealing  are  bound  to 
win  in  the  end. 

But,  Brother  Fancier  to  be,  don't  expect  profits  to 
come  in  too  quickly.  Pay  for  good  stock  at  the  outset 
anyway;  you  will  never  get  it  unless  you  do.  You 
may  not  even  then,  for  there  are  some  scamps  in  the 
business,  but  try  again.  The  dishonest  breeders  are 
comparatively  few,  and  you  will  soon  come  to  recog- 
nize them  instinctively.  Feed  and  house  your  birds 
well,  and  don't  sell  an  extra  good  specimen  as  soon  as 
you  get  it.  Wait  a  while  till  you  have  all  you  need 
yourself.    When  sure  you  have  an  excess  of  good 
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stock,  advertise  and  as  liberally  as  the  size  of  your 
flock  will  warrant  you  to  do.  Don't  be  surprised  if 
you  make  no  sales  the  first  few  weeks,  or  even  for  the 
entire  season.  The  money  is  by  no  means  wasted,  if 
you  have  selected  a  good  medium.  Hundreds  have 
noted  your  name  and  will  recall  it  when  they  see  it 
another  year — for  you  must  have  it  right  there  an- 
other year.  A  breeder  will  never  draw  much  busi- 
ness until  he  has  shown  that  he  is  not  one  of  the  mush- 
room kind,  destined  for  only  a  short-lived  existence. 
When  customers  begin  to  come  in,  as  they  are  bound 
to  do  if  you  persist,  use  every  man  squarely.  Send 
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birds  exactly  as  you  represent,  and  sell  no  poor  stuff  at 
any  price.  When  you  buy,  whether  it  be  stock,  feed 
or  any  kind  of  fixings,  pay  a  good  fair  price,  and  see 
that  you  get  the  worth  of  your  money.  Take  one  or 
more  good  poultry  journals.  Much  that  is  published 
is  something  of  a  rehash  it  is  true,  but  there  will  be 
hardly  a  copy  in  which  you  will  not  find  something 
worth  many  times  a  year's  subscription.  In  a  word, 
do  as  you  see  successful  men  in  other  kinds  of  business 
are  doing.  And  above  all,  while  not  allowing  yourself 
to  be  lured  out  of  the  true  course  by  the  false  lights  of 
Extravagance,  steer  wide  of  the  rocks  of  Parsimony. 


What  a  Fancier's  Fowl  Can  Do

MONG  the  new  varieties  introduced  re- 
cently we  have  acquired  the  Columbian 
Wyandotte,  a  variety  destined  to  become 
very  popular  in  the  immediate  future. 
The  improvement  of  this  fowl  will  be 
marked  and  speedy,  championed,  as  it 
is,  by  the  skillful,  progressive  and  widely  known 
breeders  and  fanciers  who  have  taken  a  great  inter- 
est in  it.  The  approval  of  these  influential  breeders 
means  much  for  the  future  of  the  variety.  It  means 
"Columbian  Wyandotte"  will  become  as  familiar  as 
household  word  as  "Barred  Plymouth  Rocks"  has 
been.  England  has  already  taken  up  this  variety 
through  representative  fanciers  of  known  ability.  It 
is  unnecessary  to  say  more  in  this  connection  regard- 
ing the  future  demand  for  them  than  that  there  will 
be  ten  buyers  for  every  first-class  specimen  produced 
in  the  next  few  years.  While  Columbian  Wyandottes 
are  extremely  fortunate  in  meeting  the  strong  ap- 
proval of  fanciers  so  widely  known  and  such  per- 
sistent advertisers,  their  popularity  will  eventually  be 
based  upon  a  more  substantial  foundation  than  that 
referred  to  above,  namely,  their  disposition  and  adapt- 
ability for  business.  Give  the  purchaser  something 
Avhieh  to  see  around  is  to  enjoy  and  which  to  own  is 
to  his  profit,  and  you  hit  him  in  a  very  tender  spot. 
That  is  just  where  the  Columbian  Wyandottes  excel. 
The  longer  you  own  them  the  better  you  like  them  be- 
cause they  have  a  new  surprise  for  you  each  suc- 
cessive day.  Graced  with  a  coloring  that  is  attractive 
in  the  extreme,  black  and  white  blending  very  nicely 
together,  there  is  just  enough  of  the  black  to  break  the 
sameness  of  an  entire  white  plumage,  and  its  location 
and  arrangement  on  the  fowl  are  ideal. 

In  form  they  appeal  to  the  most  fastidious  and 
critical.

Their  early 
maturity  and  utility  qualities  are  a  revelation  to  the 
writer,  and  all  who  have  tried  them.  As  an  exhibition 
fowl  the  future  will  demonstrate  their  popularity, 
which  I  predict  will  be  near  the  top.  At  present  they 
hold  seventh  place  in  number  of  specimens  exhibited 
at  America's  three  largest  shows — New  York,  Boston 


and  Chicago,  1907.  Thinking  perhaps  a  few  sworn

Easy  Lessons  in 

A  Criticism  of  the  Illustration  on  This  Page,  Embody- 
ing a  Discussion  of  Leghorn  Type  and  Specifying 
Cuts  for  Common  Defects  in  Leghorn  Shape 

By  FRANK  HECK 

MONG  the  rarest  things  in  the  show 
room  is  a  Leghorn  male  of  xany  variety, 
that  can  be  called  Standard  type. 
This  is  particularly  true  as  regards 
shape  of  back.  The  back  seems  to  be 
a  feature  that  will  not  come  right,  no 
matter  how  hard  breeders  try  to  get  it.  The  Stan- 
dard shape  of  Leghorns  is  the  same  for  all  varieties 
both  Single  and  Eose  Comb  and  including  Brown, 
White,  Buff,  Black  and  Silver  Duckwing.  The 
Standard  describes  the  shape  of  back  as  follows, 
"of  medium  length,  the  saddle  rising  in  a  short, 
concave  sweep  to  tail ;  saddle  feathers  long. ' '  In 
the  scale  of  points,  the  back  is  allowed  three  for 
shape  and  four  for  color.  This  is  one  portion  of 
the  Standard  that  certainly  needs  revising.  Think 
of  only  three  points  for  the  shape  of  a  Leghorn 
back  when  the  legs  and  toes  are  valued  at  seven, 
more  than  twice  as  much.  Other  comparisons  of 
Leghorn  sections  are  just  as  striking.  The  Plymouth 
Rock  back  is  allowed  six  points  for  shape  and  the 
Leghorn  back  is  infinitely  harder  to  breed  perfect 
but  it  is  given  only  half  the  number  of  points.  We 
shall  have  more  to  say  in  future  articles  upon  this 
and  similar  inconsistencies. 

The  attention  of  the  reader  is  called  to  the  illus- 
tration on  this  page,  of  a  Rose  Comb  Brown  Leg- 
horn male.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  bird  is  not 
standing  in  a  natural  position  such  as  he  would  as- 
sume if  at  liberty  in  the  yard  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances. He  is  in  a  somewhat  crouching  position 
with  neck  and  tail  lowered  but  this  is  in  his  favor 
when  offering  criticism  of  his  back  because  if  he 
were  standing  naturally  his  neck  would  be  thrown 
upward  and  backward  and  his  tail  would  be  ele- 
vated. This  change  of  position  would  cause  his  back 
to  appear  straighter  and  more  of  an  angle  would 
be  formed  at  the  juncture  of  tail  and  back,  thereby 
giving  greater  prominence  to  the  faults  of  his  back. 
Much  better  backs  may  be  found  at  many  shows  but 
thousands  of  specimens  are  no  better  in  this  section 
than  the  bird  shown  here.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
note  in  this  connection  that  this  bird  has  a  record  of 
first  prize  at  the  Chicago  show. 

With  only  three  points  allowed  for  shape  of  back, 
it  is  not  possible  to  cut  this  section  more  than  three 
points,  no  matter  how  imperfect  it  may  be.  The 
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Standard  description  quoted  above  calks  for  a  con- 
cave back.  The  back  on  the  specimen  shown  here- 
with could  hardly  be  more  imperfect  even  though  it 
were  convex.  It  is  practically  straight,  being  neither 
concave  nor  convex.  It  is  at  least  one-fourth  too  long 
and  it  slopes  at  an  angle  of  about  20  degrees.  It 
is  an  excellent  back  for  a  Minorca  and  if  on  a  speci- 
men of  that  variety,  it  could  pass  with  a  cut  of  one- 
half  point  but  when  placed  upon  a  Leghorn  it  is 
a  sorry  misfit.  If  it  is  one-fourth  longer  than  it 
should  be,  the  cut  for  this  feature  would  be  one- 
fourth  of  the  three  points  allowed  for  back,  which 
would  be  three-fourths  of  a  point.  It  is  straight  in- 
stead of  being  concave  or  properly  curved  and  this

deserves  at  least  one-third  of  the  total,  making  one 
point.  It  should  have  at  least  one-fourth  off  for  the 
incline  or  slant  and  this  makes  three-fourths  of  a 
point.  The  total  cuts  would  therefore  be  two  and 
one-half  points.  How  many  judges  would  have  the 
nerve  to  cut  a  back  of  this  kind  two  and  one-half 
points?  Those  who  did  would  be  severely  criticised 
by  many  breeders. 

Judges  to  whose  notice  this  article  may  come,  are 
invited  to  express  their  opinions  of  the  above  cuts, 
offering  such  criticism  as  seems  appropriate  and  stat- 
ing the  amount  they  would  cut  such  a  back,  giving 
their  reasons  as  the  writer  has  done.  We  will  be 
glad  to  publish  their  remarks  in  Poultry  Fancier. 

A  Minorca  back  on  a  Leghorn  is  an  abomination 
and  deserves  the  severest  cut.    It  would  be  a  good 
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thing  for  the  breed  if  the  Standard  placed  the  same 
valuation  upon  shape  of  ■  back  in  Leghorns  that  it 
does  in  Plymouth  Rocks  and  Wyandottes.  This 
would  enable  judges  to  cut  harder  and  breeders 
would  then  pay  more  attention  to  back  shape  when 
mating  the  breeding  birds  and  great  progress  would 
be  made  in  this  respect.  Upon  a  valuation  of  six 
points  for  back  this  bird  would  be  cut  about  five 
for  shape  but  as  judges  are  inclined  to  be  lenient 
the  average  cut  would  probably  be  three. 

The  comb  on  this  bird  is  not  an  exceptionally  good 
one.    An  intelligent  opinion  in  regard  to  details  can-

not  be  expressed  because  we  have  only  a  side  view 
of  it.  The  breadth  of  it  cannot  be  seen  and  it  may 
be  very  hollow  in  front.  The  comb  in  all  varieties  of 
Leghorns  is  valued  by  the  Standard  at  ten  points. 
The  defects  that  can  be  seen  in  the  picture  are  the 
height  of  the  comb  from  the  base  of  the  skull,  the 
extension  over  the  side  of  the  head  forming  a  recess 
and  the  thickness  of  the  blade  from  the  top  to  the 
point  where  it  leaves  the  top  of  the  head.  These  fea- 
tures alone  are  deserving  of  a  cut  of  one  and  a  half 
points,  which  would  place  the  valuation  of  the  defects 
at  15  per  cent. 

The  neck,  as  it  appears  in  the  picture,  is  much  too 
short  and  thick.  It  would  not  be  nearly  so  defective 
if  the  bird  was  standing  erect.  Shape  of  neck  is 
valued  at  three  points  and  this  one  is  not  less  than 
one-third  defective,  which  would  make  a  cut  of  one 
point  about  the  proper  amount,  taking  the  comb  just 
as  it  can  be  seen  in  the  illustration.  The  breast  should 
be  well  rounded,  full;  carried  well  forward.  This  is 
the  Standard  description.  Any  novice  can  plainly 
see  that  the  bird  does  not  come  anywhere  near  fitting 
the  description.  The  breast  is  extremely  flat  from  the 
hock  up  to  the  hackle.  Calling  it  one-third  defective 
is  treating  it  liberally,  and  as  six  points  are  allowed 
for  perfection,  the  cut  on  this  basis  would  be  two 
points.  If  the  reader  will  compare  this  picture  with 
that  of  the  male  Leghorn  in  the  Standard,  the  great 
difference  will  be  readily  noted.  The  body  is  espe- 
cially defective,  it  being  nearly  or  quite  as  long  as 
would  be  required  for  a  Minorca.  There  is  so  much 
of  the  body  in  front  of  the  legs  that  it  seems  greatly 
overbalanced  and  the  bird  has  the  appearance  of  being 


ready  to  topple  over  on  account  of  being  so  heavy  in 
front  and  so  little  of  the  body  back  of  the  legs.  The 
body  is  valued  at  three  points.  If  it  was  fifty  per 
cent  defective  the  cut  would  be  one  and  a  half  points, 
but  this  is  perhaps  a  little  severe  and  one  and  a  quar- 
ter would  be  better.  The  tail  is  almost  perfect,  ex- 
cept in  carriage.  It  is  much  too  low,  but  as  between 
the  two  evils  the  tail  that  is  too  low  is  to  be  preferred 
to  one  that  is  equally  as  much  too  high.  One  of  the 
worst  and  most  common  defects  in  Leghorn  males  is 
straight  or  squirrel  tails.  If  this  tail  was  carried  at 
the  proper  angle,  45  degrees,  it  could  be  passed  with 
a  cut  of  one-half  point. 

It  is  perhaps  proper  that  a  few  words  of  explana- 
tion be  offered  to  readers  stating  why  the  particular 
bird  shown  here  has  been  chosen  as  the  subject  for 
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A  Boston  White  Rock  Winner,  Bred  by  L.  C.  Bonfoey,  Box  D,  Vernon, 
Conn.,  Who  Has  a  Reputation  for  Sending  to  Customers  the  Kind  of 
Stock  That  Wins.    His  Prices  Are  Reasonable 

this  criticism  and  comment.  It  was  selected  without 
regard  to  the  owner,  or  the  show  in  which  it  won.  It 
happened  to  be  handy  and  that  accounts  for  it  being 
used.  The  defects  referred  to  would  be  cut  in  the 
same  manner,  regardless  of  the  variety  of  Leghorns, 
and  the  comment  is  therefore  applicable  to  all  va- 
rieties under  the  same  circumstances. 

In  these  talks  we  will  endeavor  to  use  pictures  of 
living  specimens  whenever  possible. 


Many  fanciers  have  birds  fit  to  win  in  the  hottest 
competition  but  do  not  have  the  nerve  to  show  them. 


Build  up  a  strain  of  your  own  and  advertise  it 
judiciously  and  persistently  in  connection  with  your 
own  name.  In  time  the  two  will  become  so  identified 
that  they  will  be  inseparable.  This  is  one  of  the 
important  factors  in  building  up  a  profitable  business 
in  fancy  poultry. 
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Who  Are  Fanciers? 

It  seems  that  through  a  misinter- 
pretation of  the  word  "fancier"  some 
of  our  friends  have  gained  a  wrong 
impression  of  the  field  we  cover  and 
of  the  extent  to  which  we  benefit 
breeders  in  general. 

The  proportion  of  poultry  breeders 
who  are  not  fanciers  is  so  small  that 
no  publication  devoted  solely  to  utility 
poultry  keeping  has  ever  been  able  to 
weather  the  storm.  Many  have  tried 
it  and  failed.  There  are  some  people 
who  are  interested  in  breeding  poultry 
for  table  purposes  and  in  the  produc- 
tion of  eggs  for  market,  but  they  have 
no  use  for  advertising  space,  and  a 
poultry  journal  cannot  live  without 
advertisers.  These  same  people  are 
also  reluctant  to  subscribe  for  a  poul- 
try paper  and  for  these  reasons  one 
cannot  be  published  if  it  does  not  re- 
ceive the  support  of  fanciers.  Farm- 
Poultry,  published  at  Boston,  Mass., 
came  nearer  to  reaching  success  in 
this  field,  but  notwithstanding  that  it 
is  located  in  the  greatest  market  poul- 
try locality  in  America,  it  finally  had 
to  acknowledge  the  fancier  and  his 
branch  of  the  business  by  changing  its 
policy  and  receding  from  its  position 
as  a  strictly  utility  paper.  It  even 
went  so  far  as  to  publish  the  awards 
at  poultry  shows  and  vigorously  work 
for  the  advertising  and  subscription 
patronage  of  fanciers.  It  has  done  this 
for  several  years  and  is  doing  it  at 
the  present  time.    With  the  exception 


of  incubator,  brooder  and  miscella- 
neous poultry  supply  advertising,  more 
than  eighty  per  cent  of  its  business 
comes  from  fanciers  advertising  show 
birds.  The  conditions  existing  in  the 
case  of  Farm-Poultry  constitute  a 
monument  of  ingratitude  erected  by 
utility  poultry  breeders,  because  the 
paper  when  devoted  to  their  interests 
was  above  criticism  as  a  valuable,  re- 
liable educator,  and  it  is  yet,  to  such 
extent  as  it  caters  to  this  branch  of 
the  business. 

Perhaps  most  of  the  people  who  be- 
come interested  in  poultry  are  actua- 
ted at  the  start  by  ideas  of  profit  from 
the  market  branch  of  the  business, 
but  they  soon  learn  that  the  fanciers' 
birds  are  the  most  profitable,  even  for 
market  purposes,  and  that  the  busi- 
ness as  a  whole  is  much  more  profit- 
able if  conducted  as  the  fancier  does 
it.  In  the  first  place  the  person  who 
becomes  attracted  to  poultry  breeding 
for  any  reason,  has  the  spirit  of  the 
fancier  in  him,  and  if  it  is  not  rather 
strongly  developed  he  drops  the 
chickens  without  much  delay.  In 
answer  to  the  question,  "who  are 
fanciers?"  we  might  consistently  re- 
ply: every  person,  who,  as  a  matter  of 
choice,  is  interested  to  the  extent  of 
personally  breeding  and  rearing  the 
birds,  but  to  reduce  the  matter  to  a 
more  detailed  basis,  we  should  say 
that  fanciers  are  the  people  who  care 
more  for  type  and  color  of  plumage 
than  they  do  for  the  product  of  the 
hen,  in  flesh  and  eggs.  These  people 
constitute  nearly  the  entire  poultry 
fraternity.  They  are  found  in  every 
city,  town  and  village;  they  are  also 
found  on  every  farm  where  fowls  are 
kept  and  where  thoroughbred  stock  of 
other  kinds  is  valued  and  appreciated. 
Fanciers  are  the  people  who  support 
the  poultry  press  with  an  aggregate 
circulation  of  perhaps  a  million,  and 
there  are  just  as  many  more  embryo 
fanciers  who  remain  undeveloped  be- 
cause they  do  not  know  that  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  a  poultry  journal  and 
are  unable  to  progress  on  account  of 
the  lack  of  information  that  they 
could  procure  from  this  source. 

What's  the  Use? 

Poultry  Fancier  wants  to  get  along 
pleasantly  with  all  its  contemporaries, 
and  we  will  be  very,  very  good  if  not 
forced  into  a  corner. 

We  appreciate  the  expressions  of 
good  will  which  have  come  from  many 
other  publications,  some  of  which  were 
unexpected.  We  have  only  the  friend- 
liest feeling  toward  those  neutrally 
inclined,  and  it  is  in  a  most  kindly 
spirit  that  we  accept  the  two  or  three 
left-handed  compliments  that  have 
been  shied  at  us. 

Poultry  Fancier  starts  out  with  a 
clean  slate.  Its  object  is  to  build  up 
rather  than  to  tear  down.  It  has  no 
time  nor  space  to  devote  to  matters 
that  are  not  elevating  to  the  poultry 
industry  and  the  people  engaged  in 
it.  There  will,  of  course,  be  times 
when  in  its  province  as  a  newspaper, 
it  will  be  compelled  to  publish  items 
which  may  be  displeasing  to  individ- 
uals, but  in  cases  of  this  kind  we  must 


be  guided  by  our  obligations  to  sub- 
scribers. Our  entire  time  and  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  attending  strictly 
to  our  own  business.  There  is  nothing 
to  be  gained  any  way  by  "knocking" 
and  always  looking  around  for  a  fight. 
Too  many  people  are  always  looking 
upon  the  dark  side  of  things  and 
thereby  causing  themselves  and 
others,  trouble.  If  the  other  fellow 
gets  along  a  little  better  than  you  do, 
it  won't  do  you  any  good  to  try  to  be- 
little his  efforts.  The  same  amount  of 
time  and  effort  spent  in  "knocking" 
would  place  you  that  much  nearer  to 
him  if  spent  in  developing  your  own 
resources. 

We  can't,  any  of  us,  have  things  en- 
tirely our  own  way.  We  can't  get  all 
there  is  to  be  gotten,  nor  can  we  al- 
ways keep  what  we  do  get.  Not  only 
that,  but  we  can't  always  get  and  keep 
what  we  are  rightfully  entitled  to.  We 
all  have  our  troubles,  but  many  of  us 
make  them  worse  by  nursing  them, 
and  we  get  into  the  most  deplorable 
habit  of  unnecessarily  worrying  over 
things  and  of  keeping  on  the  lookout 
for  something  or  somebody  to  criticise. 
In  this  way  we  forget  to  enjoy  what 
we  do  have  and  we  unfit  ourselves  for 
making  the  most  of  our  opportunities. 
We  can  forget  the  most  of  our  troubles 
if  we  try  hard  enough,  and  those  that 
we  cannot  forget  will  worry  us  much 
less  if  we  learn  to  look  at  matters  in 
the  right  light.  It  will  all  be  over  in 
a  hundred  years  from  now,  so  what's 
the  use  letting  it  bother  you  and 
shorten  your  life.  Better  look  around 
for  some  of  the  pleasant  things  and 
enjoy  them  while  you  can,  for,  as 
someone  has  said,  "you  are  likely  to 
be  dead  for  a  considerable  time."  Per- 
sonally, we  are  at  present  deriving 
much  satisfaction  from  the  magnifi- 
cent support  this  paper  is  receiving 
from  the  poultry  fraternity. 

Who  Can  Straighten  Out  the 
Controversy? 

Last  month  in  Poultry  Fancier 
many  prominent  breeders  of  all  vari- 
eties of  white  fowls  expressed  their 
views  upon  the  subject  of  yellow  corn 
affecting  the  color  of  plumage.  Some 
contended  that  the  feeding  of  yellow 
corn  made  the  plumage  creamy. 
Others  were  just  as  strong  in  their 
opinion  that  yellow  corn  could  not 
possibly  affect  the  matter,  and  both 
sides  claim  that  they  have  proven 
their  case  by  actual  experience.  We 
did  not  have  space  enough  to  print 
all  the  letters  we  received  regarding 
the  matter  and  we  publish  another 
lot  of  them  this  month.  The  same 
condition  exists  as  regards  difference 
of  opinion. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  very  fore- 
most breeders  in  America  have  ex- 
pressed themselves  regarding  the  mat- 
ter. They  are  as  intelligent  a  lot  of 
men  as  can  be  found  anywhere.  They 
have  bred  the  winning  birds  at  the 
very  largest  shows  east  and  west,  in- 
cluding Boston,  New  York  and  Chi- 
cago. They,  all  of  them,  ought  to 
know  what  they  are  talking  about. 
But  somebody  is  wrong.  There  ought 
to  be  a  way  of  finding  out  definitely 
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the  truth  about  the  matter.  The  feed- 
ing of  yellow  corn  does  or  does  not 
produce  or  increase  creaminess  in  the 
plumage.  The  hot  summer  sun  does 
or  does  not  bring  out  a  brassy  tinge 
to  the  outer  surface  of  the  plumage. 
Now  which  is  it?  Who  can  tell?  We 
cannot  think  of  a  question  that  is  of 
greater  importance  to  all  breeders  of 
white  fowls.  Here  is  an  opportunity 
for  some  one  to  gain  the  everlasting 
gratitude  of  thousands  of  breeders  and 
to  be  awarded  the  honor  of  having  set 
matters  right  by  proving  the  truth.  It 
would  seem  that  the  question  could 
easily  be  settled  by  experiments  but 
the  experience  of  breeders  proves  the 
contrary.  Some  of  our  physician 
friends  ought  to  be  able  to  give  us 
the  facts  from  a  scientific  standpoint. 
Thousands  of  them  are  deeply  inter- 
ested in  Standard  bred  fowls  and 
they  are  in  position  to  materially  ben- 
efit the  fraternity  by  investigating  this 
and  other  important  questions.  We 
shall  be  glad  to  publish  anything  re- 
ceived, bearing  upon  this  subject  and 
we  hope  that  all  readers  who  can  con- 
tribute any  information  of  a  conclu- 
sive nature,  will  let  us  hear  from 
them. 

Watch  What  Judges  and  Breed- 
ers Say  About  the  Scoring  of 
Barred  Rocks 

The  necessity  for  harmony  of  opin- 
ion in  judging  is  nowhere  more  no- 
ticeable than  in  the  scoring  of  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks,  which  are  admitted- 
ly more  extensively  bred  than  any 
other  variety  of  fowls.  No  other  va- 
riety is  so  hard  to  breed  true  to  color, 
and  all  other  varieties  can  consistently 
be  scored  higher. 

If  this  matter  was  thoroughly  under- 
stood and  if  breeders  would  be  con- 
tented with  reasonable  scores,  plac- 
ing a  proper  valuation  upon  them, 
there  would  be  little  cause  for  dis- 
satisfaction, but  a  great  many  people 
and  especially  novices  expect  Barred 
Rocks  to  compare  favorably  with 
other  parti-colored  varieties,  and  some 
people  even  expect  to  get  them  al- 
most up  to  the  solid  colored  birds. 
We  have  inaugurated  a  little  educa- 
tional campaign  consisting  of  an  ex- 
pression of  opinion  from  leading 
judges  and  Barred  Rock  breeders  as 
to  what  the  variety  should  score.  We 
have  asked  more  than  a  hundred  per- 
sons to  tell  Poultry  Fancier  readers 
what  may  reasonably  be  expected  of 
the  birds  under  proper  judging  and 
the  replies  will  be  published  this 
month  and  next.  The  first  install- 
ment appears  upon  another  page  of 
this  number  and  we  are  sure  that  it 
will  prove  of  extraordinary  interest 
to  breeders  and  judges.  We  wish  to 
extend  a  special  invitation  to  all 
breeders  of  Barred  Rocks  to  send  us 
their  views  for  publication.  This  is 
the  way  to  get  together  on  questions 
of  this  kind  and  the  consensus  of  opin- 
ion thus  obtained  ought  to  prove  an 
aid  in  bringing  about  greater  harmony 
of  ideas.

Prospects  Good  for  an  Association  of  Judges 


The  suggestion  of  an  association  of 
judges  which  appeared  in  Poultry 
Fancier  last  month  has  met  with 
practically  universal  favor. 

Our  request  for  an  expression  of 
views  has  to  date  brought  fifty-one  re- 
sponses from  judges  in  all  sections  of 
the  country.  The  proposition  is  not 
a  new  one.  Periodically  for  years  the 
question  has  been  brought  up  and 
about  fifteen  years  ago  a  half-hearted 
effort  was  made  to  develop  something 
tangible.  An  organization  was  formed 


uniformity  in  judging,  both  by  score 
card  and  comparison  systems.  This 
result  could  be  accomplished  by  meth- 
ods similar  to  correspondence  school 
courses,  although  upon  not  so  elab- 
orate a  plan.  The  value  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  its  power  for  good  would 
depend  upon  the  activity  of  the  sec- 
retary and  the  support  given  him  by 
the  members.

at  the  New  York  show,  but  for  lack 
of  interest  it  never  got  beyond  the 
''forming"  stage. 

Conditions  at  the  present  time  are 
vastly  different.  The  growth  of  the 
poultry  industry  in  recent  years  has 
been  phenomenal.  It  has  reached  a 
point  not  dreprn»d  of  in  the  early 
days  of  the  present  old  timers.  The 
time  is  now  ripe  for  a  judges'  associa- 
tion and  the  only  thing  necessary  is 
a  little  activity  upon  the  part  of  those 
interested.  An  association  properly 
conducted  would  be  the  means  of 
bringing  about  greater  harmony  and 


obligation  to  give  them  intelligent 
service  and  a  square  deal,  and  this 
can  be  more  nearly  accomplished  by 
organized  effort.  Some  of  the  things 
that  would  have  to  be  entirely  absent 
to  make  the  association  a  success  are 
jealousy,  politics  in  the  management, 
personal  aggrandizement  of  every 
form  and  lack  of  harmony. 

We  will  continue  in  our  efforts  to 
bring  together  those  who  are  inter- 
ested and  for  the  good  of  breeders  in 
general  and  the  welfare  of  the  indus- 
try we  hope  that  results  may  be  ac- 
complished.

Advice  to  Secretaries  and  Exhibitors 

Some  of  the  Well  Known  Judges  Tell  How  Exhibitors  and  Show  Managers  Should  Handle  Their  Respect- 
ive Duties  in  Order  to  Expedite  Matters  and  Please  All  Concerned 


JUDGE  D.  J.  LAMBERT. 

It  would  help  the  judging  along  at 
score  card  shows,  if  the  birds  were  all 
weighed  promptly  and  score  cards 
headed  out  and  tacked  upon  the  coops. 
Every  coop  should  have  a  coop  num- 
ber and  this  put  both  upon  the  coop 
and  score  card.  I  have  been  delayed 
by  having  to  weigh  birds  or  wait  for 
them  to  be  weighed  by  others. 

It  would  assist  the  work  of  the 
judge  if  men  were  employed  to  bring 
the  coops,  containing  the  birds,  to  the 
judge,  in  another  room  or  near  a  win- 
dow in  the  same  room.  The  light  is 
so  much  poorer  in  the  center  of  long 
aisles,  especially  when  the  tiers  are 
high  up.  Sometimes  the  spectators 
shut  off  the  light  and  all  this  could 
be  avoided  if  the  judge  had  a  window 
at  his  back.

JUDGE  D.  T.  HEIMLICH. 

Looking  backward  over  a  period  of 
more  than  twenty  years,  memory 
dwells  on  a  few  pleasant  experiences 
where  the  poultry  exhibit  was  a  pleas- 
ure from  start  to  finish,  and  where 
there  was  neither  ill  will,  accusation 
of  favoritism  nor  a  display  of  ego- 
tism, ignorance  or  fault  finding  of 
any  kind;  where  all  concerned  parted 
friends,  each  succeeding  season  add- 
ing to  the  number  and  quality  of  the 
stock  through  the  friendly  competi- 
tion and  the  information  imparted 
by  mutually  showing  confidence  and 
good-will.  These  fine  sounding  phrases 
of  conditions  are  the  desire  of  every 
association  but  are  not  frequently 
enough  met  with.  For  that  reason  I 
will  give  a  method  of  procedure 
whereby  more  Poultry  Associations 
may  have  a  show  open  and  close  in 
peace  and  harmony.  The  secretary 
should  be  a  person  who  is  compe- 
tent to  manage  the  detail  work  of 
making  the  entries.  He  should  be 
in  the  show  room  during  the  time  of 
the  exhibit  and  devote  all  of  his  time 
to   the  work   devolving  upon  him. 

He  should  be  able  to  direct  others 
in  aiding  to  carry  out  the  detail  work 
necessary  to  get  the  show  under  way 
and  ready  for  the  judge. 

The  best  plan  for  score  card  show 
judging  that  I  have  met  with  was 
where  the  score  card  was  a  double 
header  with  a  perforated  division,  the 
top  part  being  the  entry,  and  the 
head  of  card  proper  being  also  fully 
filled  out  the  same  as  the  entry.  This 
work  is  done  by  having  a  competent 
superintendent  and  assistants  who 
will  receive  all  birds,  properly  feed 
and  water  them,  weigh  and  put  down 
on  the  entry  cards  the  variety,  sex, 
entry,  band  number  and  weight. 
These  cards  are  handed  to  the  secre- 
tary who  will  copy  all  data  on  the 
score  cards,  then  place  each  exhibit- 
or's cards  in  a  separate  envelope  with 
exhibitor's  name  and  entry  number. 
These  cards  may  then  be  kept  and 
handed  to  the  judge's  clerk  as  each 
exhibit  is  reached,  or  tacked  onto  the 


owner's  coop  through  the  top  or  entry 
portion  of  them.  The  card  or  cards 
can  then  be  torn  off  as  the  judge  and 
clerk  come  to  them,  leaving  the  en- 
try cards  attached  to  the  coops.  Each 
bunch  of  cards  is  then  placed  in  its 
proper  envelope  and  returned  to  the 
secretary  or  committee  appointed  to 
foot  them  up.  Such  a  committee 
should  consist  of  two  or  three  per- 
sons that  each  may  verify  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  others.  In  adding  them 
the  cards  showing  the  winners  in  a 
class  should  be  marked  by  the  judge, 
who  should  also  settle  all  ties.  If 
ties  are  to  be  broken  it  is  his  duty 
to  do  it.  If  two  or  more  birds  score 
alike  and  the  association  has  a  rule, 
or  by  mutual  agreement  among  com- 
petitors decide  to  make  the  cards 
"tie,"  thus  dividing  honors,  it  should 
be  their  privilege  to  do  so. 

The  most  important  feature  of  a 
score  card  show  is  to  furnish  a  clerk 
to  the  judge  that  is  accustomed  to 
putting  down  figures  and  wrho  can 
give  his  or  her  undivided  attention  to 
the  judge,  one  who  can  be  deaf,  dumb 
and  blind  to  his  surroundings  should 
the  work  be  done  from  coop  to  coop. 
The  best  plan,  however,  is  where  each 
coop  can  be  brought  to  some  place 
where  there  is  uniform  light,  and  the 
public  and  exhibitors  kept  out  and 
away.  When  these  rules  are  followed 
the  work  can  and  is  done  with  care, 
accuracy,  and  a  saving  of  time.  The 
judge  then  has  time  to  talk  to  ex- 
hibitors and  more  fully  explain  Stand- 
ard demands.  Thus  he  can  make  a 
school  of  instruction  of  his  work,  and 
more  fully  fill  his  honorable  position 
both  as  a  judge  and  instructor  to  the 
fraternity  and  the  interested  public. 
Where  this  plan  has  been  tried  it 
has  worked,  and  held  together  asso- 
ciations that  would  possibly  have 
only  lived  the  usual  two  or  three 
years.  Where  confusion,  bickering, 
and  contention  dominate  the  organiza- 
tion is  short  lived.

JUDGE  W.  S.  RUSSELL. 

Late  entries  is  one  of  the  evils  that 
handicap  the  secretary,  the  exhibitor 
and  the  judges.  Inexperience  on  the 
part  of  the  secretary  and  superin- 
tendent also  quite  frequently  causes 
delay.  The  foremost  thing  is  for  the 
secretary  to  keep  his  work  well  in 
hand.  If  he  does  not  have  the  time 
to  make  out  the  coop  tags  from  the 
entry  sheet,  secure  a  competent  clerk 
and  as  fast  as  entries  are  received, 
make  out  the  coop  tags.  A  separate 
tag  for  each  bird  entered  makes  it 
easier  for  the  judge,  than  where  all 
are  put  on  one  tag.  Tack  the  tags 
separately  upon  the  coops:  never 
string  them,  or  hang  or  tack  them  in 
a  bunch. 

As  fast  as  the  tags  are  made  out 
they  should  be  given  to  the  superin- 
tendent that  he  may  tack  them  on  ex- 
hibits as  fast  as  received. 

If  the  above  plan  is  followed  the 


weighing  of  the  birds  can  be  started 
promptly.

JUDGE  D.  M.  OWEN. 

The  secretary  of  a  poultry  show  al- 
ways has  my  sympathies.  He  is  at  all 
times  the  hardest  worked  man  of 
them  all.  He  is  worried  by  every  one 
and  blamed  with  all  errors.  Now  Mr. 
Secretary  let  me  tell  you  my  plan  of 
relieving  you  of  much  work  and 
worry.  When  the  judge  arrives  and 
you  are  ready  for  him  to  commence 
work,  give  him  the  cards  and  the  en- 
tries; see  that  he  is  furnished  a  first- 
class,  competent  clerk,  then  let  the 
judge  do  the  rest,  and  don't  bother 
further  until  the  prizes  are  all  award- 
ed. The  judge  is  the  man  who  is 
paid  to  make  the  awards;  it  is  his 
place  to  score  the  birds,  run  up  his 
own  cards  and  designate  by  writing 
in  ink  across  the  face  of  the  card  of 
each  winner  the  prize  won.  It  is  the 
judge's  place  also  to  select  out  the 
cards  of  the  winning  pens  and  so 
mark  them,  and  to  place  the  cards  of 
each  winning  pen  together  with  the 
total  score  figured  out.  After  he  has 
done  this  then  let  him  pass  the  cards 
over  to  the  secretary  to  be  entered 
upon  the  books.  Some  judges  score 
the  birds  and  toss  the  cards  all  in  to 
the  secretary  to  assort,  foot  up  and 
figure  out  the  winners.  The  secre- 
tary is  then  worried  by  the  exhibitors 
wanting  to  see  the  cards  before  they 
are  footed  up  and  the  prizes  awarded, 
the  cards  get  mixed  and  the  secretary 
gets  the  blame.  The  cards  should 
never  leave  the  judge's  hands  from 
the  time  he  scores  the  birds  until  he 
has  figured  out  all  awards  and  marked 
them  so  that  no  change  can  be  made. 

Mr.  Secretary,  you  have  the  judge 
do  the  work  that  he  is  paid  to  do  and 
that  he  should  do.  It  will  probably 
prevent  him  from  getting  through  his 
work  by  working  half  of  the  time  and 
having  a  good  time  with  the  boys  the 
other  half,  but  it  will  give  you  a  little 
time  to  enjoy  the  show,  and  save  you 
from  a  whole  lot  of  blame  and  worry 
that  does  not  belong  to  you.  There 
are  many  other  things  that  I  could 
mention  that  would  make  the  duties 
of  Poultry  Show  Secretaries  more 
pleasant,  and  would  make  everything 
more  acceptable  and  satisfactory  to 
exhibitors,  but  I  think  it  best  to  give 
you  only  one  at  a  time  to  digest.

JUDGE  H.  P.  SCHWAB. 

To  the  Show  Secretary  I  would  say, 
follow  your  rules,  treat  every  exhibit- 
or and  patron  of  the  show  alike;  be 
sure  you  are  right,  then  be  firm;  the 
successful  running  of  the  show  de- 
pends upon  you.  Plan  your  work  care- 
fully and  then  just  as  carefully  fol- 
low your  plans.  Give  the  judge  his 
work,  and  keep  him  a-going.  If  a 
score  card  show  and  you  or  any  of 
the  officers  are  an  exhibitor,  insist 
that  the  judge  figure  his  own  cai'ds  in 
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those  classes.  See  to  it  that  the  judge 
has  the  proper  assistance,  and  get 
your  award  cards  up  without  delay. 

The  great  majority  of  the  exhibit- 
ors that  we  rind  now-a-days  are  spec- 
ialists as  well  as  fanciers;  they  know 
pretty  well  what  to  do  after  their 
entries  are  made  and  their  birds  are 
in  the  show  coops.  There  is  but  one 
pointer  and  that  above  all  others  that 
I  would  impress  upon  them  at  this 
time.  It  is  this.  Have  confidence  in 
the  judge;  he  is  there  to  serve  all  im- 
partially; he  is  capable  and  will  give 
his  conscientious  opinion.  If  this  does 
not  just  agree  with  your  opinion, 
don't  roast,  but  go  to  him  and  com- 
pare notes  with  him.  This  will  bene- 
fit both  judge  and  exhibitor  alike  in 
more  ways  than  one. 

The  shows  of  today  are  a  very  im- 
portant factor,  and  play  a  most  im- 
portant part  in  the  poultry  industry. 
Great  and  successful  as  this  industry

The  secretary  of  a  show  should  see 
that  his  work  is  such  that  the  work 
of  the  judge  is  not  retarded  by  errors 
in  sex,  age,  band  number  or  weight, 
as  found  upon  the  coop  cards.  Ar- 
rangements should  be  made  for  a 
competent  clerk  for  the  judge,  one 
that  will  stay  with  him  through  the 
entire  show,  not  a  new  clerk  every 
half  day  or  day.  See  that  necessary 
arrangements  are  made  for  help  in 
handling  the  coops  where  light  is 
such  as  to  necessitate  the  carrying  of 
coops  to  and  from  some  well  lighted 
place  in  the  show  room.     This  may

JUDGE  THOS.  F.  RIGG. 

The  rules  of  the  show  should  be  en- 
forced to  the  letter.  The  non-enforce- 
ment of  the  rules  causes  a  majority 
of  the  trouble  experienced  in  the 
show  room  by  judges,  the  exhibitors 
and  the  association  itself. 

Birds  competing  for  pen  prizes 
should  be  cooped  as  a  pen,  four  fe- 
males and  one  male,  and  not  compete 
in  open  classes. 

The  show  management  should  an- 
nounce the  judges  and  the  breeds  and 
varieties  each  judge  will  pass  upon. 

Refuse  to  open  the  show  room  to  the 


properly  be  the  work  of  the  superin- 
tendent, but  should  be  attended  to  by 
some  one  in  authority. 

As  to  exhibitors  and  their  treat- 
ment of  a  judge,  it  should  be  along 
the  lines  of  the  "Golden  Rule."  Most 


associations  advertise  whom  they  will 
have  as  judge  or  judges,  and  exhibit- 
ors knowing  this  should  go  prepared 
to  abide  by  the  decision  of  such  judge 
or  judges.  No  judge  is  perfect  in  his 
work  and  will  make  mistakes.  A  dis- 
satisfied exhibitor  should  go  first  to 
the  judge  with  any  complaint  that  he 
may  wish  to  make,  talk  the  matter 
over  with  him,  as  it  is  likely  that  he 
may  be  able  to  explain  matters  satis- 
factorily. A  good  exhibitor  is  a  good 
loser,  never  a  kicker;  he  smiles  when 
he  wins  and  also  when  he  loses;  he  is 
a  cheerful  element  in  the  show  room. 
A  judge  should  simply  do  his  best  to 
place  the  awards  "where  they  belong." 
The  executive  force  and  exhibitors 
and  judges  at  any  show,  should  work 
in  harmony  to  make  the  show  a  suc- 
cess in  every  respect.

The  Leading  Judges  and  Breeders  of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  Tell  How  High  This  Variety  Can  Go  and 
What  the  Average  First  Prize  Winner  Should  Score.    Other  Letters  Will  Appear  Next  Month. 


OW  close  to  perfection 
can  a  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rock  be  bred? 
This  query  and  modi- 
fications of  the  same 
question  are  of  the 
greatest  interest  to  all 
Barred  Rock  breeders. 
Much  complaint  and  dissatisfaction  ex- 
ists during  the  show  season  on  ac- 
count of  the  judging  of  this  variety. 
Some  judges  are  credited  with  scor- 
ing it  too  high  and  others  are  criti- 
cised for  scoring  it  too  low.  As  a  gen- 
eral rule  it  is  the  uninformed  breeder 
or  novice  who  complains  of  low  scores 
and  as  the  character  of  Barred  Rock 
plumage  is  such  that  the  birds  really 
should  score  lower  than  any  other 
breed  or  variety,  some  judges  are  in- 
clined to  help  matters  along  by  boost- 
ing the  score  to  somewhere  near  that 
of  some  other  higher  scoring  breeds. 
It  is  true  that  judges  and  breeders 
should  arrive  at  more  harmonious  con- 
clusions in  this  important  matter  and 
with  a  view  of  helping  them  to  get 
closer  together  we  have  asked  for 
answers  to  the  following  questions: 
"What  do  you  consider  the  highest 
score  that  can  be  honestly  reached  by 
a  Barred  Rock  cockerel  and  by  a 
Barred  Rock  pullet?  What  do  you 
consider  the  highest  score  that  the 
average  high  grade  show  specimens 
of  this  variety  should  be  given?" 

We  present  herewith  as  many  re- 
plies as  we  have  room  for  this  month. 
The  remainder  will  appear  in  the  No- 
vember number.  No  breeder  or  judge 
should  fail  to  study  them  carefully. 

WM.  ELLERY  BRIGHT. 

I  think  I  have  seen  both  males  and 
females  that,  on  a  fair  basis,  would 
reach  94.  A  91  to  92  point  bird  with 
close  cutting  is  certainly  a  specimen 
to  be  proud  of.

J.  H.  DREVENSTEDT. 

Any  old  or  young  Barred  Rock  that 
will  score  ninety  points  is  "a  bird." 
That  is  nine-tenths  perfection  and 
about  as  close  to  the  ideal  as  we  can 
reach  in  parti-colored  fowls.

F.  H.  SHELL ABARGER. 

I  think  Barred  Rocks  are  scored 
higher  by  a  great  many  than  they 
deserve.  A  cockerel  that  scores  93 
honest  points,  in  my  way  of  looking 
at  it,  is  about  as  good  as  they  appear 
to  grow.  A  pullet  at  94  is  just  about 
on  the  top  shelf.  I  consider  the  above 
scores  high  enough  to  represent  the 
very  best  specimens  found  in  any  of 
the  shows.

C.  E.  SPAUGH. 

I  believe  honestly  and  frankly  that 
many  a  poor  average  bird  has  been 
scored  too  high  and  good  birds  not 
scored  high  enough.  I  believe  92  to 
93  will  catch  the  most  of  our  cock- 
erels.   Once  in  a  while  we  will  raise 


one  that  will  go  93%,  but  our  94 
point  cockerels  are  very  scarce.  Pul- 
lets as  a  rule  score  better  than  the 
cockerels.  Our  best  pullets  score  from 
92  to  93 V-2  and  few  go  to  94.  I  have 
heard  breeders  say  they  have  seen  95 
point  pullets,  but  I  have  got  my  first 
one  to  see.  A  lot  of  our  judges  make 
mistakes.

I  do  not  consider  that  the  best 
Barred  Rock  cockerel  I  have  ever 
seen  should  have  had  a  score  of 
more  than  92%,  even  at  that  he  was 
a  long  way  from  perfect.  I  have  seen 
pullets  scored  at  93%  that  looked  to 
me  as  if  they  were  entitled  to  it.  No 
cockerel  should  have  a  score  better 
than  92%,  pullet  93%.

0.  H.  LATHAM. 

Under  present  requirements  of 
Standard,  if  strictly  applied  as  it 
reads,  94  would  be  the  limit.  I  never 
yet  saw  a  Barred  Rock  that  I  thought 
could  honestly  score  94.  For  the  aver- 
age high-grade  show  specimens  in 
Barred  Rocks  that  are  scored  at  the 
larger  shows  I  believe  93  or  93%  a 
high  score.  The  perfect  shaped  bird 
has  not  been  hatched  yet,  and  they  are 
rare  indeed  that  a  cut  of  %  to  %  in 
every  section  for  color  of  plumage 
is  any  too  much  to  give.  Judges  do 
not  study  ideal  shape  as  they  should; 
and  color  of  plumage  should  embrace 
the  general  make-up  of  the  barring 
more  than  the  average  judge  consid- 
ers. A  bird  could  be  very  nice  in 
color,  but  decidedly  rotten  in  barring.

I.  K.  FELCH. 

I  have  judged  Barred  Rocks  and 
bred  Barred  Rocks  thirty-eight  years, 
and  I  never  in  an  exhibition  saw  a 
cockerel  to  score  but  once  or  twice 
94  points,  and  pullets  (not  to  exceed 
four)  to  score  95.  I  have  scored  three 
hens  95,  and  one  pullet  with  B.  N. 
Pierce  96 — in  fifty  years.  When  birds 
are  near  perfection  for  shape  and 
purely  of  Standard  described  color,  a 


bluish  gray — in  the  light  color  and  of 
a  dark  blue  in  the  dark  bars  that  have 
in  them  no  tint  of  positive  black — 
then  it  is  possible  to  see  94  for  a  male 
and  95  for  a  female,  but  the  scor 
that  for  the  past  five  years  have  bec'M 
given  to  those  black  barred  speci- 
mens have  been  all  wrong.  It  has  led 
the  novice  and  purchasing  public  to 
demand  and  expect  birds  to  score 
higher  than  it  is  possible  to  furnish. 
I  have  a  letter  before  me  asking  price 
for  four  females  (hens)  to  score  an 
average  of  95.  I  answered  the  party 
that  no  breeder  living  had  four  birds 
to  do  it.  that  I  had  never  in  my  life, 
as  a  judge,  scored  but  four  specimens 
95  or  above.  He  wrote  again  citing 
where  3rd  and  4th  prizes  were  won 
on  95%.  No  sane  breeder  of  Rocks 
will  believe  that  three  birds  to  score 
95%  and  better  ever  honestly  scored 
that  in  any  one  exhibition.  Pens  with 
males  to  score  92%  to  93%  with  four 
females  scoring  92%  to  94  and  94% 
will  win  almost  anywhere.  Breeders 
should  understand  that  92  or  better 
are  prize  winners  in  young  birds  and 
90  and  better  are  winning  hens. 
Cockerels  at  92%  to  94  and  cocks  at 
92  to  93%  are  really  exhibition  speci- 
mens. Where  these  scores  are  beaten 
the  specimens  are  one  in  a  thousand 
show  birds  and  about  one  out  of  every 
five  thousand  chicks  hatched  from 
really  first-class  breeders. 

Birds  at  home  in  their  home  pens, 
where  there  is  nothing  strange  about 
them  may  seemingly  score  93  and 
94%,  and  perhaps  one  in  a  thousand 
95.  But  the  exhibition  is  quite  an- 
other thing;  then  the  birds  are  shown 
under  strange  surroundings,  and  when 
a  specimen  scores  within  a  point  of 
his  home  life  it  is  doing  well. 

The  whole  trouble  is  here.  Nine- 
tenths  of  the  judges  score  upon  color 
almost  wholly.  They  forget  that 
shape  demands  more  points  than 
color.  Shape,  weight  and  color  are 
the  three  considerations,  and  when 
each  gets  its  due  92  becomes  a  first- 
class  cockerel,  and  a  crackerjack  when 
he  scores  93%  or  94.  A  pullet  at  93% 
is  a  show  bird,  and  one  out  of  a 
thousand  show  birds  when  she  reaches

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95.  A  cock  at  90  wins  as  often  as  do 
cockerels  at  92,  and  when  they  reach 
93%  are  cracker  jacks.  Hens  at 
92  are  prizes  and  hard  to  beat  at  93%. 
At  95  they  are  one  out  of  five  thous- 
and. When  judges  abide  by  the  Stand- 
ard strictly  and  leave  their  own  ideals 
out  of  the  question,  they  will  find  93% 
points  hard  to  beat.  Too  many  judges 
forget  the  Standard  and  judge  shows 
by  their  own  preference  for  color.  Too 
often  some  pet  specimen  in  their  own 
yards  becomes  their  Standard,  and 
nine  times  out  of  ten  the  judges  make 
their  awards  on  color  alone,  leaving 
out  shape  altogether.  If  shape  became 
of  equal  importance  with  color  and  a 
strict  adherence  to  Standard  for 
weight  there  would  be  no  grumbling 
about  too  high  scores.  92  or  better 
for  first  prizes  for  young  stock,  and 
90  or  better  for  fowls  should  be  the 
law  for  first  prizes,  and  to  cut  out  the 
word  symmetry  from  all  scales  of 
points,  then  judges  will  score  some- 
thing near  alike.

Barred  Rocks  are  scored  entirely  too 
high.  The  best  cockerel  I  ever  saw, 
and  I  see  the  best  show  in  America 
annually,  never,  in  my  judgment, 
scored  more  than  93.  The  average 
high-grade  cockerel  does  not  reach 
more  than  92,  pullet  not  more  than  93. 
Too  little  attention  is  given  to  type.

I  think  94  the  highest  I  ever  gave 
a  Barred  Rock  cockerel,  and  but  one 
at  that.  I  think  I  have  scored  two  or 
three  pullets  to  95,  but  they  were 
scored  too  high,  I  am  sure.  I  think 
92%  to  93  should  be  the  score  of  our 
best  high  grade  show  specimens.  But 
am  often  severely  criticised  for  not 
putting  them  higher.  I  think  most 
judges  score  all  varieties  too  high.

It  would  hardly  be  the  thing  for 
me  to  declare  some  of  the  judges  are 
scoring  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  too 
high,  as  I  believe  I  am  classed  as  a 
"severe  cutter"  when  scoring  this 
breed.  Our  "oldest  and  most  experi- 
enced breeders"  must  understand  there 
has  been  great  improvement  made  in 
Barred  Rocks,  both  in  color  and  per- 
fection in  barring.  To  my  mind  there 
is  no  breed  so  hard  to  produce  "bang- 
up"  specimens. 

I  don't  see  well  how  one  can  answer 
"What  do  you  consider  the  highest 
score  that  can  be  honestly  reached  by 
a  Barred  Rock  cockerel  or  a  Barred 
Rock  pullet?" 

Why  not  say  "correctly  scored."  I 
cannot  give  a  direct  answer.  I  will 
say,  though,  that  I  think  a  specimen 
of  the  breed  that  scores  90  points  is  a 
good  one,  and  every  point  scored  above 
90  is  worth  five  dollars  a  point  in  the 
value  of  the  specimen.    When  every 


section  is  intelligently  examined  and 
carefully  and  properly  considered,  a 
specimen  scoring  92  points  will  prob- 
aby  be  rare.  This  does  not  prove, 
however,  that  there  are  no  birds  that 
will  not  honestly  score  higher.  Oc- 
casionally there  are  "phenoms"  in  all 
breeds.

D.  M.  OWEN. 

The  best  specimens  of  Barred  Rock 
Cockerels  I  have  ever  met  would  in 
comparison  with  the  way  other  breeds 
and  varieties  are  usually  scored,  score 
94  to  95  and  pullets  about  the  same. 
Though  I  think  to  hew  strictly  to  the 
line  none  have  ever  been  shown  that 
would  score  more  than  93  to  94.  How- 
ever I  see  no  reason  why  a  Barred 
Rock  may  not  reach  about  as  high  a 
score  as  most  any  other  variety,  at 
this  day  and  time  when  so  many  of 
our  very  best  fanciers  are  breeding 
them  up  to  so  high  a  state  of  perfec- 
tion. We  must  remember  that  many 
of  the  oldest  and  most  scientific  breed- 
ers have  spent  years  in  perfecting  this 
variety,  and  they  have  brought  them 
up  to  about  as  near  perfection  in  both 
shape  and  color  as  any  other  breed  or 
variety  have  reached.  I  have  seen 
judges  score  Barred  Rocks  entirely 
too  low,  as  compared  with  the  way 
they  scored  other  varieties.

CHAS.  McCLAVE. 

There  is  a  great  difference  of  opin- 
ion along  this  line  and  a  very  great 
majority  of  the  Barred  Rock  exhibit- 
ors think  that  nearly  all  judges  score 
this  class  too  low.  When  you  con- 
sider that  there  are  some  seven  thous- 
and feathers  of  various  sizes  covering 
a  mature  Plymouth  Rock,  and  hardly 
a  single  feather  in  a  single  specimen 
is  perfect  in  barring  and  shade  of 
color,  the  specimen  is  no  doubt  scored 
too  high.  A  93  point  honestly  scored 
Barred  Rock,  literally  following  the 
Standard  is  a  rare  curiosity.  In  a  ma- 
jority of  the  shows  a  92  point  bird  will 
win  first.  I  do  not  believe  in  an  in- 
flated score  on  any  specimen  in  any 
show.  It  is  misleading,  especially  to 
the  amateur.    Every  bird  should  re- 


ceive simply  what  it  is  entitled  to.  I 
believe  an  honest  92  point  pullet  is 
just  as  good  a  specimen  for  her  class 
as  a  95  point  White  Plymouth  Rock  is 
in  her  respective  class.  The  Barred 
Rocks  are  the  most  complicated  of  all 
the  breeds.  We  not  only  have  shape 
and  barring  to  contend  with,  but  the 
shade  of  color  must  also  be  correct, 
while  in  the  white  varieties  we  only 
have  shape  and  color.

Judges  are  prone  to  score  Barred 
Rocks  too  high.  My  opinion  is,  that 
a  Barred  Rock  Cockerel  to  be  prop- 
erly scored  by  our  present  Standard  of 
Perfection,  should  not  score  over  89 
points,  while  pullets  might  score  as 
high  as  90  points. 

And  for  a  judge  to  give  a  score  of 
92  points  to  the  average  high-grade 
show  specimens  of  this  variety  he 
would  be  doing  his  full  duty. 

Hew  to  the  line,  and  let  the  chips 
fall  where  they  may,  is  my  motto.

We  hardly  know  how  to  answer  the 
questions.  In  the  first  place  we  are 
not  in  favor  of  the  score  cards,  be- 
cause birds  change  very  much  in  a 
short  time,  some  get  far  better  while 
others  go  the  other  way.  We  have 
seen  birds  that  tied  for  a  place  in  the 
show  room  and  one  would  be  worth 
two  of  the  other,  and  yet  the  scores 
were  the  same.  We  may  have  some 
judges  that  score  too  high,  but  we 
think  there  are  others  who  do  not. 
When  we  get  a  pullet  scoring  93  to 
93%  we  have  them  as  good  as  the 
rest  have,  either  east  or  west. 

The  longer  we  breed  Barred  Rocks, 
the  more  difficult  we  find  the  task  of 
getting  all  the  good  points  on  a  prime 
bird.  When  you  get  a  93  point  cock- 
erel you  get  a  great  many  that  will 
not  go  much  above  91%.

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More  About  Color  of  White  Fowls 

Opinions  of  Many  of  the  Most  Prominent  Breeders  Bearing  Upon  the  Effects  of  Feeding  Yellow  Corn  and 
Allowing  Free  Range  in  the  Sun 


HE  first  installment  of 
the  replies  received 
in  answer  to  the 
questions  asked  by 
Poultry  Fancier 
bearing  upon  the  ef- 
fects of  feeding  yel- 
low corn  and  allowing  free  range  in 
the  sun  was  published  last  month, 
and  we  herewith  give  additional  in- 
formation along  the  same  lines. 

FROM    CHAS.   E.   BEEBE,    ALTAMONT,   N.  Y. 

In  my  experience  with  yellow  corn 
I  find  that  it  has  not  had  any  ten- 
dency to  retain  creaminess  in  the 
fowls  old  or  young.  All  my  fowls 
have  free  range  in  the  sun  and  their 
ration  is  two-thirds  yellow  corn.  I 
have  raised  quite  a  few  fowls  this 
year  and  not  one  has  turned  brassy. 
I  think  it  is  in  the  breeding  more 
than  in  anything  else.  My  S .  C. 
White  Leghorns  and  White  Wyan- 
dottes  are  the  stay  white  kind  and  do 
not  turn  brassy. 

Those  strains  having  a  tendency  to 
turn  creamy  will  get  more  so  by  feed- 
ing yellow  corn,  but  if  they  are  the 
stay  white  kind  it  will  have  no  effect 
upon  them.

I  do  not  feed  yellow  corn  to  White 
Wyandottes  from  moulting  to  show 
season.  I  think  it  tends  to  increase 
the  creaminess.  In  my  opinion  a 
White  Wyandotte  with  pale  legs  and 
skin  will  stand  free  range  in  the  sun 
and  not  show  brassiness. 

FROM   FRED   K.   0.   GROESBECK,  HARTFORD, 
CONN. 

I  feed  yellow  corn,  whole  and 
cracked,  to  my  birds  believing  it  does 
not  make  the  least  bit  of  difference 
as  to  color  of  plumage.  Where  many 
make  a  mistake  is  by  breeding  from 
brassy  females,  not  knowing  that  a 
female  carries  brassiness  in  hackle, 
while  males  show  it  more  particu- 
larly on  back  and  saddle.  I  prefer  to 
give  my  birds  free  range  allowing 
them  to  choose  for  themselves  be- 
tween sun  and  shade.  Have  experi- 
mented time  and  again  even  to  can- 
vas covered  runs  and  find  birds  of 
the  same  breeding  will  carry  the  same 
color  if  allowed  freedom.  It  all  de- 
pends on  the  blood,  whether  they  are 
bred  from  positively  white  stock  or 
stock  having  a  tendency  to  become 
brassy.  The  above  is  my  experience 
of  over  20  years.   .  , 

FROM    M.    L.    CHAPMAN,  FARMINGTON, 
CONN. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  feeding  of 
yellow  corn  in  any  reasonable  quan- 
tity would  affect  the  color  of  the 
plumage.  If  birds  were  fed  entirely 
upon  yellow  corn  for  a  long  time,  I 
think  it  might  have  some  influence. 
When  we  first  began  breeding  White 
Rocks,  we  fed  practically  no  yellow 
corn  at  all,  but  by  careful  selection 
and  breeding,  the  white  plumage  has 


become  so  well  fixed  amongst  the  best 
strains  of  this  breed  that  it  does  not 
seem  necessary  now. 

I  do  not  think  that  sunlight  has 
any  detrimental  effect  whatever  upon 
plumage.  I  do  not  think  that  brassi- 
ness is  due  to  the  action  of  the  sun- 
light at  all.  Practically  all  of  the 
best  white  birds  in  the  country  grow 
on  a  free  range. 

I  do  think  that  soil  has  some  effect 
upon  the  color  of  the  plumage.  White 
birds  that  grow  on  sandy  or  light 
land  seem  to  come  a  little  whiter  than 
those  grown  on  heavy  or  reddish  col- 
ored soil.  It  is  a  little  harder  to  get 
a  pure  yellow  leg  on  sandy  soil  than 
it  is  on  heavier  land. 

FROM   FRED   J.    PHILLIPS.    DEERFIELD.  ILL. 

I  have  been  experimenting  exten- 
sively for  a  number  of  years  in  feed- 
ing yellow  corn,  and  find  that  it  has 
a  tendency  to  create  brassiness  in 
birds.  We  do  not  mean  by  this  that 
it  will  make  a  pure  white  bird  bras- 
sy, but  it  will  not  improve  a  bird  that 
has  a  tendency  to  have  brassy  blood 
in  its  veins.  We  have  cock  birds  that 
are  absolutely  white,  white  to  the 
quill,  as  well  as  hundreds  of  cocker- 


els. These  have  free  range  and  are 
allowed  out  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 
Rain  and  sun  have  more  to  do  with 
brassiness  than  the  feeding  of  yellow 
corn.  You  will  find  that  a  bird  which 
makes  for  shelter  when  it  starts 
raining  is  not  near  so  apt  to  be  bras- 
sy as  one  that  does  not.  We  have 
found  in  our  tests  that  it  is  more 
in  the  strain  and  blood  of  the  parent 
stock,  as  our  percentage  each  year  is 
smaller,  in  fact,  brassy  birds  are 
scarce  on  our  plant,  as  we  do  not 
breed  from  these  at  all. 

FROM  W.  E.  FOWLER,  ROCHELLE,  ILL. 

I  feed  yellow  corn  or  anything  that 
I  have  at  hand  to  my  White  Wyan- 
dottes. Our  last  year's  Chicago  win- 
ners were  fitted  for  the  show  room  on 
yellow  corn  alone.  I  do  not  believe 
that  yellow  corn  makes  brassiness;  I 
think  that  is  in  the  breed.  Anyway 
that  has  been  my  experience. 

FROM  O.  O.  WILD,  BENTON  HARBOR,  MICH. 

I  have  fed  yellow  corn  and  do  so  at 
times  now,  in  limited  quantities  with 
other  feed.  There  is  no  question  re- 
garding its  influence  in  retaining 
creaminess  in  the  feathers  of  white

We  feed  a  certain  percentage  of 
yellow  corn  to  both  old  and  young 
white  birds  without  affecting  the 
plumage.  An  exclusive  corn  diet  will 
tinge  it  creamy  however. 

"We  have  plenty  of  birds  remaining 
white  under  all  kinds  of  weather  con- 
ditions. The  direct  rays  of  the  sun 
will  injure  the  plumage  of  any  fowl 
no  matter  what  the  color.  This 
trouble  is  not  confined  to  white  birds. 

FROM    J.    A.    BICKERDIKE,  MILLERSVIIXE, 
ILL. 

I  have  made  a  very  careful  study  of 
the  effects  of  feeding  yellow  corn  to 
white  fowls,  with  experiments  cover- 
ing three  years. 

During  the  year  1905,  I  had  a  part 
of  my  growing  stock  on  hopper  feed- 
ing, keeping  constantly  before  them 
yellow  corn  (cracked)  along  with  other 
feeds.  The  result  of  this  feeding  was 
that  the  birds  were  so  creamy  and 
brassy  that  most  of  them  had  to  be 
sold  on  the  market,  especially  the 
cockerels. 

In  1906,  I  fed  a  part  of  the  growing 
stock  just  as  I  did  in  1905  with  the 
exception  that  I  fed  white  corn  in- 
stead of  yellow  corn.  The  result  was 
that  there  was  a  great  improvement 
in  color  of  plumage,  but  still  entirely 
too  much  creaminess  and  brassiness. 

During  the  present  season,  I  have 
cut  out  the  corn  entirely,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  some  corn  in  a  mixed  feed 
which  I  feed  twice  a  week.  The  re- 
sult of  this  feeding  is  that  I  now 
have  the  whitest  lot  of  young  stock 
that  I  ever  saw  anywhere,  hardly  a 
creamy  or  a  brassy  one  in  the  entire 
lot.  I  shall  begin  feeding  corn  as 
cold  weather  approaches,  but  for 
growing  stock  I  shall  always  keep 
corn  out  of  their  bill  of  fare. 

My  birds  this  season  have  fhe  free 
run  of  the  farm,  in  the  sun  and  out 
of  it,  and  it  seems  to  have  no  effect 
on  the  whiteness  of  their  plumage. 
They  are  the  "Stay  Whites." 

FROM    A.    H.    CHAS.    D ALLEY,   FLAT  ROCK, 
MICH. 

Yellow  corn  seems  to  have  a  ten- 
dency toward  shading  the  quills  on 
some  white  feathered  birds.  We  have 
taken  several  which  showed  this  ten- 
dency and  changed  the  feed  from  yel- 
low to  the  white  variety  corn  and  in 
the  course  of  a  couple  of  months,  the 
quills  came  out  pearly  white.  Re- 
member this  applies  to  only  a  few  in 
our  flocks.  All  the  other  birds  were 
fed  the  same  portion  of  yellow  corn 
but  their  quills  did  not  have  a  ten- 
dency to  creaminess,  and  this  leads 
us  to  believe  that  the  specimen  which 
is  susceptible  to  change  as  the  result 
of  feeding  yellow  corn  is  an  excep- 
tion. 

During  the  months  of  June,  July 
and  August  most  of  our  birds  were 
given  free  range  over  a  large  acreage, 
without  shade,  but    have   shown  no 


tendency  to  brassiness.  Our  soil  is 
of  a  rich  sandy  loam,  high  and  dry 
and  of  course  the  coops  are  kept  spot- 
lessly clean.  We  believe  though,  that 
soil  composed  mostly  of  clay  might 
have  something  to  do  with  effecting 
the  bird's  plumage,  especially  where 
there  is  no  shade. 

As  far  as  we  are  concerned  we  do 
not  believe  that  brassiness  is  the  re- 
sult of  too  much  sun.  It  might  be 
that  our  brethren  to  the  South  and  in 
California  find  the  sun  affects  the 
plumage  of  their  white  birds,  but  we 
do  not.  think  that  a  White  Plymouth 
Rock  properly  bred  and  raised  in  the 
Northern  states  will  show  any  ten- 
dency to  brassiness  as  the  result  of 
the'  sun. 

FROM   ARTHUR  G.   DUSTON,   SO.  FRAMING- 
HAM,  MASS. 

I  average  to  feed  at  least  one-third 
yellow  corn.  Under  some  conditions 
it  does  effect  the  plumage. 

I  have  hundreds  and  might  say 
thousands  of  them  that  have  free 
range  in  the  sun  and  show  no  brassi- 
ness whatever.

We  feed  corn  and  give  our  birds 
free  range  and  have  no  trouble  about 
our  birds  staying  pure  white. 

FROM  G.  W.  E.  TIPPIE,  KANSAS  CITY,  MO. 

I  have  carried  on  several  experi- 
ments and  am  satisfied  that  yellow 
corn  intensifies  creamy  color. 

I  would  not  give  much  for  a  bird 
that  had  to  be  kept  shaded  all  the 
time.  A  few  old  cock  birds  may 
show  a  trace  of  brassiness  at  this  sea- 
son in  the  neck  plumage,  but  many  of 
them  hold  true.  If  birds  are  shaded 
it  will  intensify  the  tendency  to 
creaminess,  as  the  sun  bleaches  the 
new    creamy  plumage. 

FROM   D.    D.    SLADE,   LEXINGTON,  KY. 

I  have  avoided  feeding  yellow  corn 
continuously,  for  the  reason  that 
most  breeders  claim  it  will  color  the 
plumage.  I  expect  to  experiment 
some  along  this  line  for  my  own  sat- 
isfaction in  the  matter. 

The  sun's  rays  are  more  powerful 
than  any  known  force  of  nature  on 
earth,  therefore  we  cannot  expect 
pure  white  plumage  if  exposed  to  all 
sorts  and  conditions  of  weather,  such 
as  birds  usually  get  on  free  range. 
Have  not  found  it  possible  to  have 
pure  white  birds  when  given  free 
range. 

FROM  MRS.  J.  W.  KEEN,  FOUR  OAKS,  N.  C. 

I  have  never  fed  any  yellow  corn.  I 
always  feed  white  corn.  I  do  not  have 
any  trouble  to  get  clear  white,  stay 
white  birds  on  free  range.  Mine  have 
free  range  at  all  times,  with  plenty 
of  natural  shade.  I  think  there  is 
more  in  the  breeding  than  in  the  sun. 

FROM   C.    W.   WEBSTER,   BUTLER,  IND. 

Our  experience  in  feeding  yellow 
corn  is  that  it  will  not  cause  creami- 
ness in  pure  stay  white  birds  any 
more  than  red  corn  will  cause  them 
to  be  red.  In  raising  several  hundred 
pure  stay  white,  White  Plymouth 
Rocks  each  year  they  seldom  fail  get- 
ting their  evening  meal  of  yellow 
corn,  as  that  is  our  favorite  kind  of 
corn,  and  such  a  thing  as  a  creamy 
or  brassy  bird  is  never  seen  in  our 
flock. 


Our  birds  also  have  free  range  at 
all  times  of  the  year  or  nearly  so,  as 
during  the  breeding  season  their 
yards  are  large  and  roomy  and  shade 
has  not  been  very  good  until  the  last 
few  years  our  small  trees  are  begin- 
ning to  furnish  some  shade,  and  will 
say  that  with  proper  care  and  the 
right  foundation  stock,  pure  .  stay 
white  birds  can  be  raised  on  free 
range  if  fed  plenty  of  good  yellow 
corn.

My  birds  have  free 
and  unlimited  range  and  I  will  give  a 
man  the  entire  flock  of  several  hun- 
dred if  he  will  find  any  brassy  or 
creamy  feathers  in  either  old  or 
young.  It  is  in  the  breeding  and 
care  of  the  parent  stock.  They  have 
been  bred  white,  that  pure  snow 
white,  for  generations.

I  feed  yellow  corn  all  the  time, 
once  a  day,  and  do  not  believe  it  af- 
fects the  white  feathers  when  so  fed. 
If  fed  to  a  greater  extent  I  think  any 
corn  might  affect  the  plumage.  I 
have  pure  white  birds  that  have  free 
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choice  of  either  sun  or  shade.  Have 
decided  that  brass  and  cream  come 
from  breeding,  not  from  feed  or  con- 
ditions.

I  have  fed  considerable  yellow  corn 
and  believe  it  causes  creaminess  in 
white  plumage.  I  have  never  found  a 
clear  white  bird  that  had  free  range 
at  all  times  in  the  sun.

I  do  not  believe  in  the  theory  that 
yellow  corn  produces  creaminess  in 
the  plumage.  I  have  not  found  it  so 
in  my  experience.  It  is  possible  to 
get  white  birds  that  will  stay  white 
even  though  allowed  range  in  the 
sun  if  they  are  the  stay  white  kind 
and  are  bred  properly.

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The  Columbian  Wyandotte  of  To-Day 

Some  Specific  Information  on  Color  and  the  Proper  Birds  to  Use  in  the  Breeding 
Pen.  Suggestions  from  One  of  the  Originators 

By  T.  REID  PARRiSH 


IN  THE  article  pub- 
lished in  last  month's 
issue  of  Poultry 
Faxciek  I  gave  the 
lines  followed  by  my- 
self in  the  production 
of  the  Columbian 
Wyandottes.  The  intent  of  this  article 
is  to  give  a  pen  picture  of  the  Colum- 
bian Wyandottes  as  they  appear  at 
the  present  time,  their  most  common 
defects  and  what  should  be  the  aim  of 
breeders  taking  up  this  variety. 

The  shape  of  the  Columbian  is  the 
same  as  in  all  the  Wyandottes  and  we 
will  pass  that,  with  just  a  few  re- 
marks as  to  what  it  should  be.  Not 
that  we  think  it  of  less  importance 
than  color,  for  the  shape  of  this,  as 
in  all  breeds  and  varieties,  is  of  great 
importance,  but  as  it  appears  impos- 
sible for  the  best  artists  in  the  country 
to  produce  the  same  shape  in  pictures, 
it  would  be  useless  to  attempt  a  cor- 
rect description  on  paper.  We  should 
guard  against  long  backs  and  pinched 
tails  in  this  variety  as  that  will  be 
one  of  the  common  defects  for  some 
time.  Get  a  broad,  short  back  with  a 
well  spread  tail.  Do  not  be  afraid  of 
too  much  spread  in  the  tail.  A  high 
tail  in  both  male  and  female  should 
be  avoided.  It  will  be  more  common 
in  the  male  line.  In  this,  as  in  all 
other  varieties,  consider  well  the  head 
before  using  the  bird.  A  Columbian 
not  quite  as  loosely  feathered  as  the 
White  Wyandotte  will  make  a  much 
trimmer  looking  bird  and  we  believe 
have  a  tendency  to  greater  egg  pro- 
duction. A  good  stout  yellow  shank 
absolutely  free  from  any  down  or 
feather,  not  so  short  as  to  make  the 
bird  appear  squatty,  is  very  essential. 

The  color  in  the  Columbian  is  where 
the  fight  for  supremacy  will  be  for 
several  years.  In  the  hackle  is  the 
problem  for  the  best  Brahma  breed- 
ers, and  if  difficult  for  men  that  have 
bred  Brahmas  for  years,  what  will  it 
be  for  the  man  that  has  never  given 
so  much  as  a  thought  to  how  that 
beautiful  black  and  white  cape,  as  the 
ladies  always  call  it,  is  produced  with 
such  perfection  on  the  Brahma.  The 
Columbian  hackle  of  today  in  the 
light  birds  is  merely  a  pretense;  in 
the  darker  birds  entirely  too  much 
black.  Judges  will  give  preference  to 
birds  with  the  dark  hackle  as  they 
will  recognize  in  them  superior  breed- 
ers. The  hackle  feathers  should  be 
white  with  a  solid  black  stripe  ex- 
tending down  the  middle  of  each 
feather.  In  the  female  the  black 
should  extend  close  up  to  the  neck, 
running  nearly  to  the  tip  of  the 
feathers,  leaving  a  narrow  edging  of 
white  around  the  edge  of  the  feathers. 
The  black  in  this  hackle  feather 
should  cover  about  two  thirds  of  the 
surface;  the  white  edging  on  the 
feather  should  be  fully  one  third  the 
width  of  the  black.  Now  this  black 
in  the  hackle  must  be  a  good  glossy 
jet  black,  and  not  a  faded  black  or 
brown.  In  the  male  birds  if  you  can 
produce  a  hackle  with  the  black  ex- 


tending two  thirds  of  the  way  up  the 
feather  you  will  have  an  extra  good 
hackle.  Get  the  same  proportion  of 
white  and  black  as  in  the  female,  but 
where  it  is  black  have  it  black  and  let 
the  white  be  white.  Have  the  black 
on  both  male  and  female  extend  close 
up  to  the  head.  Let  it  come  well 
under  the  neck  and  if  it  laps  under 
the  throat  so  much  the  better.  A  good 
hackle  in  the  Columbian  will  be  a 
rare  thing  for  several  years.  Do  not 
expect  to  buy  birds  for  a  few  dollars 
with  a  hackle  like  I  have  described. 

The  wing  when  folded  should  ap- 
pear white.  An  open  wing  in  a  Co- 
lumbian female  should  show  the  edge 
of  the  lower  web  in  the  primaries 
white,  upper  web  black  or  nearly 
black.  Do  not  understand  this  to 
mean  that  a  faded  black  or  brown  is 
nearly  black.  It  means  that  white  is 
admissible  in  this  section.  If  one 
third  of  the  upper  web  shows  a  clean 
white,  the  wing  or  that  part  of  the 
wing,  should  pass  as  perfect  in  color, 
but  few  judges  will  pass  it  with  less 
than  one  half  point  cut.  We  have 
seen  judges  in  the  show  room  cut  a 
wing  like  that  one  and  one  half 
points  on  color.  The  secondaries  will 
nearly  always  come  right  in  color  if 
the  primaries  are  right.  The  second- 
aries should  be  upper  web  black, 
lower  web  white.  Here  in  the  wing  is 
where  you  want  to  guard  against  a 
faded  black  or  brown  as  it  is  most  ob- 
jectionable. A  wing  with  very  little 
good  black  in  the  primaries  would  be 
preferable  to  one  showing  a  great 
deal  of  faded  black.  The  primaries  in 
the  male  bird  should  be  black  with 
white  edging  on  the  lower  web, 
secondaries  the  same  as  in  the  fe- 
male. A  little  black  will  be  admis- 
sible on  the  wing  bows  of  the  male 
bird;  a  white  wing  bow  is  preferable. 

The  main  tail  feathers  in  both  male 
and  female  should  be  black  with  nar- 
row edging  of  white  on  the  two  upper 
feathers  in  the  female.  The  tail 
coverts  in  the  female  should  be  edged 
with  white,  this  being  very  desirable 
as  it  makes  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
trimmings  in  the  bird.  In  most  spec- 
imens at  the  present  time  will  be 
found  fairly  good  tail  coloring,  except 
in  tail  coverts  a  white  edging  has  not 
reached  a  degree  of  perfection  de- 
sired. In  the  wings  of  females  we 
will  not  find  as  good  black  as  in  the 
males.  Now  understand  these  color- 
ings are  supposed  to  be  perfection 
and  in  buying  birds  specimens  that 
are  fairly  good  in  all  sections  and  not 
losing  more  than  one  point  in  color 
of  wing  and  tail,  and  two  points  in 
hackle  are  extra  nice  birds. 

The  back  is  the  part  of  the  Colum- 
bian that  is  causing  gray  hairs  and 
sleepless  nights.  It  should  be  a  clean 
white  throughout  in  the  female,  but 
those  black  feathers,  they  are  there 
with  a  vengeance.  While  the  Stand- 
ard makers  have  said  that  black  spots 
in  the  back  do  not  disqualify,  yet  it  is 
very  important  that  we  get  this  sec- 
tion clean,  as  it  will  add  greatlv  to 


the  looks  of  the  bird.  A  bird  extra 
good  in  hackle,  wing  and  tail  color, 
showing  black  spots  in  the  back  will 
make  a  breeder  that  can  safely  be 
used  on  the  female  side  although  we 
would  not  care  to  use  a  male  bird 
showing  a  great  deal  of  black  in  the 
back.  Outside  of  black  in  the  cape 
and  saddle  it  should  not  be  a  defect. 
Black  in  the  cape  of  the  female  is  ad- 
missible but  should  not  extend  so  far 
on  the  back  that  the  hackle  feathers 
do  not  cover  it  when  the  bird  is  in  an 
upright  position.  A  female  with 
black  or  brown  spots  throughout  the 
back  that  shows  a  brown  hackle  and 
wing  is  a  bird  from  which  one  could 
not  expect  good  results.  The  under 
color  in  the  male  should  be  white, 
bluish  white  or  slate,  a  slate  prefer- 
able as  a  bird  with  a  good  strong  un- 
der color  is  more  likely  to  hold  black 
than  one  lighter  in  under  color.  There 
is  no  special  advantage  in  having  a 
slate  under  color  in  the  male  bird 
unless  he  is  extra  strong  in  color  of 
wing,  tail  and  hackle.  A  bird  weak 
in  these  points  with  slate  under  color 
is  not  likely  to  produce  better  than 
himself.  While  slate  in  the  female 
is  not  admissible  according  to  the 
Standard  of  Perfection  yet  a  female 
strong  in  color  with  slate  under  color 
will  make  a  most  excellent  breeder.

The 
plumage  throughout  in  this  variety, 
except  where  black  is  specified,  should 
be  white,  free  from  any  solid  black 
or  brown  feathers.  Especially  guard 
against  solid  feathers  in  the  back. 


Study  the  birds  at  the  various  shows 
you  attend  and  see  wherein  they  are 
better,  if  any,  than  your  own.

Last  month  there  appeared  in  these 
columns  a  communication  from  Mr.  W.  It- 
Graves,  Secretary  of  the  Springfield  Fanciers' 
Club,  in  regard  to  the  failure  of  the  two 
associations  at  Springfield  to  settle  their  dif- 
ferences and  unite  in  holding  one  show.  We 
have  been  asked  by  the  Springfield  Poultry 
and  Pet  Stock  Association  to  present  the 
other  side  of  the  question  and  publish  this 
month  the  letter  sent  to  us  by  Mr.  John  Aid- 
rich,  chairman  of  the  Press  Committee.  Our 
New  England  readers  who  are  especially  in- 
terested in  the  matter  will  have  to  decide 
for  themselves  the  merits  of  the  controversy, 
but  all  will  unite  in  hoping  that  things  will 
yet  shape  themselves  so  that  entire  har- 
mony will  prevail.  Mr.  Aldrich's  communi- 
cation is  as  follows  : 

"The  Springfield  Poultry  and  Pet  Stock 
Association  was  organized  some  years  ago, 
and  for  some  time  Mr.  W.  R.  Graves  was  its 
corresponding  secretary.  Time  came,  how- 
ever, when  he  announced  to  a  nominating 
committee  that  he  was  no  longer  a  candi- 
date for  such  honor.  At  a  meeting  held  for 
the  election,  however,  he  came  forward  as 
a  candidate  and  when  the  votes  were  counted 
it  was  discovered  that  he  had  been  beaten 
by  a  gentleman  wholly  competent  to  take  his 
place.  After  this  certain  underground  influ- 
ence began  to  be  felt  working  against  the 
association.  Mr.  E.  P.  Powell  was  president 
of  this  association,  and  a  meeting  was  called 
at  which  the  question  of  disbanding  the  old 
association  was  acted  upon.  This  effort  was 
defeated.  Mr.  Graves  and  his  allies  voted 
for  the  disbandment !  It  was  said  to  one 
of  our  members  after  that  meeting  that  if 
the  vote  had  been  a  tie  vote,  Mr.  Powell 
would  have  voted  for  the  disbandment !  Now, 
immediately  after  this,  while  Messrs.  Graves 
and  Powell  and  their  followers  were  doing 
all  in  their  power  to  destroy  an  association 
which  has  honored  them  by  putting  the  trust 
of  the  life  of  the  association  in  their  hands, 
Messrs.  Graves  and  Powell  and  associates 
forsook  the  old  association  and  formed  the 
Fanciers'  Club !  Remember,  please,  that  at 
this  time  Mr.  Powell  was  president  of  the 
Springfield  Poultry  and  Pet  Stock  Associa- 
tion !  Charged  with  the  duty  of  doing  all 
in  his  power  for  the  good  of  that  organ- 
ization, he  abandons  it  and  creates  a  new 
association  !  It  was  then  announced  that  the 
old  association  had  no  one  competent  to  run 
a  show  and  that  the  old  association  was 
dead !  But  it  was  not.  There  were  those, 
notably  Messrs.  I.  C.  Hill,  M.  D.  ;  F.  W. 
Havens,  and  E.  S.  Evans,  who  could  and  did 
revive  the  association,  and  last  winter  wit- 
nessed a  show  given  by  the  Springfield  Poul- 
try and  Pet  Stock  Association  which  was 
far  and  away  ahead  of  any  other  held  in 
Springfield.  Now  as  to  more  recent  history. 
We  started  in,  in  the  Spring  with  all  good 
intentions  of  having  no  combat.  Our  show 
dates  were  discussed,  and  set  for  the  second 
week  in  December,  when  it  was  discovered 
that  the  Fanciers'  Club  were  proposing  to 
hold  that  date.  We  immediately  changed  to 
the  first  week — the  dates  on  which  we  shall 
hold  "The  Springfield  Poultry  Show" — this 
year.  Immediately  upon  Mr.  Graves  becom- 
ing aware  of  the  change  of  dates,  the  Fan- 
ciers' changed  theirs  !  But  we  even  then 
thought  it  must  be  a  mistake,  and  continued 
upon  our  good  work.

Card,  and  Editor  Robinson.  Soon  after  this 
we  were  approached  by  a  member  of  the 
Fanciers'  Club,  who  said  that  he  believed 
that  this  club  would  like  to  consolidate.  We 
agreed  to  meet  his  executive  committee, 
which  was  done,  when  a  plan  was  drafted 
to  consolidate  under  the  name  of  the  Spring- 
field Poultry  Association,  with  certain  under- 
standings not  now  necessary  to  go  into.  This 
plan  was  drafted  by  a  committee  composed 
of  TWO  Fanciers'  Club  members,  and  one 
of  our  members.  Our  members  rejected  this 
plan  ;  the  Fanciers  accepted,  provided  the 
name  be  changed  to  Poultry  Club.  Our  as- 
sociation made  a  counter  proposition  offering 
to  take  in  the  individual  members  of  the 
Fanciers'  Club  if  they  would  disband.  In 
other  words,  we  forgave  them  all  and  were 
willing  to  welcome  them  home.  The  Fan- 
ciers' committee  refused  even  to  submit  the 
proposition.  The  efforts  failed.  Recently  I 
approached  Mr.  Graves  and  after  some  talk 
with  him  took  another  member  of  our  as- 
sociation to  see  him,  Dr.  I.  C.  Hill  being  the 
other  member,  and  we  submitted  the  follow- 
ing plan  :  Both  association  and  club  to  dis- 
band ;  all  members  to  consolidate  ;  officers  to 
be  elected  to  give  them  four  and  our  asso- 
ciation six  on  the  executive  board.  There 
was  a  reason  for  this,  for  we  have  over  80 
members,  and  their  last  statement  to  us 
showed  but  35  or  37.  Mr.  Graves  in  this 
plan  was  not  made  corresponding  secretary, 
but  was  put  on  as  a  director.  He  assured 
both  Dr.  Hill  and  the  writer  that  this  plan 
would  have  his  support.  At  the  time  he  was 
ill  and  I  soon  after  went  away  on  my  vaca- 
tion. Upon  my  return  last  Saturday  I  saw 
him  and  he  told  me  exactly  these  words : 
"It  will  do  your  association  no  good  to  make 
us  a  proposition.  I  do  not  want  the  secre- 
taryship, but  my  friends  and  customers  in- 
sist that  I  have  it  if  we  consolidate."  He 
also  intimated  that  the  offices  of  President 
and  Treasurer  must  come  to  them.  I  re- 
ported to  my  association  this  conversation 
on  Tuesday  last,  and  the  result  was  that 
within  one-half  hour  we  raised  all  money — 
good  hard  cash — necessary  to  assure  our 
show  of  success  in  December.  Our  officers 
at  the  present  time  are  :  H.  C.  Page,  Presi- 
dent, who  is  general  manager  of  the  Street 
Railway  :  Dr.  Clark  Hill,  Vice-President,  a 
well-known  local  professional  man  ;  the 
writer  as  Vice-President  ;  Treasurer,  F.  W. 
Havens,  who  is  also  President  of  the  Old 
Corner  Decorating  Co.  ;  Recording  Secretary, 
H.  W.  Myrick,  a  gentleman  who  is  favorably 
known ;  Corresponding  Secretary,  H.  J. 
Fiske,  manager  of  the  Bowles  Farm,  a 
breeder  of  Reds  and  Leghorns. 

Our  list  of  judges  are  J.  H.  Drevenstedt, 
G.  H.  Northup,  C.  A.  Ballou.  R.  F.  Tuttle, 
J.  H.  Crangle  and  W.  B.  Atherton. 

I  have  tried  to  give  you  merely  an  out- 
line history  of  the  case.  The  facts  cannot  be 
successfully  disputed  ;  they  are  as  herein  set 
forth.  We  believe  that  as  the  old  associa- 
tion that  as  thosfr  who  went  out  from  us  are 
at  all  times  welcome  to  come  back,  as  we 
have  ample  funds  and  able  business  men, 
we  are  entitled  to  the  support  of  those  who 
believe  in  fair  play  and  honor.

Question — Does  a  crab's  claw  in  the  comb 
of  Leghorns  disqualify  them? 

Answer  We  do  not  know  just  what  you 
mean  by  "crab-claw  in  the  comb  of  Leg- 
horns." If  you  mean  side  sprigs  on  the  comb, 
which  are  the  little  points  or  spikes  that  stick 
out  from  the  side  of  the  comb,  these  are  dis- 
qualifications, but  if  you  mean  the  regular 
spikes  of  the  comb  which  happen  to  be  ir- 
regular in  shape,  these  would  not  be  a  dis- 
qualification. 

4> 

Question — Does  it  disqualify  a  Wyandotte 
female  if  it  has  no  spike  on  the  rear  of 
the  comb?  Is  it  natural  for  White  Wyan- 
dotte cockerels  to  have  colored  feathers  in 
them,  and  do  they  disqualify  them? 

Answer — The  Standard  specifies  that  all 
rose  comb  fowls  shall  be  disqualified  for  ab- 
sence of  spike  on  the  comb.  In  order  to  dis- 
qualify, however,  the  defects  should  be  the 
result  of  nature  and  not  an  injury  to  the 
comb.  White  Wyandotte  cockerels,  nor  in 
fact  any  white  fowls,  should  have  colored 
feathers  in  their  plumage.  They  should  be 
clear  white  throughout.  Black  in  plumage 
is  a  disqualification. 

* 

Question — What  kind  of  a  breed  is  this 
chicken  :  It  is  a  hen,  solid  black  plumage, 
black  eyes,  shanks  and  toes  black,  comb, 
wattles  and  ear  lobes  black? 

Answer — The  only  breed  that  your  de- 
scription fits  is  the  Black  Sumatra,  although 
a  Standard  bred  bird  of  this  breed  has  a  pea 
comb. 

* 

Question — Do  side  sprigs  on  the  rear  end 
of  comb  or  elsewhere  disqualify  a  bird  for 
show?  Which  is  best  to  mate,  a  brother 
and  sister  or  a  mother  and  son? 

Answer — Side  sprigs  anywhere  on  the 
comb  are  a  disqualification.  It  would  be  bet- 
ter to  mate  the  cockerel  to  his  dam  than  to 
mate  brothers  and  sisters.  A  cockerel  and 
pullet  mating  is  never  very  satisfactory,  and 
especially  so  if  they  are  as  closely  related 
as  you  say. 

Question — I  have  a  good  hen  bird  but  she 
has  spurs  like  a  cock,  although  not  quite  so 
large.  Is  there  a  way  to  remove  them  or 
won't  it  make  any  difference  in  the  show 
room?  Also,  what  is  the  Standard  weight 
of  a  S.  C.  White  Leghorn  cock  and  hen? 

Answer — Your  hen  with  spurs  like  a  cock 
bird  should  be  cut  something  for  shape  of 
legs  if  she  is  entered  in  the  show  room.  We 
would  have  to  see  just  the  shape  and  size  of 
the  spurs  in  order  to  say  definitely  what  the 
cuts  should  be.  Some  judges  might  possibly 
pass  the  bird  without  a  cut.  It  is  hardly 
possible  that  any  judge  would  cut  her  more 
than  three-quarters  for  this  feature  alone. 

The  Standard  does  not  specify  any 
weights  for  Leghorns.  The  cock  bird  should 
weigh  about  six  pounds  and  the  hen  five,  al- 
though the  majority  of  specimens  will  not 
reach  these  weights. 

* 

Question — Which  side  of  the  mating  has 
the  greatest  influence  in  the  shape,  and 
which  the  color  in  the  chicks? 

Answer — Some  breeders  believe  that  the 
female  has  the  greatest  influence  on  size 
and  that  the  male  has  the  greatest  influence 
on  color,  but  this  rule  cannot  be  absolutely 
depended  upon.  It  would  not  be  a  good 
idea  for  you  to  mate  your  birds  with  a  view 
to  depending  upon  one  side  for  shape, 
for  good  color  and  the  other  side  for  shape. 
Really  the  male '  and  female  have  an  equal 
amount  of  influence  in  transmitting  their 
qualities. 

A 

Question — Kindly  inform  me  if  the  Black 
Orpingtons  are  a  good  breed  of  chickens  for 
this  climate  (Wisconsin)  and  if  you  know 
of  any  poultry  man  who  raises  them. 

Answer — Black  Orpingtons  are  a  good 
breed,  and  if  you  think  that  you  would  like 
them  better  than  any  other  variety  we 
would  suggest  that  you  take  them  up.  They 
are  not  as  popular  as  some  others  and  you 


would  probably  not  be  able  to  sell  as  much 
stock  and  eggs  as  of  some  of  the  more  popu- 
lar varieties,  but  the  Black  Orpingtons  are 
becoming  more  popular  all  the  time  and 
they  would  do  very  well  in  your  climate. 
* 

Question — I  am  going  to  breed  nothing 
but  R.  I.  Reds  and  would  like  to  have  you 
pick  out  a  good  lot  of  birds  or  tell  me  where 
I  can  get  good  stock  or  eggs  that  are  right 
in  every  way. 

Answer — We  do  not  know  to  whom  to  re- 
fer you  for  Rhode  Island  Reds.  If  we  were 
going  to  purchase  stock  ourselves  we  would 
look  over  the  ads  in  Sucessful  Poultry 
Journal  and  write  to  several  of  the  advertis- 
ers, getting  their  circulars  and  prices.  We 
would  then  place  our  order  where  we  thought 
we  could  do  best. 

* 

Question — Would  you  advise  putting  bluing 
in  the  water  used  in  washing  white  fowls 
intended  for  the  show  room? 

Answer — The  use  of  bluing  in  the  water 
used  to  wash  white  fowls  is  quite  general 
among  breeders.  It  tends  to  whiten  the 
plumage,  although  care  must  be  exercised 
and  not  use  too  much  or  it  will  give  the 
plumage  a  bluish  tinge.  Some  breeders  and 
critics  hold  that  the  use  of  bluing  comes 
under  the  head  of  "faking,"  but  we  believe 
it  is  stretching  a  point  beyond  reason  to  so 
consider  it. 

Question — Will  you  explain  through  your 
columns  the  difference  between  a  bird  offered 
for  sale  as  a  breeder  and  a  show  bird? 
Should  not  a  breeder  be  up  in  points  to  a 
show  bird?  or  is  a  show  bird  unfit  for  a 
good  breeder?  Is  there  any  sort  of  sched- 
ule of  values  for  birds  according  to  points  of 
scoring,  for  instance,  Buff  Orpington  pullets 
and  cockerels  that  will  score  from  92  to 
95?  What  is  a  fair  value  for  individuals 
in  best  condition,  for  breeders?  Also  prices 
for  utility  stock? 

Answer — There  may  be  no  difference  wnat- 
ever  between  a  bird  offered  for  sale  as  a 
breeder  and  a  show  bird,  as  some  specimens 
make  both  good  breeders  and  show  birds. 
Then  again,  there  may  be  a  wide  difference. 
A  bird  to  win  at  the  shows  must  be  well 
up  in  Standard  requirements  and  free  from 
any  serious  defects,  while  a  bird  that  would 
make  a  good  breeder  might  fall  short  in 
Standard  requirements  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  not  be  in  the  running  at  the  show.  In- 
juries of  various  kinds  often  unfit  birds  for 
the  show,  but  do  not  in  the  least  interfere 
with  their  good  breeding  qualities.  Birds  of 
the  parti-colored  varieties  that  as  cockerels 
and  pullets  are  show  birds,  often  fail  with 
age  and  thus  become  unfit  for  the  show 
room,  but  still  make  excellent  breeders. 
Some  fanciers,  through  years  of  study  and 
by  carefully  noting  the  results  of  different 
matings  in  their  flocks,  are  able  to  pick 
out  birds  that  will  produce  show  specimens 


In  the  breeding  pen,  yet  would  not  them- 
selves win  at  the  shows  in  hot  competition. 

The  breeder  should,  if  possible,  be  up  in 
Standard  points  to  the  show  bird.  A  show 
bird  is  not  unfit  for  a  breeder,  but  should 
with  proper  care  produce  even  better  results 
in  the  breeding  pen  than  a  bird  of  the  qual- 
ity commonly  known  as  a  breeder. 

There  is  no  generally  accepted  schedule 
of  prices  for  birds  according  to  the  points  of 
scoring.  The  price  will  vary  with  different 
fanciers.  If  a  fancier  has  his  yards  full  of 
good  specimens  he  no  doubt  would  sell  them 
at  a  lower  price  than  the  one  who  has  only 
a  few  and  can  afford  to  hold  them.  Also,  a 
bird  that  has  won  in  the  show  room  at  a 
leading  show  and  in  hot  competition  will  sell 
for  more  than  one  of  the  same  score  that 
has  not  won  a  premium.  Or.  two  birds  of 
practically  equal  score  exhibited  in  the 
same  show,  one  winning  first  and  the  other 
second,  the  one  winning  first  will  sell  for 
more  than  the  other.  Fanciers  whose  birds 
have   regularly  won   at   leading  shows  can

generally  get  a  higher  price  for  the  same 
qualitv  of  stock  than  those  that  do  not  ex- 
hibit. 

Buff  Orpington  pullets  scoring  92  to  95 
points  should  be  worth  from  $3  to  $25  ; 
cockerels  from  $5  to  $50  ;  or  even  more. 

Utility  stock  should  be  purchased  for  $1 
to  $2  each. 

* 

Question — Is  the  close  confinement  which 
is  necessary  in  exhibiting  and  shipping  birds 
to  and  from  the  show  room  an  injury  to 
them? 

Answer — Not  necessarily.  Birds  that  are 
properly  cooped  for  shipping  and  given  good 
care  at  the  show  room  should  not  be  injured 
in  the  least  from  showing.  Birds  in  the 
show  room  should  not  be  overfed.  They  are 
closely  confined  and  take  but  little  exercise, 
hence  require  less  feed  than  otherwise.  A 
long  season  of  showing  covering  a  number 
of  weeks  may  prove  injurious.  All  birds 
should  be  given  a  rest  in  clean,  comfortable, 
well  ventilated  quarters  after  returning  from 
the  show.

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Standard  Color  of  Brown  Leghorns 


One  of  America's  Most  Successful  Breeders  Tells 
What  It  Should  Be.  Many  Breeders  Have 
Never  Seen  It 

By  W.  THEO.  W1TTMAN 


RUE  Brown  Leghorn  color  is  about 
as  elusive  as  anything  one  can  find 
in  the  Standard,  and  we  fear  very 
much  the  "illustrated  in  colors" 
Standard  makers  of  the  future  will 
not  have  an  easy  job  putting  this 


same  elusive  color  on  paper. 

We  refer  more  particularly  to  female  color.  So 
rarely  do  we  see  this  color  correct  or  Standard,  that 
it  is  a  fair  deduction  to  say  that  hundreds  of  breed- 
ers of  Brown  Leghorns  have  never  seen  it.  This  is 
saying  a  good  deal,  but  those  who  are  in  doubt  need 
simply  pull  a  few  of  the  best  back  feathers  from 
their  best  females  and  holding  them  to  a  preferably 
white  background  see  if  the  stippling  is  brown  and 
lighter  brown.  We  say  brown  and  lighter  brown 
for  this  is  the  burden  of  the  Standard  description. 

Now  a  dull  black  is  not  even  a  dark  brown.  A 
dull  black  is  still  less  brown.  Or  a  reddish  or  ma- 
hogany tinge  or  shade  is  not  brown.  If  we  do  not 
have  a.  female  stippled  brown  and  lighter  brown  Ave 
do  not  have  a  Standard  colored  female.  If  we  say 
we  do  not  believe  any  brown  females  come  thus  then 
we  prove  that  we  have  never  seen  a  good  or  sound 
colored  female. 

And  we  cannot  stop  short  with  the  back  or  the 
stippling  colors  even.  Back  and  wings  should  abso- 
lutely match,  and  there  should  not  be  a  sign  of  brick 
color  or  shafting.  We  prefer  the  English  term 
"rudely"  as  descriptive  of  a  very  common  and  a 
very  unsightly  defect  of  wing  color. 

Now  the  pity,  or  shall  we  say  the  shame,  is  that 
certain  prominent  breeders  favor  and  advocate  even 
at  this  late  day  seal-brown  females,  females  whose 


stippling  shows  a  dull  black  and  brown.  We  say  at 
this  late  day,  for  it  is  just  about  ten  years  since  when 
females  bred  according  to  the  present  Standard  first 
made  their  appearance,  females  in  every  way  equal 
to  what  we  are  writing  about.  And  while  a  few 
breeders  and  a  few  shows  may  give  preference  to  the 
seal-brown  female  there  are  at  this  date  hundreds 
of  breeders  and  shows,  from  ocean  to  ocean,  whose 
winning  females  are  direct  descendants  of  the  first 
present  Standard  colored  ones.  And  may  it  con- 
tinue to  be  thus. 

The  darker  the  female  the  easier  it  is  to  breed  her 
without  the  shafting  and  the  "ruddy"  color.  But 
who  wrants  to  breed  easy  ones?  We  believe  it  to  be 
a  fact  that  the  Brown  Leghorn  leads  in  numbers 
as  against  any  other  variety  of  Leghorn,  because  it  is 
hard  to  breed.  Yes,  even  too,  because  anything  but 
double  mating  means  failure  in  a  color  sense  in  this 
variety;  a  thing  true  also  of  Barred  Rocks,  another 
leader.  From  these  two  examples  it  does  not  seem 
that  the  necessity  to  double  mate  injures  a  variety. 

Getting  good  or  correct,  or  most  beautiful,  or 
Standard  females,  is  first,  last  and  all  the  time  a 
matter  of  breeding.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  have  a 
good  show  female ;  to  breed  more  like  her.  One  must 
have  a  male  from  a  line  of  good  females.  Given  one 
such  a  male,  and  the  more  inbred  or  closely  line- 
bred  the  better,  and  every  existing  show  female 
Brown  Leghorn  might  be  removed  from  the  earth, 
and  in  three  years  we  would  again  have  a  bunch  of 
good,  correct.  Standard  show  females. 

Brown  Leghorn  male  color  is  a  different  proposi- 
tion entirely,  one  about  which  we  could  write  by 
the  hour.  When  we  entered  the  field  we  thought 
there  was  nothing  so  pretty  as  Brown  Leghorn  male 
color,  and  it  was  on  show  males  we  first  made  our 
reputation  as  a  breeder.  Only  when  we  were  twitted 
at  a  big  show  that  we  could  only  raise  good  males 
was  it  that  we  seriously  turned  to  show  females,  and 
did  a  little  better.  But  this  is  an  old  story  or  a  differ- 
ent story.

Easy  Lessons  in  Judging— No.  3 


The  Scoring  of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  With 
Special  Reference  to  Color.  The  Limit  Possible 
for  a  Bird  of  This  Variety  to  Reach 

By  FRANK  HECK 

OULTRY  FANCIER  seems  to  have 
started  something  very  much  out  of 
the  ordinary  in  provoking  the  discus- 
sion relative  to  the  judging  of  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks,  and  it  is  perhaps  ap- 
propriate that  the  writer  add  his  mite 
to  the  controversy.  The  subject  is  one  that  can  hardly 
be  duplicated  as  regards  the  number  of  breeders 
and  exhibitors  interested  in  it.  No  variety,  abso- 
lutely none,  is  more  difficult  to  breed  to  Standard 
requirements.  Some  of  the  very  best  talent  to  be 
found  in  the  poultry  world  has  constantly  been  striv- 
ing for  perfection  in  this  variety  and  from  the  testi- 
mony of  some  of  the  old  time  judges,  we  are  forced

to  the  conclusion  that  perfection  is  just  about  as  far 
distant  as  it  ever  was. 

We  often  hear  the  statement  that  the  Standard 
values  color  40  per  cent  and  shape  60  per  cent,  thus 
attaching  more  importance  to  shape.  This  is  a  mis- 
take. Color  is  given  41  points  out  of  the  total  of 
100.  Shape  is  given  49  points,  which  includes  8  for 
symmetry  and  8  for  comb,  and  the  8  for  comb  should 
really  not  be  considered  in  this  comparison  because 


it  is  not  strictly  a  shape  section  like  some  portions 
of  the  body.  Neither  is  it  cut  for  color.  The  re- 
maining 10  points  are  divided  between  weight  and 
condition.  6  for  the  former  and  4  for  the  latter.  The 
sections  that  are  cut  for  both  shape  and  color  are 
given  33  for  shape  and  41  for  color,  which  makes  the 
division  approximately  55  per  cent  for  color  and  45 
per  cent  for  shape. 

But  without  specifically  considering  the  above  com- 
parison let  us  see  what  would  be  necessary  for  a

Barred  Rock  to  score  95  points.  Suppose  the  bird 
was  so  near  perfection  that  it  could  pass  with  a  cut 
of  only  %  point  for  color  in  neck,  back,  breast,  body, 
wings,  tail,  and  %  for  shape  of  comb.  This  would 
make  a  total  of  3y2  and  is  assuming  that  the  bird  is 
perfect  in  color  of  head,  including  eyes,  and  also  in 
color  of  wattles  and  ear  lobes  and  legs  and  toes.  Then 
suppose  that  in  the  other  12  sections  it  is  perfect  in 
9  and  is  cut  only  %  point  each  in  the  remaining  3. 
This  would  make  1%  points  and  the  bird  would  then 
score  95.  Such  a  bird  as  described  above  has  never 
been  bred  and  never  will  be. 

There  never  was  a  Barred  Rock  that  under  a  strict 
application  of  the  Standard  was  absolutely  perfect 
in  any  color  section.  Surely  no  breeder  will  deny 
this.  Therefore  the  least  cut  that  can  be  given  in 
each  color  section  is  y%.  Perfection  of  color  consists 
of  several  things.  The  feathers  should  be  regularly 
barred,  the  bars  should  lie  narrow,  they  should  be 


parallel,  they  should  be  sharply  defined,  they  should 
he  free  from  shafting  or  brownish  tinge  or  metallic 
sheen.  The  white  should  be  a  "grayish  white,"  not 
any  other  kind  of  white,  and  the  dark  bars  should 
be  a  bluish  black  that  "stops  short  of  a  positive 
black."  Every  feather  in  every  section  should  fit  this 
description  and  every  one  of  them  should  be  barred 
clear  clown  to  the  skin. 

In  summing  up  what  the  highest  possible  score  could 
be,  we  believe  that  the  following  estimate  is  a  fair 
one.  Taking  the  sections  as  they  appear  in  the  Stand- 
ard we  will  apportion  the  cuts  something  like  this — 
symmetry  perfect,  weight  perfect,  condition  perfect, 
head  perfect  in  both  shape  and  color,  eyes  perfect  in 
shape  and  color,  comb  %  for  shape,  wattles  perfect, 
ear  lobes  perfect  in  shape  and  color,  neck  V2  for  color, 
back  y2  for  color  and  x/2  for  shape,  breast  %  f°r  color 
and  !/2  for  shape,  body  and  fluff  V2  for  color,  wings 
1  for  color,  tail  y2  f°r  shape  and  %  for  color,  legs  and 
toes  perfect  in  shape  and  color.  This  makes  a  total 
of  6  points  and  would  make  the  score  94.  Ten  thou- 
sand specimens  might  be  inspected  and  not  one  of 
this  quality  be  found.  In  all  our  experience  as  a 
judge,  we  have  never  given  a  score  of  94  to  a  Barred 
Rock.    In  fixing  the  above  cuts  in  just  the  places

they  appear,  we  do  not  wish  to  convey  the  impression 
that  if  a  94  point  bird  could  be  found,  the  score  card 
would  be  a  duplicate  of  the  above.  For  instance, 
the  breast,  back  or  tail  may  pass  without  a  cut  for 
shape,  but  if  they  should,  there  would  be  other  sec- 
tions in  which  the  defects  would  bring  up  the  total 
to  the  same  amount. 

In  our  opinion,  a  score  of  94  could  be  reached  by 
a  pullet  only.  A  cock  bird  could  not  get  close  enough 
to  it  to  entitle  him  to  a  moment's  consideration.  A 
91%  point  cock  is  a  "corker."  This  is  why  the 
Standard  permits  the  awarding  of  first  prize  to  a 
cock  bird  if  he  scores  as  high  as  88,  while  in  the  other 
classes  a  bird  must  reach  90.  A  cockerel  that  scores 
92V2  honest  points  is  about  as  good  as  a  breeder  can 
hope  to  get.  A  93  point  hen  and  a  93y2  point  pullet 
are  about  the  limits  in  their  respective  classes.  The 
average  first  prize  cockerel  at  a  good  show  in  strong- 
est competition  will  be  found  to  score  about  as  fol- 
lows: Weight  y2,  comb  1,  neck  y2  for  shape  and  % 
for  color,  back  y2  for  shape  and  %  for  color,  breast 


x/2  for  color,  body  and  fluff  V2  for  color,  wings  l1/^ 
for  color,  tail  V2  for  shape  and  1  for  color,  a  total  of 
7%,  which  would  make  the  score  92i4.v  Cuts  of  x/2 
point  in  Barred  Rock  color  are  almost  impossible  if 
the  Standard  be  strictly  applied.  The  color  value 
of  the  neck  is  6  points.  If  the  neck  is  only  half  as 
good  as  a  perfect  neck,  then  the  cut  should  be  half 
of  6,  which  would  be  3.  If  it  were  one-third  defective, 
the  cut  would  be  2.  If  it  were  one-fifth  or  twenty 
per  cent  defective,  the  cut  would  be  practically  l1/^. 
If  it  were  only  one-eighth  or  12%  per  cent  defective, 
the  cut  would  be  %.  Let  the  reader  fix  in  his  mind 
the  full  requirements  of  the  Standard  as  regards  color 
and  then  ask  himself  if  he  ever  saw  a  neck  on  a 
Barred  Rock  cockerel  that  was  only  one-eighth  de- 
fective or  87y2  Per  cent  perfect.  Yet  in  order  to 
make  the  cut  y2  we  have  to  say  that  the  neck  was

about  92  per  cent  perfect.  The  same  number  of 
points  (6)  are  fixed  by  the  Standard  as  the  color 
value  for  back  and  wings.  If  we  find  a  bird  that  is 
less  than  one-fourth  defective  in  color  of  wings  we 
have  found  a  remarkable  specimen.  One-fourth  of  the 
6  points  allowed  for  color  of  wings  would  give  us  1% 
points,  and  except  in  most  unusual  cases  this  should 
be  the  minimum  color  cut  in  this  section.  AVe  may 
get  fairly  good  wing  bows  and  secondaries,  but  in 
the  primaries  is  where  the  trouble  arises.  Breeders 
are  careful  to  conceal  these  when  showing  the  wing 
barring.  It  is  a  tender  spot  and  they  hoodwink  them- 
selves and  each  other  by  hiding  this  section.  They 
don't  like  to  consider  it.  The  average  cockerel  de- 
serves a  cut  of  about  two  points  in  wing  color,  and 
many  of  them  should  be  cut  four.  If  each  section 
is  carefully  gone  over  and  discounted  in  true  propor- 
tion to  the  Standard  values  we  will  readily  see  that 
92  point  cockerels  and  93  point  pullets  are  rare  good 
birds.  It  is  not  a  discredit  to  Barred  Rocks  nor  a 
reflection  upon  the  ability  of  breeders  that  this  variety 
does  not  score  as  high  as  the  solid  color  biixls.  The 
public  should  be  educated  in  the  matter  and  amateurs 
should  be  made  to  understand  that  a  93  point  Barred 
Rock  pullet  is  as  good  a  bird  in  its  class  as  is  a  96 
White  Rock  pullet  in  its  class.  The  same  proportion- 
ate difference  exists  in  both  sexes  and  in  young  and 
old  birds. 


Does  This  Fit  the  Case? 


Ideas  on  the  Scoring  of  Barred  Rocks  Brought  Out 
by  the  Discussion  Which  is  Appearing  in  Poultry 
Fancier  Upon  the  Subject:  "What  Should  the 
Best  Barred  Rocks  Score?"

' — *4  The  opinions  of  the  judges  are  too 
varied,  that  is,  they  are  too  wide  apart.  This  ac- 
counts, perhaps,  to  a  degree,  at  least,  why  birds  of 
the  same  quality  in  the  hands  of  different  judges 
receive  such  a  different  score.  For  instance,  one 
judge  gives  his  opinion  that  a  really  good  Barred 
Rock  should  score  94  points,  and  another  that  it 
should  score  90  points.  Perhaps  both  are  correct. 
All  seem  to  agree,  however,  that  the  Barred  Plymouth 
Rock  is  the  hardest  variety  to  breed  to  Standard  re- 
quirements. If  that  be  true,  then  the  requirements 
of  the  Standard  are  too  high. 

One  judge  remarked  that  he  hewed  to  the  line  and

let  the  chips  fall  where  they  would.  In  the  scoring 
of  solid  colored  varieties  there  is  not  as  much  con- 
trast in  color  as  in  a  Barred  Rock,  hence  the  judge 
becomes  lenient  in  his  cuts,  he  does  not  mean  to  be, 
but  the  fact  remains  that  he  is.  Take  a  white  fowl 
for  instance.  The  Standard  calls  for  pure  white 
(chalk  white).  Any  shading  from  chalk  white 
should  be  cut  severely.  A  fowl  may  appear  to  be 
white  when  viewed  by  itself,  but  place  it  beside  an- 
other  that  is  chalk  white  and  the  creaminess  becomes 
apparent  at  once.  For  instance,  take  a  piece  of  white 
goods  that  appears  to  be  perfectly  white  and  place  it 


beside  another  piece  of  white  goods,  and  if  both  pieces 
are  not  made  by  the  same  firm  a  creamy  tint  in  one- 
will  be  very  apparent.  So  it  is  with  black.  A  piece 
of  cloth  may  appear  to  be  black,  but  place  it  beside 
another  piece  of  black  and  one  will  no  doubt  show  a 
decided  tinge  of  blue.  We  have  examined  white 
fowls  that  were  scored  to  96  and  96i/2,  and  in  ex- 
amining the  color  section,  that  passed  uncut,  found  a 
decided  tint  of  cream,  yet  passed  as  perfect.  The 
trouble  is  and  has  been  that  judges  in  scoring  the 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  "hew  to  the  line,"  but  in 
scoring  other  varieties  they  "hew  toward  the  line.'' 
We  believe  if  the  Standard  is  rightly  applied  a.

really  good  Barred  Rock  will  score  as  high  as  any 
really  good  white,  black,  buff  or  any  other  colored 
fowl.  The  fault  is  not  in  the  Standard,  but  in  its 
application.  In  scoring  a  Barred  Rock  the  defects 
in  color  are  very  apparent  because  of  the  contrasting 
colors,  but  in  a  white  or  black  fowl,  there  being  no 
contrasting  colors,  the  defects  are  not  so  apparent, 
hence  the  judge  gives  a  lighter  cut.  This  is  not  only 
unfair  but  unjust. 

We  have  been  breeding  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
for  21  years  and  have  produced  a  few  specimens 
that  have  reached  the  phenomenal  score  of  941/2  in 
competition,  under  the  most  prominent  judges. 

Furthermore,  we  believe  the  scores  were  just. 
There  has  been  an  opinion  circulated  among  the 
judges  that  a  Barred  Rock  should  not  score  as  high 
as  other  varieties  of  fowl,  and  in  consequence  of  this 
fact  many  judges  are  prejudiced  against  the  Barred 
Rock  and  score  them  too  low. 


V^^^C^^QdHPOULTRY  FANCIER^ 


There  is  no  variety  of  fowl  that  is  bred  to-day 
where  there  is  as  much  difference  of  opinion  among 
the  judges  as  exists  about  what  a  really  good  Barred 
Rock  should  score.  On  all  other  varieties  they  are 
very  near  together.  This  fact  alone  should  be  con- 
clusive proof  that  something  that  will  enable  the 
judges  to  reach  a  definite  conclusion,  should  be  done. 
T.  believe  a  judges'  convention  would  be  a  long  stride 
in  the  right  direction. 


In  conclusion,  Ave  do  not  believe  the  Barred  Rock 
is  nor  ever  was  scored  too  high.  We  do  not  believe 
in  inflated  scores,  but  we  do  believe  in  a  correct 
application  of  the  Standard  to  all  varieties  and  for 
a  more  uniform  "Ideal"  for  judges  in  the  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks.  We  are  in  for  a  "square  deal" 
on  all  varieties,  and  when  we  get  this  we  will  find  the 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  as  high  up  the  list  as  any  of 
them. 


A  Reasonable  Explanation 


A  Few  Thoughts  That  Will  Throw  Light  Upon  the 
Question  of  White  Plumage  Being  Affected  by  the 
Sun  and  the  Feeding  of  Yellow  Corn 

By  J.  W.  WHITNEY 


HE  writer  has  read  with  interest  the 
several  opinions  expressed  through 
the  columns  of  the  Fancier  regard- 
ing the  effect  of  yellow  corn  on  white 
plumage.  Nothing  that  the  writer 
can  present  is  by  any  means  conclu- 


sive, still  it  may  shed  a  little  light  on  the  many  dif- 
ferent opinions.  Corn,  yellow,  white,  or  red,  con- 
tains a  large  per  cent  of  fat-producing  material,  and 
if  fed  to  poultry,  or  cattle,  and  perhaps  other  ani- 
mals, in  large  cpiantities,  gives  us  a  yellow  fat,  an  ex- 
tremely yellow  fat  or  tallow.  It  has  been  my  ob- 
servation that  this  is  more  marked  in  corn-fed  ani- 
mals or  fowls  than  where  linseed  meal,  cottonseed 
meal,  or  other  fattening  feeds  are  used.  In  swine 
or  mutton  this  is  not  so  noticeable,  presumably  be- 
cause of  a  different  chemical  action  in  assimulation. 

It  is  a  recognized  fact  among  investigators  at  our 
experimental  stations  that  there  is  a  great  difference 
in  the  analysis  and  feeding  value  of  corn  raised  on 
different  soils.  In  some  instances  this  is  very  marked. 
It  is  barely  possible  some  corn  (yellow,  white  or  red) 
may  have  a  greater  power  than  other  to  intensify 
this  yellow  noticed  in  the  fat  of  a  fowl.  But  the 
main  point  we  wish  to  make  is  this.  Whenever  you 
find  this  yellow  fat  in  a  fowl  you  will  invariable7 
find  a  cream  tint  of  more  or  less  intensity  in  the 
mature  white  plumage.  This  may  be  produced  by 
any  kind  of  corn  (yellow,  white  or  red),  and  also,  al- 
though in  perhaps  not  so  marked  a  degree,  by  cotton- 
seed meal,  linseed  meal,  or  any  food  containing  a 
large  per  cent  of  fattening  material.  Any  white 
fowls  that  are  possessed  with  a  superfluity  of  fat 
at  the  time  of  moult  will  show  cream  in  the 
plumage.  Reduce  the  fowls  to  normal  laying  con- 
dition and  if  they  are  from  ancestry  of  pure  white 
blood  they  will  generally  assume  a  pure  white  color. 
The  mere  feeding  of  yellow  corn  has  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  it.  We  might  as  well  say  feed  a 
red  cow  on  green  grass,  or  yellow  corn,  and  her  next 
coat  of  hair  will  come  green  or  yellow. 

In  the  foregoing  remarks  the  writer  assumes  that 
the  birds  are  of  pure  white  stock.  Of  course  if  you 
have  birds  which  carry  a  yellow  or  brassy  pigment 
in  the  blood,  fed  on  any  feed  they  will  show  brass 
and  cream.  Sunshine  has  very  little  effect  on  white 
plumage  in  a  dry  climate.  Sunshine  and  an  excess 
of  moisture,  fog,  or  rain  combined,  will  cause  more 


or  less  discoloration  on  the  whitest  bird  ever  pro- 
duced. This  is  proven  beyond  dispute  on  the  west 
coast.  Near  the  sea  coast  where  the  heavy  fogs  come 
in  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  retain  a.  pure  white 
plumage  through  the  season.  Farther  back  on  the 
foot  hills  no  trouble  is  experienced.    Soil  also  has 
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more  or  less  effect  on  a  white  plumage,  also  on  the 
color  of  the  shanks.  The  only  way  we  can  keep  deep 
yellow  shanks  on  fowls  in  California  is  to  let  them 
run  in  the  barley  fields,  or  alfalfa.  A  bird  that  will 
retain  a  pure  white  surface  color  in  California  will 
do  so  in  any  interior  state  in  the  union,  if  sunshine 
is  to  be  counted  as  objectionable. 


If  looking  for  an  occupation  that  will  return  pleas- 
ure as  well  as  profit  take  up  the  breeding  of  fancy 
poultry. 


Do  not  put  faith  in  what  you  have  done  but  in 
what  you  are  doing.  Winnings  in  the  show  room  last 
year  or  the  year  before  do  not  count  like  winnings 
this  year. 
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True  Color  in  Partridge  Wyandottes 


An  Accurate  Description  of  What  the  True  Color 
Is — How  to  Breed  Exhibition  Specimens  and  the 
Kind  of  Birds  to  Use  in  the  Double  Mating 
System — Defects  of  Plumage  and  How  to  Avoid 
Them 

By  H.  S.  BABCOCK 

HEN  the  Silver  Wyandotte  first  ap- 
peared, it  was  thought  to  be  the 
pioneer  boundary  and  Ultima  Thule 
of  the  breed,  the  Alpha  and  Omega, 
the  first  and  the  last  of  its  kind. 
The  longest-haired  and  wildest-eyed 
poultry  prophet  would  never  have  dared  to  predict 
that,  in  a  comparatively  short  time,  it  would  multi- 
ply into  eight  Standard  varieties,  all  beautiful  and 
nearly  all  popular.  But  events  do  not  depend  upon 
foresight  or  prediction — they  sweep  on  and  come  to 
be,  whether  they  have  their  prophet  or  not.  Among 
these  eight  varieties  one  of  the  most  interesting  is 
the  Partridge  Wyandotte.  We  shall  consider  it  in 
reference  to  color  from  the  American  Standard.  It  is 
worthy  of  note,  however,  that  though  this  variety 
originated  in  the  United  States  and  the  English 
fancier  obtained  it  from  this  country,  he  has  taken 
great  liberties  with  its  color  and  the  best  American 
birds  would  have  no  show  for  winning  in  England, 
nor  would  the  English  birds  have  '"a  ghost  of  a 
chance"  here  in  competition  with  the  American-bred. 
The  English  prefer  a  comparatively  light-colored 
female,  while  the  American  prefers  those  deeper 
tints  that  he  denominates  mahogany-red. 

This  "partridge"  color  is  very  familiar  to  me. 
Long  before  the  Partridge  Wyandotte  came  into  ex- 
istence, I  owned  and  bred  the  big  Partridge  Cochin ; 
I  originated  the  Partridge  Cochin  Bantam  in  this 
country,  and,  upon  my  first  exhibition  of  this  va- 
riety, met,  and,  with  the  females,  defeated  English 
birds  imported  at  great  expense;  and  the  Partridge 
Wyandotte  itself  has  cackled  in  my  yards  and  fur- 
nished my  table  with  eggs  and  meat.  This  particu- 
lar type  of  coloration  is  one  that  I  have  been  long- 
conversant  with,  one  upon  whose  breeding  I  have 
spent  much  thought,  one  with  which  I  have  had 
much  practical  experience.  Yet  for  all  this  experi- 
ence, it  is  easier  for  me  to  know  the  color  than  to 
describe  it,  to  bring  up  a  picture  in  my  own  mind 
than  to  present  such  a  picture  to  the  mind  of  an- 
other. As  we  used  to  say  when  we  were  small  boys 
in  school,  "I  know  but  I  can't  tell."  Yet  the  at- 
tempt must  be  made. 

My  color  ideals  of  the  Partridge  Wyandotte  may 
be  thus  put  into  words.  The  cock  is  a  bird  with  a 
dark  reel  hackle  distinctly  striped  with  black;  the 
back  is  dark  red,  and  the  saddle  is  colored  and 
marked  like  the  hackle ;  the  breast  and  under  parts 
are  solid  black  with  a  rich  gloss  upon  the  feathers, 
though  the  Standard  allows  a  slight  tinge  of  red  upon 
the  body  and  fluff ;  the  wing  has  a  deep  red  velvety- 
looking  bow,  with  a  well-defined  black  bar,  leaving 
a  green  sheen  across  it ;  and  the  tail,  sickles  and 
coverts  are  a  rich,  green-lustred  black.  The  hen  is 
scarcely  less,  if  any  less,  beautiful  than  her  gorgeous 
mate.  Her  colors  may  be  a  bit  more  sober,  but  her 
markings  compensate  for  that.    Behold  her,  then. 


with  her  mahogany  red  or  reddish  brown  body  color, 
distinctly  penciled  with  a  darker  brown,  approaching 
black,  each  feather  having  pencilings  one  within 
the  other  following  the  contour  of  the  feather;  her 
reddish  neck  striped  with  black,  and  her  figure  end- 
ing with  a  black  or  brownish  black  tail,  the  top 
feathers  of  which  are  penciled  with  reddish  brown. 
Put  these  colors  upon  the  compact  and  rounded  Wy- 
andotte figure,  give  the  birds  good  and  "characteris- 
tic combs,  and  set  them  upon  good  strong-boned  yel- 
low legs,  and  then  deny,  if  any  one  wishes  to,  that 
the  variety  is  not  interesting  and  beautiful. 

But  let  us  not  forget  that  these  are  ideal  colors, 
they  are  seldom  fully  realized  in  whole,  defects  make 
their  appearance.  The  perfect  fowl,  like  the  perfect 
man  or  woman,  is  chary  about  appearing  upon  the 
stage  of  the  world.  The  cocks  fail  in  depth  and  bril- 
liancy of  color;  the  red  creeps  into  the  black  or  the 
black  into  the  red  and  destroys  the  perfection  of  the 
hackle,  saddle  and  wing  bar;  the  breast  gets  flecked 
with  red ;  and  white,  the  most  objectionable  of  all, 
will  often  tip  the  ends  of  feathers  that  ought  to  be 
black.  Purple  instead  of  green  shines  upon  the 
sickles  and  coverts.  The  hens  often  fail  in  depth 
and  richness  of  ground  color,  white  invades  the 
wings,  and  the  markings  cease  to  be  lines,  clearly 
and  distinctly  drawn,  and  become  a  succession  of 
little  specks  or  dots.  And  strange  though  it  be,  the 
hens,  which  are  the  most  perfect  in  ground  color, 
are  often  the  poorest  in  penciling,  while  those  which 
fail  in  ground  color,  by  showing  a  dull  brown  in- 
stead of  the  mahogany,  are  not  infrequently  the 
best  in  penciling.  The  number  of  these  pencilings 
ought  not  to  be  less  than  three ;  in  the  Partridge 
Cochin  we  have  counted  five  upon  each  feather;  but 
one  sometimes  has  to  be  content  with  two,  that  is,  if 
he  can  be. 

To  breed  exhibition  males  and  females,  double 
matings  are  necessary.  We  have,  indeed,  heard  the 
reverse  said,  and  have  ourselves  bred  very  good  birds 
of  both  sexes  from  a  single  mating,  but  there  is  a 
wide  difference  between  very  good  and  the  best, — 
the  difference,  when  one  comes  to  exhibit,  of  win- 
ning and  getting  beaten,  the  difference  when  one 
sells  of  getting  five  or  twenty-five  dollars  for  a  bird; 
the  difference,  in  fact,  of  success,  spelled  in  capitals, 
and  failure,  written  large.  In  saying  this  I  am 
not  speaking  solely  from  experience,  but  from  ob- 
servation, not  only  from  what  I  have  learned  by 
actual  breeding,  but  also  from  what  I  have  learned 
from  some  of  the  most  successful  breeders  of  this 
color  in  the  United  States.  If  the  experience  of  still 
others  is  different,  so  let  it  be,  but  I  do  testify  of  the 
things  I  have  seen  and  known,  and  I  know  that  this 
testimony  ought  to  be  believed. 

Not  only  ought  there  to  be  double  matings,  but, 
for  the  highest  success,  each  six  must  be  treated  as  a 
separate  and  distinct  variety.  In  other  words,  a 
cockerel-breeding  and  a  pullet-breeding  strain  should 
be  produced,  and  fowls  of  the  one  should  not  be 
mated  with  fowls  of  the  other.  This  is  the  way  in 
which  the  best  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  best  Dark 
Brahmas,  best  Partridge  Cochins  and  the  best,  also, 
of  other  parti-colored  varieties  have  been  and  are  pro- 
duced. It  requires  some  care  and  costs  something, 
but  the  best  are  worth  all  they  cost,    One  always 


has  to  pay  for  the  good  things  of  life — the  best,  in 
the  end,  are  the  cheapest  to  produce,  for,  though  they 
cost  more,  they  bring  enough  more  to  make  the  rule 
true.  They  pay  the  greatest  profit.  A  single  prize 
bird  may  bring  more  money  when  sold  than  a  whole 
flock  of  very  good  specimens. 

To  breed  the  best  cockerels  we  select  from  a  cock- 
erel breeding  strain  the  very  best  Standard  male  we 
have,  the  one  that  possesses  in  the  highest  degree 
the  desired  color  and  markings.  He  is  fit  to  go  into 
any  exhibition — and  if  he  goes  he  is  fit  to  win.  With 
him  we  mate  hens,  selected,  also,  from  the  cockerel 


they  can  be  marked  by  leg  bands  or  by  penciling 
their  feet,  and  when  they  mature  the  best  of  them 
can  be  chosen  for  pullet  breeders.  This  method  may 
make  a  little  additional  work,  but  it  is  a  pretty  safe 
and  accurate  method  to  employ,  and  results  count. 

Double  matings,  each  mating  from  its  own  sex- 
strain,  will  produce  the  best  in  color  that  the  Part- 
ridge Wyandotte  is  capable  of.  Its  plumage  is  but  a 
replica  of  the  Partridge  Cochin,  and  Partridge 
Cochin  matings  and  methods  are  the  best  for  the 
Partridge  Wyandotte.  What  has  succeeded  with 
the  one  will  succeed  with  the  other.   When  such  meth- 
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breeding  strain,  which  are  rather  dark  in  color  and 
almost  devoid  of  penciling.  Except  for  size  and 
shape  they  are  not  very  attractive,  but  they  are 
what  we  want,  for  they  will  breed  winning  cockerels. 

To  breed  the  best  pullets  we  select  the  very  best 
colored  and  marked  hens  we  have — truly  exhibition 
in  quality,  beautifully  penciled  with  triple,  quad- 
ruple or  quintuple  penciling,  if  we  can  get  them  so, 
and  mate  them  with  what?  Mr.  Charles  Crosby,  of 
Bridgeport,  Conn.,  long  since  dead,  but  in  his  day 
one  of  the  leading  breeders  of  Partridge  Cochins  in 
this  country,  once  told  me  that  he  didn't  dare  to 
sell  to  a  stranger  such  a  male  as  he  used  in  breeding 
his  beautifully  penciled  pullets.  "Why,"  said  he, 
"I  should  expect  to  get  shot  if  I  did."  Mated  to 
these  fine  exhibition  hens  we  have  a  good-shaped, 
large  male,  good  comb,  deep  red  on  his  upper  parts, 
but  with  a  breast  all  splashed  with  red,  a  bird  uot 
to  be  looked  at  a  second  time  as  an  exhibition  bird, 
but  one  that  can  be  relied  upon  to  breed  exhibition 
pullets.  And  be  it  remarked  that  the  male  and  the 
females  in  this  pen  are  one  and  all  selected  from 
the  pullet  breeding  strain.  In  selecting  this  male 
we  may  profitably  begin  the  work  when  the  males 
are  small  chickens.  Every  breeder  knows  that  the 
chickens  in  their  first  feathers,  cockerels  and  pul- 
lets, are  marked  alike,  that  is,  they  all  have  the  fe- 
male markings.  Now,  if  several  of  these  cockerels  in 
their  first  feathers  are  exceptionally  well  penciled, 


ods  and  matings  are  intelligently  made  and  are  pur- 
sued for  a  sufficient  length  of  time,  there  is  no  rea- 
son why  the  plumage  of  the  best  Partridge  Wyan- 
dottes,  in  brilliancy  of  coloring  and  accuracy  of 
marking,  should  not  equal  that  of  the  variety  of 
Cochins  from  which  their  name  and  part  of  their 
blood  is  derived. 


Breed  for  the  best  only.  Under  no  circumstances 
should  a  breeder  of  fancy  fowls  place  a  bird  with 
any  serious  defects  in  the  breeding  pen. 


High  class  birds  properly  mated  should  produce 
chicks  that  are  an  improvement  in  quality  over  the 
parent  stock.  Matings  that  have  not  given  such 
results  should  not  be  used  again. 

In  the  breeding  of  prize  winners  of  whatever  breed, 
variety  or  strain,  success  depends  much  upon  care  and 
management.  The  best  mating  of  the  best  birds 
ever  produced  can  be  ruined  by  careless  feeding  and 
handling. 

Feed  regularly  but  do  not  overfeed.  Regular  feed- 
ing of  the  proper  kind  and  quantity  of  food  is  as 
important  to  the  proper  development  of  show  birds 
and  birds  to  be  used  in  the  breeding  pen  to  produce 
show  birds  as  it  is  to  the  proper  development  of 
layers. 


Hot  Shots  That  Hit  the  Bull's  Eye 


Read  This  and  Learn  Why  You  Get  Poor  Hatches, 
Weak  Stock,  and  a  Flock  That  Breeds  Nothing 
But  Disappointment

^M^^PJg  E  have  for  a  number  of  years  been  read-

jyw^nt^^  "The  Two  i  [undred  Egg  A  Year  Hen"

^^A^Jto  the  Two  Hundred  Egg  A  Year  Hen, 
cfaKy&§^-S<fo  seemingly  has  become  a  back  number, 
for  it  is  very  common  now-a-days  to  hear  about  as 
many  as  two  hundred  and  fifty  and  from  that  up 
higher  until  we  have  nearly  reached  the  three  hundred 
mark,  at  least  on  paper,  though  there  seems  to  be 
some  well  authenticated  cases  at  the  Experiment  Sta- 
tions where  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  mark  has  been 
reached  in  individual  hens. 

Now  it  seems  to  us  that  it  is  not  so  much  a  matter 
of  making  the  hen  lay  a  certain  number  of  eggs,  but 
to  make  her  lay  them  at  the  time  when  those  eggs  will 
bring  their  highest  market  value,  for  we,  of  course, 
take  for  granted  that  when  we  are  forcing  for  eggs, 
it  can  only  be  for  market  purposes  as  only  an  amateur 
Avho  might  be  forgiven  for  not  knowing  any  better, 
would  make  an  attempt  to  force  breeding  stock  for 
either  growth  or  egg  production. 

That  the  craze  for  egg-records  has  done  immense 
damage  to  the  strong  fertility  of  breeding  stock  most 
all  experienced  poultrymen  are  well  aware,  and  just 
as  long  as  this  forcing  process  is  followed  to  get  plenty 
of  eggs,  just  so  long  will  there  be  the  same  yearly 
complaints  of  poor  hatches  and  weak  stock  unfit  for 
breeding  purposes  from  the  chicks  that  did  hatch. 

Immature  birds  are  used  continuously  as  breeders 
and  any  one  who  knows  what  the  size  of  certain  birds 
ought  to  be,  ought  not  to  expect  any  great  results  from 
birds  of  this  kind,  used  for  breeding  purposes. 

Take  the  eggs  from  a  pen  of  well  developed  breed- 
ers which  are  of  the  normal  size  and  shape  and  an- 
other setting  from  a  pen  of  immature  birds.  Put  them 
under  two  hens  and  then  watch  the  progress  made  in 
the  growth  of  these  chickens  and  they  will  tell  you  a 
great  deal  more  at  a  single  glance  than  I  could  teach 
you  by  writing  columns  on  the  subject. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  in  my  mind  that 
we  ourselves  are  to  blame  in  almost  every  instance 
for  the  miserably  poor  results  attained  in  the  hatch- 
ing of  fancy  stock  and  simply  by  wrong  feeding- 
methods  with  the  breeding  stock,  and  the  use  of  birds 
not  yet  fit  for  breeding  purposes. 

Birds  that  have  been  forced  during  the  winter 
months  and  laying  steadily  during  this  time  are  not 
fit  to  select  as  breeders  the  following  Spring,  what- 
ever may  be  said  to  the  contrary;  the  best  way 
to  prove  my  assertion  is  to  try  it  and  watch  results. 

I  always  believed  and  always  practiced  the  plan 
of  selecting  my  breeders  in  the  fall  of  the  year  and 
then  giving  these  birds  good  care  and  good  sound 
whole  grain  to  scratch  for,  some  beef-scraps,  some 
green  food,  clean  cold  water,  and  a  house  free  from 
moisture  by  being  well  ventilated.  Birds  placed  under 
such  conditions  will  perhaps  not  lay  to  establish  a  rec- 
ord, which  we  do  not  desire  them  to  do,  but  they  will 


lay  well  enough  to  pay  for  their  keep,  and  will  lay 
eggs  fit  to  hatch  strong  chickens  from  them  that  will 
live  and  are  fit  to  do  some  roughing  in  the  early  spring 
and  summer  months.  Such  birds  will  grow  into 
sturdy  stock  and  they  need  no  pampering  to  make 
them  feel  that  life  is  worth  living. 

Selection  and  care  are  absolutely  necessary  to  pro- 
duce a  strong  and  sturdy  strain  of  birds  and  without 
these  no  results  can  be  obtained  and  nothing  but  fail- 
ure and  dissatisfaction  will  result. 

And  how  could  it  be  any  other  way  ?  It  is  a  wonder 
to  every  experienced  poultryman  that  things  have 
not  long  ago  come  to  a  worse  pass  than  they  have. 

Here  is  a  new  beginner  in  poultry  breeding;  he 
sends  to  a  noted  breeder  for  a  setting  of  eggs  in  the 


A  Chicago  White  Rock  Winner,  Bred  and  Owned  by  W.  A.  Greene, 
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spring,  and  sometimes,  to  save  a  little  money,  he  waits 
till  the  season  is  late  so  that  he  may  get  the  eggs  at 
half  price. 

The  following  season  we  find  an  advertisement, 
generally  in  the  classified  department,  wherein  he 
offers  eggs  from  such  and  such  a  strain  of  birds,  for 
hatching,  and  here  are  the  conditions — he  raised  a  few 
chicks :  he  has  mated  the  pullets  to  one  of  the  cock- 
erels and  with  such  a  start  begins  business ;  he  sells 
some  eggs  from  this  immature  stock,  for  of  course  a 
still  less  price,  and  the  following  spring  the  purchaser 
goes  through  the  same  performance  and  so  on.  and 
then  comes  the  complaints  about  poor  hatches  and 
weak  stock.  The  great  wonder  is,  that  there  is  any 
hatch,  and  any  stock  living  to  tell  the  tale. 

Father  Taylor  prayed  in  a  meeting,  "0,  Lord. 
Weed  Out  The  Pools,"  but  the  way  the  matter  looks, 
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the  prayer  was  never  answered,  and  if  it  had  been, 
there  would  have  been  considerably  less  trade  for 
some  people,  though  less  failures,  and  still  less  com- 
plaints. 

And  now  another  word  and  we  are  done ;  if  eggs 
are  what  you  are  after,  and  eggs  only,  then  get 


for  exhibition  and  want  strong  fertility  in  your  stock 
pursue  no  such  means ;  get  a  normal  output  of  eggs ; 
use  no  means  of  forcing,  and  increase  egg  production 
by  selection  and  not  by  red  pepper  and  nostrums. 

Use  nothing  but  mature  stock  for  breeders  and  this 
holds  true  in  both  cases  mentioned,  and  in  a  few  years 


every  egg  you  can,  out  of  every  individual  hen  in 
your  flock;  squeeze  them,  to  the  best  of  your  ability 
force  them  in  whichever  way  you  can  get  the  eggs 
from  them,  but  even  then  use  common  sense ;  study 
the  records  made  by  Experiment  Stations  and  the 
rations  and  breeds  used  to  get  them;  follow  their  ad- 
vice as  far  as  under  your  local  conditions  it  can  be 
done ;  study  your  flock ;  in  fact,  study  the  possibilities 
of  each  individual  hen,  and  try  to  the  best  of  your 
ability  to  get  the  most  eggs  when  they  bring  the  high- 
est market  price. 

It  is  no  use  to  get  plenty  of  eggs  when  they  are 
down  to  a  few  cents  per  dozen,  the  time  to  get  them 
is  when  they  bring  the  most  money. 

But  if  on  the  other  hand  you  are  breeding  birds 


time  you  will  notice  an  increased  productiveness  and 
a  stronger  vitality  in  the  chickens  and  poultry  breed- 
ing will  become  a  pleasure  to  you  instead  of  vexation. 

A  strain  of  prize  winners  may  be  bred  up  from 
foundation  stock  of  only  fair  quality,  but  it's  time 
wasted  in  trying  to  do  it.  It  is  much  more  satisfac- 
tory, more  certain  and  takes  less  time  by  starting 
with  a  foundation  of  good  stock. 

It  is  human  to  complain  when  we  have  exhibited 
and  lost  but  it's  showing  a  white  feather  when  we  do 
it.  Better  take  defeat  quietly,  no  matter  if  we  do 
think  the  judge  was  unfair.  Complaining  does  no 
good,  but  keeping  still  and  "sawing  wood"  will 
sooner  or  later  win  the  coveted  prizes. 
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For  Breeders  of  All  Varieties 

One  of  the  aims  of  Poultry  Fan- 
cier is  to  work  outside  the  beaten 
path  which  many  breeders  accuse  the 
poultry  press  of  following.  We  refer 
to  the  criticism  often  heard  that  the 
White  Wyandottes  and  two  or  three 
varieties  of  Plymouth  Rocks  are  given 
all  the  attention  and  that  scores  of 
other  breeds  and  varieties  are  neg- 
lected to  the  extent  that  articles  re- 
garding them  are  seldom  or  never 
published. 

Naturally  the  most  popular  varie- 
ties of  fowls  are  the  most  widely  bred 
and  attract  the  largest  number  of 
breeders.  Therefore,  articles  dealing 
with  these  varieties  will  please  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  readers  of  a 
poultry  journal  than  will  articles 
dealing  with  the  less  popular  varie- 
ties. If  the  policy  of  a  publication  is 
"the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number,"  then  it  will  be  readily  seen 
that  the  extent  to  which  any  variety 
is  bred  should  determine  largely  the 
amount  of  space  to  be  devoted  to  it. 
No  one  would  criticise  a  poultry  jour- 
nal very  much  for  failure  to  publish 
articles  upon  Frizzles,  Rumpless  and 
other  equally  unknown  breeds.  The 
reason  is  that  so  very  few  people  are 
interested  in  them.  This  rule  holds 
good  with  all  varieties  all  the  way 
down  the  list  to  the  Barred  Plymouth 
Rock  which  we  all  will  admit  is  more 
extensively  bred  than  any  other  varie- 


ty of  fowls.  Each  variety  is  entitled 
to  all  that  it  deserves  based  upon  its 
popularity.  We  realize  that  many 
good  breeds  are  unduly  neglected  in 
the  poultry  literature  of  today  and 
that  for  the  good  of  the  industry  they 
should  be  given  greater  consideration. 
We  would  not  detract  in  the  slightest 
from  the  prestige  of  any  variety.  We 
would  not  for  a  moment  pull  down 
any  of  the  most  popular  ones,  but  we 
do  believe  that  some  of  the  meritor- 
ious neglected  ones  should  be  given 
a  boost  and  pushed  up  where  they  be- 
long, which  means  that  all  should  be 
given  a  square  deal.  Tastes  differ 
and  not  everyone  wishes  to  breed 
Barred  Rocks,  White  Rocks.  White 
Wyandottes  and  a  few  others  of  like 
prominence.  In  order  to  please  all 
kinds  of  people  there  must  be  fowls 
of  all  sizes,  shapes  and  colors.  Many 
people  admire  the  sprightly  little  Leg- 
horn that  can  fly  over  a  house.  Oth- 
ers are  enraptured  with  the  massive 
full  feathered  Cochin  that  could  hard- 
ly get  over  a  two-foot  fence.  These 
extremes  with  dozen  of  other  varieties 
in  between  are  all  useful  and  fill  a 
niche  exclusively  their  own. 

We  will,  therefore,  be  liberal  with 
all  breeds  and  varieties.  The  prob- 
lems met  with  in  mating  and  breed- 
ing all  varieties  will  be  clearly  ex- 
plained. Pictures  showing  perfection 
and  imperfection  of  color  and  shape 
of  all  sections  will  be  shown.  Arti- 
cles upon  judging  all  varieties  will 
appear  from  time  to  time  and  fanciers 
will  find  that  Pouxtby  Fanciee  fills 
their  needs  by  giving  them  intensely 
interesting  and  helpful  information 
that  they  cannot  obtain  from  other 
sources.  Breeders  themselves  can 
help  greatly  in  bringing  their  favor- 
ites into  greater  prominence  if  they 
will  send  us  meritorious  contributions 
for  publication.  A  free  expression  of 
varied  opinions  is  an  excellent  way 
to  bring  about  a  uniformity  of  ideas 
and  ideals.  We  heartily  welcome 
comment,  advice  and  criticism  upon 
all  topics  that  are  of  interest  to  fan- 
ciers, both  upon  general  subjects  and 
in  connection  with  special  varieties. 

About  Guaranteeing  Birds  to  Win 

A  number  of  letters  received  from 
our  readers  and  advertisers  recently 
have  prompted  us  to  say  a  few  words 
in  regard  to  purchasing  stock  with 
the  guarantee  that  it  will  win  at  some 
specified  show.  In  one  of  the  cases 
referred  to,  an  advertiser  writes  us 
that  his  prospective  customer  wants  a 
male  bird  of  a  popular  white  variety, 
that  will  win  first  prize  at  the  Buf- 
falo show  and  offers  to  pay  $15.00  for 
such  a  bird  if  the  breeder  will  guar- 
antee it  to  win. 

To  many  people,  this  may  seem  like 
a  fair  offer,  but  to  experienced  breed- 
ers and  exhibitors  it  is  ridiculously 
unreasonable.  The  advertiser  in  com- 
menting upon  the  case  expressed  his 
disgust  and  was  inclined  to  manifest 
it  to  the  extent  of  not  answering  the 
inquiry.  He  declares  that  if  he  had 
as  good  a  bird  as  the  other  party 
described,  he  would  not  sell  it  at  any 


price.  Both  parties  to  an  incident  of 
this  kind  are  in  position  to  learn 
something  that  should  prove  profit- 
able to  them.  The  buyer  who  wants 
a  breeder  to  guarantee  a  bird  to  win 
should  be  told  how  unreasonable  his 
request  is  and  especially  when  he  is 
willing  to  pay  only  a  nominal  price. 
No  breeder  can  consistently  and  with 
any  degree  of  certainty  guarantee  to 
furnish  a  first  prize  winner  at  a  show 
where  stock  of  more  than  average 
quality  is  apt  to  be  shown.  Many 
things  can  transpire  to  affect  results 
and  to  work  against  the  "guaranteed" 
bird.  The  only  plan  whereby  the 
seller  can  have  reasonable  grounds  for 
even  predicting  success,  is  for  him  to 
sell  the  bird  for  some  small  show  and 
to  send  a  specimen  that  is  clearly 
away  above  the  average  high-grade 
bird. 

An  extra  choice  specimen  has  a 
certain  value  as  a  show  bird  and  for 
breeding  purposes.  It  is  worth  this 
price  to  begin  with.  If  it  can  be  de- 
pended upon  to  win  first  prize  at  any 
particular  show  it  has  an  adaitional 
value  from  an  advertising  standpoint. 
Therefore,  in  cases  where  a  buyer 
feels  that  he  wants  to  be  as  nearly- 
certain  as  possible  that  the  bird  he  is 
buying  will  win,  he  should  make  his 
trade  on  the  plan  of  paying  a  fair 
price  for  the  bird  and  an  additional 
amount  provided  it  wins  the  prize. 
This  additional  amount  should  repre- 
sent the  value  to  him  of  the  winning. 
This  is  also  fair  to  the  seller  and  the 
plan  is  often  worked  in  connection 
with  birds  purchased  for  the  larger 
shows.  No  breeder,  as  above  stated, 
can  consistently  give  an  absolute  guar- 
antee and  we  would  not  be  inclined 
to  trust  one  who  would  do  it  unless 
he  was,  undoubtedly,  financially  re- 
sponsible and  we  had  an  explicit  writ- 
ten agreement  covering  the  matter. 
Under  any  other  conditions  we  would 
have  to  receive  and  show  the  bird  first 
and  then  pay  for  it  if  it  won. 

A  breeder  when  receiving  inquiries 
for  guaranteed  birds  should  not  ig- 
nore them  nor  write  the  buyers  sar- 
castic letters.  If  he  is  alive  to  his 
interests  and  is  anxious  to  make  as 
many  sales  as  possible  he  will  answer 
these  inquiries  with  somewhat  the 
same  argument  that  we  have  outlined 
above.  If  the  matter  is  properly 
placed  before  a  buyer  a  sale  can  be 
made  in  most  cases.  It  is  simply  a 
case  of  educating  the  buyer  and  show- 
ing him  that  he  expects  something 
that  is  impossible  and  unreasonable. 
This  policy  will  bear  fruit  in  the 
form  of  many  sales  of  stock  that 
would  not  otherwise  be  made. 


The  conclusion  of  the  symposium 
upon  the  effect  that  yellow  corn  and 
the  sun  have  upon  the  color  of  white 
fowls,  appears  in  this  number.  We 
also  give  space  to  an  article  upon 
this  subject  by  Judge  Whitney  of 
California  who  offers  some  sugges- 
tions that  seem  to  explain  in  a  meas- 
ure some  of  the  perplexing  features  of 
the  case.  The  discussion  started  in 
the  September  number  and  has  been 
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participated  in  by  leading  breeders 
and  judges  in  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try. The  many  opinions  expressed 
make  intensely  interesting  and  valu- 
able reading  for  breeders  of  all  white 
varieties  of  fowls.  We  have  left  a 
few  copies  of  September  and  October 
numbers,  and  as  long  as  they  last  they 
can  be  procured  at  five  cents  per  copy 
or  subscriptions  may  be  sent  in  to  be- 
gin with  September  number. 


The  greatest  attention  is  being  at- 
tracted to  the  expressions  of  opinion 
now  being  published  in  Poultry  Fan- 
cier from  leading  judges  and  breeders 
of  Barred  Rocks  in  regard  to  the 
limit  possible  to  reach  in  the  scoring 
of  this  variety.  This  is  the  first  time 
that  any  attempt  has  been  made  to 
get  judges  and  breeders  together  on 
this  most  important  subject.  A  great- 
er uniformity  of  opinion  must  neces- 


sarily result  from  the  discussion.  It 
is  plainly  evident  that  the  majority 
taking  part  in  the  discussion  are  of 
practically  the  same  opinions.  There 
are  a  few  extremes  just  as  there 
would  be  in  any  matter  of  this  char- 
acter, but  they  do  not  represent  the 
more  conservative  element  which  is 
greatly  in  the  majority. 

The  first  installment  of  these  let- 
ters appeared  in  October  number.  We 
publish  as  many  more  as  we  have 
space  for,  this  month,  and  another 
large  lot  will  appear  next  month.  No 
one  who  is  in  the  least  interested  in 
Barred  Rocks  should  fail  to  carefully 
read  the  many  letters  that  are  ap- 
pearing. Nothing  of  this  nature  has 
ever  before  been  published  and  the 
completeness  of  the  symposium,  to- 
gether with  the  prominence  of  the 
persons  taking  part  in  it,  makes  it  of 
the  greatest  interest  and  importance. 


Is  the  License  Plan  a  Farce? 


Editor  Poultry  Fancier:  — 

There  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
importance  that  has  not  been  referred 
to  in  Poultry  Fancier,  and  as  the 
paper  is  published  specially  for  fan- 
ciers, I  think  you  should  give  the 
subject  attention.  I  refer  to  the  licens- 
ing of  judges  by  the  American  Poultry 
Association.  Everybody  knows  that 
it  was  a  farce.  Men  have  been  given 
a  license  who  never  judged  a  show  in 
their  lives  and  who  never  even  saw 
some  of  the  Standard  varieties.  Such 
action  is  a  discredit  to  the  Association 
and  fosters  contempt  and  lack  of  re- 
spect for  it.  It  is  also  a  rank  injus- 
tice to  exhibitors  and  an  imposition 
on  poultry  associations.  Many  of  these 
judges  may  be  employed  by  associa- 
tions solely  upon  the  strength  of  their 
A.  P.  A.  license,  in  which  case  the 
associations  and  the  exhibitors  are 
greatly  wronged.  Anybody  who  wanted 
a  license  could  get  it.  Some  got  it 
who  did  not  want  it  and  who  did  not 
ask  for  it.  I  understand  that  names 
were  added  to  the  list  simply  by  mem- 
bers in  open  meeting  suggesting  them. 
Commercial    Poultry    and  American 


Poultry  Journal  and  two  or  three 
other  poultry  journals  have  spoken  of 
the  matter  but  most  of  the  papers 
have  had  nothing  to  say.  I  think 
that  fanciers  everywhere  would  like 
to  know  what  Poultry  Fancier  thinks 
of  the  matter  and  I  believe  they  would 
like  to  discuss  it  in  your  columns.

[Editor's  Note] — We  have  received 
the  above  letter  and  several  others  of 
a  like  nature.  We  publish  this  one 
for  what  it  is  worth  but  there  is 
enough  truth  in  it  to  hurt  a  little.  We 
shall  have  something  to  say  next 
month  relative  to  the  licensing  of 
judges  and  in  the  meantime  we  will 
endeavor  to  get  an  expression  of  opin- 
ion from  the  parties  who  conceived 
the  plan  as  adopted  by  the  American 
Poultry  Association,  and  whose  votes 
put  it  into  effect.  They  are  entitled 
to  be  heard  in  the  matter  and  what 
they  have  to  say  may  explain  matters 
satisfactorily.  Any  communications 
that  may  be  received  from  this  source 
wm  be  printed  in  Poultry  Fancier 
next  month. 


A  Little  Talk  to  Judges 


By  THEO.  HEWES 


You  can  be  a  power  for  good  if  you 
so  will,  as  upon  your  knowledge  of 
the  Standard,  and  a  fixed  purpose  to 
see  that  each  and  every  exhibitor  gets 
his  just  dues,  no  more,  no  less,  de- 
pends in  a  great  measure  the  success 
of  this  great  poultry  show  structure 
that  has  been  built  up  in  America.  You 
actually  hold  the  balance  in  your 
hand,  and  upon  your  integrity  and 
backbone  depends  the  success  or  fail- 
ure of  the  business.  There  are  things 
you  must  do;  there  are  other  things 
you  must  not  countenance. 

Patience  you  must  have  in  plenty, 
as  upon  your  advice  given  freely  to 
those  just  embarking  in  the  business 
depends  their  future.  While  giving 
advice  do  not  mistake  some  effusions 
of  exhibitors. 

In  every  show  you  judge,  no  matter 
how  large  or  how  small,  you  will  find 


some  exhibitors  that  will  try  to  take 
advantage  of  you  and  those  who  are 
showing  against  them.  Mark  this 
statement:  In  the  17  years  the  writer 
has  made  a  business  of  judging  he 
has  never  found  one  single  show  that 
did  not  bring  to  the  surface  before 
the  close  of  the  exhibition  the  indi- 
vidual referred  to.  That  is  why  I  say, 
in  giving  advice  don't  mistake  some 
effusions  of  exhibitors.  And  exhibit- 
ors should  remember  that  the  best 
judges  they  ever  showed  under— the 
head  liners  in  the  profession — were 
those  that  are  the  best  judges  of 
human  nature. 

Study  men  as  well  as  fowls  for 
there  is  the  thoroughbred  and  the 
scrub  in  human  form  just  as  well  as 
in  the  fowls  you  are  called  upon  to 
handle. 

In   small   score  card   shows  where 


the  exhibition  is  given  as  an  edu- 
cator, have  all  specimens  brought  to 
you  so  that  the  same  light  is  reflected 
on  each  specimen.  If  exhibitors  are 
present  allow  them  to  come  near 
enough  to  see  the  work.  Call  all  the 
cuts  so  each  one  can  hear  just  what 
you  say.  Don't  hesitate  to  answer 
all  questions  put  to  you  in  the  right 
way,  but  cut  them  short  when  they 
go  beyond  the  line,  and  they  will  soon 
learn  where  that  line  lies. 

In  large  shows  where  prizes  are  of 
great  value,  compel  all  exhibitors  to 
keep  entirely  out  of  the  aisles  while 
you  are  judging.  See  that  every  dis- 
tinguishing mark  such  as  personal 
cards,  locks  and  private  leg  bands  are 
removed.  Be  very  careful  about  leg 
bands  as  some  exhibitors  insist  that 
these  bands  with  the  owner's  name 
and  address  be  left  on  every  bird 
they  show. 

In  comparison  shows  be  careful  to 
note  on  your  judge's  card  the  correct 
number  of  the  coop,  and  if  you  are  at 
all  suspicious  of  birds  being  changed 
also  make  note  of  it  on  your  card 
that  you  can  positively  identify  the 
specimen.  When  in  doubt  as  to  which 
is  the  better  of  two  or  more  choice 
birds,  put  the  matter  squarely  on  a 
financial  basis.  Go  into  strict  confi- 
dence with  yourself  in  this  way :  Here 
are  a  certain  number  of  choice  birds 
and  I  wish  to  buy  one  of  them.  They 
are  all  offered  at  the  same  price. 
Which  one  will  I  take?  You  have 
simply  changed  from  a  judge  to  a  buy- 
er, and  if  you  allow  your  judgment  to 
go  with  your  money  you  will  not  go 
far  wrong.

For  Breeders  of  White  Fowls 

Conclusion  of  the  Discussion  Regarding  the  Effect  of  Yellow  Corn  and  the  Sun's 
Rays  Upon  the  Color  of  White  Fowls 


FROM  A.   H.    SOEKLAXD,   STUTTGART,  ARK. 

Soon  after  I  commenced  to  breed 
fancy  poultry  seven  years  ago  I  found 
that  a  great  many  people  here  in  the 
south  were  partial  not  only  to  white 
people  but  to  white  animals  and  es- 
pecially white  chickens.  Although 
white  chickens  were  my  third  choice 
I  decided  to  breed  White  Leghorns, 
White  Rocks  and  White  Wyandottes 
and  at  this  time  I  have  them  as  white 
as  white  can  be.  Knowing  at  the 
start  that  all  our  feed,  or  most  of  it. 
had  to  be  brought  from  the  North, 
and  that  possibly  it  would  be  difficult 
to  get  a  certain  kind  and  color  all 
the  time,  I  decided  to  pay  no  attention 
to  the  color  of  the  corn.  Consequently 
for  seven  years  I  have  fed  at  least  65 
per  cent  corn,  just  because  my  fowls 
like  it  better  than  anything  I  can  give 
them.  The  only  condition  I  require 
invariably  is  that  the  feed  must  be 
first-class,  sound  and  sweet,  something 
that  I  would  not  hesitate  to  eat  my- 
self. It  would  be  difficult  to  make  me 
believe  that  the  color  of  the  food  given 
had  anything  whatever  to  do  with  the 
coloring  of  the  plumage,  at  any  rate 
so  far  as  the  natural  color  of  corn 
is  concerned.  On  the  other  hand  I 
am  firmly  convinced  from  tests  made 
that  the  elements — sun,  wind  and 
storm,  or  rain — have  much  to  do  with 
causing  brassiness  in  white  plumage. 
I  am  well  satisfied  that  cool  shade 
close  to  the  ground  with  yarded  fowls 
will  give  a  clear  crystal  whiteness  to 
the  white  plumage  that  no  free  range 
chicken  can  hope  to  have.  Any  chick- 
en roosting  in  green  trees  and  being 
continually  in  the  open  air  will  be- 
come more  or  less  tanned,  so  to  speak, 
and  the  more  white  there  is  in  the 
bird  the  more  will  this  '"brass"  be 
seen.  I  place  the  fewest  possible  shade 
trees  in  my  runs  but  I  furnish  all  of 
my  poultry  plenty  of  shelter  from  the 
sun  and  wind,  and  have  it  reasonably 
close  to  the  ground  at  that,  for  my 
chickens  will  leave  the  shade  trees  and 
go  to  these  places  and  rest  in  the  full- 
est enjoyment  on  the  hottest  days  we 
have. 

FROM    A.    A.    DIAIIOSD.    MARIXETTE.  WIS. 

My  opinion  after  long  experience  is 
that  yellow  corn  makes  yellow  fat 
and  yellow  fat  produces  yellow  quills 
which  make  creaminess  in  the  plu- 
mage; white  corn  the  reverse.  I  have 
male  birds  that  are  beginning  to 
moult  that  have  had  free  range  ever 
since  I  broke  up  my  breeding  pens 
that  are  white  and  show  no  creami- 
ness. 

FROM   EDWARD  E.   COOK,   CHERRY  VALLEY. 
N.  T. 

I  do  net  believe  that  yellow  corn 
produces  creaminess  or  brassiness  in 
or  on  the  plumage  of  white  fowls  any 
more  than  red  corn  will  change  the 
plumage  of  a  White  Leghorn  so  that 
it  will  lock  like  a  Brown  Leghorn.  If 
you  hav  the  right  kind  of  stock  to 
begin  with  and  it  has  been  bred  for 
generations  as  "stay  white,"  you  will 
find  that  yellow  corn  or  the  sun  will 
have  no  effect  upon  the  plumage.  The 
only  reason  why  I  provide  shade  from 


the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  for  my 
birds  is  to  keep  them  from  having  a 
sun  stroke  or  being  over  heated. 

FROM   M.   B.  PLYMETT.   WATSONTOWX.  PA. 

I  use  all  white  corn  and  do  not  feed 
any  of  the  yellow  variety  as  I  believe 
it  has  a  tendency  to  make  white  birds 
creamy  but  not  brassy.  I  have  white 
birds  that  stay  white-  and  have  free 
range  but  the  majority  have  a  ten- 
dency to  show  creaminess  but  net 
'~-^-?iness.  I  do  not  use  any  cock 
birds  that  show  brassiness.  As  to 
hens  they  are  white  and  stay  white 
but  it  is  hard  to  get  cock  birds  that 
are  white  and  stay  white  after  the 
second   and   third  year. 

FROM   CHAS.  G.  ARNOLD,    SANDWICH,  ILL. 

In  regard  to  feeding  yellow  corn  to 
birds  with  white  plumage,  will  say 
my  experience  which  covers  a  period 
of  18  years  has  proven  to  my  entire 
satisfaction  that  it  does  retain  cream- 
iness. Last  season  fully  85  per  cent 
of  my  male  birds  were  of  the  stay 
white  kind  and  they  were  allowed 
their  liberty  on  free  range  until  I 
was  compelled  to  keep  them  in  on  ac- 
count of  snow. 


FROM    A.    J.    FELL.    WEST    POFXT.  PA, 

I  have  fed  yellow  corn.  I  think  50 
per  cent  of  all  the  feed,  and  don't 
think  it  has  any  effect  on  white  birds. 
My  $100.00  challenge  cup  winner  at 
Scranton  and  my  first  and  cup  win- 
ner at  Philadelphia,  were  fed  yel- 
low corn,  as  were  all  my  other  win- 
ners. I  have  found  it  possible  to  get 
birds  that  will  stay  white  at  all  times 
of  the  year  on  free  farm  range.  All 
you  want  is  to  get  that  clear  dead 
white  and  they  will  stay  white.

STA.,  N.  T. 

In  my  20  years'  experience  in  breed- 
ing white  birds,  feeding  some  on  yel- 
low corn  and  others  from  the  same 
mating  on  wheat,  oats  and  barley,  I 
am  thoroughly  convinced  that  yellow 
corn  not  only  influences  the  color  of 
the  plumage,  but  that  of  the  skin, 
legs  and  beak  as  well.  The  sun  has 
no  bad  effect  on  a  clear  stay  white 
specimen.

We  have  fed  both  yellow  and  white 
corn  to  our  White  Plymouth  Rocks, 
and  we  believe  that  yellow  corn 
creates  creaminess  in  white  stock. 
Our  prize  birds  in  the  Pittsburg  show 
were  fed  on  white  corn.  We  also  find 
that  free  range,  without  shade  of 
some   kind  creates  brassiness.

Shall  Minorca  Weights  Be  Reduced? 

Leading  Fanciers  Cannot  Agree.     Results  of  the  Efforts  to  Have  the  American  Poultry  Association  Act 
in  the  Matter  Will  Be  Watched  With  Interest 


VERY  determined  effort 
is  being  made  by  quite 
a  number  of  prominent 
breeders  of  Single 
Comb  Black  Minorcas, 
to  have  the  American 
Poultry  Association 
place  the  weights  back  to  where  they 
were  before  the  last  revision  of  the 
Standard  at  which  time  they  were 
raised  one  pound  each  for  cock,  hen, 
cockerel  and  pullet.  The  present 
weights  are  cock,  9;  hen,  7%;  cockerel, 
7%;  pullet,  6%.  The  weights  have 
always  been  one  pound  less  and  many 
breeders  claim  that  putting  more 
weight  on  them  injures  them  as  layers. 
We  extend  an  invitation  to  all  Black 
Minorca  breeders  to  send  their  views 
for  publication  in  Poultry  Fancier.

I  am  not  in  favor  of  lowering  the 
Standard  weights  of  S.  C.  Black  Minor- 
cas. I  believe  they  are  just  right  as 
they  are  in  the  new  Standard,  and 
should  remain  so.

Personally  the  present  weights  are 
very  satisfactory.  It  is  an  easy  mat- 
ter for  me  to  breed  and  mature  Minor- 
cas to  the  required  weight,  and  while 
a  majority  of  breeders  and  fanciers 
clamored  for  an  increase  in  weight 
I  think  they  should  be  left  where  they 
are.  When  the  committee  took  up  the 
increase  in  weight  a  majority  in- 
spected and  weighed  up  the  Minorcas 
in  the  show  room  and  they  found 
them  all  considerably  heavier  than  the 
old  Standard  and  the  impression 
amongst  the  judges  and  fanciers  at 
that  time  was,  "if  the  exhibitors  could 
get  their  birds  overweight  in  zero 
weather  they  ought  to  allow  them  an 
additional  pound  if  tney  wanted  it."

Of  course  in  my  position 
I  receive  quite  a  bit  of  correspondence 
on  Black  Minorcas.  and  I  have  not 
received  a  single  letter  from  anyone 
in  favor  of  going  back  to  the  old 
Standard.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have 
received  quite  a  few  insisting  that  the 
present  Standard  should  not  be 
changed.  One  man  in  particular  said, 
that  "Any  breeder  desiring  to  go  back 
to  the  old  Standard  had  better  quit 
breeding  Black  Minorcas  and  breed 
Black  Leghorns  instead."

Question — I  wish  to  know  what  makes 
cockerels  and  pullets  walk  about  the  yard 
sneezing  with  one  eye  closed  part  of  the 
time. 

Answer — The  trouble  with  your  fowls  is, 
undoubtedly,  roup.  The  best  thing  you  can 
do  is  to  separate  the  sick  fowls  from  the 
well  ones  and  give  them  some  good  roup 
cure.  Any  of  those  advertised  in  Poultry 
Fancier  will  give  you  satisfactory  results. 

« 

Question — I  would  be  pleased  to  know 
where  oiled  muslin  can  be  obtained,  or  can 
ordinary  muslin  be  oiled?  If  so  what  oil  is 
to  be  used?  I  wish  to  test  the  open  front 
.  poultry  house. 

Answer — Oiled  muslin  can  be  purchased  in 
some  localities,  but  we  do  not  know  whether 
it  can  be  found  in  yours  or  not.  You  could 
easily  prepare  it  yourself,  however,  by  ob- 
taining ordinary  muslin  of  a  good  quality 
and  oiling  it  well.  Common  linseed  oil  is 
used  for  this  purpose. 

Question — I  have  a  Golden  Sebright  Ban- 
tam which  has  lumps  on  her  nostrils.  These 
fall  off  and  then  more  grow  on  again. 
Could  you  kindly  tell  me  what  it  is  and  how 
to  cure  it?  I  hate  to  lose  her  as  she  is  a 
nice  pet. 

Answer — From  the  slight  description  you 
give  of  the  trouble,  we  can  only  suggest 
that  your  fowls  are  afflicted  with  Chicken- 
pox.  If  you  will  anoint  the  places  once  or 
twice  a  day  with  carbolated  vaseline  it 
ought  to  remedy  the  trouble. 

* 

Question — "Why  are  side  sprigs  regarded 
with  such  disfavor?  Is  a  male  bird  with 
one  small  side  sprig  likely  to  transmit  that 
defect  to  his  progeny? 

Answer — The  present  Standard  is  a  little 
severe  in  requiring  that  birds  be  disquali- 
fied for  this  defect.  The  old  Standard  speci- 
fies a  cut  for  it.  The  special  objection  to 
it  is  that  it  is  a  reversion  to  the  rose  comb, 
and  as  far  as  appearances  are  concerned  it 
is  one  of  those  defects  that  are  especially 
repugnant.  Aside  from  this  it  is  one  of 
those  defects  that  are  transmitted  to  the 
second  and  third  generation  and  not  show- 
ing in  the  immediate  progeny.  One  can  use 
a  cockerel  with  side  sprigs  on  his  comb  and 
he  may  not  get  a  single  chick  with  this  de- 
fect. He  may  then  pick  out  one  of  the 
youngsters  that  when  matured  is  an  ideal  in 
almost  every  way,  but  this  bird  when  mated 
to  females  the  coming  season  may  spoil  al- 
most the  entire  season's  work  by  showing 
so  large  a  percentage  of  young  stock  having 
side  sprigs.  The  idea  is  that  you  can  never 
tell  when  or  to  what  extent  the  defect  is 
going  to  be  reproduced. 

« 

Question — When  my  birds  were  small  I 
clipped  one  wing  to  keep  them  down  out  of 
the  trees,  but  they  have  nearly  grown  out 
again.  Will  this  disqualify  them  for  the 
show  room? 

Answer — The  clipping  of  a  wing  disquali- 
fies a  bird  in  the  show  room.  The  Standard 
covers  the  matter  in  the  following  language : 
"A  wing  showing  clipped  flights  or  seconda- 
ries or  both  shall  disqualify  the  specimen 
and  debar  it  from  competition." 

* 

Question — I  started  into  raising  turkeys 
several  years  ago  and  overfed,  which  caused 
my  young  ones  to  die  from  enlarged  livers. 

I  overcame  that  after  heavy  loss  but  now  I 
am  up  against  something  new,  at  any  rate 
it  is  new  to  me,  and  many  others  to  whom  I 
have  called  their  attention.  I  have  lost 
some  125  April  turkeys  weighing  from  6  to 

II  lbs.  each  and  each  has  shown  on  a  post 
mortem  examination  the  same  affection  to  a 
line,  as  follows :  Liver  shows  a  white 
growth  the  size  of  a  dime  and  slightly  larger 
in  some  cases,  but  in  more  of  them  smaller. 
It  goes  through  and  through  the  liver  and  is 
hard  to  cut  with  a  sharp  knife,  in  other 
words  the  liver  looks  as  if  it  was  turning 
into  hard  stone.  It  is  seldom  larger  than 
should  be.  The  spots  are  always  white  with 
small  yellow  spots  on  the  white  ones  in  some 


specimens.  Some  times  the  turkeys  will 
linger  several  days  ;  again  get  sick  in  the 
morning  and  go  before  night.  They  will 
eat  almost  to  the  last  and  are  always 
feverish.  They  always  have  a  thin,  light 
yellow  and  sometimes  white  slimy  movement 
of  the  bowls.  In  two  cases  this  turned  to 
green.  I  have  tried  almost  everything  ever 
known  to  myself  or  wife  and  so  far  we  have 
only  succeeded  in  saving  one  which  was  af- 
fected. We  gave  four  of  them  a  large  spoon 
of  castor  oil  each  and  one  pulled  out.  My 
losses  actually  amount  to  nearly  $500.00  not 
counting  the  work  of  hatching,  etc.  I  am 
now  losing  my  fall  hatch  one  by  one. 

Answer — -Dr.  Fisher,  to  whom  we  referred 
this  inquiry,  answers  it  as  follows  :  So  far 
as  I  am  able  to  judge  from  the  description  of 
the  symptoms  that  you  have  sent  in,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  your  turkeys  have  been 
attacked  by  tuberculosis — a  very  dangerous 
disease  from  which  recovery  seldom  takes 
place.  It  is  communicated  from  one  bird 
to  another  through  the  droppings.  The 
drinking  water,  the  grass,  and  the  grain 
may  be  contaminated  in  this  way  and  so  be 
taken  into  the  body  by  well  birds  when  they 
are  running  with  one  or  more  sick  ones.  The 
germ  that  carries  the  disease  is  very  mi- 
nute and  cannot  be  seen  without  a  micro- 
scope. 

I  would  advise  you  to  send  one  of  the  dead 
turkeys,  by  express,  to  your  State  Experi- 
ment Station  with  a  full  statement  of  the 
disease  and  its  progress  as  it  has  presented 
itself  to  you.  The  Director  will  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  different  or- 
gans without  cost  to  you,  and  can  then  say 
positively  whether  you  have  to  deal  with 
tuberculosis  or  not. 

You  should  at  once  separate  the  well  birds 
from  the  sick  ones  and  watch  them  closely. 
At  the  first  sign  of  drooping  on  the  part  of 
any  of  them,  that  bird  should  be  at  once 
taken  away  from  the  rest.  If  you  can  make 
this  separation  complete,  putting  the  well 
birds  on  ground  that  has  not  been  contami- 
nated, you  may  succeed  in  saving  some  of 
them.  They  should  not  be  allowed  to  come 
in  contact  in  any  way  with  anything  that 
the  sick  turkeys  have  used.  Dosing  the 
sick  birds  will  do  no  good.  The  bodies  of 
the  birds  that  die  should  be  disposed  of  in 
such  a  way  that  there  will  be  no  possi- 
bility of  exposure  hereafter,  so  that  other 
turkeys  or  chickens  might  be  infected. 
Burning  is  the  safest  and  surest  method. 
Every  article  that  has  been  in  danger  of 
infection  by  the  droppings,  such  as  water 
vessels,  dishes,  troughs,  roosts  and  the  like 
should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  by  fire  or 
boiling  water.  Houses  should  be  cleansed 
and  scrubbed  and  whitewashed  with  hot 
lime  wash  containing  four  ounces  of  crude 
carbolic  acid  to  the  gallon.  If  the  house  has 
an  earth  floor  several  inches  should  be  taken 
out  and  fresh  earth  put  in  its  place.  A 
wooden  floor,  after  being  cleansed,  should  be 


well  soaked  with  a  five  per  cent  solution  of 
carbolic  acid  in  water. 

It  is  always  a  difficult  matter  to  get  the 
upper  hand  in  a  contageous  disease  like  this 
and  to  stamp  it  out.  It  is  most  difficult 
when  it  attacks  turkeys,  because  they  usual- 
ly range  over  a  large  extent  of  land  and 
germs  of  contagion  are  spread  far  and  wide. 
When  fowls  are  affected  the  problem  is 
somewhat  easier.  But  under  all  conditions 
a  visitation  of  disease  such  as  you  have  had 
to  endure  is  a  most  serious  and  dishearten- 
ing experience. 


Question — Can  you  tell  me  which  is  the 
best  strain  of  Rhode  Island  Reds  for  egg 
production? 

What  is  a  good  remedy  for  lice  about  the 
vent?  The  feathers  about  the  vent  of  some 
of  my  fowls  come  out,  leaving  them  bare  and 
unsightly.  On  examinatiion  lice  appear  to 
be  bothering  the  fowls. 

Answer — We  cannot  tell  you  which  is  the 
best  strain  of  Rhode  Island  Reds  as  re- 
gards egg  production.  The  different  strains 
have  never  been  tested  and  no  one  could 
truthfully  say  that  one  is  any  better  than 
the  other. 

A  good  remedy  for  lice  upon  the  parts 
mentioned  would  be  to  rub  the  skin  with 
good  lard  or  carbolated  vaseline.  An  effort 
should  be  made,  however,  to  get  rid  of  the 
lice  on  all  parts  of  the  fowls'  bodies.

In  many  cases  we  are  inclined  to  think 
birds  are  given  too  high  scores  in  com- 
parison with  what  we  would  consider  more 
valuable  specimens.  Especially  have  we 
noticed  this  in  a  few  shows  where  the  com- 
petition has  not  included  exhibits  from  the 
largest  breeders.  We  have  suspected  that 
this  was  sometimes  done  to  please  the  be- 
ginners and  boom  the  poultry  interests  in 
those  sections.  We  have  regarded  a  score 
of  92%  and  93  points  as  representative  of 
the  better  specimens  as  produced  in  this 
variety  and  a  score  of  93%  was  more  fit- 
tingly bestowed  upon  the  most  choice  ones. 
We  have  a  tolerating  opinion  for  birds  that 
are  rated  94,  but  beyond  that  we  think 
the  s«ore  for  recent  years  loses  at  least 
some  of  our  respect  although  we  do  not 
doubt  there  have  been  specimens  that  seemed 
eminently  worthy  of  such  a  score.  As  a 
rule  we  think  pullets  are  found  worthy  of 
a  little  higher  average  score  than  cockerels.

I  scored  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  in 
fifteen  shows  last  winter.  As  I  remember 
I  found  only  one  cockerel  that  went  as  high 
as  93  points,  and  he  was  an  exceptionally 
good  one.  92  and  92%  point  cockerels  were 
scarce,  91  to  91%  winning  in  the  majority 
of  the  shows  I  judged. 

I  can  not  recall  an  instance  where  I 
found  pullets  that  scored  higher  than  93, 
quite  a  few  winners  scoring  92  to  92% 
points. 

I  handled  the  winners  at  the  majority  ot 
our  largest  western  shows,  including  Chi- 
cago, and  do  not  believe  the  best  would  reach 
over  93  for  cockerels,  and  perhaps  93  to 
93%  for  pullets.

The  best  score  I  have  ever  given  to  a 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  cockerel  was  93% 
and  that  to  only  one  bird.  I  have  scored  a 
few  to  93%.

94  points,  and  probably  3  or  4  at  93%  and 
several  at  from  93  to  93%. 

While  these  are  extra  high  scores  for 
Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  you  should  con- 
sider that  these  birds  were  extraordinary 
choice  specimens,  and  winners  at  our  great- 
est shows,  the  kind  we  meet  with  once-in- 
a-while,  -  I  have  seen  records  of  higher 
scores  and  it  may  be  possible  that  there 
were  better  birds  than  those  referred  to,  but

The  conclusion  reached  from  this  is,  that 
94  is  the  limit,  and  that  rarely  attained  by 
this  variety,  from  our  observation  of  over 
20  years.

I  do  not  believe,  that  taken  as  a  whole, 
the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  are  judged  ana 
scored  higher  than  other  birds — compara- 
tively speaking.  I  believe  that  if  we 
breeders  insist  on  cutting  more  seriously  in 
scoring  our  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks,  we  will 
work  an  injury  to  them  in  the  minds  of 
many  beginners  in  breeding.  We  will  also 
leave  an  impression  in  the  minds  of  the 
general  poultry  public  that  the  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  are  not  on  the  same  plane 
and  level  as  the  other  varieties.  If  more 
stringent  rules  are  to  be  adopted  in  scor- 
ing, let  the  work  be  done  consistently,  and 
very,  very  carefully  along  the  entire  line 
of  breeds  and  varieties,  but  do  not  pick  out 
one  breed  and  let  the  others  go.

I  am  glad  to  learn  that  some  of  the  oldest 
and  most  experienced  breeders  of  Barred 
Rocks,  as  you  say,  have  at  last  gotten  the 
idea  that  many  judges  of  this  variety  score 
them  too  high. 

I  have  been  repeatedly  censured  while 
in  the  West  for  cutting  too  hard.  In  fact 
have  been  cursed  at  for  putting  birds  where 
I  thought  they  belonged  after  some  other 
judge  had  scored  them  four  or  five  points 
higher  than  I  did.  So  you  see,  I  have  no 
kick  coming  when  someone  says  they  score 
too  high. 

If  I  cut  a  Barred  Rock  harder  than  I  do 
any  other  variety,  it  is  because  there  is 
more  to  cut.  You  find  a  bird  of  the  right 
shade  of  color  and  the  barring  will  per- 
haps be  irregular.  Get  one  with  regular, 
even  barring  and  the  color  will  be  too  dark. 
And  in  breeding  for  color  the  legs  and 
beaks  are  marked  with  black,  both  of  which 
are  hardly  ever  discounted  enough  for  this 
defect. 

I  would  not  dare  to  say  what  the  highest 
score  could  be.  Even  with"  the  present 
Standard  a  bird  of  either  sex  would  score 
an  even  100  if  good  enough.  It  would 
depend  on  the  judge  and  his  interpretation 
of  the  demands  of  the  book.

I  do  not  like  to  answer  the  question  as 
it  has  been  asked.  We  all  hope  that  some 
day  Barred  Rocks  can  be  bred  to  a  point 
where  they  can  score  much  higher  than  they 
have  as  yet,  but  I  have  never  seen  a  Barred 
Rock, — male  or  female  — that  I  thought  de- 
served a  score  of  more  than  94  points,  and 
very  few  that,  in  my  opinion,  should  have 
scored  as  high  as  that.  I  believe  that  judges 
make  a  great  mistake  in  scoring  Barred 
Rocks  too  high  at  the  small  shows.  It 
frequently  happens  that  some  judge,  in 
order  to  stand  in  with  the  exhibitors,  will 
score  birds  at  some  small  show  at  least 
two  points  higher  than  the  same  specimens 
would  have  scored  if  they  had  been  ex- 
hibited at  Chicago  or  some  other  large 
show  where  the  really  good  ones  come 
out. 

I  would  like  to  say  right  here  that  I 
have  very  little  confidence  in  the  score-card 
method  of  judging  fowls.  The  score-card 
in  itself  may  not  be  to  blame,  but  in  the 
hands  of  the  average  judge,  it  is  a  thing 
to  be  dreaded  and  is  the  cause  of  leading 
many  beginners  astray.  No  two  judges 
score  alike,  and  more  than  that,  the  same 


judge  can  seldom  score  the  same  specimen 
twice  alike  in  the  same  day.  To  illustrate 
this,  I  will  mention  the  case  of  a  Barred 
Rock  cock  bird  that  I  sold  a  few  years 
ago.  This  bird  had  a  score  by  an  Eastern 
judge  of  89%  points.  Soon  after  receiving 
this  score,  he  was  injured  in  a  fight,  losing 
one  or  two  points  from  his  comb.  I  then 
sold  the  bird  to  a  Missouri  breeder,  who 
exhibited  him  at  Topeka,  Kansas,  where 
if  I  remember  correctly,  a  prominent 
Western  judge  scored  him  91  points.  On 
the  way  home  from  this  show,  through  the 
carelessness  of  the  express  company,  he  had 
his  comb  frosted,  losing  the  tips  from  the 
remaining  points.  In  this  condition,  he  was 
sent  to  another  show,  and  under  another 
judge,  scored  91%.  Had  the  freezing  pro- 
cess been  continued,  it  is  hard  to  tell  how 
high  a  score  this  bird  might  have  attained. 
I  recall  another  instance  where  a  Barred 
Rock  female  scored  91  points  under  a  promi- 
nent judge,  and  two  weeks  later,  in  no 
better  condition,  scored  94%  points  at  an- 
other show  under  an  equally  prominent 
judge.  These  are  but  two  of  many  in- 
stances of  this  kind  that  I  could  mention. 
Until  some  method  is  devised  whereby  our 
judges  can  score  more  uniformly,  I  believe 
comparison  to  be  by  far  the  safer  and 
more  satisfactory  method  of  judging.  When 
a  judge  has  two  birds  side  by  side,  it  is 
quite  easy  for  him  to  select  the  better 
bird.  When  he  is  comparing  a  91-point 
bird  with  an  ideal  or  perfect  bird, — some- 
thing he  has  never  seen  and  never  will 
see — it  is  an  entirely  different  matter.  I 
believe  that  it  is  utterly  impossible  for 
any  judge  to  score  a  class  of  Barred  Rocks 
twice  alike,  or  so  that  the  score-cards  he 
gives  out  have  any  great  educational  value 
to  the  exhibitor.

I  am  glad  to  learn  that  some  of  the  oldest 
and  most  experienced  breeders  of  Barred 
Rocks,  as  you  say,  have  at  last  gotten  the 
idea  that  many  judges  of  this  variety  score 
them  too  high. 

I  have  been  repeatedly  censured  while 
in  the  West  for  cutting  too  hard.  In  fact 
have  been  cursed  at  for  putting  birds  where 
I  thought  they  belonged  after  some  other 
judge  had  scored  them  four  or  five  points 
higher  than  I  did.  So  you  see,  I  have  no 
kick  coming  when  someone  says  they  score 
too  high. 

If  I  cut  a  Barred  Rock  harder  than  I  do 
any  other  variety,  it  is  because  there  is 
more  to  cut.  You  find  a  bird  of  the  right 
shade  of  color  and  the  barring  will  per- 
haps be  irregular.  Get  one  with  regular, 
even  barring  and  the  color  will  be  too  dark. 
And  in  breeding  for  color  the  legs  and 
beaks  are  marked  with  black,  both  of  which 
are  hardly  ever  discounted  enough  for  this 
defect. 

I  would  not  dare  to  say  what  the  highest 
score  could  be.  Even  with  the  present 
Standard  a  bird  of  either  sex  would  score 
an  even  100  if  good  enough.  It  would 
depend  on  the  judge  and  his  interpretation 
of  the  demands  of  the  book.  His  opinion 
would  be  worth  just  as  much  as  it  is  when 
he  passes  some  of  the  sections  in  scoring 
and  puts  a  bird  up  in  the  nineties  that 
the  breeder  himself  will  tell  you  that 


too  high,  but  it  sells  the  birds  and  that 
is  what  we  are  raising  them  for. 
'  When  the  breeds  demand  that  their 
birds  be  put  where  they  belong,  rather  ban 
scored  to  compare  with  some  other  high 
scores  they  will  set  nearer  the  Standard 
value  of  their  birds.  It  would  be  the  best 
thing  that  could  happen  to  the  breed.  It

Having  twenty-four  years'  experience  in 
breeding  Barred  Rocks  and  also  handling 
thousands  of  them  in  the  show  room  and 
in  breeders'  yards,  I  believe  95  points  would 
be  the  limit  for  cockerel  or  pullet  of  this 
variety.  Such  a  specimen  would  have  to 
qualify  in  shape  almost  perfect,  for  no 
section  of  the  plumage  ought  to  be  passed 
with  a  cut  of  less  than  a  half  point  for 
color,  or  defective  barring.  Head,  beak, 
color,  eyes,  earlobes  and  legs,  are  often 
found  perfect.  Combs  can  occasionally  be 
discounted  but  %  point.  The  highest  aver- 
age score  of  a  high  grade  specimen  as  the 
variety  is  improved  tu  date  should  be  from 
92  V,  to  93%.

I  do  not  like  to  answer  the  question  as 
it  has  been  asked.  We  all  hope  that  some 
day  Barred  Rocks  can  be  bred  to  a  point 
where  they  can  score  much  higher  than  they 
have  as  yet,  but  I  have  never  seen  a  Barred 
Rock, — male  or  female — that  I  thought  de- 
served a  score  of  more  than  94  points,  and 
very  few  that,  in  my  opinion,  should  have 
scored  as  high  as  that.  I  believe  that  judges 
make  a  great  mistake  in  scoring  Barred 
Rocks  too  high  at  the  small  shows.  It 
frequently  happens  that  some  judge,  in 
order  to  stand  in  with  the  exhibitors,  will 
score  birds  at  some  .small  show  at  least 
two  points  higher  than  the  same  specimens 
would  have  scored  if  they  had  been  ex- 
hibited at  Chicago  or  some  other  large 
show  where  the  really  good  ones  come 
out. 

I  would  like  to  say  right  here  that  I 
have  very  little  confidence  in  the  score-card 
method  of  judging  fowls.  The  score-card 
in  itself  may  not  be  to  blame,  but  in  the 
hands  of  the  average  judge,  it  is  a  thing 
to  be  dreaded  and  is  the  cause  of  leading 
many  beginners  astray.  No  two  judges 
score  alike,  and   more  than  that,  the  same 


judge  can  seldom  score  the  same  specimen 
twice  alike  in  the  same  day.  To  illustrate 
this,  I  will  mention  the  case  of  a  Barred 
Rock  cock  bird  that  I  sold  a  few  years 
ago.  This  bird  had  a  score  by  an  Eastern 
judge  of  891/6  poiuts.  Soon  after  receiving 
this  score,  he  was  injured  in  a  fight,  losing 
one  or  two  points  from  his  comb.  I  then 
sold  the  bird  to  a  Missouri  breeder,  who 
exhibited  him  at  Topeka,  Kansas,  where 
if  I  remember  correctly,  a  prominent 
Western  judge  scored  him  91  points.  On 
the  way  home  from  this  show,  through  the 
carelessness  of  the  express  company,  he  had 
his  comb  frosted,  losing  the  tips  from  the 
remaining  points.  In  this  condition,  he  was 
sent  to  another  show,  and  under  another 
judge,  scored  91%.  Had  the  freezing  pro- 
cess been  continued,  it  is  hard  to  tell  how 
high  a  score  this  bird  might  have  attained. 
I  recall  another  instance  where  a  Barred 
Rock  female  scored  91  points  under  a  promi- 
nent judge,  and  two  weeks  later,  in  no 
better  condition,  scored  94%  points  at  an- 
other show  under  an  equally  prominent 
judge.  These  are  but  two  of  many  in- 
stances of  this  kind  that  I  could  mention. 
Until  some  method  is  devised  whereby  our 
judges  can  score  more  uniformly.  I  believe 
comparison  to  be  by  far  the  safer  and 
more  satisfactory  method  of  judging.  When

Complete  Awards  at  Jamestown  Show 


The  Jamestown  show  was  perhaps 
all  that  was  expected  as  regards  the 
quality  of  the  birds  on  exhibition.  In 
other  respects  it  seems  to  have  been 
a  disappointment.  We  have  no  de- 
sire to  criticise  the  show  or  the  man- 
agement. The  latter  was  undoubtedly 
as  efficient  as  could  be  secured.  The 
men  who  were  responsible  for  things 
fulfilled  their  obligations  in  a  manner 
that  is  above  criticism.  The  exhibits 
numbered  about  two  thousand.  It  is 
reported  that  in  order  to  insure  tlis 
payment  of  premiums,  the  entry  fees 
and  other  funds  were  held  by  the  man- 
agers of  the  poultry  department  of 
the  exposition.  The  attendance  was 
small  and  there  was  also  a  noticeable 
lack  of  poultry  press  representatives 
as  compared  with  the  usual  number 
at  a  show  of  this  character.  A  cata- 
logue showing  the  awards  was  not 
published,  although  an  effort  was 
made  to  have  them  appear  in  one  of 
the  Norfolk  daily  papers.  No  official 
information  has  been  sent  out  up  to 
the  date  of  writing  these  notes  (Nov. 
11th)  and  the  list  of  awards  published 
herewith  was  compiled  for  us  by  Judge 
T.  M.  Campbell,  who  arranged  to  se- 
cure them  from  the  official  records. 
Several  of  the  judges  who  were  en- 
gaged to  officiate  were  asked  to  can- 
cel their  agreements  on  account  of 
lack  of  birds,  and  funds  to  pay  their 
fees.  It  seems  that  the  poultry  frater- 
nity has  ceased  to  attach  more  than 
ordinary  importance  to  the  "Exposi- 
tions." The  mid-winter  shows,  after 
all,  are  the  ones  that  count.

A  Little  Sermon  That  Strikes  Home  and  That  Ought 
to  be  Helpful  to  All  True  Fanciers.  The  Only 
Methods  Through  Which  to  Obtain  Real  Success 

By  H.  S.  BABCOCK 


HE  desire  of  a  poultry  exhibitor  to  win 
is  natural  and  right.  But  the  desire 
to  win  by  any  means,  while  possibly 
natural,  is  by  no  means  right.  True 
sportsmanship  forbids  it.  When  this 
desire  is  uncontrolled  by  higher  aims, 


when  it  develops  into  an  ungovernable  passion,  when 
it  swallows  up  all  other  considerations,  then  it  be- 
comes an  unworthy  motive  and  degenerates  into  a 
positive  wrong. 

True  sportsmanship  demands  that  the  best  birds 
shall  win  irrespective  of  the  ownership  thereof. 
Every  exhibitor  is  naturally  prejudiced  in  favor  of 
his  own  birds.  He  has  spent  much  time,  thought 
and  care  in  their  production.  From  the  time  of  the 
mating  of  the  parents,  through  the  period  of  the  in- 
cubation of  the  eggs,  during  the  vicissitudes  of  the 
rearing  of  the  chicks,  and  up  to  the  selection  and 
preparation  of  his  best  specimens  for  the  exhibition, 
his  birds  have  filled  a  large  share  of  his  thoughts, 
and  he  has  grown  to  regard  them  with  something 
of  the  affection  that  a  parent  displays  towards  a 
favorite  child.  It  is  not,  therefore,  unnatural  that 
he  should  be  prejudiced  in  their  favor  and  anxious 
for  their  success  in  the  show  room.  But  this  preju- 
dice should  never  lead  him  to  desire  that  they  should 
win  over  superior  specimens.  Personal  considerations 
should  always  be  subordinated  to  the  welfare  of  the 
great  industry,  a.  part  of  which  he  is.  When  in- 
ferior specimens  win  over  better  birds  the  industry 
suffers  a  serious  setback.  Wrong  types  and  imperfect 
coloration  receive  the  seal  of  approval  and  wrong 
ideals  are  placed  before  the  general  public.  The 
improvement  which  he  has  honestly  sought  and  for 
which  he  has  laboriously  striven  are  found  to  count 


for  little,  and  though  he  wins  a  short  lived  triumph 
and  may  be  congratulated  byr  near  sighted  friends, 
his  triumphs  will  in  the  end  prove  injurious  even  to 
himself,  and  his  far  sighted  fellow  fanciers  will  grieve 
over  the  results  to  the  poultry  industry.  It  may  be 
a  hard  saying  to  some,  but  it  is  true,  that  every  ex- 
hibitor should  prefer  the  defeat  of  his  own  specimens 
by  the  superior  birds  of  another  to  the  unworthy 
victory  over  really  better  fowls.  Until  one  has 
reached  this  point  in  development,  he  may  be  a 
"sport"  perhaps,  but  not  a  sportsman.  We  can  very 
well  dispense  with  the  former,  but  can  never  have 
too  many  of  the  latter. 

Not  the  desire  to  win,  but  the  gaudium  certaminis, 
the  joy  of  the  strife,  should  be  the  controlling  motive 
in  exhibiting.  The  pleasure  that  rises  from  the  strug- 
gle for  the  prizes  should  be  superior  to  the  joy  of 
winning  them.  It  is.  said  that  an  old  time  gambler 
once  said  that  the  next  best  thing  to  winning  is  to 
lose,  but  we  say  that  the  best  thing  is  neither  the  win- 
ning nor  the  losing,  but  the  contest  of  skill,  the  peace- 
ful strife  of  mind  with  mind,  of  art  against  art,  of 
power  against  power.  One  great  German  writer  once 
said,  in  substance,  for  I  do  not  recall  his  exact  words, 
that  if  he  had  placed  before  him,  for  his  choice,  the 
search  after  truth  or  the  attainment  of  truth,  he 
would  unhesitatingly  choose  the  former.  And  in  the 
exhibition  room  the  real  pleasure  should  be  in  seeing 
one's  best  birds  in  competition  with  the  best  birds  of 
others,  not  in  seeing  the  blue  ribbons  upon  his  own 
coops.  And  in  saying  this  I  do  not  mean  to  depreciate 
the  joy  of  an  honest  and  well-deserved  victory.  Such 
joy  there  is  and  it  is  no  mean  joy.  I  know  by  experi- 
ence how  it  seems  to  be  a  winner  as  well  as  how  it 
feels  to  be  a  loser.  But  I  assert,  that  the  main  pleas- 
ure, after  all,  with  a  true  sportsman,  is  not  that 
vdrich  comes  from  winning  but  from  striving,  and  the 
real  depression  not  that  Avhich  spring's  from  defeat 
but  from  an  undeserved  and  unworthy  victory. 

The  true  sportsman  will  take  his  victories  with 
modesty.    He  will  not  be  unduly  elated  thereby  and

he  certainly  will  not  show  the  elation  which  he  may 
feel.  He  will  remember  that  victory  to  himself  means 
defeat  to  his  competitors.  They,  too,  may  have  entered 
the  exhibition  with  as  high  hopes  and  as  eager  ex- 
pectations as  himself.  To  have  these  hopes  destroyed 
and  those  expectations  blighted  will  bring  to  them  in 
some  measure  depression  and  disappointment.  The 
considerate  man  will  not  increase  such  depression  and 
disappointment  by  boasting  of  his  winnings  and  chaf- 
fing his  competitors.  If  he  has  won  let  him  be  glad, 
but  do  not  let  him  make  it  an  occasion  of  increasing 
the  disappointment  of  others.  Such  a  course,  boast- 
ing unduly  of  victories,  will  bring  its  own  reward  in 
a  bountiful  crop  of  enmity  and  enemies,  and  at  an- 
other show  and  at  some  future  time  his  defeated  com- 
petitors may  triumph  over  him  and.  by  adopting  his 
tactics,  make  his  defeat  more  unbearable.  But  not 
because  of  a  fear  of  such  retribution  but  because  he 


that  the  birds  be  judged.  And  this  he  does,  not  because 
of  the  loss  of  the  prizes  but  because  the  award  will 
injure  the  poultry  industry.  If  the  mistake  is  not  a 
very  serious  and  glaring  one,  he  will  not  do  even  this, 
but  will  quietly .  submit  to  unjust  defeat  and  do  what 
he  can  in  the  future  to  keep  ignorance  and  incapacity 
from  assuming  the  power  of  judicial  determination. 
He  will  scan  with  greater  care  the  list  of  judges  at 
future  shows  and  will  not  exhibit  when  he  knows  an 
incompetent  judge  will  place  the  awards. 

The  true  sportsman  will  not  "fake"  his  birds. 
There  are  legitimate  preparations,  comparable  to  the 
grooming  of  a  horse,  which  he  will  make.  The  birds 
will  be  got  into  proper  exhibition  condition  by  feeding, 
washing  and  the  like,  but  all  illegitimate  prepara- 
tions, such  as  inserting  and  splicing  feathers,  dyeing 
off-colored  plumage  and  manipulating  combs,  will  be 
eschewed.    The  birds  will  be  shown  in  their  natural

is  a  gentleman,  a  fancier  and  a  true  sportsman,  he 
will  take  his  victories  with  modesty  and  soften  as 
much  as  possible  the  defeat  of  his  rivals. 

The  true  sportsman  will  not  be  unduly  depressed 
by  defeat.  If  better  birds  win  over  his,  he  will  not 
accuse  the  judge  of  unfairness  and  partiality,  nor  will 
he  accuse  his  successful  competitor  of  fraudulent  acts 
in  securing  his  victory.  Wm.  H.  Hamilton,  the  found- 
er, proprietor  and  editor  of  the  once  bright  little  Con- 
necticut journal,  "The  New  England  Fancier,"  long- 
ago  remarked  that  "The  kicker  only  advertises  his 
defeat. ' '  How  true  that  is !  And,  except  in  flagrant 
cases  of  injustice,  which,  indeed,  are  extremely  rare, 
how  little  sympathy  he  gets!  Poultry  judges  strive, 
as  a  rule  and  almost  without  exception,  to  do  right. 
They  are  human,  it  is  true,  and  "To  err  is  human," 
but  in  the  main  their  awards  are  correct.  It  happens 
rarely  that  an  incompetent  judge  is  selected  to  make 
the  awards.  When  this  does  happen  and  real  injustice 
is  done,  the  true  sportsman  does  not  make  a  nuisance 
of  himself  by  proclaiming  to  everyone  the  mistake 
of  the  judge,  but  quietly  lodges  his  protest  and  asks 


condition,  but  their  natural  condition  at  its  best, 
artificial  conditions,  such  as  are  not  bred  nor  the 
product  of  breeding  when  subjected  to  legitimate 
grooming,  will  not  be  found  upon  the  specimens  of  a 
true  sportsman.  He  will  win  honestly  if  he  can,  but 
will  rather  submit  to  defeat  than  to  win  by  "faking." 

The  true  sportsman,  then,  in  a  word,  is  a  gentleman 
who  never  allows  his  desires  to  become  uncontrollable 
and  never  permits  his  motives  to  become  unworthy, 
but  who  lives  up  to  their  traditions  and  instincts  of  his 
order.  He  may  be  well  or  ill-born,  be  instructed  in 
or  ignorant  of  the  rules  of  fashionable  society,  edu- 
cated or  uneducated  in  the  learning  of  the  schools, 
but  he  is  a  master  of  his  emotions,  a  governor  of  his 
motives,  and  a  servant  of  a  kindly  heart.  He  prac- 
tices, without  ostentation,  the  golden  rule,  and  his 
presence  is  a  blessing  and  a  benediction  in  the  show 
room.  I  am  glad  that  I  can  count  among  my  ac- 
quaintances very  many  poultry  fanciers  who  are, 
what  all  can  and  should  be,  true  sportsmen,  members 
of  the  oldest  and  noblest  rank,  bearing  by  right  the 
grand  title  of  gentlemen. 
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Easy  Lessons  in  Judging-No.  4 


A  Comparison  of  Plymouth  Rock,  Wyandotte  and 
Orpington  Shape,  Three  Types  of  Fowls  That 
Are  Very  Generally  Confused  With  Each  Other. 

By  FRANK  HECK 

HERE  is  an  old  saying  known  to  all 
poultrymen  but  never  thought  of  by 
the  average  breeder  in  the  light  of  its 
full  importance.  We  refer  to  the 
truism,  "Shape  makes  the  breed,  and 
color  the  variety."  "Were  it  not  for  a 
few  minor  details  we  could  not  possibly  distinguish 
some  of  the  varieties  upon  any  other  basis  than 
the  shape  of  their  bodies.  For  example,  take 
the  White  Plymouth  Rock  and  the  White 
Wyandotte.  The  Wyandotte  has  a  rose  comb  and 
the  Plymouth  Rock  a  single  comb,  but  in  all  other 
respects  they  are  the  same  except  in  shape  of  body. 
The  two  types  are  so  apt  to  breed  alike  that  hun- 
dreds of  birds  exhibited  at  the  shows  would  pass 
for  either  breed  were  it  not  for  the  comb.  The 
same  is  true  of  Buff  Plymouth  Rocks  and  Buff  Wyan- 
dottes.  Quite  a  number  of  the  White  and  Buff  Wyan- 
dottes  found  at  the  shows  and  in  the  yards  of  breed- 
ers are  simply  rose  comb  Plymouth  Rocks  and  many 
of  the  Plymouth  Rocks  are  merely  single  comb 
Wyandottes.  Buff  Orpingtons  are  plentiful  that 
would  easily  pass  for  Buff  Plymouth  Rocks  were  it 
not  for  white  or  pinkish  white  legs  and  toes.  It 
is  often  necessary  for  the  judge  to  look  at  the  legs 
of  the  fowl  in  order  to  determine  what  breed  the 
exhibitor  claims  the  birds  to  be.  To  the  experienced 
person  and  amateur  poultryman  it  is  a  most  diffi- 
cult matter  to  distinguish  between  these  three 
breeds  if  shape  alone  is  considered,  but  the  breeder 
can  never  make  any  great  progress  till  he  has 
clearly  fixed  in  his  mind  the  shape  of  the  one  he  is 
breeding.  The  types  are  entirely  different  and  by 
observation  and  study  of  the  Standard  of  Perfection 
one  can  soon  learn  the  true  type  of  each.  It  is,  of 
course,  impossible  for  a  breeder  to  secure  the  proper 
shape  in  all  the  birds  he  raises,  but  if  he  knows  what 
the  proper  shape  is,  he  can  discard  the  culls  in- 
telligently and  can  keep  and  breed  from  the  most 
typical  specimens,  thereby  increasing  the  average 
excellence  of  his  flock.  In  order  to  derive  the  great- 
est benefit  from  these  articles  upon  judging,  which 
appear  each  month  in  Poultry  Fancier,  the  reader 
should  have  a  copy  of  the  Standard  for  reference. 
The  price  of  the  book  is  $1.50  and  it  may  be  pur- 
chased from  any  poultry  journal.  Perhaps  all  of  our 
readers  know  that  it  is  the  only  recognized  authority 
and  guide  for  all  judges  and  breeders.  It  contains 
a  complete  description  of  the  shape  and  color  of  all 
sections  of  all  varieties  of  fowls  and  is  illustrated 
with  full  page  cuts  of  most  of  them. 

It  is  impossible  in  an  article  of  this  length,  to 
more  than  briefly  refer  to  a  few  of  the  differences 
in  type  in  the  three  breeds  above  mentioned.  The 
body  proper,  is  the  most  distinguishing  feature  but 
the  details  of  neck,  back,  tail  and  breast  constitute 
special  modifications  that  are  of  great  importance. 
In  order  to  get  a  correct  idea  of  the  difference  in 
type  it  is  necessary  to  compare  the  illustrations  in 
the  Standard,  although  a  fair  idea  may  be  obtained 


by  viewing  living  models  nearly  perfect  in  type  and 
by  having  the  defects  pointed  out  by  someone  who 
is  familiar  with  the  breeds.  The  word  description 
in  the  Standard  is  sufficient  in  nearly  every  case  to 
convey  a  clear  idea  of  what  is  meant  but  in  the 
description  of  Plymouth  Rock  and  Orpington  body 
the  wording  is  admittedly  too  similar  and  in  fact  is 
so  nearly  identical  as  to  make  it  worthless  without 
the  illustrations  that  accompany  each  breed.  The 
description  of  the  male  Plymouth  Rock  body  is  as 
follows:  "Body  rather  long,  broad,  deep,  full;  keel 
bone,  rather  long,  straight  from  front  to  rear  and 
extending  well  forward.  Fluff,  moderately,  full." 
The  description  of  the  Orpington  body  is  identically 
the  same  except  that  the  word  "full,"  the  sixth 
word  in  the  description,  is  omitted.  The  difference 
is  so  slight  as  to  not  be  worthy  of  consideration,  the 
word  being  really  superfluous  in  the  Plymouth  Rock 
description.  The  male  Wyandotte  body  is  described 
as  follows:  "Body,  short,  deep,  round.  Fluff,  full 
feathered,  well  rounded."  This  is  quite  a  difference 
and  there  is  no  chance  for  a  confusion  of  ideas.  There 
is  just  as  much  difference  between  the  Orpington  and 
the  Plymouth  Rock  as  there  is  between  either  of 
them  and  the  Wyandotte.  The  Plymouth  Rock  body 
is  much  larger  than  either  the  Orpington  or  Wyan- 
dotte and  it  is  not  nearly  so  deep.  It  tapers  from 
front  to  rear  and  produces  what  is  often  termed  a 
"wedge"  shape.  It  is  also  higher  from  the  ground 
but  while  this  feature  impresses  one  as  a  shape  char- 
acteristic it  is  really  attributable  to  the  greater 
length  of  legs.  The  Wyandotte  body  is  set  on  shorter 
legs  and  it  is  more  compact.  It  is  quite  deep  and 
short,  much  more  so  than  that  of  the  Plymouth  Rock 
and  instead  of  being  long  and  "wedge"  shaped  it  is 
short,  deep  and  very  much  rounded  with  a  slight 
cushion  in  the  back  of  the  female.  The  shape  of  the 
Orpington  body  is  a  peculiar  one  and  somewhat 
difficult  to  describe.  It  is  long  like  the  Plymouth 
Rock  but  is  much  deeper.  It  may  be  said  to  be  a 
Plymouth  Rock  in  length  and  a  Wyandotte  in  depth, 
although  the  characteristic  shape  of  neck,  back  and 
tail  so  modifies  the  body  shape  that  the  bird  as  a 
whole  presents  an  entirely  different  appearance  from 
either  of  these  two  breeds.  Next  month  we  will  con- 
sider these  breeds  further  and  will  specify  the 
amounts  that  certain  defects  in  shape  should  be  cut 
when  scoring  the  birds. 


No  breeder  should  fail  to  attend  at  least  one  or  two 
good  shows  each  season. 


Buyers  of  fancy  or  Standard-bred  poultry  should 
be  willing  to  pay  a  good  price  for  birds  of  quality. 
Really  good  birds  are  not  to  be  purchased  for  a  trifle 
above  ordinary  commercial  market  price,  they  are  too 
difficult  to  produce.  At  the  same  time  the  buyer  has  a 
right  to  demand  what  he  pays  for. 


There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  coming 
season  will  be  even  a  busier  one  than  ever  for  poultry- 
men.  The  demand  for  really  good  birds  is  on  the  in- 
crease and  the  breeder  who  can  produce  these  really 
good  birds  can  get  good  prices  for  them.  Breeders 
should  plan  to  not  only  breed  good  birds  but  lots  of 
them. 
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The  Cause  of  Crooked  Breasts 


This  Objectionable  Defect  May  be  Prevented  and 
the  Presence  of  It  is  an  Indication  That  the  Breeder 
is  at  Fault  in  His  Methods.

HEN  the  fancier  looks  over  his  flock 
and  picks  out  a  cockerel  or  pullet  with 
satisfying  shape  and  color,  as  a  pos- 
sible candidate  for  the  show  room,  it 
is  very  annoying  to  find  a  crook  or 
bend  in  the  breast  bone.  He  is  not 
only  disturbed  by  the  thought  of  the  cut  that  penal- 
izes this  defect  but  he  also  has  a  feeling  of  mortifica- 
tion and  regret  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  prevent 
the  deformity.  One  need  not  have  the  same  sense  of 
responsibility  in  the  case  of  side  sprigs,  irregular 
combs,  wry  tails  and  the  like,  because  these  things 
are  hereditary  and  may  crop  out  after  several  genera- 
tions of  careful  breeding.  But  the  crooked  keel 
usually  seems  to  exist  quite  independent  of  ancestral 
tendencies,  so  that  when  Ave  meet  with  this  blemish  in 
a  bird  we  must  shoulder  the  blame  upon  ourselves. 
And  this  is  quite  right,  for  the  crooked  keel  ought  to 
be  prevented. 

The  deformity  shows  itself  in  little  chicks  and  is 
commonly  believed  to  be  due  to  roosting  on  narrow 
perches  at  too  early  an  age.  In  order  to  prevent  it 
some  advise  that  chicks  should  be  kept  without  roosts 
until  they  are  three  months'  old;  while  others  say 
that  they  may  roost  earlier  if  the  roosts  are  three 
inches  wide.  Both  plans  have  the  same  object  in 
view :  namely,  to  distribute  the  weight  when  the  chick 
settles  down  to  sleep  so  that  the  pressure  will  not 
come  upon  one  part  of  the  breast  bone  and  cause  it 
to  yield  at  that  point.  Such  advice  is  good  as  far  as 
it  goes;  but  it  does  not  go  far  enough.  There  is  some- 
thing more  than  roosts  and  roosting  to  be  taken  into 
account  when  we  look  for  the  cause  of  crooked  keels. 
It  is  natural  for  chicks  to  roost  when  they  are  six  or 
eight  weeks  old  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  them 
do  so  every  year,  on  all  sorts  of  roosting  places,  with- 
out having  their  breast  bones  bent  out  of  shape. 

The  bones  of  all  animals,  birds  included,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  life,  are  softer  and  more  yielding  than 
they  are  later  on.  As  development  advances  the  bones 
grow  harder  and  this  process  of  hardening,  under 
normal  conditions,  keeps  pace  with  the  needs  of  the 
body  for  bony  support.  For  instance,  in  the  case  of 
the  human  being,  the  bones  of  the  infant  are  com- 
paratively soft  at  birth;  the  legs  cannot  support  the 
body — but  as  the  baby  grows  the  bones  harden  and 
when  the  time  comes  for  the  child  to  walk  the  legs 
are  ready  to  perform  their  office  and  to  hold  the  body 
erect.  Now  it  is  just  as  natural  for  a  chick  to  perch 
at  the  age  of  six  or  eight  weeks  as  it  is  for  a  baby  to 
learn  to  walk  when  it  is  a  year  old  or  so.  If  the 
chick  and  the  baby  come  of  good  vigorous  stock  and 
have  been  properly  brought  up  neither  one  will  be 
any  the  worse  for  trying  to  get  off  from  the  ground. 
But  sometimes  this  hardening  process  does  not  go  on 
normally  in  the  bones.  They  fail  to  solidify  as  rap- 
idly as  they  should ;  they  remain  more  or  less  soft  and 
yielding,  so  that  when  pressure  is  brought  to  bear 
upon  them  they  bend  out  of  shape  and.  in  the  course 


of  time,  become  permanently  deformed  when  con- 
solidation finally  does  take  place.  This  is  the  way 
we  get  bow-legged  babies  and  chicks  with  crooked 
keels. 

To  go  back  a  step  further  into  the  cause  of  these 
deformities,  it  has  been  found  that  the  delay  in  the 
formation  of  solid  bone  is  due  to  defective  nutrition. 
Every  influence  that  lowers  the  vitality  of  the  young 
animal  tends  to  slow  down  the  processes  of  nutrition, 
and  growth  is  by  so  much  retarded.  Thus  every  fowl 
with  a  crooked  breast  bone  carries  the  sure  sign  at  some 
period  in  its  early  life  it  has  had  a  setback  of  some 
sort.  Perhaps  it  came  from  a  chilling  in  the  brooder, 
or  sloppy  food,  or  insufficient  food,  or  unsuitable  food, 
or  lack  of  variety,  or  lack  of  green  food,  or  overcrowd- 
ing, or  want  of  cleanliness,  or  vermin.  Such  are  some 
of  the  conditions  that  interfere  with  nutrition  in  the 
chick.  Of  course,  too,  inherited  weakness  may  have 
a  bearing  in  such  cases.    Feeble  progenitors  are  apt

to  have  feeble  descendants  and  the  bent  breast  bone 
may  point  to  a  feeble  ancestry.  Here  we  become  in- 
terested as  breeders ;  and  it  is  safest  to  reject  all 
birds  whose  breast  bones  are  crooked  when  we  are 
buying  for  breeding  purposes.  On  the  other  hand, 
however,  inheritance  may  have  nothing  whatever  to 
do  with  it  and  when  we  are  satisfied  that  such  is  the 
case,  if  the  bird  in  question  is  well  and  strong,  there 
is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  used  in  the  breeding 
pen. 

In  order,  then,  to  prevent  crooked  keels  in  our 
flocks,  we  must  begin  at  the  beginning.  Use  only  the 
most  vigorous  stock  as  breeders  and  give  the  chicks 
every  possible  advantage  for  growth  and  develof»- 
ment.  If  still  we  find  a  crooked  keel  among  them 
now  and  then,  let  us  take  the  lesson  well  to  heart : 
something  is  wrong  in  our  methods  that  we  must  set 
about  to  remedv.

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American  Dommiques  Again  to  Front 


One  of  the  Old  Meritorious  Breeds  That  Suffered  in 
Popularity  When  the  Barred  Rock  Came  Upon 
the  Stage.    It  is  Being  Again  Pushed  to  the  Front.

HERE  is  a  craze  in  the  world  today  for 
the  antique  in  art,  literature  and  archi- 
tecture, as  well  as  furniture,  but  no 
one  wants  antiquity  in  poultry.  Spring 
chickens  and  fresh  eggs  we  all  want,  as 
modern  as  possible,  but  I  want  to  call 
attention  to  one  of  the  most  ancient  breeds  of  poultry 
in  America,  which  is  just  as  valuable  today  as  it  ever 
was.  In  undertaking  the  task  I  do  it  with  the  belief 
that  I  champion,  not  a  relic,  or  a  curiosity,  but  one 
of  the  most  up-to-date,  profitable,  and  beautiful 
breeds  of  poultry  in  existence. 

Forty  years  ago  the  agricultural  papers  said  "The 
American  Dominique  is  the  best  general  purpose  fowl 
in  America. ' '  We  read  it,  and  knowing  the  breed  be- 
lieved it.  There  were  men  then  who  had  bred  this 
favorite  twenty  years,  and  whose  fathers  had  kept 
her  from  time  immemorial,  and  some  of  those  men  are 
still  keeping  that  same  breed  today  with  untiring- 
delight  in  her  excellence,  as  she  continues  to  answer 
all  the  requirements  of  modern  poultrydom,  as  an 
egg  producer,  a  market  fowl,  and  withal  a  beauty  in 
style,  form  and  plumage,  unsurpassed  by  any  mod- 
ern production. 

We  all  breed  to  an  ideal  rather  than  a  reality.  In 
the  October  Poultry  Fancier  the  judges  seem  to 
agree  that  no  single  bird  ever  reaches  that  ideal,  or 
is  perfect,  in  fact,  the  nearness  of  approach  to  the 
ideal  measures  the  excellence.  Thus  we  find  men 
everywhere  breeding  toward  ideals,  and  we  believe 
we  shall  meet  no  opposition  to  the  statement,  that  the 
breed  with  the  highest  ideal  before  it  is,  or  will  be 
eventually,  the  best  breed.  With  this  preface,  we  beg 
your  indulgence  while  we  explain  a  few  reasons  why 
the  ideal  of  the  American  Dominique  is  for  a  general 
purpose  fowl  superior  to  that  of  any  other  American 
breed. - 

In  considering  this  question,  let  us  treat  in  order 
the  following  points :  First,  quantity  and  quality  of 
flesh;  second-,  shape,  activity  and  hardihood  as  an  egg 
producer ;  third,  color  and  carriage  from  the  fanciers ' 
standpoint. 

First  in  quantity  and  quality  of  good  marketable 
meat,  with  bright  yellow  legs  and  skin,  such  as  suits 
best  in  most  of  our  markets,  the  American  Dominique 
stands  alone  in  a  unique  place  made  and  held  only  by 
itself. 

There  are  primarily  two  kinds  of  fowls  in  this 
country,  the  large,  lazy  fowl,  best  known  for  its 
poultry  value,  whose  owner  is  always  trying  to  con- 
vince the  public  of  its  laying  qualities,  but  never  of 
its  market  value,  for  that  speaks  for  itself;  and  the 
small  egg  machines  whose  champions  are  anxious  to 
exhibit  their  remarkable  value  as  broilers,  and  fine 
poultry,  but  never  need  a  word  of  commendation  as 
layers  after  we  look  with  our  own  eyes  at  the  egg 
basket.  Nearly  every  breed  can  be  distinctly  classed 
as  clear  of  the  line  on  one  side  or  the  other.  Take 
our  American  and  Asiatic  breeds,  almost  without  ex- 


ception, and  the  man  who  keeps  them  in  large  num- 
bers on  a  utility  plant  has  to  "watch  out"  constantly 
after  the  first  season's  work,  to  avoid  an  excess  of  fat 
deposit  and  keep  her  faithful  to  the  nest,  until  she 
becomes  broody  and  then  has  an  almost  equal  task  to 
get  her  free  from  it.  She  is  (excepting,  of  course, 
;iouir  special  breed,  my  reader)  emphatioallv  a  large, 
lazy  fowl. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Mediterranean  varieties,  etc., 
are  small  egg  machines,  no  matter  how  heavy  they 
grow  or  how  hard  we  try  to  get  "large  strains." 
There  is  never  a  great  demand  for  "this  meat  espe- 
cially," in  the  markets,  but  in  the  American  Domin-

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ique  we  have  a  breed  that  is  emphatically  both  layers 
and  market  fowls. 

Within  the  past  few  months  we  have  marketed  over 
five  thousand  birds  in  the  open  markets  of  Massachu- 
setts. This  includes  nearly  every  common  variety 
and  nearly  every  price,  but  in  the  choicest  market 
where  we  have  sold  only  the  select  fat  stock,  and 
where  seventeen  cents  per  pound,  live  weight,  has 
been  our  lowest  returns  and  that  for  one  week  only, 
all  of  our  cull  American  Dominique  cockerels  have 
found  a  ready  demand  side  by  side  with  Rocks  and 
Wyandottes. 

The  female  answers  fully  to  one  well-known  de- 
scription. She  is  the  "egg  shape"  personified.  She 
is  built  to  lay  eggs  and  shows  it  by  her  form.  Agility, 
hardihood  and  ability  to  take  care  of  herself  are  writ- 
ten in  every  part  of  her  supple  body.  In  this  matter 
the  ideal  is  not  far  ahead  of  the  reality,  but  male  and 
female  alike  have  a  degree  of  alertness  and  agility 
that  makes  them  pre-eminently,  in  foraging  and  in 
self -care,  the  ideal  farmers'  fowl. 

While  we  are  poultry  fanciers  and  make  no  attempt 
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to  dispute  it,  we  are  also  running  a  market  poultry 
plant,  and  it  is  in  this  line  first  and  most  prominently 
that  we  find  use  for  the  American  Dominique,  as  the 
breed  best  suited  to  our  needs  and  purposes. 

In  the  third  view  of  this  matter  we  stated  that  in 
color  and  carriage  the  American  Dominique  was 
most  markedly  the  fanciers'  fowl.  Imagine  the  finest 
Barred  Rock  cockerel  ever  shown,  increased  in  his 
beauty  until  the  judges  would  be  willing  to  add  the 
other  five  points  they  by  common  consent  now  omit. 
Lengthen  and  broaden  his  tail,  widen  his  saddle,  en- 
large his  wings,  replace  his  single  with  a  beautiful 
rose  comb,  the  spike  pointing  upward  slightly;  take 
away  one  pound  of  his  weight  and  replace  it  with  a 
pertness,  a  nimbleness,  a  proud,  pompous  carriage, 
and  a  quick  action  almost  like  the  boastful  bantam 
and  you  will  have  a  large,  handsome  fowl  unequalled 
by  any  other  breed  for  beauty,  and  yet  this  wonder 
would  be  nothing  but  the  Ideal  American  Dominique 
male. 

In  colors,  we  do  not  like  the  Standard  description, 
but  the  American  Poultry  Association  has  made  it, 
"like  the  Barred  Rock,"  and  we  must  abide  by  it. 


Like  the  urchin  who  when  attacked  by  another  with 
a  vicious  tongue,  waited  until  the  enemy  was  silent, 
then  exclaimed,  "All  that  you  say  I  is,  you  is." 

So  we  must  exclaim,  of  all  the  beautiful  barring  of 
that  famous  and  popular  variety,  and  of  all  the  wordy 
praise  and  wonderful  painting  of  that  beautifully 
plumed  breed,  all  that  you  are  the  American  Domin- 
ique is  in  color  and  plumage,  which  is  only  a  question 
of  approach  to  the  accepted  ideal.  And  ahead  of  the 
Barred  Rock  hen,  her  popular  daughter,  pert  and 
proud  in  her  beautiful  carriage  and  perfect  agility, 
stands  the  mother,  the  American  Dominique  female, 
the  ideal  general  purpose  fowl,  a  favorite  once  a 
favorite  forever. 

In  the  foregoing  we  have  striven  to  describe  hon- 
estly what  the  American  Dominique  is,  and  what  she 
may  be,  and  it  only  rests  with  our  readers  and  fellow 
poultrymen  to  say  whether  this  beautiful  old  foun- 
dation breed  shall  be  relegated  to  a  place  in  the  past 
only,  or  bred  to  its  ideal,  as  it  may  well  be  in  a  few 
short  seasons,  until  the  most  antique  of  all  the  Amer- 
ican breeds  shall  be  acknowledged  the  most  beautiful 
and  the  most  universally  useful.

HALL  Minorca  weights  be  reduced? 
By  all  means  yes.  I  favor  a  compro- 
mise. Cut  the  present  weight  y2 
and  disqualify  all  birds  which  are 
shown  that  are  more  than  one  lb.  over 
weight  and  you  will  find  a  more  even 


lot  of  birds  shown.  For  myself,  I'll  say  I  can  show 
either  7y2  lb.,  9V2  lb.,  or  even  heavier  cockerels,  but 
experience  has  proven  to  me  that  heavy  weight  birds 
are  not  just  what  some  of  the  heavy  weight  advocates 
crack  them  up  to  be.  I've  owned  some  and  still  own 
some  very  choice  big  birds,  but  their  clumsiness  and 
ostrich-like  appearing  frames,  and  short  time  of  use- 
fulness as  cock  birds  cannot  bring  them  to  my  mind 
as  an  ideal  Minorca,  for  with  that  sprightly  "king  of 
all  breeds"  appearance  gone,  what  have  you  left  to 
admire  them  for.  Surely  not  egg  production,  for  I 
defy  any  breeder  to  come  along  with  his  7  to  T1/^  lb. 
pullets,  as  some  show,  and  put  it  over  my  6  lb.  pullets 
for  size  of  and  number  of  egg's  laid.  As  to  flesh,  is  it 
not  true  that  the  medium-sized  bird  of  any  breed 
gives  you  the  finest  grained  and  sweetest  flesh? 
Answer  to  yourself.  Some  breeders  go  so  far  as  to 
say,  "let  those  not  satisfied  with  the  present  weight 
breed  Black  Leghorns."  I  want  to  say  to  them  that 
such  a  remark  is  pure  ignorance  upon  their  part  re- 
guarding  Black  Minorcas;  for  I  and  all  know  there  is 
as  much  difference  between  a  6y2  lb.  old  Standard 
weight  Black  Minorca  cockerel  and  a  Black  Leghorn 
as  there  is  between  day  and  night.  And  to  those  fel- 
lows who  make  remarks  of  this  kind  I  will  say,  get 
a  special  Standard  of  your  own  to  fit  the  ostrich  type 
and  weight  of  your  Minorcas.  I  must  congratulate 
Poultry  Fancier  for  the  active  step  it  has  taken  to 


try  and  adjust  this  vast  difference  of  opinion  which 
exists  among  the  Minorca  fanciers.  I  am  for  a  com- 
promise 6  lb.  pullets,  7  lb.  cockerels,  7  lb.  hens  and  8y2

lb.  cocks,  and  disqualify  all  birds  shown  when  more 
than  one  pound  overweight. 


Clean,  well-ventilated  quarters  and  good  food  judi- 
ciously fed  are  almost  necessary  to  the  successful  pro- 
duction of  high  scoring  birds.  The  feed  and  manner 
of  feeding  is  as  important  as  the  breeding  in  raising 
this  class  of  fowls  as  well  as  those  intended  for  mar- 
ket.  , 

Xo  one.  at  least  that  we  know  of,  has  ever  made 
much  of  a  success,  from  a  financial  standpoint,  of  the 
fancy  poultry  business,  who  was  not  a  liberal  user  of 
printer's  ink. 
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What  is  True  Orpington  Type? 


The  Writer  Describes  It  and  Says  That  Breeders 
Should  Get  the  Distinct  Orpington  Type  Clearly 
Fixed  in  the  Mind,  Then  Producing  It  Will  Be 
Much  Easier.

HAT  is  the  true  Orpington  type?  This 
is  a  question  that  has  been  asked  time 
and  time  again  and  really  it  is  a  hard 
one  for  many  people  to  answer.  Many 
breeders  of  Orpington  fowls  them- 
selves do  not  in  their  breeding  or  mat- 
ing seem  to  follow  a  definite  plan  to  secure  the  type 
such  as  should  be  in  all  of  the  Orpington  varieties. 
There  is  a  general  tendency  with  Orpington  breeders 
to  follow  the  outline  of  shape  in  the  American  breeds, 
namely,  the  Plymouth  Rocks  and  Wyandottes.  All 
too  frequently  we  see  tall,  rangy  cockerels  of  Orping- 
ton blood  which  have  the  general  appearance  of  Plym- 
outh Rocks.  If  it  were  not  for  the  different  Standard 
requirements  on  color  of  feet  and  legs  and  the  color 
of  the  skin  the  average  person  could  not  tell  them 
apart.  Then,  again,  we  see  the  short,  blocky  shape 
of  the  Wyandotte.  Orpington  breeders  and  fanciers 
should  study  carefully  the  true  type  and  endeavor  to 
keep  the  breed  characteristics  distinct. 

The  real  Orpingtons,  as  produced  by  their  origin- 
ator, Mr.  Wm.  Cook,  have  a  distinct  type,  entireljr  dif- 
ferent from  the  outline  of  the  Plymouth  Rocks  or 
Wyandottes,  to  which  type,  as  stated,  they  frequently 
are  bred.  In  some  respect  they  follow  the  shape  of 
the  Dorking  fowls,  which  were  used  in  their  making, 
especially  so  in  the  White  Orpington.  By  referring 
to  cuts  reproduced  from  life  of  noted  English  win- 
ners we  see  a  type  of  Orpington  easily  separated  from 
the  types  of  any  of  the  American  breeds.  True  Orp- 
ingtons should  be  fowls  of  rounded  or  globular  shape, 
short  in  the  thighs,  and  shanks,  with  breasts  full  and 
broad.  The  fluff  and  cushion  is  abundant,  full  and 
fluffy  in  feathering,  giving  the  rear  portion  of  the 
fowl  a  loosely  feathered  appearance.  The  shanks 
should  be  set  wide  apart,  and  thighs  large  and  stout 
of  bone,  showing  up  the  fullness  in  the  breast.  The 
back  should  be  broad  and  of  medium  length,  corre- 
sponding to  the  general  shape  of  the  breast,  which, 
upon  reviewing  the  fowl  from  above,  gives  us  the 
rounded  shape.  We  also  often  see  the  tails  carried 
too  high  and  in  many  instances  too  low.  The  saying 
of  some  of  the  careful  breeders  of  Orpingtons  is,  give 
them  a  back  of  an  oval  shape,  such  as  would  follow 
the  lines  of  an  egg  laid  lengthwise  in  the  curve.  This 
is  the  correct  curvature,  and  admittedly  hard  to 
breed.  The  Orpingtons  are  built  low  down,  not  tall 
or  long  of  leg. 

In  breeding  to  keep  or  produce  the  true  Orpington 
type  the  breeder  must  be  very  careful  in  the  selection 
of  his  matings,  not  using  any  tall,  rangy  birds,  or 
birds  that  were  bred  from  such  specimens,  as  this  is 
what  produces  the  Plymouth  Rock  shape.  Neither 
should  they  breed  from  any  short,  narrow-bodied 
birds  with  wedge-shaped  breasts  such  as  seen  in  many 
of  the  Wyandotte  type.  They  should  select  large- 
bodied  birds  with  a  well-rounded  shape  and  set  as  low 
down  as  possible,  and  birds  of  not  too  close  feather- 


ing. As  yet  the  producing  of  true  Orpington  type 
seems  to  be  rather  hard  with  many,  but  if  the  shape 
of  the  breed  would  be  fully  impressed  upon  the  mind 
it  would  be  much  easier.  Too  many  like  to  see  their 
male  birds  run  up,  so  to  speak,  when  in  their  younger 
days,  thinking  that  they  will  make  the  best  specimens. 
This  has  proven  bad  for  the  Orpingtons.  When 
chicks  in  growing  go  tall  it  is  seldom  that  they  come 
down  on  the  legs.  Growing  body  and  short,  stout 
frames  must  be  the  Orpington  breeder's  aim,  not  long- 
legged,  tall  fowls. 

Of  all  the  Orpington  varieties  we  really  believe 
that  the  Blacks  are  today  nearer  the  real  type  that 
has  been  set  for  the  breed,  although  in  the  past  two

or  three  years  remarkable  specimens  of  the  White  and 
Buff  have  been  exhibited. 

We  will  repeat,  if  the  breeders  would  make  a  care- 
ful comparison  of  the  great  difference  in  the  shape 
of  the  Orpingtons,  and  the  Plymouth  Rocks  and 
Wyandottes  at  the  shows,  they  will  soon  be  able  to 
easily  recognize  the  difference  and  have  it  more  thor- 
oughly and  generally  fixed  in,  the  breed. 


A  slight  cold  neglected  in  one  individual  specimen 
may  result  in  an  epidemic  -of  roup.  Do  not  neglect 
seemingly  little  things,  they  sometimes  grow. 


Individual  quality  in  the  breeding  pen  is  a  grand 
thing,  but  the  general  quality  of  the  stock  for  genera- 
tions back  from  which  the  individual  quality  has  been 
produced  is  of  greater  importance.

The  Interest  is  Increasing 

We  believe  that  we  are  justified  in 
again  calling  attention  to  the  sym- 
posium upon  scoring  Barred  Rocks 
which  is  continued  in  this  number  of 
Poultry  Fancier.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion that  is  of  greater  interest  to 
judges  and  breeders  of  this  variety 
of  fowls.  The  unusual  value  of  the 
letters  which  we  have  been  publishing- 
lies  in  the  experience  and  the  promi- 
nence of  the  parties  taking  part  in  the 
discussion.  This  is  the  first  time  that 
any  attempt  has  been  made  to  get 
these  authorities  together  and  from 
.the  tone  of  the  letters  we  are  receiv- 
ing from  all  sections  of  the  country 
we  are  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
this  gathering  together  of  ideas  is 
having  considerable  influence  in  har- 
monizing opinions  and  bringing 
judges  and  breeders  to  a  more  uni- 
form basis  when  valuing  specimens  of 
this  variety.  Every  breeder  of  Barred 
Rocks  should  give  the  matter  careful 
consideration  because  it  provides  an 
opportunity  to  learn  the  views  of 
those  whose  opinions  count  for  some- 
thing. The  series  of  articles  has  been 
appearing  for  the  past  three  months. 

They  Answer  the  Critics 

We  publish  this  month  the  letters 
received  from  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association,  in  regard  to  the 
licensing  of  judges. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  of 
the  comment  upon  this  subject  which 
has  appeared  in  the  poultry  press 
has  been  in  the  form  of  severe  critic- 
ism. Matters  of  this  kind  should  be 
discussed  in  an  unprejudiced  manner 
and  all  the  details  should  be  consid- 
ered before  rendering  an  opinion 
either  way.  It  may  seem  at  first 
thought  that  the  Executive  Board 
might  have  been  a  little  more  strict 
in  its  requirements  when  issuing  li- 
censes and  yet  there  are  some  features 
of  the  case  that  necessitated  diplomat- 
ic and  somewhat  liberal  treatment.  We 
published  last  month  a  letter  signed 
"Exhibitor,"  which  expressed  fairly 
well  the  sentiments  of  a  great  many 
people.  It  rather  strongly  condemned 
the  action  of  the  Board  and  seemed 
to  be  convincing  argument.  But  in 
order  that  Poultry  Fancier  readers 
might  hear  all  sides  of  the  case  and 
form  their  opinions  from  a  knowledge 
of  the  facts,  we  have  endeavored  to 
get  from  each  member  of  the  Board 
his  views  and  reasons  for  adopting 
the  policy  that  was  put  into  effect. 
The  communications  received  up  to 
the  time  of  going  to  press  with  this 
number  of  the  paper  are  published  on 
anctber  page.  After  reading  and  con- 
sidering these,  we  believe  that  at  least 
some  of  the  people  who  are  critically 
inclined  will  be  more  lenient  in  their 
views.  Everybody  has  known  from  the 
start  that  the  matter  of  issuing  li- 
censes to  judges  could  never  be 
handled  in  an  entirely  satisfactory 
manner  to  all  parties  because  the  na- 
ture of  the  proposition  is  such  that  this 
would  be  impossible.  The  only  thing 
the  American  Poultry  Association  could 
do  was  to  give  full  consideration  to 
all  the  points  involved  and  then  take 
such  action  as  seemed  best  for  the 
fraternity  and  equitable  to  the  judges. 
In  the  letters  received  from  Messrs. 
Nichols  and  Hicks  they  refer  to  the 
one  published  in  Poultry  Fancier  last 
month  and  intimate  that  in  order  to 
merit  a  reply  "Exhibitor"  should 
have  signed  his  name  to  his  com- 
munication. The  criticism  is  not  al- 
together an  inconsistent  one,  but  we 
believe  that  in  this  case  the  writer  of 
the  letter  may  be  Dardoned.  It  is  not 
our  policy  to  publish  anything  to 
which  a  writer  is  not  willing  to  sign 
his  name,  but  the  extenuating  circum- 
stances in  this  case  are  that  the  com- 
munication in  question  was  accom- 
panied by  a  letter  from  the  party  ac- 
knowledging its  authorship  and  also 
that  the  prominence  of  the  waiter  as 
an  exhibitor  is  such  that  his  interests 
might  suffer  if  his  views  were  so 
strongly  and.  openly  expressed. 

We  are  disappointed  in  not  having 
been  able  to  hear  from  each  member 
of  the  Board.  It  is  possible  that  ab- 
sence from  home  has  prevented  some 
of  them  from  replying  to  our  letter. 
The  fraternity  will  fully  appreciate 
the  spirit  of  fairness  exhibited  by 
those  members  who  have  given  us  their 
views  for  publication.  Such  action 
goes  a  long  way  toward  gaining 
greater  prestige  for  the  American 
Poultry  Association  and  in  increasing 
the   confidence   placed    in    it   by  the 


fraternity  in  general.  Permanent  re- 
spect and  constant  growth  can  only 
be  secured  through  due  regard  for  the 
interests  of  the  thousands  of  breeders 
who  are  yet  outside  the  organization 
and  it  does  seem  that  the  Association 
is  at  last  trying  to  conduct  its  af- 
fairs upon  that  basis. 

How  to  Get  Ahead 

All  fanciers  are,  of  course,  anxious 
to  breed  just  as  good  birds  as  can  be 
produced.  All  are  desirous  of  know- 
ing how  to  mate  their  birds  for  best  ■ 
results  and  to  know  how  good  are  the 
birds  that  are  being  bred  by  others. 
Nothing  excels  the  showroom  as  an 
educator.  Many  breeders  realize  this 
and  they  profit  by  it.  Others  seem  to 
appreciate  the  matter,  but  somehow 
they  do  not  know  how  to  observe  and 
use  to  advantage  the  points  of  import- 
ance thus  placed  before  them.  Others 
give  practically  no  thought  to  the 
matter,  and  they  go  on  working  in  the 
dark  in  their  own  little  back  yard  try- 
ing to  dig  out  success  which  might  be 
theirs  with  infinitely  less  effort  in 
much  less  time. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  features  of 
the  business  to  the  true  fancier  is  the 
opportunity  to  profit  socially  and 
financially  through  the  medium  of  the 
poultry  show.  It  is  here  that  friend- 
ships are  formed  and  acquaintances 
made  that  are  a  source  of  gratification 
and  profit  for  years.  It  is  here  that 
one  has  the  opportunity  to  see  and  ex- 
amine the  best  stock  that  his  compet- 
itors have  been  able  to  produce.  In 
this  way  and  through  discussion  with 
other  breeders  he  can  learn  many 
things  that  will  help  him  materially 
in  raising  better  birds.  Breeders  take 
pleasure  in  freely  relating  their  expe- 
riences along  various  lines  and  the 
points  brought  out  in  these  talks  with 
each  other  are  beneficial  to  all. 

Aside  from  the  above  reasons  why 
breeders  should  exhibit  and  attend  the 
shows,  is  the  chance  it  affords  to  sell 
stock  and  eggs.  Even  the  exhibitor 
who  fails  to  win  a  prize  is  often  able 
to  do  a  real  nice  business,  the  amount 
depending  upon  the  effort  he  makes. 
Many  people  who  attend  the  shows  are 
interested  in  fowls  and  they  go  there 
for  the  express  purpose  of  buying 
stock.  In  this  way  they  have  an  op- 
portunity to  see  what  they  are  getting 
and  though  they  may  not  purchase  any 
of  the  birds  on  exhibition,  they  can 
talk  with  breeders  and  have  an  ex- 
plicit understanding  in  regard  to  the 
details  of  their  purchase.  This  is  gen- 
erally more  satisfactory  to  many  buy- 
ers. There  are  many  good  reasons 
why  every  breeder  of  high  grade  stock 
should  take  it  to  one  or  more  good 
shows  and  there  is  no  good  reason  why 
he  should  not.  It  is  certainly  impos- 
sible to  gain  a  national  reputation  and 
build  up  a  paying  business  unless  one 
has  a  show  record.  Poultry  shows  are 
more  numerous  this  season  than  ever 
before.  Every  state  has  several  and 
all  fanciers,  no  matter  where  located, 
can  exhibit  their  birds.  Go  with  them 
if  you  can,  but  if  not  send  the  birds 
anyway. 
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What  They  Say  About  Judges 

Letters  Received  from  Members  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  American  Poultry  Association  in  Answer 
to  the  Criticism  Which  Has  Appeared  in  Various  Poultry  Journals  Regarding  the  Licensing  of  Judges 


Editor  Poultry  Fancier: — 

Your  letter  relative  to  the  appointing  or 
licensing  of  judges  for  the  American  Poultry- 
Association  to  hand.  In  the  first  place,  you 
must  remember  that  I  belong  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  American  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation. When  that  board  goes  into  execu- 
tive session  it  is  bound  by  all  rules  of 
precedent  to  treat  all  matters  that  come  be- 
fore it  in  confidence,  only  the  president  and 
secretary  having  the  right  to  make  public 
what  happens  in  these  meetings. 

My  personal  opinion  as  to  the  licensing 
of  judges  will  be  found  recorded  in  the 
list  of  appointments  through  the  men  whom 
I  recommended.  I  stand  ready  and  more 
than  willing  at  all  times  to  be  responsible 
for  those  whom  I  recommended,  and  imagine 
that  other  members  feel  the  same.  No 
judge's  application  should  be  received  in 
any  other  manner  than  according  to  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Association. 
No  judge  should  receive  an  appointment,  if 
the  best  interests  of  the  Association  are  to 
be  served,  other  than  those  who  are  known 
to  have  ability  equal  to  the  performance  > 
of  the  work  that  they  will  be  called  upon 
to  do.  I  believe  that  the  interest  of  every 
exhibitor  rests  with  the  Executive  Committee 
when  they  take  up  the  matter  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  judges  to  be  licensed  by  the 
Association,  these  judges  to  perform  the  duty 
of  placing  the  awards.  Perchance  a  num- 
ber of  these  will  be  called  upon  to  place 
the  grand  gold  and  silver  specials  and  diplo- 
mas of  the  Association.  If,  unfortunately, 
some  licensed  judge  should  make  a  blunder 
in  this,  the  Association  would  have  made  an 
error  ;  if  that  judge  is  permitted  to  continue 
after  such  blunders  have  been  made,  the 
Association  will  have  committed  a  double 
wrong,  having  injured  both  itself  and  those 
who  exhibit  their  birds  for  prizes.

Editor  Poultry  Fancier : — 

If  judges  are  dissatisfied  with  present  con- 
ditions, the  best  method  to  bring  about  a 
more  successful  and  harmonious  condition,  is 
to  first  have  a  judge's  organization  or  asso- 
ciation as  was  recently  suggested  by  Poul- 
try Fancier.  All  matters  pertaining  to  the 
exhibition  room,  judging  and  scoring  could 
be  adjusted  by  such  an  organization. 

Judges  who  have  been  granted  license 
by  the  American  Poultry  Association,  must 
either  stand  or  fall  by  their  own  work,  and 
this  is,  or  was,  the  view  taken  at  the  time 
licenses  were  granted. 

Judges  who  fail  to  do  good  and  honest 
work  will  have  their  licenses  revoked  by  the 
same  power  that  granted  them.  Judges  who 
do  not  satisfy  those  by  whom  they  are  em- 
ployed will  not  remain  on  the  list  long. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association  passed  a  resolution,  re- 
questing show  secretaries  to  report  all  com- 
plaints regarding  the  work  or  conduct  of 
licensed  judges  of  the  American  Poultry  As- 
sociation while  employed  professionally,  to 
the  secretary-treasurer  for  action. 

With  this  protection  on  the  part  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  assured,  there 
is  no  cause  for  complaint.

Editor  Poultry  Fancier : — 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  18th  inst. 
calling  my  attention  to  page  59  of  the 
November  issue  of  the  Poultry  Fancier  as 
a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association,  asking  for 
my  views  of  the  matter  of  licensing  poultry 
judges,  I  would  say,  that  as  I  understand 
it  a  new  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  was  adopted 
unanimously  at  Auburn,  New  York,  by  the 
members  of  the  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion- and  that  constitution  directs  how  cer- 
tain officers  shall  be  elected  and  officers 
were  elected  according  to  the  constitution 
and  among  others  an  executive  board  and 
in  Article  III,  Section  one  of  the  by-laws  it 
proceeds  to  tell  how  judges  of  poultry  shall 
be  licensed,  and  in  accordance  with  those 
by-laws,  the  executive  board  proceeded  at 
the  annual  meeting  held  at  Niagara  Falls 
August,  1907,  to  pass  upon  certain  persons 
to  be  licensed  as  poultry  judges,  deeming  it 
a  part  of  their  duty  under  the  constitution 


and  by-laws.  No  person  whatever  was 
passed  by  the  executive  board  as  a  fit  person 
for  the  license  of  a  poultry  judge  unless 
that  person  was  vouched  for  by  some  mem- 
ber of  the  executive  board,  and  a  record 
was  kept  by  Secretary  Hallock  of  the  name 
of  the  voucher  of  each  and  every  person 
voted  in,  and  at  a  later  time  the  list  was 
reported  to  and  ratified  by  the  members  of 
the  American  Poultry  Association  in  open 
meeting,  and  in  my  opinion  the  executive 
board  were  properly  proceeding  under  the 
direction  of  said  constitution   and  by-laws. 

"Exhibitor"  says  in  his  letter  to  you  that 
"Men  have  been  given  a  license  who  never 
judged  a  show  in  their  lives  and  who  never 
even  saw  some  of  the  Standard  varieties." 
If  there  has  been  such  men  licensed  to 
judge  I  do  not  know  of  them,  and  would  be 
pleased  to  know  their  names,  and  to  this  I 
will  add  that  every  man  that  I  vouched  for 
at  that  board  meeting  I  will  stand  back  of, 
and  I  know  that  they  are  good  men,  capable 
and  competent  to  judge  any  class  they  un- 
dertake. You  say  in  your  letter  to  me  that 
the  "rank  and  file"  seem  to  think  that  a 
judge  should  be  given  a  license  only  upon 
demonstrated  merit  which  should  consist  of 
a  reasonable  amount  of  experience  at  good 
shows  or  an  examination  of  some  kind." 
But  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  lay  down  an- 
other method  which  we  were  in  duty  bound 
to  :  follow.  And  again  I  would  ask  the  "rank 
and  file"  to  name  the  man  or  men  they 
would  consider  fit  and  of  sufficient  knowl- 
edge to  conduct  this  examination  if  one  was 
made.  You  also  say  in  your  letter  to  me 
that  I  may  be  like  our  friend  Wannamaker 
and  say:  "The  public  be  damned!"  In  re- 
ply to  which  I  would  say  that  I  do  not  in 
any  such  manner  attempt  or  hope  to  reply 
to  any  question — far  from  it,  but  I  would 
have  been  just  as  well  pleased  if  "Exhib- 
itor" had  signed  his  name  to  the  communi- 
cation to  which  you  wish  each  member  of 
the  executive  board  to  reply. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  executive  board 
proceeded  in  accordance  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  of  the  American  Poultry 
Association,  which  was  adopted  by  the  mem- 
bers thereof  in  open  meeting  at  Auburn,  and 
in  my  opinion  if  the  method  of  licensing 
poultry  judges  is  wrong  then  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  must  be  amended  and  no 
one  can  amend  them  except  the  members  of 
the  American  Poultry  Association.  A  mis- 
take may  have  been  made,  if  so  it  should 
be  corrected.  I  have  heard  of  churches  ad- 
mitting to  its  membershiD  persons  who  were 
no  great  honor  to  the  Christian  religion  or 
to  the  church  they  belong,  but  it  does  not 
follow  but  that  churches  and  the  Christian 
religion  are  right  and  proper.    So  the  execu- 


tive board  may  have  recommended  to  the 
members  of  the  American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion certain  unfit  persons  for  poultry  judges, 
but  the  poultry  associations  throughout  the 
land  do  not  have  to  hire  them  unless  they 
wish  to. 

If  the  members  of  the  American  Poultry 
Association  want  poultry  judges  licensed  in 
some  other  way  than  as  laid  down  in  the 
by-laws,  they  have  adopted,  then  they  the 
members,  have  full  power  to  change  and 
amend  said  by-laws  to  some  other  way,  but 
until  then  judges  will  hereafter  be  licensed 
in  accordance  with  Sections  3,  4,  5  and  6, 
Article  3  of  the  by-laws  which  says  that 
hereafter  judges  shall  only  be  licensed  upon 
the  recommendation  of  five  judges  already 
licensed,  etc. 

Therefore,  it  seems  to  me  as  if  the  whole 
matter  of  licensing  poultry  judges  was  up 
to  the  members  of  the  American  Poultry 
Association.

Editor  Poultry  Fancier: — 

If  you  will  look  at  the  new  constitution, 
where  licensing  of  judges  is  provided  for, 
you  will  find  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
executive  board  to  report  in  writing  a  list  of 
experienced  judges,  at  the  first  meeting,  and 
that  this  list  could  be  added  to  by  any  mem- 
ber of  the  association  present.  No  examin- 
ation nor  application  was  required  or  pro- 
vided for.  The  constitution  does  not  provide 
for  examination  of  any  future  judges  that 
may  be  licensed  but  does  provide  how  they 
shall  be  recommended  by  five  licensed 
judges.  Had  the  executive  board  under- 
taken an  examination,  it  would  have  been 
acting  without  authority  or  right. 

As  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  various 
judges  licensed,  if  there  are  incompetents  in 
the  list,  any  such  can  soon  be  found  out  and 
their  license  revoked.  A  resolution  was 
passed  providing  for  this  and  directing  that 
all  such  complaints  be  sent  direct  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  association. 

Your  anonymous  correspondent  states  that 
anybody  who  wanted  a  license  could  get  it. 
While  an  executive  board  is  supposed  not  to 
reveal  the  details  of  how  it  reaches  con- 
clusions, yet  I  violate  no  confidence  in  say- 
ing that  there  were  many  applicants  who 
were  not  granted  license. 

There  were,  doubtless,  young  men  licensed 
who  are  comparatively  unknown  outside  of 
their  local  fields,  but  these,  if  competent, 
have  just  as  much  right  to  license  as  the 
men  known  from  ocean  to  ocean.  If  the  lo- 
cal men  give  satisfaction  to  their  local  ex- 
hibitors, then  the  rest  of  the  world  should 
be  satisfied,  as  they  are  not  bothering  the 
outside  world.     If  these  unknown  judges  do

If  he  will  come  out  openly,  sign  his 
name,  and  specify  the  incompetent  judges 
licensed.  I  will  take  pleasure  in  laying  the 
matter  fully  before  the  board  and  urge  that 
their  license  be  revoked,  giving  them  a 
chance  to  defend  their  records,  of  course.

In  reply  to  your  letter  in  regard  to  li- 
censing judges,  will  say  that  I  have  found 
that  people  in  this  world  are  very  quick  to 
tell  others  how  to  do  things  and  some  poul- 
trymen  seem  to  be  carrying  out  this  policy 
at  the  present  time  in  the  matter  above  re- 
ferred to.  Breeders  who  are  not  pleased 
with  the  way  things  are  now  managed  will 
never  be  pleased  at  all  no  matter  what  sys- 
tem is  adopted.  The  plan  put  into  effect 
by  the  American  Poultry  Association,  is 
without  doubt,  superior  to  any  scheme  that 
has  yet  been  placed  before  breeders.  I 
think  that  all  honest  fair-minded  poultry- 
men  will  agree  with  me  in  this.  The  "kicker 
and  the  grumbler"  can  never  be  pleased  and 
oftentimes  do  not  know  when  they  are  well 
off.  If  there  are  any  judges  who  have 
been  given  licenses  by  the  American  Poultry 
Association  who  are  not  entitled  to  them  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  complaining  parties  to 
register  their  complaint  with  the  association. 
This  is  the  way  to  test  the  matter  and  find 
out  if  the  association  means  business  and  is 
ready  to  revoke  any  licenses  that  may  have 
been  recently  given.

vassed  by  the  Committee  of  Fourteen  was 
the  one  adopted,  i.  e.,  to  let  the  bars 
down  low,  as  it  were,  and  leave  it  to  the 
interested  pub.ic,  more  especially  to  mem- 
bers of  the  association,  to  act  as  the  jury 
or  board  of  examiners  and  determine  by 
test  in  the  show  room  who  is  qualified  to 
do  satisfactory  work  in  judging  fowls  of 
exhibition  quality  bred  to  standard  require- 
ments. 

If  the  first  plan,  that  of  putting  the  bars 
up  high  had  been  adopted,  the  licensing  of 
judges  would  have  been  a  slow  progress. 
Certain  well  qualified  judges  would  have 
held  aloof,  for  reasons  of  pride  or  other- 
wise, and  the  plan  would  have  been  o* 
tardy  action,  likewise  expensive,  first  to  iast. 

At  Niagara  Falls  last  August  the  new 
Executive  Board  voted  licenses  to  only 
such  persons  as  were  recommended,  in  writ- 
ing, by  members  of  the  Board.  It  may  be 
news  to  some  to  learn  that  several  names 
were  rejected.  We  will  state  further  that 
at  least  one  application  for  membership  in 
the  association  was  thrown  out  and  the 
membership  fee  ordered  returned.  Work  of 
this    kind    on    the    part   of   the  Executive

Board  is  not  made  public  in  detail,  for 
reasons  that  need  not  here  be  explained. 

The  fact  remains,  then,  that  licenses  to 
judge  pouitry,  i.  e.,  to  apply  the  American 
Standard  of  Perfection  at  poultry  exhibi- 
tions in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  were 
voted  by  the  Executive  Board  only  to  such 
persons  as  were  endorsed,  in  writing,  by 
one  or  more  members  of  the  Board.  If  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Board  cannot 
be  trusted  to  recommend,  or  endorse,  rea- 


sonably good  men  to  act  as  poultry  judges, 
then  it  would  appear  that  we  are  in  a  bad 
way,  because  it  is  sensible  to  conclude  that 
the  members  of  the  present  Executive  Board 
of  the  American  Poultry  Association  are  as 
well  qualified  to  recommend  and  endorse 
men  for  this  work  as  any  similar  number 
of  men  would  be  who  might  be  chosen  gen- 
eral.y  from  the  ranks  of  poultrymen  in  this 
country  and  Canada.  True  it  is  that  the 
Executive  Board  did  not  examine  each  ap- 
plicant individually,  as  to  his  particular 
qualifications,  but  it  was  understood  that  a 
better  plan  even  than  that  was  to  be  em- 
ployed in  deciding  the  matter. 

That  plan  is  this :  The  poultrymen  them- 
selves of  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  from 
Hudson  Bay  to  the  Mexican  border,  are  to 
determine,  by  the  invaluable  test  of  actual 
practice,  the  individual  qualifications  of  the 
identical  judges  to  whom  licenses  have 
been  granted  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  American  Poultry  Association,  as  per 
the  constitution  of  the  organization.  *  *  * 
The  proper  test,  after  all,  is  practice,  not 
sonie  theoretical  examination  by  half  a 
dozen  men,  one  of  whom  would  be  a  crank 
on  this  subject,  another  on  that,  and  so  on 
through  the  list. 

By  the  plan  adopted  at  Mount  Clemens — 
which  plan  was  endorsed  by  the  associa- 
tion at  Auburn  last  January  and  inaugura- 
ted at  Niagara  Falls  in  August — the  inter- 
ested pubiic  is  to  decide,  on  the  basis  of 
show-room  practice,  who  is  and  who  is  not 
qualified  to  give  satisfaction  in  the  capacity 
of  judges  of  standard-bred  fowl.  The  pub- 
lic, in  other  words,  is  to  be  the  jury,  or 
at  least  that  part  of  the  public  which  sees 
fit  to  identify  itself  with  the  American 
Poultry  Association.  And  all  members  of 
the  association  are  now  specially  invited 
by  President  Bryant  to  send  to  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Hallock  any  complaints  they  may 
desire  to  make  "regarding  the  work  or 
conduct  of  licensed  judges  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association,  while  employed  profes- 
sionally." 

It  now  remains  for  members  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  (may  their 
numbers  increase  by  leaps  and  bounds!)  to 
do  their  own  deciding,  in  large  part,  as  to 
who  is  qualified  to  act  as  judges,  both  as 
regards  correct  knowledge  and  good  prin- 
ciples. This  plan,  in  our  opinion,  very 
properly  takes  the  question  out  of  the  hands 
of  five  or  six  men  and  places  it  precisely 
where  it  belongs — in  the  safe-keeping  of 
members  of  the  association,  no  matter 
where  they  reside.  *  *  *  If  the  mem- 
bers of  the  association,  located  in  all  sec- 
tions of  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
want  to  weed  out  any  unworthy  judge  to 
whom  a  license  may  have  been  granted  by 
the  Executive  Board  at  the  Niagara  Falls 
meeting  last  August,  they  have  every  op- 
portunity to  do  so.  It  simply  remains  for 
them  to  reduce  their  "talk"  to  writing,  to 
confine  themselves  to  provable  facts  and 
then  send  "all  complaints"  to  Mr.  Ross  C. 
H.  Hallock,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  as- 
sociation, 2714  Clifton  Ave.,  St.  Louis,  Mo."

[Editor's  Note.] — The  communication 
following  this  note  consists  of  excerpts  from 
an  editorial  by  Mr.  Grant  M.  Curtis  in  the 
December  number  of  Reliable  Poultry  Jour- 
nal. .  In  answer  to  our  letter  asking  for 
his  views  he  wrote  us  that  he  was  over- 
whelmed with  work  and  asked  us  to  refer 
to  his  editorial  which  fully  expresses  his 
oninions.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  of 
his  remarks  of  minor  importance  we  re- 
produce the  editorial  herewith  : 

"More  or  less  criticism  has  appeared  in 
the  poultry  press  about  the  method  adopted 
by  the  American  Poultry  Association  for 
licensing  poultry  judges.  It  has  been  said 
that  the  so-called  wholesale  licensing  of 
judges,  as  inaugurated  by  the  Executive 
Board  at  the  Niagara  Falls  meeting  last 
August,  cheapened  the  whole  affair,  in  fact 
was  absurd  and  ridiculous. 

Two  methods  of  licensing  poultry  judges 
were  carefully  considered  by  the  Committee 
of  Fourteen  during  its  eight-day  session  at 
Mount  Clemens,  August,  1906.  One  was  to 
have  a  board  of  examiners  and  put  the 
bars  up  high,  so  to  speak,  making  it  diffi- 
cult for  any  applicant  to  obtain  a  license. 
By  this  plan  the  board  of  examiners  would 
act  as  a  jury,  to  pass  upon  the  qualifications 
of  each  applicant.  Two  main  objections 
were  lodged  against  this  plan  ;  first,  the 
expense  arising  from  the  necessity  of  the 
applicants  having  to  attend  meetings  of  the 
board  of  eaxminers  ;  second,  the  indefinite 
Qualifications  and  personal  and  local  preju- 
dices of  the  examiners  themselves.

Continuation  of  the  Symposium  on  the  Scoring  of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  in  Which  the  Leading  Breeders 
and  Judges  of  America  Express  Their  Views.  Other  Letters  Appeared  in  October  and  November 
Numbers  of  Poultry  Fancier 


H.  A.  Emmel. 

A  score  of  92  or  92%  should  be  the  high- 
est obtainable  for  cockerel  and  92%  or  93 
for  pullet.  For  high  grade  show  specimens 
a  score  of  91  to  91 %  would  be  about  right 
on  average  high  grade  birds. 

Will  say  that  as  a  rule  all  show  birds  at 
score  card  shows  are  scored  too  high  in 
the  local  shows.

H.  R.  Campbell. 

The  highest  score  that  a  Barred  Rock 
male  (cockerel)  should  be  given,  or  can 
properly  be  scored  is  93,  and  a  pullet  94 
or  not  to  exceed  95.  The  average  score 
of  Barred  Rocks  should  not  exceed  93, 
that  is  where  cuts  are  carefully  made.

93%  is  the  best  Barred  Rock  cockerel  I 
have  handled  under  the  present  Standard  ; 
pullet  94%-  Highest  scores  in  shows  run 
from  90  to  9-1%.  many  shows  having  none 
better  than  91.  A  92  point  cockerel  under 
the  new  scale  of  values   is   "good  goods."

I  have  found  a  great  many  good  Barred 
Rocks  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  and 
to  the  best  of  my  recollection  the  best  cock- 
erel I  found  last  winter  did  not  go  better 
than  93,  and  likely  only  92%.  In  pullets 
I  think  that  I  did  not  find  more  than  two 
that  went  to  93%,  but  in  a  great  many 
shows  the  best  do  not  go  over  93.  Other 
judges  may  find  some  that  will  score  higher 
than  they  will  for  me,  and  be  honest  in 
their  opinions,  as  I  sincerely  believe  poul- 
try judges  are  an  honest  set  of  fellows,  but 
differ  as  to  what  they  really  think  consti- 
tutes proper  barring.  It  is  a  study  that 
we  will  never  get  learned  too  well.

I  think  94%  for  Barred  Rock  cockerel 
and  95  for  pullet  would  be  as  high  as  could 
be  reached  at  the  present  time  and  as  per 
Standard  requirements. 

Any  Barred  Rock  above  90  points  should 
be  a  good  one.  From  92  to  93  average 
ought  to  be  among  the  winners  at  most 
any  show.

The  average  high  grade  show  specimen 
about  92.

I  consider  93  the  highest  score  to  be  at- 
tained by  a  Barred  Rock  cockerel  and  95 
by  a  pullet.  I  should  think  the  highest 
score  for  the  average  high-grade  show 
specimen  would  be  about  88  to  90  for  cock- 
erel and  90  to  92  for  pullet.

I  have  never 
seen  but  two  judges  in  my  12  years'  show 
experience,  whom  I  thought  were  scoring 
too  high.

I  consider  93  to  94  is  about  the  highest 
that  can  be  given  to  a  Barred  Rock  cock- 
erel or  pullet,  in  fact  in  my  20  years' 
experience  I  have  only  found  a  very  few 
to  reach  that  score.  I  think  92  to  92% 
is  the  highest  score  that  the  average  high- 
grade  show  specimens  of  this  variety  should 
be  given  or  at  least  that  is  about  the  way 
they  run  in  my  work.

The  highest  score  that  can  be  reached 
by  a  Barred  Rock  cockerel  and  Barred  Rock 
pullet  is  93%  points.

Average  high  grade  specimens 
met  with  at  our  first  class  shows  that  score 
to  92%   points  are  top  notchers.

The  highest  score  I  can  remember  of 
giving  a  Barred  Rock  male  in  the  show 
room  was  93%  points.

94  points  I 
believe  is  the  best  female,  but  94  pointers 
are  mighty  scarce  and  far  between.  At  the 
best  shows  where  I  have  judged,  93  was  the 
top,  except  in  just  a  few  places  males 
have  reached  93%  and  93%  points  and 
females  perhaps   %    point  higher.

I  have  for  a  long  time  contended  that 
many  varieties,  and  Barred  Rocks  very  es- 
pecially, were  being  scored  too  high,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  breed  breeders  and  all 
others  concerned.  When  we  read  of  whole 
breeding  pens  of  Barred  Rocks  scoring  from 
93  to  95%,  the  experienced  breeder  and 
judge  is  not  misled  but  puts  criticism 
where  it  belongs,  on  the  person  who  has 
done  the  scoring.  Occasionally,  and  only 
occasionally  at  that,  have  I  seen  males  that 
I  thought  would  score  from  93  to  94%. 
I  do  not  see  half  a  dozen  birds  in  a  season 


that  reach  the  last  figure.  The  average  score 
is  nearer  88  to  91  or  92.  It  is  just  as  diffi- 
cult to  find  high-scoring  specimens  among 
the  females.  If  females  received  the  proper 
cuts  for  deficiencies  in  shape,  for  uneven 
barring  in  the  different  sections  and  for 
barring  either  too  wide  or  too  narrow  as 
compared  with  the  width  of  one  another, 
for  sections  in  which  the  feathers  ended  in 
white  tips,  etc.,  they  could  not  possibly 
score  higher  than  the  males. 

The  subject  is  one  that  involves  a  great 
deal  more  time  than  I  can  give  at  the 
present  to  express  my  opinion,  but  I  am  in 
hopes  that,  with  the  views  that  you  receive 
from  others,  the  combination  will  at- 
tract the  necessary  attention  to  bring  about 
a  change  and  cause  a  more  careful  scoring 
during  the  approaching  show  season  and 
time  to  come.

I  think  93%  is  all  that  can  be  gotten 
out  of  a  Barred  Rock  pullet  that  is  "tip 
top,"  if  you  dig  right  down  in,  and  92  to 
92%  for  a  cockerel.  Of  course  once  in  a 
great  while  a  phenomenal  bird  is  found 
that  will  beat  this  mark,  but  not  often 
under  the  present  Standard  requirements.

I  consider  a  Barred  Rock  cockerel  scor- 
ing from  92  to  93  points  an  extraordinarily 
fine  specimen  and  when  rightly  scored  they 
are  worth  some  money.  A  pullet  scoring 
from  92  to  93%  is  as  good  as  we  find  at 
most  of  our  shows,  yet,  once  in  a  great 
while,  we  may  find  one  a  little  better. 

I  do  not  believe  it  right  to  place  a  limit 
on  how  high  they  should  score,  as  I  think 
that  if  anyone  should  exhibit  a  bird  which 
was  extra  fine,  he  is  entitled  to  all  the 
bird  will  score  no  matter  how  high.  I 
admit  that  Barred  Rocks  do  not  score  as 
high  as  many  other  varieties,  yet  we  fre-

After  oarefully  comparing  the  Standard 
wording  on  different  breeds  and  varieties, 
I  have  come  to  this  conclusion.  The  present 
Standard  requires  fully  25  per  cent  more 
in  its  description  of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
than  it  does  of  any  other  variety.

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  tendencies 
are  to  score  too  high  rather  than  the  re- 
verse. A  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  cockerel 
or  pullet  scoring  94  points  would  be  a 
jewel,  and  under  the  present  Standard  a 
bird  of  this  variety  scoring  93  ought  to 
be  a  winner  in  the  hottest  of  competition.

The  average  score  of  a  high-class  specimen 
of  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  variety  in  our 
opinion  should  be  near  the  92  mark. 

With  the  tendencies  toward  off-colored 
legs  and  beaks,  and  having  to  contend  with 
a  goodly  per  cent  of  birds  with  feathers 
ending  in  a  wide  white  bar,  giving  a  mot- 
tled appearance — not  to  say  anything  of 
under-color  and  many  other  apparent  minor 
defects — when  a  breeder  has  a  bird  reach- 
ing 90  points  or  more,  he  should  be  justly 
proud  of  it.

I  think  that  the  general  run  of  show 
birds  are  scored  too  high.  A  cockerel  or 
pullet  to  score  94  points  is  a  grand  achieve- 
ment. In  good  honest  scoring  I  do  not 
think  the  average  Barred  Rock  winnners 
will  score  over  91  points.

The  best  Barred  Rock  cockerel  I  ever  saw 
was  good  for  93%  points.  The  best  pullet 
94.  I  once  scored  a  pullet  94%  but  she  was 
not  worth  the  score.  I  was  young  in  the 
business  and  she  had  been  trained  to  pose 
and  fooled  me.  I  did  not  like  to  change 
the  score  after  going  over  her  but  I  have 
scored  better  pullets  at  93.  First  class 
Barred  Rocks  (show  specimens)  should  go 
92  to  93.

My  idea  of  a  Barred  Rock  is  that  they 
show  to  better  advantage  some  days  than 
others.  It  depends  altogether  upon  how 
the  light  shines  upon  them.  Some  judges 
do  not  know  the  true  color.  I  have 
seen  almost  black  cockerels  win  first  and 
also  light  colored  ones  win  first.    Until  the 


judges  agree  on  one  color  there  will  be  no 
harmony  about  it.  It  takes  a  good  cockerel 
to  score  90  points  by  a  competent  judge. 
Exhibition  cockerels,  first  class,  91%  points. 
Exhibition  pullets,  first  class,  92  points.  That 
is  my  view  of  the  matter.

In  applying  the  Standard  just  as  it  is, 
for  a  cockerel  I  consider  a  score  of  92  the 
highest  score  that  can  be  honestly  given, 
while  a  pullet  may  be  given  a  score  of  93 
honest  ponts.  The  highest  average  score  of 
this  variety  is  from  91  to  92.  There  are 
but  few  that  score  92  or  better.

I  would  say  that  Barred  Rocks  are  scored 
entirely  too  high  by  most  of  our  judges. 
They  do  not  cut  heavy  enough  in  shape 
sections  and  only  about  half  enough  in  color. 
Too  many  cut  only  for  defects  in  barring 
and  pay  no  attention  to  background  and 
color  of  the  barring,  which  is  entitled  to 
as  heavy  a  cut  as  the  barring  itself. 

I  think  90  points  for  males  and  92  for 
females  is  plenty  high  enough  for  the  best 
Barred  Rocks  ever  produced  to  score.

Generally  I  find  the  best  pullets  have  the 
advantage  of  the  best  cockerels  by  about 
one  point,  therefore  I  believe  it  possible  for 
the  best  cockerel  to  score  94  and  the  best 
pullet  95,  but  for  scores  that  high  I  would 
want  to  be  acquainted  with  the  judge  and 
somewhat  familiar  with  his  work  before  I 
would  give  them  due  credit. 

Under  my  score  cards  92  and  92%  point 
cockerels  are  excellent  birds  and  winners  at 
the  shows,  and  a  93  point  bird  would  be 
a  hummer.  The  best  pullets  as  I  find  them 
range  from  92  to  93%.

With  my  best  efforts  I  have  never  been 
able  to  produce  a  Barred  Rock  cockerel  that 
would  score  over  93%.  I  have  had  the 
honor  of  judging  a  few  shows  and  I  have 
scored  hundreds  of  Barred  Rocks  for  myself 
and  others  and  have  never  found  a  cock 
that  would  score  93  points.  I  have  never 
seen  a  pullet  that  would  score  over  94 
points.  Any  Barred  Rock  pullet,  hen,  cock- 
erel or  cock  that  will  score  from  90  to  93 
points  is  good  enough  for  anybody.

He  says  :  "A  parti- 
colored bird  like  the  Barred  Rock  should 
not  score  over  93."

My  judgment  is  that  a  goodly  percentage 
of  the  judges  today  allow  a  score  card  to 


go  entirely  too  high.  We  have  all  seen  and 
examined  birds  that  had  been  judged  in 
small  shows  with  a  score  of  from  93  to  94 
points,  while  if  the  judge  would  have  known 
his  business  and  cut  these  birds  for  what 
they  were  worth,  they  would  not  have  gone 
anything  near  as  high,  and  as  a  consequence 
the  owner  becomes  much  dissatisfied  when 
he  places  the  same  bird  into  a  larger  show 
where  he  has  competition  and  he  is  beaten 
by  a  bird  which  scored  much  less  than  his  ; 
he  fails  to  understand  why  this  should  be. 

In  all  of  my  experience  I  have  never 
raised  nor  have  I  seen  many  females  that 
were  entirely  entitled  to  a  score  of  more 
than  94  points,  and  when  we  get  a  genuine 
94  point  pullet  we  have  a  wonder  and  a 
93%  point  cockerel  in  a  winner. 

Referring  to  an  experience  of  my  own 
during  the  recent  winter,  I  showed  at  one 
of  the  largest  shows  in  the  south  ;  my  win- 
ning hen  which  was  three  years  old  scored 
94%  and  my  winning  pullet  scored  94%. 
I  had  a  long  discussion  with  the  judge  after- 
wards and  I  told  him  plainly  that  should 
I  have  been  judging,  neither  one  of  them 
would  have  gone  that  high  ;  the  hen  was 
entitled  to  not  over  93 %  and  the  pullet  at 
94,  at  the  same  time  I  believe  that  the 
pullet  was  the  best  that  I  had  ever  produced 
or  had  seen.  She  was  first  at  Indianapolis 
three  weeks  after  the  previous  show. 

I  always  consider  in  making  up  my 
matings  that  when  I  have  a  female  that  I 
honestly  consider  worth  92%  points 
she  is  entitled  to  my  best  yards,  while 
90  to  92  point  pullets  are  splendid  breeders 
and  ought  to  make  a  most  excellent  showing 
in  the  show  room,  but  let  us  all  come  down 
off  of  our  high  horse  regarding  the  sky- 
scraping  scores  that  are  awarded,  not  only 
to  Barred  Rocks,  but  to  any  of  the  parti- 
colored varieties. 

I  think  our  Standard  is  at  fault  where 
they  make  but  a  difference  of  one  point 
when  it  comes  to  sweepstakes  between  the 
solid  colored  and  the  parti-colored  variety 
competing,  and  the  giving  of  a  handicap  of 
but  one  point  between,  for  example,  the 
White  Plymouth  Rock  and  the  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rock  is  not  sufficient.  The  old  rule 
of  1%  handicap  was  much  nearer  right, 
as  it  is  vastly  easier  to  breed  95  point  white 
birds  than  it  is  94  point  parti-colored  birds, 
and  I  hope  that  at  our  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  A.  P.  A.  this  matter  can  come 
up  and  be  properly  adjusted.

I  do  not  believe  that  there  was  a  94  point 
Barred  Rock  cockerel  bred  in  1906  or  1907 
and  do  not  think  that  there  ever  was  a 
94  point  pullet  bred. 

We  are  all  striving  to  get  the  best  we 
can  and  it  is  impossible  for  me  or  any  one 
else  to  tell  what  may  happen.  A  92  point 
cockerel  and  a  93  point  pullet  is  about  as 
high  as  I  can  honestly  get  them  and  they 
are  very  scarce.

both  this  month  and  last  is  prominent 
in  the  American  Black  Minorca  Club 
and  most  of  them  are  officers  in  it. 
Some  of  those  who  favor  the  light 
weight  birds  maintain  that  the  heavy 
ones  are  not  good  layers  and  that  the 
percentage  of  culls  from  the  fancier's 
standpoint  is  greater,  especially  as  re- 
gards shape  of  the  birds.  This  sort  of 
argument  influences  many  people  who 
might  otherwise  become  interested  in 
the  breed.  The  argument  upon  the 
other  side  is  seemingly  just  as  con- 
vincing and  drives  away  the  unin- 
formed beginner  because  he  does  not 
know  which  side  to  believe.

And  what  makes  the  Minorcas  popular  is 
their  large  white  eggs  and  lots  of  them. 
But  I  have  raised  many  of  the  World's 
Fair  winners  and  I  know  from  experience 
that  the  large  size  are  no  good  for  the  , 
egg  basket.  The  present  weight  Minorcas 
do  not  lay  till  9  months  as  a  rule,  where 
we  used  to  get  eggs  by  5  months  at  lighter 
weights.

A  Continuation  of  the  Symposium  Which  Appeared  in  Poultry  Fancier  Recently.    Show  Secretaries  Tell 
How  Exhibitors  Should  Handle  Their  Business  With  the  Association. 


E.  H.  HOFFMAN. 

To  make  a  show  a  success  it  is 
necessary  that  the  exhibitors  do  their 
part.  In  the  first  place  they  should 
fill  out  their  entry  blanks  properly  so 
the  show  secretary  will  have  no 
trouble  in  reading  them  and  entering 
them  upon  the  books  of  the  associa- 
tion. Next  they  should  ship  their 
birds  in  proper  coops.  At  shows  that 
furnish  exhibition  coops  the  birds 
should  be  shipped  so  they  will  not 
break  their  feathers.  Shows  that  do 
not  furnish  coops  have  much  trouble 
with  exhibitors  who  ship  in  a  box 
with  a  piece  of  wire  nailed  in  front 
of  it,  leaving  no  door  for  the  use  of 
the  superintendent  in  watering,  feed- 
ing and  judging. 

Another  annoyance  that  should  be 
avoided  on  the  part  of  the  exhibitors 
is  that  of  continually  bothering  the 
secretary  for  score  cards  and  infor- 
mation regarding  the  winning  of 
birds.  It  is  true  that  every  exhibitor 
is  anxious  to  ascertain  what  his 
birds  won,  but  if  the  secretary  does 
his  duty,  he  will  get  them  out  as 
quickly  as  possible  and  more  so  if  he 
is  not  annoyed  by  the  exhibitors.

"How  Exhibitors  Can  Aid  in  Mak- 
ing a  Show  a  Success,"  is  a  subject 
that  will  stand  considerable  discus- 
sion. When  an  exhibitor  decides  to 
enter  his  birds  at  any  particular 
show  he  should  make  his  entry  so  the 
secretary  will  get  it  a  couple  of  days 
before  the  show  opens,  because  as  a 
rule  a  large  majority  wait  until  the 
last  mail  and  then  the  secretary  is 
flooded  with  work  which  should  be 
out  of  the  way,  as  it  is  desirable  to 
have  the  judging  commence  as  soon 
as  possible.  This  cannot  be  done  un- 
til the  entry  tags,  etc.,  are  made  out 
and  placed  on  the  coops. 

In  handling  the  birds  the  superin- 
tendent and  his  assistants  should 
have  entire  charge. 

In  feeding  the  birds  exhibitors 
should  not  be  allowed  to  feed  them 
only  in  conjunction  with"  the  superin- 
tendent. As  a  rule  birds  do  not  need 
as  much  to  eat  in  the  show  room, 
after  they  have  had  a  good  feed  and 
been  weighed,  as  they  usually  require 
when  at  home.  They  are  thrown  out 
of  condition  very  easily  by  overfeed- 
ing. 

Exhibitors  as  a  rule  are  anxious  to 
know  which  birds  won  and  their 
score;  we  all  want  to  know  that,  but 
wouldn't  it  be  more  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned  to  wait  until  all  the 
awards  are  made  and  the  ribbons  up? 

Give  the  secretary  and  his  assist- 
ants all  the  help  necessary  as  they  are 
just  as  anxious  to  get  through  the 
work  and  have  it  right  as  the  ex- 
hibitors are  to  have  their  birds 
scored  right  and  get  what  is  due 
them.  You  will  render  the  associa- 
tion and  all  concerned  a  favor  by  just 
having  a  little  patience  and  not  an- 
noying the   secretary   by   asking  too 


much  of  him  just  at  a  time  when  he 
is   the  busiest.

A  successful  show  is  one  in  which 
not  only  the  officers  do  their  duty,  but 
the  exhibitors  as  well  help  make  it 
so.  Therefore,  it  is  the  duty  of  ex- 
hibitors to  see  that  they  have  been 
careful  in  all  the  details  in  selecting 
their  best  birds  and  preparing  them 
so  that  they  will  look  well  and  clean, 
as  dirty  birds,  no  matter  how  good, 
will  never  look  their  best  unless  they 
are  clean.  The  next  thing  is  to  send 
in  the  entry  blanks,  carefully  filled 
out.  Be  sure  that  the  band  number 
and  sex  are  entered  correctly.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  annoying  mistakes 
at  any  show.  After  that  see  that 
proper  coops  are  used  in  which  to  ship 
the  birds  in  so  that  they  will  arrive 
at  the  show  room  in  the  best  possible 
condition,  as  that  is  what  counts  on 
the  score  cards.  Especially  avoid 
breaking  feathers.  I  have  seen  fine 
birds  sent  to  the  show  rooms  in  boxes 
and  crates  which  were  not  fit  for  pigs. 
Broken  feathers  cannot  be  avoided  in 
such  cases. 

When  the  stock  arrives  at  the  show 
room  there  should  be  special  care 
taken  to  check  all  crates  and  ship- 
ping coops  to  know  just  how  many 
coops  each  exhibitor  sends  in,  as  I 
have  found  the  entry  blank  often  calls 
for  two  coops  when  the  birds  were 
all  crowded  into  one.  I  remember 
hunting  one  time  for  two  hours  for  a 
coop  that  we  never  received.  These 
are  the  delays  that  should  be  avoided. 

Exhibitors  should  be  very  careful 
not  to  send  birds  to  the  show  which 
have  a  touch  of  cold  or  roup  as  such 


birds  will  not  score  as  they  should, 
and  if  not  removed  from  the  show 
room  will  spread  disease  to  other 
birds. 

There  is  one  thing  that  exhibitors 
should  be  careful  of,  that  is,  do  not 
bother  the  judge  while  he  is  at  work 
as  he  usually  has  all  he  can  do  with- 
out answering  everybody's  questions, 
and  it  only  delays  the  placing  of  the 
awards.  If  they  have  any  kick  to 
make  they  should  make  it  soon  after 
the  awards  are  placed,  and  they  will 
always  find  the  judge  and  officers 
ready  and  willing  to  correct  any  mis- 
takes that  may  have  occurred. 

Returning  birds  to  the  exhibitors  is 
the  time  when  the  most  careful  work 
is  necessary.  If  the  coops  are  proper- 
ly marked  they  can  always  be  re- 
turned without  delay  or  loss.

The  amount  of  work  devolving  on 
the  secretary  of  a  poultry  show  both 
before  and  during  the  show  is  im- 
mense and  little  realized  by  the  av- 
erage exhibitor  and  perhaps  little  ap- 
preciated, because  so  little  is  known 
of  it.  Usually  the  secretary  has  his 
work  and  system  carefully  planned 
out,  and  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  his  work  have  been 
made  to  facilitate  the  rapid  handling 
of  the  office  business,  and  a  careful 
study  of  these  rules  and  an  observ- 
ance of  them  by  the  exhibitors  will 
do  more  to  aid  the  secretary  than  any- 
thing else. 

All  the  rules  or  requests  found  in 
the  catalog  or  premium  list  are 
made  for  a  definite  purpose,  and  if 
they  are  not  observed,  it  greatly 
hinders  and  makes  needless  work  for 
the  secretary  or  his  assistants.  For

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instance,  suppose  an  exhibitor  sends 
in  his  entry  blank  without  giving  leg 
band  numbers,  making  a  marginal 
note  that  he  will  get  bands  and  put 
them  on  his  birds  when  he  brings 
them  to  the  show.  What  is  the  sec- 
retary to  do  with  such  an  entry?  If 
he  enters  it  on  his  record  book  in 
regular  order,  it  causes  considerable 
confusion  and  waste  of  time  later  on 
in  getting  the  band  numbers  from  the 
exhibitor  and  seeing  that  they  are 
properly  inserted.  If  such  an  entry  is 
put  to  one  side  until  it  shall  be  prop- 
erly finished  by  the  exhibitor,  which 
in  all  justice  is  the  treatment  it 
should  receive,  it  still  must  be  kept 
track  of  and  produced  on  demand,  and 
then  the  owner  is  likely  to  feel  that 
he  has  a  grievance  because  it  was  not 
entered  in  order  and  his  tags  are  not 
ready.  How  easy_  for  an  exhibitor  to 
look  forward  and  have  his  bands  in 
good  season. 

If  exhibitors  will  stop  to  consider  a 
moment,  they  will  realize  that  in  a 
show  of  several  hundred  birds,  the 
secretary  must  keep  a  record  of  each 


should  have  been  more  carefully  con- 
sidered in  the  first  place. 

To  summarize,  exhibitors  may  best 
help  the  secretary  and  other  show 
officials  by  carefully  examining  the 
catalog  and  strictly  complying  with 
the  requirements  expressed  both  in  it 
and  on  the  entry  blanks.  Send 
entries  in  on  time  and  in  a  complete 
condition.  Get  the  birds  to  the  show 
by  the  required  date.  Don't  send  in 
some  entries  at  one  time  and  a  few 
others  later  on.  This  is  apt  to  cause 
the  copies  on  the  record  book  to  be 
made  in  separate  places  r.nd  make 
extra  work  in  determining  the  win- 
ings.  Plan  early  just  what  you  want 
to  exhibit  and  then  don't  change  your 
plans.  If  birds  are  shipped,  send 
special  instructions  to  the  secretary, 
also  duplicate  instructions  to  the 
show  superintendent.  It  is  important. 
Instructions  regarding  the  care  or 
handling  of  birds  should  properly  be 
sent  to  the  superintendent.  Lastly, 
if  anything  arises  that  does  not 
appear  correct  or  just,  be  courteous 
and    considerate    when    asking  that

bird  entered,  showing  in  what  classes 
or  for  what  premiums  it  is  to  com- 
pete, its  band  number,  of  what  varie- 
ty, sex,  owner's  name  and  address, 
and  all  this  in  such  a  way  that  any 
bird's  record  can  be  instantly  re- 
ferred to,  and  fill  out  a  tag  to  identi- 
fy each  bird  by.  It  is  easy  to  see 
then  how  important  it  is  for  all  the 
necessary  information  to  be  given  on 
the  entry  blanks,  and  why  the  entries 
must  be  closed  on  a  certain  date  and 
no  more  allowed  to  come  in  after  the 
time  limit. 

There  is  never  a  slack  moment  in 
the  secretary's  office  for  as  soon  as 
the  entries  are  in  and  recorded  and 
the  tags  made  out,  the  score  cards 
must  be  prepared  and  as  soon 
and  as  fast  as  returned  by  the 
judges,  footed  up,  the  scores  re- 
corded on  the  books,  the  awards 
determined,  the  ribbons  put  up, 
the  amount  of  each  exhibitor's 
winnings  figured,  the  vouchers  for 
cash  and  special  premiums  made  out, 
and  all  this  for  hundreds  of  birds 
and  scores  of  exhibitors,  in  two  or 
three  days'  time.  So  don't  think  that 
as  soon  as  the  entries  are  made  the 
secretary  is  at  leisure  and  can  attend 
to  all  sorts  of  unimportant  matters 
or  correct  omissions   or   errors  that 


the  matter  be  looked  into.  The  show 
officials  are  usually  anxious  to  give 
every  exhibitor  fair  and  just  treat- 
ment, and  will  carefully  investigate 
any  matter  when  politely  approached, 
but  they  are  doing  a  great  deal  of 
hard  work,  usually  without  pay,  and 
deriving  no  greater  benefit  than  the 
exhibitors  and,  being  human,  if  an- 
tagonized may  not  show  a  disposition 
to  put  themselves  out  for  an  unappre- 
ciative  complainant.

What  a  difference  there  is  in  ex- 
hibitors. Some  don't  even  read  the 
catalog,  others  may  but  fail  to  live 
up  to  the  conditions,  but  when  the 
birds  appear  at  the  show  room  one 
can  readily  tell  just  who  has  paid 
heed  to  what  is  in  the  catalog.  If 
his  birds  appear  well  groomed, 
banded,  and  when  he  can  look  at  the 
coop  and  tell  you  the  band  number 
and  just  what  is  contained  in  that 
coop,  you  can  mark  him  down  for 
one  who  knows  something  about  the 
rules  of  the  show,  but  when  you  see 
a  man  come  in  with  his  birds  cooped 
up  any  way  and  not  banded  you  may 
place  him  down  as  one  who  has  not 
read  the  catalog  and  taken  too  many 
things  for  granted.  He  has  not  even 
taken  time,  interest  or  forethought 
enough  to  have  them  banded  and 
all  ready  for  the  superintendent  and 
the  secretary  as  soon  as  they  reached 
the  show  room. 

We  request  all  our  exhibitors  to 
bring  their  birds  to  the  show  banded 
with  the  corresponding  numbers 
tacked  securely  on  the  outside  of  the 
coops  in  which  the  birds  are  con- 
tained. This  enables  the  superinten- 
dent to  place  these  birds  soon  after

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their  arrival  and  the  secretary  caa 
enter  them  on  his  books  or  check 
them  up  if  they  have  been  previously 
entered.  Do  exhibitors  ever  think 
just  what  this  means  to  the  secre- 
tary? It  means  that  they  will  get 
their  entries  completed  sooner  and  he 
be  able  to  figure  up  each  variety  as  the 
judge  turns  them  over  to  him  and  the 
exhibitors  will  know  their  awards  at 
an  earlier  date. 

There  is  quite  a  difference  in  the 
looks  of  a  show  room  on  the  first 
day  if  all  exhibitors  live  up  to  this 
ruie.  It  does  not  look  well  to  see 
fifteen  or  twenty  exhibitors  banding 
their  birds  and  getting  things  all  con- 
fused during  the  first  day  of  the  show, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  trouble  it  causes 
the  superintendent.  I  won't  mention 
work,  for  he  always  gets  used  to  that 
by  the  end  of  the  show.  When  _  ex- 
hibitors can  give  good  and  sufficient 
reasons  for  not  having  their  birds  or 
entries  on  time  the  committee  on  such 
affairs  are  always  willing  to  do  the 
proper  thing  and  be  fair  with  them. 
But  we  don't  want  to  encourage  such 
things.  We  want  every  exhibitor  to 
have  his  birds  and  entries  in  by  the 
time  stated  in  the  catalog. 

Do  exhibitors  ever  stop  to  think 
what  a  job  it  is  to  figure  up  a  class 
of  several  hundred  birds  when  one- 
sixteenth  of  a  point  often  counts  in 
favor  of  the  winner?  You  wouldn't 
think  so  if  you  would  see  how  the  sec- 
retary is  interrupted  during  the  time 
he  is  busily  engaged  in  this  work. 
Now  the  secretary  is,  or  at  least  I 
have  always  been,  glad  to  give  out 
the  results  just  as  soon  as  possible 
and  you  will  find  that  the  secretary 
is  just  about  as  anxious  to  give  out 
the  winnings  as  the  exhibitors  are  to 
get  this  information.

In  regard  to  how  exhibitors  can 
aid  in  making  a  show  a  success,  I 
would  suggest  first  that  they  secure  a 
premium  list  and  read  carefully  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  show 
and  if  they  fail  to  get  the  desired 
information  they  should  write  to  the 
secretary.  But  it  is  very  likely  they 
will  obtain  the  information  they  de- 
sire on  all  points  pertaining  to  the 
show  from  the  rules,  etc.  Anyway, 
the  secretary  should  not  be  bothered 
with  questions  at  the  last  moment  that 
are  fully  covered  in  the  premium 
list. 

Don't  ask  the  secretary  if  he  will 
take  your  entries  the  day  after  the 
advertised  date  for  closing.  Make 
your  entries  on  time,  a  day  or  two 
ahead  would  help  the  secretary  keep 
his  books  in  better  shape.  Don't  find 
fault  with  the  secretary  if  the  judge 
fails  to  give  you  all  the  blue  ribbons 
that  you  expected.  The  secretary  or 
superintendent  should  not  be  asked 
for  permission  to  remove  all  or  a  part 
of  an  exhibit  the  day  before  the  show 
closes.  Remember  the  shipping  tags. 
Do  not  fail  to  put  your  return  address 
on  each  tag  and  state  how  many  birds 
should  be  in  each  shipping  coop. 

If  possible  attend  the  show  and  get 
acquainted  with  the  exhibitors  and 
the  prospective  buyers,  and  then  make 
up  your  mind  to  be  on  deck  the  next 
annual  show.

POULTRY  FANCIER* 

To  Secretaries  and  Exhibitors 

A   Few  Pointers  Which,  if  Heeded,  Will  Help  Greatly  in  Making  a  Show 
Run  Smoothly. 

By  F.  J.  MARSHALL 


One  of  the  first  annoyances  that  the 
judge  comes  in  contact  with  as  he  en- 
ters the  show  room  and  announces 
his  readiness  for  work,  is  the  state- 
ment that  the  exhibits  are  not  all  in. 
Who  is  to  blame  for  that  condition? 
As  a  rule  it  is  the  fault  of  the  ex- 
hibitors. They  delay  shipping  until 
the  last  moment,  thinking  that  their 
stock  will  get  into  the  show  room  at 
just  the  proper  time  to  be  judged, 
while  their  opponents'  birds  have 
been  in  long  enough  to  get  somewhat 
out  of  condition.  Associations  have 
rules  about  stock  being  barred  from 
competition  if  not  in  by  a  certain 
time  but  the  rules  are  seldom  en- 
forced. If  these  rules  were  enforced 
to  the  letter  it  would  soon  bring  ex- 
hibitors to  time.  The  next  proposi- 
tion is  that  the  entries  are  not  all  on 
the  book  yet  nor  tags  made  out.  We 
know  the  secretary  has  a  pretty  busy 
time  of  it,  but  if  he  will  confine  him- 
self strictly  to  his  own  work  and  not 
assume  any  of  the  responsibilities  of 
the  superintendent;  shut  himself  in  a 
room  where  he  cannot  be  tormented 
to  death  with  questions,  he  can  with 
the  assistance  of  one  good  helper  soon 
make  all  the  entries.  If  he  has  not 
the  time  to  do  this  he  should  not  ac- 
cept the  position.  Then  the  weigh- 
ing comes  in  sight.  The  judge  is 
asked  to  commence  on  the  American 
Class,  but  none  of  the  birds  in  that 
class  have  been  weighed,  and  no  ar- 
rangements made  for  the  weighing. 
When  this  is  finally  attended  to  we 
find  that  the  entry  tags  are  not  up. 
Where  are  they?  They  have  been 
turned  over  to  the  exhibitors  who  are 
carrying  them  about  in  their  pockets. 
But  where  are  the  exhibitors?  Echo 
answers  where.  The  weighing  is 
often  only  partially  done  and  the 
judge  is  frequently  confronted  with 
the  question,  "Judge,  how  would  you 
like  to  do  some  of  your  own  weighing 
as  you  go  along?"  Any  judge  of  ex- 
perience knows  what  a  charming  task 


this  is.  The  question  of  a  suitable 
clerk  is  an  important  matter  that  con- 
fronts the  judge  at  all  times  and  in 
all  places.  There  is  no  item  connect- 
ed with  the  show  room  work  outside 
of  that  of  the  judge,  of  more  import- 
ance than  that  of  the  judge's  clerk, 
yet  it  is  lightly  considered  in  the  av- 
erage show  room.  Remarks  like  these 
are  heard,  oh  so  often.  "John,  you 
clerk  for  the  judge  a  while  until 
some  one  else  has  a  little  leisure  and 
then  we  will  relieve  you."  "George, 
you  come  and  take  my  place  with  the 
judge  a  while,  I  have  been  at  work 
over  an  hour  now  and  must  go."  You 
know  what  that  means.  A  judge's 
clerk  should  be  a  competent  man  with 
pencil,  clear  headed,  careful,  with 
good  ears  and  a  good  understanding 
and  one  who  has  no  interest  what- 
ever in  any  of  the  exhibits  in  the 
show  room.  He  should  be  paid  for 
his  services  and  expected  to  work 
whenever  the  judge  works.  A  satis- 
factory place  to  work  is  a  matter  that 
concerns  the  judge  very  materially. 
An  enclosure  arranged  near  a  good 
large  window  and  so  separated  from 
the  rest  of  the  hall  as  to  keep  the 
crowd  away  from  the  elbows  of  the 
judge  and  his  clerk,  is  an  ideal  place 
in  which  to  work  so  far  as  giving  sat- 
isfactory awards  is  concerned.  The 
boys  may  see  the  work  of  judging  by 
lining  up  near  the  judge's  enclosure, 
and  still  not  crowd  him  off  of  his  feet, 
as  is  frequently  the  case  when  he 
works  in  the  open.  The  practice  of 
the  exhibitors  or  their  friends  keep- 
ing tally  with  the  clerk,  or,  in  other 
words,  running  the  score  along, 
should  receive  the  attention  of  Asso- 
ciation officers.  No  one  can  do  this 
correctly  unless  he  asks  the  judge  to 
repeat  his  cuts  occasionally,  which  is 
very  annoying  to  say  the  least.  If  it 
is  desirable  to  have  two  records  let 
the  association  hire  two  official  clerks 
as  one  show  did  where  I  was  last 
season.  But  keep  the  unofficial  scrib- 
blers out  of  the  way.

Question — I  have  S.  C.  Black  Minorcas 
and  have  a  feather  eating  one  among  them. 
I  killed  a  fine  bird  thinking  I  had  the  right 
one  but  I  must  have  made  a  mistake.  Would 
you  kindly  inform  me  what  to  do? 

Answer — The  "feather  eating"  habit  is 
very  difficult  to  cure.  It  is  best  to  kill  the 
offending  bird,  but  as  in  your  case  it  may 
not  prove  so  easy  to  determine  which  that 
one  is.  Then,  too,  several  birds  may  have 
formed  the  habit.  A  remedy  that  often 
proves  effective  is  to  saturate  the  feathers 
around  the  head  and  neck,  where  they  are 
most  generally  pulled  out  by  birds  that 
have  formed  this  habit,  with  lard  and  pow- 
dered rhubarb  or  bitter  aloes.  These  are 
exceedingly  bitter  and  disagreeable  to  the 
taste  of  the  fowls.  They  can  be  procured 
cheaply  at  any  drug  store.  Several  liberal 
feeds  of  salt  pork  may  effect  a  cure.  See 
that  the  rations  contain  animal  food,  as  an 
absence  of  it  sometimes  causes  the  fowls  to 
get  into  this  feather  eating  habit.  Also 
make  them  scratch  for  a  part  of  their  liv- 
ing, as  idleness  is  one  of  the  most  common 
causes  of  feather  eating. 

Question — I  would  be  pleased  for  some 
information  with  reference  to  a  White  Rock 
cockerel  that  I  desire  to  show  this  winter. 
Now  this  bird  had  a  six  point  comb  up  un- 
til a  few  months  ago,  when  in  some  manner 
he  tore  or  cut  off  the  sixth  point  and  tip  of 
the  fifth.  After  treating  and  healing  it  left 
nearly  an  ideal  comb,  being  difficult  to  de- 
tect. I  want  to  be  fair  in  exhibiting  him. 
Would  it  be  a  wise  plan  to  inform  the 
judge  or  would  he  become  offended  at  this? 

Answer — It  would  be  best  for  you  to  not 
mention  the  matter  at  all.  The  judge  will 
have  to  cut  the  comb  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  in  which  he  finds  it.  The  fact 
that  the  points  were  injured  or  torn  off  ac- 
cidentally does  not  permit  him  to  make  al- 
lowances for  it.  An  explanation  would, 
therefore,  not  help  the  matter  in  any  way. 
There  would  be  nothing  improper  in  your 
referring  to  the  matter  if  you  happen  to  be 
standing  near  the  judge  when  the  bird  is  be- 
ing passed  upon  and  the  judge  opens  the 
way  for  comment  by  referring  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  bird. 

Question — A  short  time  ago  I  noticed  one 
of  my  Wyandotte  hens  with  a  slight  swell- 
ing just  below  and  in  front  of  the  ear 
which  seemed  to  be  quite  inflammed.  The 
next  day  it  was  worse  and  now  it  is  swoolen 
until  her  eye  on  that  side  is  entirely  closed, 
swelling  very  red  and  inflammed.  I  now  no- 
ticed another  hen  affected  in  like  manner. 
They  seem  to  be  all  right  every  other  way, 
eat  well  and  drink,  in  fact,  one  of  them  is 
laying  at  this  time.  Can  you  tell  me  what 
is  the  trouble  and  what  the  remedy? 

Answer — Your  description  of  the  trouble 
is  no  doubt  seemingly  complete  to  you,  yet 
it  is  not  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  express  an 
absolutely  reliable  opinion.  We  are  in- 
clined to  believe,  however,  that  the  trouble 
is  an  aggravated  cold  bordering  upon  roup. 
It  has  perhaps  been  caused  by  the  fowls 
roosting  in  a  draft.  A  good  treatment  would 
be  to  bathe  the  face  of  the  fowls  with  per- 
oxide of  hydrogen  slightly  diluted  and  the 
administering  of  some  good  roup  cure,  many 
of  which  you  will  find  advertised.

Question — Does  white  or  gray  in  the  tips 
of  wing  in  Black  Orpingtons  disqualify 
them?  There  seems  to  be  a  controversy 
among  poultrymen  here.  In  the  flights  of 
some  blacks  here  the  very  tip  ends  of  four 
or  Ave  feathers  are  gray  or  whitish  gray. 

Answer — The  Standard  is  very  plain  as 
far  as  disqualification  is  concerned.  The 
bird  must  be  disqualified  if  there  is  one 
half  inch  or  more  of  white  in  any  part  of 
the  plumage.  The  Standard  description  is 
not  as  complete,  however,  as  it  should  be. 
There  is  no  specific  cuts  suggested  for  gray 
in  the  plumage,  but  it  should  be  considered 
just  as  objectionable  as  it  would  be  in  Black 
Minorcas  or  Black  Langshans.  This  feature 
is  for  the  judge  to  decide.    If  a  wing  is  solid 

black  with   the  exception   of  a  very  small 


patch  of  gray,  not  white  we  would  cut  about 
three-fourths.  The  cut  should  be  from  one- 
half  to  three  points  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  gray  in  the  wings. 

* 

Question — Please  tell  me  through  the  col- 
umns of  the  Fancier  the  Standard  points 
for  the  Buff  Rock  fowls? 

Answer — The  Standard  of  Perfection  con- 
tains the  only  complete  description  of  shape 
and  color  that  can  be  furnished.  This  book 
is  copyrighted  by  the  American  Poultry 
Association  and  the  reading  matter  and  pic- 
tures contained  therein  can  not  be  reprod- 
uced without  a  violation  of  the  law.  We 
can  only  give  you  a  little  general  advice 
and  that  is  to  select  as  your  breeding  birds 
those  specimens  that  are  the  nearest  to  a 
rich,  golden  Buff  color  all  through,  but 
color  of  course  is  not  the  whole  thing,  and 
proper  shape  should  receive  some  consid- 
eration. The  only  way  for  you  to  learn  the 
correct  shape  would  be  for  some  one  to 
point  out  to  you  in  the  living  birds,  al- 
though you  could  get  an  almost  complete 
idea  by  referring  to  the  pictures  in  the 
Standard.

Question — Is  duck  foot  a  disqualification? 
If  not,  how  many  points  would  a  bird  be 
cut,  if  one  or  both  feet  are  affected? 

Answer — Cut  one  point  for  one  foot  and 
two  points  if  both  feet  are  affected. 


Question — I  have  a  flock  of  Buff  Leg- 
horns, also  one  of  Buff  Plymouth  Rocks, 
and  the  cocks  of  each  are  fine  ones,  but 
their  combs  and  waddles  are  frozen.  What 
is  a  good  remedy  for  it?  Will  this  injure 
the  birds  for  exhibit  at  the  shows? 

Answer — The  best  thing  you  can  do  for 
the  combs  and  wattles  of  your  birds  would 
be  to  anoint  them  at  least  once  a  day  with 
carbolated  vaseline.  If  they  are  frozen 
very  badly  the  birds  would  be  cut  in  the 
show  room  for  "condition"  but  could  not  be 
Ihrown  out  altogether.
